HISTORY OF JOSEPH SMITH. 

(Continued.) 

Soon after the foregoing revelation was re- 
ceived, a woman came with great pretensions 
to revealing commandments, laws, and other cu- 
rious matters and as every person (almost) has 
advocates for both theory and practice, in the 
various notions and projects of the age, it be- 
came necessary to inquire of the Lord, when I 
received the following revelation, given at Rut- 
land, February, 183 L 

A ReveUtion given February, 1831, 
O hearken, ye elders of my church, and give 
car to the words which I shall speak unto you: 
for behold, verily, verily I say unto you, that 
yt have received a commandment for a law un- 
to my church, through him whom I have ap- 
pointed unto you to receive commandments and 
revelations from my hand. And this ye shall 
know assuredly, that there is none other ap- 
pointed unto you to receive commandments 
and revelations until he be taken, if he abide 
in me. 

But verily, verily I say unto yon, that none 
elie shall be appointed unto This gift except i t 
be through him, for if it be token from him he 
shall not have power, except to appoint another 
in his stead ; and this shall be a law unto you, 
that ye receive not the teachings of any that 
shall come before you as revelations or conv 
mandments: and this I give unto you that you 
may not be deceived; that you may know they 
are not of me. For verily 1 say unto you, that 
he that is ordained of me shall come in at the 
gate and be ordained, as 1 have told you before 
to teach those reveJarions which you have re' 
reived, and sha!l receive through him whom I 
have appointed, K : , • .■ . >\, ^ ■ ,v? - 

And now, behold I give unto you a com- 
mandment, that when ye are assembled toge- 
ther ye shall ingtruct and edifv each other, that 
ye may know how to act, and direct my church 
how to act upon the points of my law and com- 



church, and be sarciifled by that winch ye have 
received, and ye shall bind yourselves to act in 
all holiness before me, that inasmuch as ye do 
Ait, glory shall be added to the kingdom which 
yo have received. Inasmuch as yc do it not, it 
shall be taken even that which ye have r€«iv_ 
cd. Purge ye.out the iniquity which is among 
you : sanctify yourselves before me, and if ye 
drsirc the glories of the kingdom, appoint ye 



before me by tiie pra^r ut nuih. Anu ugam l 
say unto you, that if ye desire the mysteries of 
jthf kingdom, provide for him food and raiment 
and whatsoever thing he needeth to accomplish 
the work wherewith I have commanded him : 
and if ye do it not he shall remain unto them 
that have received him, that I may reierve nr.- 
to myself a pure people before me. 

Again I $ay,hearkenye elders of my church, 
whom I have appointed: ye are not sent forth 
to be taught, but to teach the children of men 
the things which I have pot into your hands by 
the power of my Spirit: and ye ore to be taught 
from on high. Sanctify yourselves and ye shall 
be endowed with power, that ye may givetsvan 
as I have spoken. 

Hearken ye, for behold the great day of th* 
Lord is nigh at hand. For the day cometh that 
the Lord shall utter his voice out of heaven; 
the heavens shall shake and the earth shall 
tremble, and the trump of God shall eound both 
long and loud, and shall say to the Bleeping na- 
tions: Ye saints anse and live: Ye sinners stay 
and sleep until I shall call again: wherefore 
gird up your loins lest ye be found among the 
wicked. Lift up your voices and spare nor. 
Call upon the nations to repent, both old and 
young, both bond and free: saying, Prepare 
yourselves lor the great day of the Lord: for if 
I, who am a man, do lift up my voice and call 
upon you to repent, and ye hate me, what wili 
ye say when the day cometfi when the thun- 
der* shall utter their voices from the ends of 
the earth, speaking to the ears of all that live, 
saying: Repent, and prepare for the great day 
of the Lord! yea, and again, when the light- 
nings shall streak forth from the fast unto the 
wet t, and shall utter forth their voices unto aU 
that live, and make the ears of all tingle, tha* 
hear, saying these wnrds: Repent ye, for tht 
great day of the Lord is come? 

And again, iht Lord shall utter his voice out 
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tnamlmems, which I have given: and thua ye of heaven, saying: Hearken, O ye nations of 
shall become instructed in the law of ray j the e.irtb, and hear the words of that God who 



made you^ O, ye nations of the earth, bow of- 
ten would I have gathered you together as a hen 
gathereih her chickens under her wings, but ye 
would not? How oft have I called upon ycu 
by the mouth of my slants; and by the mi- 
metering of angels; end by mine own voice; 
and by the voice of thunderinga; and by the 
voice of lightnings; and by the voice of itro" 
ts; and by the voica of earthquakes; and

my servant Joseph Smith, jr. and uphold him U great hailitorms; and by the voice of farmnti 
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and pestilences of every kind; and by the great j 
sound of a trump; and by the voice of judg* 
msntj and by the voice of mercy all the day 
long; and by the voice of glory and honor, and 
the richas of eternal life; end would have eav- 
ed you with an everlasting salvation, but ye 
would not? Behold the day has come, when 
the cup'of the wrath of mine indignation ii 
full. 

Behold, verily I pay unto you, that these are 
the word* of the Lord your God : wherefore, 
labor ye, labor ye, in my vineyard for the last 
time; for the last time call upon the inhabit- 
ants of the earth, for in my own due time will 
I come upon the earth in judgment; and my 
people shall be redeemed and shall reign with 
me on earth; far the great Millennial, which I 
have apoken by the mouth of ray servants, shall 
come; for satau shall be bound; and when he 
ia loosed again, ho shall only reign for a little 
season, and then cometh the end ef the earth; 
and he thai livtth in righteousness shall be 
changed in the twinkling of an eye; and the 
earth shall pass away so as by fire; and the 
^cked shall ro away into unquenchable tire; 
acd their end no man knoweth on earth, nor 
ever shall know, until they come before me in 
judgment 

Hearken ye to th?se words; beholtf I am 
Jeeua Christ the Savior of the woild. Treasure 
these things up in your hearts, and let the so. 
lernnities of eternity rest upon your minds* Be 
sober. Keep all my commandments; even so; 
Amen. 

The latter part of February I received the fol- 
lowing revelation which caused the church to 
appoint a conference to be held on the 6th of 
June, ensuing. It was given at Kirtland, Feb- 
ruary, 1831, to me and Sidney Rigdon. 
Revelation to Joseph Smith jr, and Sidney Rigdon, 

given February y 1831. 

Behold thus saith the Lord unto you my ser- 
rants it is expedient in me that the elders of my 
church should be called together, from the east 
and from the west, and from the noith and from 
the south, by letter or some other way. 

And it shall come to pass, that inasmuch as 
they are faithful, and exercise faith in me, I 
will pour out my spirit upon them in the day 
that they assemble themselves together. And 
it shall come to pass that they shall go forth in- 
to the regions round about, and preach repent- 
ance unto the people; and many shall be con- 
verted, insomuch that ye shall obtain power to 
organize yourselves, according to the laws of 
man; that your enemies may not have power 
over you, that you may be preserved in all 
things; that you may be enabled to keep my 
laws, that eve y band may be broken wherewith 
the enemy eeeketh to destroy my people. 



Behold I say unto you, that ye must visit the 
poor and the needy and administer to their re- 
lief, that they may be kept until all things may 
be done according to my law which ye have re* 
eeived: Amen. 

At this age of the church many false reports, 
lies and foolish stories were^ published in the 
newspapers, and circulated in every direction 
to prevent people from investigating the work 
or embracing the faith. A great earthquake in 
China, which destroyed from one to two thou- 
sand inhabitants, was burlesqued in some pa- 
pers, as *31orraonism in China.* But to the 
joy of the saints who had to struggle against 
every thing that prejudice and wickedness could 
invent I received the following revelation, at 
Kirtland, March 7th, 183 1. 

Revelation given March 7th f 1831. 
II ■ ark ■ n, O ye peop!e of my church to whom 
the kingdom has been given ; hearken ye and 
give ear to him who hud the foundation of the 
earth; who made the heavens and all the hos:a 
thereof, and by whom all things were made 
which live and mo^e and have a being. And 
aga<n I say, hearken unto my voice, lest de&Ui 
shall overtake you: in an hour when ye think 
not .he summer shall be pi£t, and the harvest 
ended, and your toula not saved. Listen to 
him who is the advocate with the Father, who 
is pleading your cause before him: sajing, Fa- 
ther behold the sufferings and death of him who 
did no &in, in whom thou wast well pleased : 
beho'd the blood of thy Son which was ehed, 
the blood of him whom thongav^st that thyself 
might be glorified: wherefore, Father spare 
these my brethren that believe on ray name, 
that they may come unto me and have everlas- 
ting life. 

Hearken O ye people of my church, and ye 
elders lis*eu together, and hear my voice whlU 
it is called to-day and harden not your hearts: 
for verily I say unto you that I am Alpha aud 
Omega, the beginning and the end, the light 
and the life of the world ; alight that shineth 
in darkness and the darkness cumpreheudeth it 
not: I came unto my own and tny own received 
me not; hi t nnto as many as received me gave 
1 power to do many tnhaclee,md to become the 
sonsof God t and evtn unto them that believed on 
my name, gave I power to obtain eternal life. 
4nd even so I have sent mine everlasting cov- 
enant into the world; to he a li^ht to the world 
and to be a standard for my people an J for tha 
Gentiles to'seek to it; and to be a messenger 
befote tny face to prepare the way before nie. 
Wherefore come ye unto it, and with him that 
cometh I will reason as with men in .days of 
old, and I will show* unto yuu my strong teas- 
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wherefore hearken ye together and let 
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me show it unto you, even my wisdom, the 
wisdom of him whom ye gay is the God ©I 
Enoch and his brethren, who were seperated 
from the earth, and were received unto myself 
—a city reserved until a day of righteousness 
shall come — a day which was sought for by all 
holy men,and they found it not because of wick- 
edness and ibominations : and confessed that 
they were strangers and pilgrims on the earth; 
but obtained a promise that they should find it, 
and see it in their flesh. Wherefore hearken 
and I will reason with yoaf and I will speak 
unto you and prophesy as unto men in days of 
old and I trill show it plainly as I showed it 
unto my disciples, as I stood before them in the 
flesh, and spake unto them saying : As ye have 
asked of me concerning the signs of my com- 
U*§i in the day when I shall come in my glory 
in the clouds of heaven, to fulfil the promises 
tbat I have made unto your fathers: for as ye 
have looked upon the long absence of your 
ppirita from your bodies to be a bondage* I will 
show unto you how the day of redemption shall 
come, and also the restoration of the scattered 
Israel. rf^Bft i^3v^l- " * jl 

And now ye behold this temple which is in 
Jerusalem, which ye call the house of God, and 
your enemies say that this house shall never 
fell. But verily 1 say unti you, that desolation 
f hall come upon this generation as a thief in the 
nigh?, and this people shall be destroyed aud 
scattered among all nations. And ihis temple 
which ye now set, shall be thrown down that 
there shall not be left one atone upon another. 
And it shall come to pass thai this generation 
of Je ws shall not pass away, until every deso- 
lation whieh I have told you concerning them 
shall corns to pass. Ye say that ye know that 
the end of the word cometh; ye say also 
that ye know that the heavens and the 
earth shall pass away; and in this ye *ay truly, 
for so it is; but these things which I have told 
vsu, shall not pass away until all shall be ful- 
filled. And this I have told you concerning 
Jerusalem, and when that day shall come, shall 
a remnant be scattered among all nations, bu t 
taey shall befgathered again ; but they shallje- 
raain until the times of the Gentiles bo fulfilled- 

And in that day shall be heard of wars and 
rumors of war?, and the whole earth shall be in 
commotion, and men's hearts shall fail them 
and they shall say that Christ delayeth his com- 
ing unlit the end cfthe eirth. And the love 
of men thai] wai cold, and iniquity shall 
abound; and when the time of the Gentiles is 
corns in, a light shall break forth among them 
thai sit in darkness, and it shall be the fulness 
of my gospel; but they receive it not, for they 
rtrcsivs not the light, and they turn tb sir hearts 



from me because of the precepts of men; and 
in that generation shall the times of the Gentiles 
be fulfilled : and there shall be men standing in 
that generation, that shall not pass until they 
shall Bee an overflowing scourge; for a desola- 
ting sickness shall cover the land : but my dis- 
ciples shall stand in holy place*, and shall not 
be moved; but among the wicked, men shall 
lift up their voices and curse God and die. And 
there shall be earthquakes, also, in divers pla- 
ces, and many desolations yet men will harden 
their hearts against me; and they will take up 
the sword one against another, and ihev will 
kill one another. 

And now, when I the Lord had spoken these 
words unto my disciples, they were troubled ; 
and I said unto them, be not troubled, for when 
all these things shall come to puts,; e may know 
that the promises which have been made unto 
you, shall be fulfilled : and when the light shall 
begin to break forth, it shall be with them like 
unto a parable which I will show you; ye look 
and behold the fig-trees, and ye see them with 
your eyes, and ye say when they begin to shoot 
forth and their leaves are yet tender, that sum- 
mer is now nigh at hand : even so it shall be in 
;hat day, when they shall see all these things, 
then shall they know that the hour is nigh. 

And it shall come to pass that he that feareih 
me shall be looking forth for the great day of 
the Lord to come, even for the signs of the 
coming of the Son of man ; end they shall see 
signs and wonders, for they shall be shown 
forth in the heavens above, and |in the earth 
beneath; and they shall behold blood and fire, 
and vapors of emoke; and before the day of the 
Lord shall come, the sun shall be darkened, and 
the moon be turned into blood, and stars fall 
from heaven: and the remnant shall be gather- 
ed unto this place : and then they shall look 
for me, and behold I will come : and they shal} 
see me in the clouds of heaven clothed with 
power and great glory, with ah the holy angels; 
and he that watches not for me shallj be cue 
off. 

But before the arm of the Lord shall fall, an 
angel shall sound his trump, and the saints that 
have slept, shall come forth to meet me in the 
cloud, Wheiefore if ye have slept in peacs, 
blessed are you, for as you now trchold me and 
know that I am, even so shall ye corns unto me 
and your souls shall live, and your redemption 
shatl be perfected, and the saints shall corns 
forth from the four quarters of the earth. 

Then shall the arm of the Lord fall upon the 
nations, and then shall the Lord set his foot up- 
on this mount, and it shall cleave in twain, and 
the earth shall tremble and reel to and fro, and 
the heavens also shall shake, and the Lord shall 



utter his voice and all the ends of the earth 
shall hear it, and the nations of the earth shall 
mourn, and they that have laughed shall see 
their folly, and calamity shall cover the mock-

and have taken the Holy Spirit for their guide, 
and have not been deceived, verily I soy unto 
you, they shall not be hewn down and cast in- 
to the fire* but shall abide the day, and 
the earth shall begiven unto them for an inher-j 
itance; and they shall multiply and wax strong, 
and their children shall grow up without sin 
unto salvation, for the Lord shall be in their 
midst, and bis glory shall bo upon them, and 
ke will be their King and their Lawgiver. 

And now, bohold f say unto you, it shall not 
be giveii unto you to know any farther concer- 
ning this chapter, until the New Testament be 
translated and in it all these things shall be made 
known; wherefore I give unto you that ye may ^ 
now translate it, that ye may be prepared for 
the things to come ; for verily I say unto you; 
that great things await you; ye hear of wars 
in foreign lane-, but behold I say unto yon, 
ihsy are nigh even at your doors and not many 
vears hence ye shall hear of wars in vour own 
lands. 

Wherefore I the Lord have said sfstherye out 
from the eastern lands, assemble ye yourselves 
together ye elders of my church; go ye forth 
into the western countries, call upon the inhab- 
itants to repent, and inasmuch as they do re- 
pent, build up churches unto me; and with 
one heart and with one mind, gather up your 
riches that ye may purchase an inheritance 
which shall hereafter be appointed unto you,

from Cincinnati, who laid hold of the work 
with undaunted courage, and through many 
strugglet of debate and refutation of lies and 
•landers, we have been enabled, tbrougtf the 
grace of God, to plant the standard of truth, in 
defiance of all the opposition of men and devils 
—for truly we have been vieited by both. Tbe 



faithful in this region numbers about 22, and 
there are many more that will obey from the 
heart that form of doctrine which we have de- 
livered unto them.

A SHOWER OF FLESH AND BLOOD . 

In 1841, accounts were pubtishe l in tho 
newspapers of two showers of flesh and blood 
— one in Tennessee, and the other in Massa- 
chusetts. A correspondent oftho South Caro- 
lian, writing from Union District, S. C. under 
date of the 30th u'fc, who signs himself L. M. 
Davis, gives the following account of a similar 
occurrence which lately took place in that 
State: *On Saturday last, whilst Mr. Wm . M. 
Inlow and his two sons were picking cotton on 
his plantation, (in Laurens District, near Eno- 
ree river,and about two miles below Musgrove's 
Mill,) the younger son called to the others, who 
were a iittle distance from him, to listen, fox 
he heard something falling near him. They 
thought he was mistaken, and paid hut little 
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Attention to it; bu^ho insisted, and told them 
if they would come, he would show it to them 
on the ground* Thoy went and found the 
ground strewed with what^appeared to them to 
be pieces of meat* varying from the size of an 
ounce ball to larger than a hen's egg. These 
pieces were very moist, and as red as blood or 
any thing else could make them; and the grass, 
cotton, or whatever ihey came in contact with, 
was stained as with blood. They were scat- 
tered several feet apart, over a space of ground 
some twenty or thirty yards in width; and they 
examined it for something like fifty yards in 
length, but did not go to the end of it. 

I was informed of it yesterday, and went in 



ken by the fall and formed a small regmen* 
of a sphere. Having no means of either weigh- 
ing or analysing this matter, I passed it by with 
the conjecture that it was the substance which 
forms these meteors or falling stars. The alti- 
tude of this meteor could not be more than on* 
hundred yards,* 

The next fell in the pailof hismilk-maid, de 
positing the same kind of jelly without her ob- 
serving its fall. The only effect of the shock 
was to throw the pail a little on one side. 

*The third that presented itself was about 
the latter end of July, lart year. Having goao 
toward the stable between 11 and 12 o*clock, 
of a very clear night, I noticed all of a sudden 



company with two gentlemen, to visit the place that the east end of the coach-house presented 



in person. \V. were so lucky as to find some 
of the articles still remaining, and all agree that 
it had the appearance of flesh, of the finest 
mould, much finer than we had ever seen be- 
fore* Some of the pieces seemed lobe entire- 
ly fat, but most of it lean, very red, and some 
what transpatent when held up toward the 
light, but it was considerably dried when I 
saw it, having W\n twenty-four hours. 

The younger' Wm, Inlow, a very intelligent 
and credible youth of fourteen, says he first 
heard a few scattering pieces, fall, and looking 
up, saw the air darkened with them; and that 
it looked something like enow falling slowly, 1 
when the flakes are far apart; but that the 
pieces fell more rapidly. The shower fell 
about the middle of the day, while the sun was 
shining^ and a few light clouds were in the at- 
mosphere; but nothing visible could be assign- 
ed as the cause of the phenomena/* 

SINGULAR PHENOMENON, 
Mr James Arlington Ben net has written an 
interesting and curious lettei to the Commer- 
cial Advertiser respecting several meteors hs 
has noted during the last yea,r« Respecting 
the first he says: 

'Being near the sea shore some years ago, in 
the month of August, I observed u. bright me- 
teor descending right in front of me, almost in 
a perpendicular line, and not, to appearance, 
three rods distant, and being between me and 
the sea it maintained its light until it almost 
touched the ground. A light shock instantly 
•truck my ear as though something had fallen. 
I approached the spot, but there being only star 
light could see nothing. On feeling on the 
ground, however, I stuck my finger into some- 
thing soft, which I iound to have a most pe- 
culiar fetid s ii* el 1, like something I had never 
met with in the laboratory or any where else. 
Next morning I examined the place and found 
about two pounds of brown jelly, which had 
deacendsti in globular form, but had been bro- » 



a brilliant light, and turning to look for the 
cause, a moat splendid meteor, which had run 
nearly half its course, leavings brilliant streak 
of light after it, was descending directly to- 
wards me, on an angle of about 45 degrees, 
when it immediately ceased to shine. *There 
goes another jell j,* said I to myBelf, *which I 
must hunt up in the morning*" 

Mr. Bennet marked the spot where it fell, 
and next morning proceeded with a lad to find 
it. It had faUen farther off than he expected, 
and he says : 

I passed four fields without success, when at 
the lower end of the fifth field, a piece of mead- 
ow land, full half a mile from where I stood, 
to my wonder and admiration I discovered a 
little on the right of the line of search, a body 
of dark brown jelly, exactly like one side of a 
convex lens, three feet in diameter, but broken 
into many pieces by the fall* The stench was 
most insufferable. This body of jelly before 
it fell must have formed a globe of from ten to 
twelve inches in diameter, if not more- This 
jelly, which lay on the spot where it fell until 
the 14th of September following, entirely des- 
troyed all the grass tinder and near it. Now 1 
think that taking the base line of a right angle 
triangle at double the distance from where I 
stood, and this meteor having its formation at 
the head of the perpendicular, its altitude must 
be counted at least one mile, as its downward 
course would trace the hypothenuse of the sams 
triangle for some distance. 

I put a piece of this jelly on the coals, the 
odor from which drove the servants from the 
kitchen. There arose neither flame nor smoke, 
yet it extinguished the coals where it lay. Be- 
ing very busy at the time, I did not attempt to 
determine it& constituents. Its fracturo was 
not, however, like that of jelly, but it appeared 
to break into cubes. 

There is a possibility of thisjneteorj having 
had its origin much higher in the atmosphere 
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thuD here supposed, as its velocity appeared to 
be very great, but as I heard no explosion by 
which its true distance and altitude migh* have 
been determined, the elevation of one mile is 
but hypoihet-is. The meteor of the 18th Au- 
gust, 1793, described by Mr. Cavello, in the 
Philosophical Transactions of London for 1784 
he places by vague and uncertain data at an 
elevation from the earth of 56 1-2 miles, and 
pretends to have heard the explosion twelve 
minutes after, at 130 miles distance! 

May not each of these jellies be the residum 
or synthetical result of the combustion or dis- 
cbarge of a large portion of gasses, through an 
electrical agent? The universal downward 
tendency of their motion shows that their spe- 
cific gravity is much more than that of the at- 
mosphere, and that they therefore must be form- 
ed at the moment of discharge. 

*The editor putsdirectly aferthis the account 
of the shower of flesh and blood that fell late- 
ly in South Carolina, and says perhaps Mr. B. ? s 
theory will explain it* There may be some- 
thing in this; and the two substances noticed 
in each ease may result from the same cause, 
and that so often laughed at under the name of 
*a shower of flesh and blood' be a very philo- 
sophic and true thing after all. 

But Mr, B. is mistaken in calling (hem me- 
teors in the common acceptation of that term, 
we have no hesitation in saying. Those fiery 
: rss€s that pass so rapidly through the air, ac- 
companied often with loud detonations and 
throwing off fragments that reach the earth, are 
aomething entirely different. Those fragments 
are stone and are hurled so violently as to be 
embedded in the soil. The meteor described 
by Mr.Cavclto, in 1783, and to which Mr. Ben- 
net refers, we take to be an entirely different 
thing from ordinary shooting stars. That it had 
a great altitude is also highly probable, for 
•ome of them moet certainly have* The heavy 
stones which they have frequently hurled to 
the earth, would have effectually demolished, 
we think* the maid's milk pail. The substance 
of the meteoric showers, so called, no one pre- 
tends to know. They are supposed, however, 
to be entirely different from the ordinary shoot- 
ing star*. 

The falling star that any one may see of a 
clear night, has long been regarded by philos- 
ophers as a gelatinous matter, inflated with 
phosphuretted hydrogen gas: and the splendid 
meteor of Mr. Beimet was doubtless one o{ 
these ordinary shooting start appearing very 
bright by its proximizy. The gelatinous sub- 
stance he found, accords with the experience 
and theory of others, and indeed is a very sin- 
gular and curious corroboration of them. 



That these substances *must be formed at the 
moment of discharge, we do not think neece*- 
sary. Their ascent and descent would depend 
entirely on the amount of gas they contain. 
I* The idea of accounting for the shower of 
flesh and blood on this theory is certainly new 
to us», and deserve?,we think a-sreond thought.'

We have been informed by a gentleman who 
has traversed a large portion of the Indian coun- 
try of^Nortbern Texas, and the country lying 
between Santa Fe and the Pacific, tha* there 
are vestiges of ancient cities and ruined fifths 
or temples on the Rio Puerco and on the Color- 
ado of west. He says that on one of the 
branches of the Rio Puereo, a few days tratel 
from Santa Fe, there ia an immense pile of 
ruins that appear to belong to an ancient tem- 
ple. Portions of the walls are mil] standing, 
consisting of huge blocks of limestone regular- 
ly hewn, and laid in cement. The building 
occupies an extent of more than an acre. Itia 
two or three stories high, lies no rcof, but ecu 
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tains many rooms generally of a square form, 
without windows, and the lower rooms are so 
dark and gloomy that they resemble caverns 
father than the apartments of an edifice buih 
for a human habitation. — Our informant did not j 
give the style of architecture* but he believes 
it could not be erected by Spaniards or Euro* 
peans, as the stones are much worn by the rains, 
and indicate that the building has stood several 
hundred years. From his description we arej 
induced to believe that it resembles the ruins 
of Palenque or Qtalun. He says there arc many 
similar ruins on the Colorado of the West, 
which empties into the Californian sea. In 
one of the valleys of the Cordileras traversed by 
this river* and about four hundred miles from 
its mouth, there is a large temple stitl blinding, 
its walls and spires presenting scarcely any 
trace of dilapidation, and were it not for the 
want of a roof it might still be rendered habita- 
ble* Near it, scattered along the declivity of a 
mountain, are the ruins of what must have been 
Gnce a large city. The traces of a large aque- 
duct part of which is however in the solid 
rock, are still visible. Neither the Indians re- 
siding in the vicinity, nor the oldest Spanish 
settlers of the nearest settlement?, can give anv 
aocount of the origin of these buildings. They 
merely know that they have stood there from 
the earliest periods to which their traditions 
extend. The antiquarian who is desirous to 
trace the Aztic or Toltec races in their mi*rra- 
tions from the northern regions of America, 
may find in these ancient edifices many subjects 
of curious speculation.

The next day after the above was received, 
I also received the following revelation, relative) 
to the gifts of the Hoty Ghost; given at Kirt- 
land, March 8th, 1831 . 

Revelation given March, 183L 

Hearken, O ye people of my church, for ver^ 
ily I say unto you, that these things were spo- 
ken unto you for your profit and learning; but 
notwithstanding those things which are writ- 
ten, it always has be*n given to the elders of 
my church, from the beginning, and ever shall 
be, to conduct alt meetings as they ar*e direc- 
ted and guided by the Holy Spirit: neverthe- 
less ye are commanded never to cast any one 
out from your public meetings, which are held- 
before the world: je are also commanded not 
to cast any one, who belongeth to the church, 
out of your sacrament meetings: nevertheless, 
if any have trespassed, let hirn not partake until 
he makes reconciliation. 

And again I say unto you, ye shall not cast 
any cne out of your sacrament meetings, 
who is earnestly seeking the kingdom : I speak 
ihia concerning those who are not of the 
church. 

And again I say unto you, concerning vour 
confirmation meetings, that if there be any that 
is not of the church, that is earnestly seeking 
after the kingdom, ye shall not cast them out; 
but ye are commanded in all things to ask of 
God who giveth liberally, and that which the 
Spirit testifies *anto you, even so I would that 
ye should do in all holiness of heart, walking 
uprightly before me, considering the end of 
your salvation, doing all things with prayer 
and thanksgiving, that ye may not be seduced 
by evil spirits', or doctrines of devils, or the 
commandments of men, for some are of men, 
and others of devils. 

Wherefore, beware lest ye are deceived ! and 
that ye may not be deceived, seek ye earnestly 
the best gift?, always remembering for what 
they are given j for verily I say unto you, they 
aro given for the benefit of those who love me 
and keep all my commandments, and him that 
seeketh so to do, that all may be benefitted, 
that seeketh or that asketh of me, that asketh 
and not for a sign that he may consume it upon 
his lusts. 

And again, verily I Fay unto you, I would 
that ye should always remember, and always 
retain in your minds what those gifts are, that 
art given unto the church, for all have not eve- 



ry gitt given unto them: tor mere aie many 
gifts, and to every man is given a gift by the 
Spirit of God: to some it is given one, and to 
|some is given another, that all may be profited 
th ereby; to some it is given by the Holy Ghoet 
to know that Jesus Christ is the Son of God, 
and that he was crucified for the sins of th* 
world; to others it is given to believe on their 
words, that they also might have eternal life, 
if they continue faithful . 

And again, to some it is given by the Holy 
Ghost to know the differences of administra- 
tion, as it will be pleasing unto the same Lord, 
according as the Lord will, suiting his mercies 
according to the conditions of the children of 
men. And again it is given by the Holy Ghost 
to some to know the diversities of operations, 
whether it be of God, that the manifestations of 
the Spirit may be given to every man to profit 
withaL 

And again, verily I say unto you, to some it 
is given, by the Spirit of God, the word of wis- 
dom; to another it is given the word of knowl- 
edge, that all may be taught to be wise and to 
have knowledge. And again, to some it is 
given to have faith to be healed, and to others 
it is given to have faith to heal. And again, to 
some it is given the working of miracles; and 
to others it is given to prophesy, and to others 
the discerning of spirits. And again, it is giv- 
en to some to speak with tongues, and to anoth- 
er it is given the interpretation of tongues, and 
• all these gifts cometh from God, for the bene- 
fit of the children of God. A nd unto the bish- 
op of the church, and onto such as God shall 
appoint and ordain to wateh over the church, 
and to be elders unto the church, are to have it 
given unto them to discern ali those gifts, lest 
there shall be tiny among you profrssing and 
yet be not of God.

And it shall come to pass that he that asketh 
' in spirit shall receive in spirit; that unto earn*

And again I say unto you, all things must be 
jdone in the name of Christ, whatsoever you do 
in the spirit; and yo must give thanks unto 
God in the spirit for whatsoever blessing ye axe 
blessed with: and ye must practice virtue and 
holiness before me continually ; even so: Amen.

and assist you, my servant Joseph, in trans* 
cribing all things which shall be given you, 
until he is called to further duties.

And again 1 say unto you, that it shall be 
appointed unto him to keep the church record 
and history continually, for Oliver Cowdery I 
have appointed to another office. Wherefore it 
shall be given hint, inasmuch as he is faithful, 
by tbe Comforter, to write these things; even 
sot Atnen. 

Upon inquiry how the brethren Ftiould act in 
Tcgard to purchasing lands to settle upon ; and j 
where they should finally make a permanent 
location; I received the following revelation, 
given at Kirtland, March 183 L 

Revelation given March, 1831. 

It is necessary that ye should remain„for the 
present time, in your places of abode, asit shall 
be suitable to vour circumstances; and inas- 
much as ye have bniia, )e shall impart to the 
eastern brethren; and inasmuch as ye have not 
lands, let them bay for the present lime in 
those regions round ab^ut as scemeth them 
good, for it must needs be necessary that they 
have places to live fur the present time* 

It must needs he necessary, that ye save all 
the money that ye can, r.nd that ye obtain all 
that ye can in righteousness, that in time yt 
may be enabled to purchase lands for an inher- 
itance, even the city. The place is not yet to 



unto you, that I give unto you a command- 
ment, that you shall go and preach my gospel, 
I which ye have received, even as ye have re- 
ceived it, unto the Shakers, Behold I sav unto

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And again, I say unto you, that whoso fur- 
fciddelh to marry, is not ordained of God, for 
marriage ia ordained of God unto man: where- 
fore it is lawful that he should have one wife, 
and they twain shall be one flesh p and all this 
that the earth might anawer the end of its cre- 
ation r and that it might be 611ed with the 
measure of man, according to his creation be- 
fore the world was made. And who*o forbid- 
deth to abstain from meats, that man should 
not eat the same, ia not ordained of God; for 
behold the beasts of the field, and the fowls of 
the air, and that which coraeth of the earth, is 
ordained for the use of man, for food, and 
ht raiment, and that he might have in 
abundance, but it is not given that one man 

should possess that which is above another: 

wherefore the world Heth in sin; and wo be unto 
man that sheddelh blood or that wasteth flesh 
and hath no need. 

And again, verily I Fay unto you, that the

In May a number of elders being present, and 
not understanding the different spirits abroad j 
in tho land, I inquired^nd received from the] 
Lord, the following revelation. 

A revelation given Maij 1831. 
Hearken, O ye eldcra of my church, and give 
ear to the voice of the living God; and attend 
to :be words of wisdom which shall be given 
anto you, according as ye have asked and are 
agreed as touching the churchy and the spirits 
which have gone abroad in the earth. Behold 
varily I say unto you, that there are many spir« I 



its which are falsa spirits, which have gone 
forth in the earth, deceiving the world : and 
also satan hath sought to deceive you, that be 
might overthrow you. 

Behold I the Lord have looked upon you, and 
have seen abominations in the church, that 
profess my name; but blessed aie they wi*o 
are faithful and- endure, wbe;her in life or in 
death, for they shall inherit eternal life. But 
wo unto them that are deceivers, and hypocrites, 
for thus saith the Lord, I will bring them te 
judgment. 

Behold verily I say unto you, there are hyp- 
ocrites among you, and have deceivedsome, 
which has given the adversary power, but bo- 
hold such shall be reclaimed ; but the hypocrite* 
shall be detected and ehall be cut off, either in 
life or in death, even as I will, and wu unto 
them who are cut ofTfrooi my church, for the 
same are overcome of the world: wherefore* 
let every man beware lest he do that which is 
not in truth and righteousness before me- 

And now come, saith the Lord by the ppirit, 
unto the elders of his church, and let us reason 
together, that ye may understand : let us rea- 
son even as a man reasoneth one with another 
face to face : now when a man rcasoneth, ha is 
understood of man, because he reasoneth as a 
man ;even so will I theLord reason with you that 
you may understand rwhereforeltheLord asketh 
you this question, unto what were ye ordained? 
To preach my gospel by the Spirit, ev*en the 
Comforter which was sent forth to teach the 
truth; and then received ye spirits which ye 
could not understand, and received them to be 
of God, and in this are ye justified? Behold ye 
shall answer this question yourselves, neverthe- 
less I will be merciful unto you: he that is 
weak among you heieafter shall be made 
strong. 

Verily I eay unto you, he that is ordained of 
me and sent forth to preach the word of truth by 
the Comforter, in the spirit of truth, doth he 
preach it by the spirit of truth, or some other 
way? and if it* be by some otherway, it be 
not of God: therefore, why is it that ye cannot 
understand and know that he that recciveth the 
wordbytbe spirit of truth, receivcth it as it is 
preached by the spirit of truth? 

Wherefore,, he that preacheth and he that ra- 
ceiveth, understandeth one another, and bo:h 
are edified and rejoice together; and that which 
doth not edifv, is not of God, and is darkness; 
that which is of God is light, sod he that re- 
ceive th light and continueth in God, receifeth 
more light, and that light groweih brighter and 
brighter, vntil the perfect day.

Among the number was our be- 
loved Prophet. A court martial was immedi- 
ately instituted, in which it was decreed that 
the Prophet, together with a few others, should 
be ihot^ at six o'clock next morning. This, 
however, was prevented by the remonstrance of ! 
one or two of Clark's officers. They were im- 
mediately conducted to prison, where they suf-l 
fered the greatest indignity.

With pleasure I spend a few moments in 
giving a short sketch of the mission I took this 
summer and fall. At the April conference I 
was called upon to take a mission to Lawrence 
county, New York; consequently I made ar- 
rangement to leave as scon as possible, and on 
the last day of July, left Nauvoo, in company 
with Gen. Wilson Law, for the east, via. Chi- 
cago and the lakes. We had a very p!easant 
time, many very anxiously inquiring after tha 
principles of otjj holy religion, but none op- 
posed. 

While upon Lake Huron, Gen. Law compos- 
ed the following beautiful lines, which I cheer- 
fully submit for publication.

BIOGRAPHY OF NATHAN PRATT. 

Died in this place, on the 2 1st December!; 
l*3t, Nathan Pratt, Son of Parley P. Pratt J j 
aged five and half years* r 1 

As his life has been rather ext raordinury,|j 
perhaps the following sketch may bo worthy | 
of publication. " * fl 

He was born in Caldwell Co. Missouri, A.D.i 
l&iB. The honoured place of his birth, was t 
cot a stable, like his Redeemers of old, but ; 
a ymall hou^e belonging to Mr. Isaac A(red. j[ 

At the age of two weeks, he was removed 
into a, new house, without a floor , do >r f win- 
dow, or chimney. ^This being scon demolish- 
ed by the rage of persecution, he removed 
nine mite?, to the town of Far West, being then! 
lit weeks old. 

Here he lived in a house nine feet square, j 
built of logs ; hut even here, the rage of his 
enemies soon searched him out, and when he 
waa three mouths old, his father was* torn 
from him and confined in a Missouri dungeon, if 
leaving him and his mother, f who lay sick of a 
feV cT y exposed tg the wrath of a band of savage 
murderers, who at that time over-ran and ra- 
vaged the whole town : they fired several rifle 
bails into ihe house, and scores of them were 
afterwards picked up in the door yard, 

Soon after thiF, he came with his mother 
and spent much of the winter in prison with 
bis faiher, where he some times served as o 
•hield, to guard his b^som from the* threatened 
violence of the angry cjuard:*. 

At the age of nine months, the extermiua- 
ting order of the modern Nero, (L . W. Bog*?.) 
was so for enforced as to banish him and his 
mother from the state at the poi^t of the bay-j 
one! : leaving his father still in prison. 

They fled to Quincy, Illinois a distance of, 
two hundred miles ; where they lived till the 
following July, without iho assistance of a 
husband or father.

The second campaign opens with a removal 
from Quincy to Nauvoo, a distance of 50 
miles, where he and his parents took up their 
residence, in a small log cabin, consisting of 
one ronm, already occupied by another family. 

After a stay of about one month, he starch 
on a mission to England, in company with his 
father and mother. ' The first part of this jour- 
ney was performed in about four weeks by 
land distance 600 miles. This brought them to 
Detroit, from thence they journeyed by water 
to New York, about 800 miles distant. Hero 
he took up winter quarter?, and thus closed 
the second y*.ar of our young hero* 

The third opens with a journey to the State 
of Maine and a return to New York ; making 
twelve hundred miles travel. In September 
following he sailed with his parents for Eng- 
land. After a long and tedious passage they 
landed safe in Liverpool : he resided ip Eng- 
land, and visited most of the principal towns. 

In October 1842, he sailed for New Orleans, 
where he arrived in safetv, after a vovage of 
ten Weeks. From thence he saile d up the Mifr- 
sisippi, as far as Chester, Illinois, where he a- 
gain took up his winter quarters. In April 
fallowing he arrived at Nauvoo, having been 
absent about three years and six month?, du- 
ring which he had travelled near twenty thou- 
sand miles, 

From this time he attended school, and was 
rapidly advancing in knowledge, when, falling 
from the stairs of his father's new building in- 
to the cellar, he broke his thigfc* 

This accident confined him for severa 
weeks, but recovering, he continued his fto- 
dies till he was seized with his last illne*** 
which was very severe until his death. 

He h^s often requested singing and praj 
and dwealt with great delight on the line* 
Weslev which commence as follows :

TO THE HONORABLE, THE SENATE 
AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
OF PENNSYLVANIA, IN LEGISLA- 
TIVE CAPACITY ASSEMBLED. 
Your memoralis', a member of the Church 
of Jesus Chmt of Latter Day Saints, and now 
an exile in the etate of Illinois, bega leave 
most respectfully to represent to your honora- 
ble body, that he was born in the state of Penn- 
sylvania, on the 19th of February, A. D, 1793, 
in Alleghany county, and township of Saint 
Clair,that he continued hig permanent residence 
in said state until the year 1826, when he raov* 
cd into the state of Ohio. In 1831, he wen t 
into the elate of Missouri, and in connexion 
with other members of said Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Sainta, became the owner 
of real estate in the county of Jackson, in faid 
state; but by reason of the violence of a formi- 
dable mob, and ibe unwillingness of the au- 
thorities of Missouri ?o protect your memorialise 
ar.d those connected with him, in the possess- 
ion of their rights, th*y were forbidden the 
privilege of enjoying their property, or receiv- 
ing any benefit therefrom; that in the month 
of April, 1838, your memoraliat moved with 
his family into the rate of Missouri, into 
Caldwell county, and became the owner of re- 
al estate in the said county of Caldwell, with- 
out however being privileged to enjoy the ben- 
efit of his lands in Jackson county. All the 
lands owned by your memorialist and his breth- 
ren, in Jackson county, were purchared from 
the United States, fur which payment had been 
r?ade in full; the benefits of which payment 
the United States now enjoy, and hap, ever 
since the purchase. There had a Iar£e nura- 
ter of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints settled in Caldwell county, at the time 
your memorialist went into that county, as also 
insoy in Caviea ccunty, in said state. We 
rnmmenced building houses, and improving 
our lands; building milla and Qther machinery, 
for oar mutual benefit; quietly and peaceably 
enjoying- our new hornet, and using much in- 
dustry and economy, to render the desolate 
waste, whither we had been driven, a pleasant 
habitation fur man. The toils of the day, were 
followed by the found qf the hammer, the 
nciseof the plane, and the hum of the wheel, 
at sight. Day and night all was bustle, all 
w as stir; every hear of the day, and many of 
the night, brought forth the fruits of industry* 
t*r l^s benefit of ;ho Kit'err, and added a<'di« 



tional improvement, beauty and comfort to our 
new homes. Our social circles, however, were 
not unfrequently disturbed by the tears and 
sobbings of some disconsolate widow, or the 
weeping of some bereaved orphan, bewailing 
the loss of a husband ora father, who had fal- 
len a victim to the violence to the Jackson and 
Clay county mobs. Jackson county was the 
place of our choice, and nothing but violence 
could have caused our people to leave it. Their 
hearts were set upon if, and all their feelings 
associated with that place, as the future home 
of themselves and their posterity. The location 
in Caldwell and Davics counties, was only 
made by our people, by reason of violence and 
lawless outrages committed upon them. It was 
always received by us as a place of exile, and 
not of choice, and in dispite of all our efforts 
at cheerfulness, at times, the mind would be 
almost overwhelmed with melancholy, and we 
would say in our heare, and often with our 
lip?/what availeth ua that our ancestors bled, 
and our fathers fought for liberty, while we are 
as captives in a strange land]* and like Israel 
along the streams of Babylon, we would be al- 
most ready to hang our harps on the willows, 
and refuse to sing the song of Zion. O where 
is the patrimony our fathers bequeathed to us? 
Where is the liberty they purchased with tbeir 
blood? Fied! alas, fled!! but we hope oat for* 
ever* ^JT^SS^^^- f - ' ''T t r 

But the wants of our families would dissi- 
pate our feelings; we would engage in the la- 
bora of the day, and the toils of the night, wiih 
untiring perseverance, and struggle with all 
the powers of both mind and body, to render 
our families comfortable, and make our homes 
pleasant. Bntalas! this privilege was not al- 
owed us. Our quiet industry, and untiling 
perseverancesoon awakened the jealousy of our 
enemies, and the cry went forth, that if the 
Mormons (as they called us) were let alone, 
Caldwell county would, in five years, be the 
most wealthy and popuiooa county in the state. 
This our enemies could not endure; and a reg- 
ular syfttem of mobocracy, of violence, and 
plunder, was formed to check us in cur court* 
to wealth and greatness, as our enemiea sup- 
posed : and, indeed, they had some reason to 
thipjt so; for an extent of improvement hod 
been made in this remote and wild region, in 
the space of a few months, which had no par- 
allel in the history gf our western settlements, 
ind I strongly doubt whe f h^r any where else. 

This banditti of marauders increased in num» 
bars and violence, until by device and strata- 
gem, duplicity and falsehood, the^ got the au- 
thorities of the state \o interfere, and aid them 
in their diabol:*a| purreses; and the then Ctf 
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en»or oi the >tiiu\ Luburn W . Bogys, actually 
tent a I irge military force into the county, with 
orders to exterminate ns and confiscate our 
property; or fcuch was the authority the com- 
manders of the military array claimed, by vir- 
tue of the order received from the governor. — 
Suffice it to fay, that our settlements wero bro- 
ken up, our towns plundered, our farms laid 
waste, our crops ruined, our flocks and herds 
either killed or driven away, our houses rifled, 
out goods, money, clothing, provisions, and al' 
wc had, carried away; men were shot down 
like wild beasts, or had their brains dashed 
out; women were insulted and ravished, until 
they died in the hands oi their destroyers. Chil- 
dren were killed, while pleading for their lives. 
AH intreaties were vain and fruitless; men, 
women end children, alike, fell victims to the 
violence and cruelty of these ruffians. Men 
moving into the county with their families, 
were shot down; their waggons, teams and 
loading, taken by the plunderers as hooty, and 
their wives, with their little ones, ordered out 
of the state forthwith, or suffer death, as had 
their husbands; leaving them no menns of con* 
veyance but their feet, and no means of sub- 
sistence but begging , Soldiers of the revolu- 
tion were slain in the moat brutal manner while 
pleading for their lives, in the name of Ameri- 
can citizens. Many were thrown into prison 
to endure the insults of a mock trial, that would 
have disgraced an inquision. This last part of 
the scene, was doubtless designed to make the 
distant public believe, that there was some ex- 
cuse (or all this outrage and violence. Among 
the number of those cast into prison, was your 
memorialist, who had to endure four months 
imprisonment, part of the time in chains. 

To gh r e your honorable body a correct idea 
rtfthe origin of these scenes of cruelty and woe, 
we will here transcribe the preamble to a set 
of resolutions passed by these plunderers, at 
their first meeting held in Jackson county, for 
the purpose of taking measures for the expul- 
sion of our people from that county. It is as fol- 
lows : 

ef We the underpinned, citizens of Jackson 
county, believing' that an important crisis isat 
hand, as regards our civil society, in conse- 
quence of a pretended religious society of peo- 
ple that have settled and are still settling in our 
county, styling themselves Mormons; and in- 
tending as we do } to rid our society, peaceably 
if we can, forcibly if we must, and believing as I 
we do, that the arm of the civil law docs not 
afford us a guarantee, or at least, a sufficient 
one against the eyils which ore itjov* inflicted 
5n uf, and seem to be increasing by the said rc-

est importance to form ourselves into a compa- 
ny for the better and easier accomplishment of 
our purpose, which we deem it almost super- 
fluous to any, is justified as well by the law of 
nature, as by the law of self defence*" 

Your honorable body will see by the above, 
that the reason assigned for the formation of 
the company (and this was the first that was 
formed,) was the want of j ower in ihe civil 
law to enable them to effect their object. Hear 
their own words — 4 And believing as we do, that 
the arm of the civil law dor« not afford us a 
guarantee, or at least a sufficient one against 
the evils which are now inflicted on us.' What 
were the evils complained of? Strange must be 
the answer, themselves being judges; the exis- 
tence of a religious society among them; a so- 
ciety too against which even envy and malice 
themselves could Lot find an accusation, or fer- 
ret out a lawless impropriety, or ono act which 
(he laws recognised as crime. For, says the 
complainants, we form ourselves into a com- 
pany, because the laws do not provide for the 
evils which afflict us; or this is in effect what 
they say. If any individual or individuals of 
said society, or the society as a body, had trans- 
greased :he laws, had not the state power to 
lawfully inflict the punishment due to said o(~ 
fence? The sequel shows they had. What 
are ihe facts then of the case, our enemies be- 
ing the judges themselves? They are, that our 
people had so deported themselves, as to be 
justified by the laws; claiming no righto but 
such as the laws guaranteed; exercising no 
power beytnd the limits set for them by the 
laws of the country ; and this was the reason 
why our enemies formed themselves into a 
company for our expulsion, or at least, ihey go 
say. If our people had been transgressors of 
the laws, no need then, for the people of Jack- 
son county to form themselves into a company 
to drive us from our homes; they could have 
done this lawfully; no need of a companys' 
being formed, all could have been done with- 
out, that humanity could have demanded. 

By virtue then of the unholy determination, 
as stated above, our people were attacked, in- 
discriminately, men women and children ; their 
houses were rifled ; the inmates driven out into 
open fields or wild prairies j their farms desolat- 
ed j their crops all destroyed ; their goods, and 
chattels carried off or otherwise destroyed; 
men were caught, tied up, and whipped, until 
some died in their hands, others had to tie 
handkerchiefs round their bodies to keep their 
bowels from falling out pothers were shot 
down ; their wives and little one's driven from 
their habitation! and this often in the night, 
having nothing a but their night clothes on j their 
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houses would be set on fire, and all consumed, 
aving hundreds of women and little children 
thus destitute and naked, wandering bare-footed 
and nearly naked, in the darknesa of the night 
and dead of winter, in the fields and open prai- 
ries, without any covering but the heavens, or 
any bed but the earth ; and their condition so 
terrible that they might be followed by their 
blood* which flowed from their lacerated and 
bleeding feet. Females in this heart rending 
condition, gave birth to children, in the open 
air, and exposed to the inclemencies of the win- 
ter. The consequences were that many sicken- 
ed and many died. And if we ask, why all 
this abuse ? the answer must be, because the 
people had not transgressed the laws j if they 
had, their persecutors would have punished 
lhem by the laws : but they had not done it ; 
and for this cause they must suffer all the cru- 
elties which the most inhuman barbarity could 
invent. The lands which your memorialist 
and his brethren had purchased from the general 
government, and on which lar^e improvements 
were made, were thus taken possession of by 
our persecutors, and the same are held by them 
till this day, and we are forbid the privilege of 
enjoying them or any benefit arising from them, 
I mean the lands in Jackson County, 

After wandering about for a length of time, 
those that were thus unlawfully deprived of 
their earthly all and cruelly driven from their 
homes, got into Clay county in said state of 
Missouri ; and again began to get homes; but 
in a short time, the same scenes began to be 
acted in Clay, as had been in Jackson county^ 
and the people were again driven, and got into 
Caldwell or what was afterwards Caldwell 
county, and into Da vies county, or a large ma- 
jority of them, and here again purchased lands 
from the general government. 

To give your honourable body a correct idea 
or how those who had been thus driven and 
stripped of their all, were enabled again to pur- 
chase, it ia only necessary to say, that there 
was a constant emigration into the country of 
the members of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints ; many of those had money, 
and they loaned part of what they had to those 
who had none } and enabled them to pur^h^se 
homes. The lands soon began to rise fa valvi^ 
and the first purchasers were enabled to sell 
part of what they had purchased for enough to 
pay for the whole, and save themselves a home : 
wme more and some les3, There were few, if 
finy, who did not in this way get homes, butl 
Were privileged £<nly a very short time to enjoy f 
thqfl. W« wero followed into Caldwell and 
Davies counties, by the same relentless spirit, 
|nd ^jr the same persecutors who had deio-' 



lated our people in Jackson county, under the 
command of Major General Lucas, of Indepen- 
dence, Jackson county seat of the first mob, 
and the place t where the first company was 
formed for our destruction. He was joined on 
his way hither by many of other counties, 
and invaded our towns and settlements, laid 
all waste and drove us into exile. 

Lilburn W, Boggs, who was Lieutenant Gov, 
erner of the state, when the persecution first 
commeaced, and one of the principal actors in 
the persecution, was now (1838) governor ot 
the state, and used his executive and influence to 
have us all massacred or driven into exile ; a- 
gain taking all we had, and holds it till this 
day; and all this because we were not lawless 
and disobedient. For if the laws had given 
them a sufficient guarantee against the evils 
complained of by the existence of our religious 
society among them, then would they have had 
recourse to the I"ws. If we had been trans, 
gressors of law, our houses would not have been 
rifled, our women ravished, our farms desolated? 
□ nd our goods and chattel* destroyed; our men 
killed, our wives and children driven into the 
the prairies, and made to suffer all the indig- 
nities that the most brutal barbarity could in- 
flict, but would only have had to suffer that 
which the laws would inflicf, which were 
founded in justice, framed in righteousness 
and administered in humanity* But scourged 
by this banditti, without the forms of law, and, 
according to their own declaration, in violation 
of all law, or the principles of humanity, we 
were doomed to suffer all kinds of cruelty which 
barbarity or inhumanity could invent. And 
they have gravely told the world that they 
deem it almost superfluous to say that 1 heir 
cause was justified, as well by the law of na- 
ture as by the law of self defence. Now, in the 
name of oil humanity, what law of nature jus* 
tified, or law of self defence required the inflic- 
tion of such shameless cruelties? In to saying* 
they show most assuredly but very little re spect 
to the intelligence or humanity of American 
citizens, and in the eyes of the civilized world 
have cast a shade f $nd a dajk one too, on the 
character of the sons of a noble ancestry, for 
they have virtually said that Americans look 
upon *uch ciuelties as the acts of virtue and th$ 
fatherly ghaetjsemente of humanity* 

During the whole progtess of lfl6se scenes of 
cruelty, from the beginning, we petitioned the 
authorities of Missouri for protection and 
redress. In the name of Ameiican citisen?, we 
appealed to their patiiotisrn, to their justice, to 
their humanity, and to their aaored honors; bu l 
they were deaf to our entreaties, and lent a 
listless ear to our petitions. All attempts at 
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redress or protection wrre vain, and they heed- 
ed us not, until we were exiles in a strange land, 
though one (and to its honor be it spoken) 
where we found both friends and a home. 
But since our residence in Illinois, Missouri has 
followed us wnh the same reientles spirit of

Let me further 
ask the attention of your honorable body to the 
fact, that all the before described outrages were 
committed by a body of men calling themselves 
militia, called out by order of the governor for 
the professed object of seeing that the laws 
were kept, and their supremacy maintained. 
Such was their pretended object, and under 
this cover they put at defiance the laws of both 
God and man; of nature, humanity, and de- 
cency, and in these unhallowed abuses of all 
the laws of civilized society in the world, they 
were upheld by the authorities of the state, and 
actually paid by the state, for committing theft, 
robbery, rapine, violence, rape, and murder, 
with innumerable cruelties, painful to mention 
And when we made application to the authori- 
ties for redress, we were insulted instead of re- 
ceiving common civilities. The constitution 
of the United States provides, that the United 
Stales shall give to each state a republican form 
of government. Is it a republican form of go- 
vernment where such outrages can be com- 
mitted in the face of the authorities, and yet 
no redress can be had; where all law is sus- 
pended to give place to cruelty, barbarity, and 



vented from exercising the rights, which they,

Being refused redress by the authorities of 
Missouri, to whom shall your memorialist look? 
He answers, to the people of his native state, 
and through them to the general government, 
and where can he look with more confidence, 
than to the patriots of Pennsylvania, the state 
of his nativity, and the pluce of the sepulchres 
of his fathers.

Weak indeed must be our republican inati* 
tutiops, and as contemptible our tiatiotul cu- 
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pacity, if it is a fact, that American citizens,.) 
after having purchased lands from the govern- | 
ment, and received the government guarantee 

to be protected in the enjoyment of tbem, they 
can be lawlessly and causelessly driven oft' by 
violence and cruelty, and yet the government 
hare no power to protect them, or redress their! 
wrong*. Tell not this in Pennsylvania, pub* 
lish it not in the streets of Harrisb irgh, for 
surely, the sons of the 'Key Stone State' will 
feel themselves insulted. 

Well may the nations of the old world ridi- ■ 
cu'e the weakness, and impotency of our free 
institutions, a government not able to protect

From the acquaintance which jour memori- 
alist has with the history of his native state,, 
he has been induced to make his appeal to your 
nonored body — a state whose people are noted 
for their civic virtues and zealous attachment to! 

principles of civil and religious liberty ; a: 
people venerable from the beginning of our 
national existence; who<e virtuous efforts toj 
the sacred principles of freedom, religious, civ- 
il , and political, have obtained for themselves 
imperishable laurels in the history of our eoun- 
try*a glory; a people whnae colonial organiza- 
tion was based upon the holy principles of 
equal rights and equal privileges; a people 
whose national escutcheon has never been 
stained with the martyr's blood; a people 
whose statesmen, divines and h^ro°e, hbored 
in the cabinet, the desk and the field, to secure, 
and hand down to their posterity, in all suc- 
ceeding ages, the boon of heaven, the Bacred 
rights of freemen. 

't was in the honored metropolis of Pennsyl- 
vania, the seat of the first colonial congress, 
ben the principles of liberty were matured, 
rona whence emanated the voice of indepen- 
dence, whose echoes rolled and reverberated, | 
ull it reached the circumference of the colonial 
settlements, and inspired the eons of freedom, 
until there was but one voice heaid ''Freedom 
or Death." It was there wh*n the leaders and - 
hero* of the revolution, pledged their lives, 



their fortunes and their sacred honors, to each 
other, to be scourged by a tyrant's sceptre no 
longer, until all they had, an-! all they were, 
were offered on the altar of freedom. 

Not only were the principles of equal rights 
inscribed in legible characters on the flags 
which floated on her tower?, in the incipient 
stages of our national existence, but they were 
engraven on the hearts of the people, with an 
impieesion which could not be obliterated. All 
who collected in ker tower*, or fought under 
her banners, could contend and fight for free- 
dom only. Her teachers of religion, whose in* 
fluence in the pulpit, and eloquence in public 
assemblies, wielded an overwhelming influ- 
ence in forwarding the cause of liberty: aid 
they use this influence in s?c aring to themselves 
governmental patronage, or religious preferen- 
ces? All acquainted with the history of the 
times answer no. They were citizens of Penn- 
sylvania, and the immortal Ptnrt bad inscribed 
on every pot and bell in the colony, 4 Civil and 
Religious Liberty.* The patriotism of Penn- 
sylvania's religious teachers was pure. They 
threw in their whole weight of character and 
influence to promote a cause which made oth- 
ers equal with themselves; for the glorious 
privilege of seeing a people free. Her heroes 
bore the horrors of war, not to away the tyrsnt'* 
sceptre* or enjoy a loruling'a wealth, but to 
found an assytum for the oppressed, and pre- 
pare a land of freedom for the tyrant's slave. — 
Her statesmen, while in the councils of the 
nation, devoted all their wisdom and talents to 
establish a government where every man should 
be free; the slave liberated from bondage, and 
the colored African enjoy the rights of citizen- 
ship; nil enjoying equal rights to speak, to act, 
to worship, peculiar privileges to none* Such 
were Pennsylvania's sons at the beginning; and 
surely their sons and successors must have de- 
generated, Lamentably degenerated, from the 
purity and patriotism of their fathers and pre* 
decessors, if crimes and cruelties, such as your 
memorialist complains of, go unheeded and 
unregarded. Honorable regard for the people 
of my native sta'e forbids the thought* 

In confidence of the purity and patriotism of 
the representatives of the people of his native 
state, your memorialist comes to your honora- 
ble body, through this his winged messenger, 
to tell you that the altar which was erected by 
the blood of your ancestors, to civil and relig- 
ious liberty, from whence ascended up the ho- 
ly incense of pure patriotism and universal good 
will to man, into the presence of Jehovah, a 
savior of life, is thrown down and the worship- 
era thereat, have been driven away, or eke 
they are laying slain at the place of the al:ar« — 
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He comes to tell your honorable body, that ihe 
temple your fathers erected to freedom, whith- 
er their eons assembled to hear her precept* and 
cherish her doctrines in their heart?, has been 
desecrated; its portals closed, so that those 
that go up hither, are forbidden to enter. 

He comes to tell your honorable body, that 
the blood of the heroes and patriots of the rev- 
olution, who have been s!ain by wicked hands 
for enjoying their religious rights, the boon of 
heaven to man, has cried, and is crying in the 
cars of the Lord ofSabaoth, saving.'redress.re-

He comes to tell your honorable body, that 
the dying groans of infant innocence, and the 
shrieks of insulted and abused females — and 
many of them widows of revolutionary patri- 
ots have ascended up into the ears of Omnipo- 
tence, and are registered in the archives of 
eternity, to be had in the day of retribution t as 
a testimony against the whole nation, unless 
their cries and groans are heard by the repre- 
sentatives of the people, and ample redress 
made, as far as the nation can make it, or else 
the wrath of the Almighty will come down in 
fury against the whole nation. 

Under all these circumstances, yonr memo- 
rialist prays to be heard by your honorable body, 
touching all the matters of his memorial ;and as 
a memorial will be presented to congress this 
aession, for redress of our grievances, he prays 
your honorable body will instruct the whole 
delegation of Pennsylvania, in both houses, to 
use all their influence in the national councils, 
to have redress granted. 

And, as in duty bound, your memorialist 
will ever pray.

Jared and his brother, together with the fam- 
ilies thai were with them, and their several off- 
springs, were greatly bles&ed of God, for a 
length of time upon this continent ; they pros- 
pered exceedingly. They were blessed with 
communion with the Lord, with revelations, 
visions, faith wisdom, and in all temporal 
hi essings they became a great pcotle. Bat 
when they transgressed the laws of God, the 
enr^e of Jehovah fell upon them, and they were 
swept from the face of the earth, according to 
the word of the Lord. 

Abraham was made use of, he was selected 
and chosen as a peculiar personage, to whom 
God would commit his laws and ordinances, 
and to his seed after him, and in order that he 
might accomplish his purpose?, he gave unto 
him, the land of Canaan as his inheritance, 
that he might be selected and set apart 
from all other nations; and this was the 
only principle upon which God could 
teach him his law, and establish the 
priesthood. It is true, that Abraham obtained 
it by faith, but then if he had not possessed faith, 
he would not have been a fit personage for the 
Lord to select, through whom h« could com- 
municate his will, and preserve a chosen seed 
upon the earth. Abraham, through a long train 
of afflictions, and in many trials, had proven 
his unflinching integrity and faithfulness ta 
God, for many years, and when the Lord saw 
that he was a proper person lo exalt, he said un- 
to him, *get thee out of thy country, and from 
thy kindred, and from thy father's h^use, un o 
a land that I will shew thee, and I will make 
of thee a great nation, and I will bless ther, 
and curse them that curse thee, and in thee 
shall all families of the earth be blessed. 7 And 
when Abrah am had journeyed tojthe place ap- 
pointed, *the Lord appeared unto him and said* 
unto thy seed will I give this land,' and he af- 
terwards entered into a covenant with Abra- 
ham, saying f 4 unto thy seed have I given this 
land, from the river of Egypt unto the great 
I river, the river Euphrates. The Kenites, and 
I the Kcnnizites, and the Kadmonites, and the 
Hittites, and the Perrizites,and the Rophaines, 
and the Ammorites, and the Canaanites, and 
the Girgashhes, and the Jebusites,* 

That land was given unto Abraham, and un^ 
to his seed, for an everlasting inheritance, and 
'Isaac, and Jacob were hairs with him, of the 
same promised The land was allotted un^o tin 
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Twelve Tribes of Israel, but in consequence 
of their iniquities, they were afterwards driv- 
en from it, and scattered upon the face of all 
the earth. Previous to their scattering, the 
Lord made provisions for the preservation of a 
remnant, upon this continent, that Be might 
preserve a pure seed unto himself; and Lehi 
and his family, together with Ishmael, were 
directed by the Lord to come here and to pos- 
ters this land. There was no doubt provision 
made also for many others; the Ten Tribes of 
Israel were earned away to a distant land* 
'where never mankind dwelt;' where they should 
remain { untU the latter day? then should they 
return according to the word of the Lord, and 
become ont nation with Judah, 'in jhe land 
upon the mountains of Israel, and one kin<r 
shall be king over them, and the/ shallfno long- 
er be two nations any more at all.' Thar there 
were then remnants of the house of Israel, is 
evident from the words of the apostle Paul. In 
writing totheRomana, who were Gentiles, and 
reasoning with them upon their standing and 
relationship to God, he tells them that 'the Jews 
were broken off because of their unbelief, and 
that they, (the Romans) stand by faith;* he 
tolls them not to 'boast against the branches,?' 
for the obvious reason, that 'thou bedrest not 
the root, but the root thee; and that although 
the house of Judah was at thalfttime about to 
be destroyed, yet all the house of Israel had 
not become extinct, nor were the promises 
made to the father?, fjrgorten; for God said 
that he would graft them in again, not only 
so; bat the housi of Judah was only one branch 
of the house of Israel, whereas, there were ma- 
ny brinchea, who we e not broken off. For, 
•ays Paul, if some of the branches be broken off, 
and thou being a wild olive tree, wert graffed 
m am oho Hem, and tcith them partakest of the 
root and fatness, of the olive tree; boast not 
against the branches;' (that yet remain,) _*but 
if thoa boast, thou beareat not the root, but 
Ihs root thee, 1 From the above, it is evident 
that there were other branches of the house of 
Israel, that were not broken off at the time to 
which the apostle refers; and that instead of 
the Gentiles possessing the above kingdom andj 
dominion, as some suppose, and having the ex- 
clusive charge of the ordinances of God's h ouse* 
they were only 'graffed in' as a wild olive'jj 
'among the natural branches, and with themv 
partook of the root and fatneap of the olive 
use.* 

The Lojrd provided for all these things; and 
before he destroyed, or broke off one portion of 
lbs house of Israel, he made %raple pravisiqn 
for the perpetuation of their seed, the poptinJ 
nation of his mercy, and tho ordinances of his 



house among the other branches. Tim U beau-

exemplified in the parable of the olive 
tree in the Book of Mormon* 

"And it came to pass that the master of the 
vineyard went forth, and he saw that his olive 
tree begin to decay ;and he said t I will prune it, 
and dig about if, and nourish it, that perhaps it 
may shoot forth young and tender branches, 
and it perish not. And it came to pass that he 
pruned it, and digged about it, and nourished 
it, according to his word. And it came to pass 
that after many dayF, it began to put forth 
somewhat a little, young and tender branches; 
but beho!d, the main top thereof began to 
perish* And it came to paEs that the master 
of the vineyard raw it, and he said unto his ser- 
vant, it grieveth me that I should lose this 
tree; wh re fore, go aid pluck the branches 
from a wild olive tree, and bring them hither 
unto me; and we will pluck off those main 
branch rs which are beginning to wither away, 
and we will caa'. them into the fire, that thev 
may b? burned. And behold, saith the lord oF 
the vineyard, I take away many of these young 
and tender brmches, and I will graft them 
whithersoever I will; and it mattcreth not that 
if it so be, that the root of this tree will perish, 
I may preserve the fruit thereof unto myself; 
wherefore, I will take these young and tender 
branches* and I will graft them whithersoever 
I will. Take thou the branches of the wild 
olive tree, and graft them in, in the stead there- 
of: and these *hich I have plucked off, I will 
cast into the fire, and burn tnem, that they 

may not cumber the ground or my vineyard. 
And it came to pass that the servant of the 

Lord of the vineyard, did according to the word 
of the Lord of the vineyard, and grafted in the 
branches of the wild olive tree. And the Lord 
of the vineyard caused that it thould be digged 
about, and pruned, and nourished, faying un- 
to his servant, it grieveth m^ that I should lose 
this tree; wherefore, that perhaps 1 might pre-

There is one peculi- 
ar^trait in this dispensation of providence, 
which is, that these branches were Aid, in the 
vineyard, and consequently nut generally 
known by the generality of mankind . 

This may account for the generally received 
opinion, that the house'of Judah were the onlv 
representatives of the kingdom of God upon the 
earth, and that consequently, when the king- 
dom of God was taken from them and given to 
the Gentiles, that the Gentiles were the so!-e 
possessors of it, and that the house of Israel had 
lost the blessings of God forever, and would 
only obtain mercy through the Gentiles. This 
opinion w as obtaining among the Romana, in 
Paul's day,kence his reasoning with them on this 
subject, shewing that they had received all 
their blessings through the Jewsj and that if 
the Jews were broken off and the Gentiles 
graffed in. they bore not the root, but the root 
them; and that instead of either being the 
root, or the main branches, they were mcrelv 
a scion taken from the wild olive tree and 
grafted into the old slock, eppendeqt upon It 5 
that they were neither the root nor the main 
branches, but "grafted in among the brancses* 
and xrith tfiem partaking of the root and f*tfl£ss 
of the olive tree.

lands of the sea. Agreeable to this in the ae*| 
count giv^n by Isaiah, XI; II: -And it shall 
come to pa?s in that day, that the Loid shall; 
set his hand again the second time to recover 
the remnant of his people which shall be left,! 
from Assyria, and from Egypt, and from Pa- 
thros,**nd from Cuah, and from Elam, and 
trora Shinar, and from Hamath, aud from the 
island* ofth&tta." No doubt then, according 
to these testimonies, but that there exists a 
remnant of the houss of Israel, somewhere on j 
the Islands of the sea; for the obvious reaaonj 
that if they do not exist there, they cannot 
came from there. 

We have now found out several of the hiding

places at the branches oi the house or laruei. 
The Ten Tribe* are undoubtedly hid ; the 
histoty of the Nephites on this continent, woe 
unknown to the world till lately. The watch* 
ful jealousy of the Chinese, has been a bul- 
wark to those in Little Thibet, Bucharia, and 
those on the islands of the sea are not known ; 
and all of them have unquestionably been hi4 
from the world; and this was the design of God

And now because of stiffnecked- 
ness and unbelief, they understood not my 
word: therefore I was commanded to snv no 
more of the Father concerning this thing unto 
them.

In Denmark, Norway, Sweden and Iceland,

A being of nobler na-l 
ture sprung up among these, named Dure, from || 
whom were descended Odin and his two broth- 
ers, Vile and Ve. Thess younger divinities 
followed exactly the same course with the 
northern giants, that was pursued by Jupi- 
ter and his brothers; with regard to the older 
giants or deities of the Greeks, Odin began to 
war with the evil spirits, and having at las: 
overcome their great chief, he created the world 
out of that giant's body. His ilesh became 
the mould, his bones the rocks, his hair thejj 
vegetable tribe*, his blood the ocean, and his 
skull the heavens, at the four corners of which 
were placed certain dwarfs, called North.South, 
East and West; whose duty it was to sustain 
the celestial dome. After thu, the luminaries 
of the sky were set in their places, and the or- 
der of the reasons appointed. Natt (mght) 
wedded one of the Aser or celestial family of 1 
Odin, and gave birth lo Dag ( day.) These de- 
ities travel alternately round the world in cars, 
drawn by single horses. Frigga, or the earth, 
was the daughter of Odin, and also became his) 
wife. The inhabitants of the earth, or man- j 
kind were created by Odin and his brothers, — 1 
Two pieces of wood, the one of ash, and the 
other of elm, formed the materials of the first 
pair of mortals, who were distinguished for 
personal beauty and intellectual ability. j 
We find a belief in all nations, of witches, j 
wizard?, fairies, &c, wkh innumerable charms 
and cures tor those that shculd be seized there- 
with, when they had long been destitute of

revelation end the knowledge of God, In the i 

days of the apostles, light and intelligence jj 
spread abroad, and the heathens threw tho.ir ! 
idols to the bats and the moles, and the knowl- ( 
edge of God spread to the ends of the earth, [j 
comparatively speaking ; yet so prone is manJ 
to evil, that it requires a continuation of reve- 
lation to keephini from falling again into dark- 11 
ness and superstition. After the apostles had L 
been slain and the church of Christ disorgan- j 
ized and* drove into the wilderness: suptrsti- J 
t ion a and idolatry more gross and abominable j< 
tnan ihose of the heathen soon found their way I 
into enlightened Christendom, and men imag- 
ined a deity that could not appease his wrath 
without his devotees lacerating and mortifying 
their own bodies* The most shameful portao- 
ccs were practiced, such as going on a vi«it to 
certain shrines, in a state t>f nuditv, eating the 
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mo*t nauseous filth, ic, 4c., Miracks, and 
prodigies wiihout number were believed in f 
till the whole chris ian world had fallen into 
idolatry, as absurd as that of any heathen na- 
tion. And, indeed, the account which I have 
just given of the creation of the world, and the 
formation of man, seems as reasonable as the 
one entertained by professors of Christianity in 
the nineteenth century, who have imagined a 
God without either body or sense, (parts) whose 
dwelling is beyond Ihe bounds of both time and 
space, where he sits in unsubstantial majesty 
enthroned ; that he spoke (without either mouth 
or tongue) and formed this solid globe from 
nothing. Tho heathen believe that it was 
made out of a giants body, which is more prob- 
nble than to have no material for such a vast 
undertaking. The heathen believe [that they 
will exist again after death, in some happy 
spot of the earth, and have power to indulge 
their apetites to the full. The christians be- 
lieve that thev will live again, but that their 
bodies will change their nature, and become as 
spirits, and wing their way to a land of shad- 
ows, where nothing is material, and spend eter- 
n ty in g iz n^ at the God they imagine to ex- 
ist in this strange country, casting their crowns 
before him, which witl constitute their happi- 
ness* 

Such was the state of enlightened Christen- 
dom, when the Lord again sent a prophet to 
turn men from then superstitious notions and 
idolatrous practices, to the true and living God, 
So that we who were a little time ago, worship- 
ping, we knew not what, ore now enabled to 
rejoice in the truth, having been brought fiorn 
darkness to light,- and from the power of sin 
and satan, to serve the true God.

The period I had so fondly anticipated, of 
once more beholding and conversing with you* 
lias at length been realized, and I cannot fort- 
go to mention the pleasure and gratification it 
has given me, of meeting with you in that 
place of which 'the Lord hath spoken good 
concerning it.* You hav*», I am well aware, 
been made acquainted, through the medium of 
a friend, that we bid adieu to our native land 
on the loth of September last. Our company 
consisted of about ISO person*, chiefly saints. 
We had a fine commodious vessel called the 
^Meteks,* commanded by McLorren, who with 
his officers and men, behaved with every at- 
tention and kindness during the passage, 
which we made in seven weeks to New Or- 
leans, and finally arrived at Nauvoo on the 1 1 th 
of November. We had only three deaths on 
board , one sister, and two children. I must 
not forbear n> s:a:e that the provisions supplied 
by Mejsrs. Ward and Clarke, on our voyage, 
were excellent in quality and quantity. You 
can, my dear brother, in some measure, antici 
pate the feelings that throbbed within our bo- 
Mtna, or reaching our resting piece* the city of 
Nauvoo. You may e«ppoee we were moBt 
pleasingly surprised, after having had our ears 
continually afsailed with the doleful accounts 
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sissippi, of far longer standing and origin . 
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neclions^ with other claims of a lucrative ami 
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and subdued in the contemplation of thus h - 
coming a citizen in one of Zions.* stakes, and 
my desire and prayer to God if, that she may 
itill prosper and go on in glorious majesty and 
triumph, until the topstoiiea of her pa 1 aces and 
dwelling* be raised with one universal song at 
joy and gladness, to Him that reigneth f. r, ver 
and ever.

On sailing up the "Father of Waters/* the 
mighty Mississippi, I was much amused at 
studjing the variety of character, met with on 
board the Steam Boat : without entering at the 
present time, into a minute description of those, 
who formed thj greyer part of this motley 
company, I shall jutt relute an incident that 
passed under my own observation, otherwise, I 
could not have supposed that in this ** Laud 
«*f the brave," — this "Haven of rest ; n a 
icene 10 disgraceful and revuitii ig, as the one I 
than witnessed, could have transpired in a pro- 
teased free country like unto America. 

The incident alluded to was so repugnant to 
a ires-born Englishman's mind and feeling?, 
that had not principles of a higher and nobler, 
character, pervaded the bosom of the Saints, 
a general conflict must have ensued. 

It was well known, that there was ^Mor- 
mons/' on boarj, and a party of Missourian 
Farmers, and Dealer?, took every occa3ion to 
teaze and ins alt them, especially on this occa* 
aion, one miacraant looking fellow, armed with 
a bowie knife, and without any previous provo- 
cation whatever, went up to the berth of one 
of the SAints and violently dragged him from 
whence, at the Fame time, ferociously striking 
him over the temple*, — his colleagues looking 
oo, and joining in a laugh of fiendish triumph 
at their supposed victory* It was evidently 
their intention, by this coward and dastardly 
ac, to have excited the Mormons to retaliate 
and beinsj far more in number, they had gloa'- 
ed over their fancied piey, with savage and 
relentless ferocity, that had most li!;ely inspir- 
ed them and others, on a former occasion 
when they drove an harmless and inoffensive 
people from their borders ; robbing, plunder* 
ing t and even murdering many a:i helpless, 
and innocent victim, which the perusal of 
several heart-rending ^Appeals'*, and docu- 
ments, inserted in your highly respectable 
Columns, fully prove end substantiate. 

When, I would ask, Mr. Editor, is there to 
be g g'-op put to such proceedings as these '?

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HISTORY OF JOSEPH SMITH. 

{Continued) 

Shortly after ihe foregoing was received, at 
his request, I inquired and received the fol- 
lowing 

Revelation to Sidney Gilbert , given June, 1831. 

Behold I say unto you, my servant Sidney 
Gilbert, that I have heard your prayers, and 
you have called upon me, that it should be 
made known. unto yow, of the Lord your God, 
concerning your calling, and election in this 
church, which I the Lord have raised up in 
these last days* 

Behold I the Lord, who was crucified for the 
sine of the world, giveth unto you a command- 
ment, that you shall forsake the world. Take 
upon you mine ordinances, even that of an el. 
der, to preach faith and repentance, and remis- 
sion of sins, according to my word, and the re- 
ception of the Holy Spirit by the laying on of 
hands. And also to be an agent unto this 
church in the place which shall be appointed 
by the bishop, according to commandments 
which shall be given hereafter, j 

And again, verily I say unto you, you shall 
take your journey with my servants Joseph 
Smith, jt. and Sidney Rigdon. Behold these 
are the first ordinances which you shall re- 
ceive; and the residue shall be made known 
in a time to come, according to your laboj in 
my vineyard. And again, I would that ye 
should learn that it is he only who is saved, 
that endureth unto the end; even so: Amen. 

The branch of the church in Thompson, on 
account of breaking the covenant, and not 
knowing what lo do, sent in their elders for me 
to inquire of the Lord for them, which I did. 
and received the following 

Revelation to Newel Knight, given June, 183 L 
Behold, thus saith the Lord, even Alpha and 
Omega, the beginning and the end, even he 

who was crucified for the sine of the world. 

Behold, verily, I say unto you, my servant 
Newel Knight, you shall standfast in the office 
wherewith I have appointed you : and if your 
brethren desire to escape their enemies let 
them repent of all their sins; and become tru- 
ly humble before me and contrite : and as the 
covenant which they made unto me has been 
broken, evenj so it has heeome void and of 
none effect; and wo fo him by whom this of- 
fence cometh, for it had been better for hint 
that he had been drowned in the depth af the 
fits; but blessed are they who have kept the 



covenant, and observed the commandment, lor 
they shall obtain mercy. 

Wherefore, go to now and flee the land, 
lest your enemies come upon you: and take 
your journey, and appoint whom you will to 
be your leader, and to pay moneys for you,— 
And thus you shall take your£journey, into 
the regions westward, unto the land of Missou- 
ri, unto the borders of the Lamanites. And af- 
ter you have done journeying, behold I say un- 
to you, seek ye a living like unto men, until I 
prepare a place for you. 

And agraitt-, be patient in tribulation until I 
come: and behold I come quickly, and my re- 
ward is with me, and they who have sought 
me early, shall find rest to their souls; even 
so: Amen. 

The elders now began to go to the western 
country, two and two, according to the previous 
word of the Lord. From P. P. Pratt, who had 
retained from the expedition of last fall, du- 
ring the spring we had verbal information; and 
from letters from the still remaining elders we 
had written intelligence; and as this was the 
most important subject which then engrossed 
the attention of the saints, I will here insert 
the copy of a letter received about this time, 
from that section, dated 

Kaw Township, (Mo.) May 7, 1831. 

< h Our dearly beloved brethren :— I have noth- 
ing particular to write as concerning the La- 
manites ; and because of a short journey which 
I have just returned from; in consequence of 
which I have not written to you since the 16th 
of last month. I and brother Ziba went into 
the county east, which is Laryette, and is about 
forty miles; and in the name of Jesus we call- 
ed on the people to repent; many of whom are, 
I believe, earnestly searching for truth, and if 
sincerely, I pray they may find that precious 
treasure, for it seems to be wholly fallen in the 
streets; that equity, * • * The 
letter we received from yon, informed us that 
the opposition was great against you. Now our 
beloved brethren we verily believe that we al- 
so can rejoice, that we are counted worthy to 
suffer shame for his name ; for almost the whole 
country, which consists of Universalis^, Athe- 
ists, Deists, Presbyterians, Methodists, Bap- 
tists, and professed christians, priests and peo- 
ple, with all the devils from the infernal pit, 
are united and foaming out their own shame, — 
God forbid that I should bring a railing accu- 
sation against them, for veBgeance btlengeth 
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to him who is able to repay : and herein 
brethren 'we confide. 

I am informed of another tribe of Lamanites 
lately, who have abundance of flocks of the 
best kinds of sheep and cattle, and they man- 
ufacture blankets of a superior quality. The 
Uibe ia very nuaterous; they live three hun- 
dred miles west of Santa Fe, and are called 
Navaafcoos. Why I mentien this tribe is, be- 
cause I feel under obligations to communicate 
to my brethren every information concerning 
the Lamanites that I meet with in my labors 
and travels; believing as I do, that much is 
expected from me in the cause of our Lord : — 
and doubting not but lam daily remembered 
jn your prayers before the throne of the Moat 
High, by all of my brethren, as well by those 
who have not seen my face in the flesh, as those 
who have. 

We begin to expect our brother Pratt, soon; 
we have heard from him only when he was at 
St. Louis. We are all well (bless the Lord) 
and preach the gospel we will, if earth and 
hell oppose our way, and we dwell in the midst 
of scorpions: forinJcius we trust. GftQt be 
with you all: Amen. 

P. 9, I beseech brother Whitney to remem- 
ber and wijte ; and direct to me, Independence, 
Jackson county, Missouri, 

OLIVER COWDERY." 

While we were preparing for out journey to 
Missouri, about the middle of Juno, W P W. 
Phelps and his family aimed among its, and 
ai he said) to da the will of the Lord, I inquired 
and received the following 
Relation to W* W. Phelpt, given June, 1831. 

Behold thus saith the Lord unto you, my ser- 
vant William, yea even the Lord of the whole 
earth, thou art called and choseu and after 
tfcou hast been baptiz id by watef,which if you 
do with an eye single to my glory,yoJ shall have 
a remission of your sins, and a Tcception of the 
Holy Spirit, by the laying ou of hands. And 
then thou shalt be ordained by the hand of my 
servant Joseph Smiib, jr. to be an elder unto 
this church, to preach repentance and remission 
of sins by way of biipt sm in the name of Je- 
sus Christ, the Son of the living CJ^d; and on 
whomsoever you shall lay your hands, if they 
are ccntrite before ine y you stall have power to 
give the Holy Spirit* 

And again* you shall be ordained to assist my 
servant Oliver Cowdery to do the work of prin- 
ting, aid of selecting, and writing books for 
schools, in this church, that little children also 
jviay receive instruction before me as is pleas- 
ing unto me. And again verily I say unto 
you, for this cause you shalt take your journey 
wiih my servants Joseph Smith, jr. and Sidney 



Rigdou, that you may be planted in the land or 
your inheritance, to do this work. 

And again let my servant Joseph Cee also 
tike his journey with them* Tbe residue shall 
be made known hereafter; even as I will: — 
Amen. 

Soon after I received the above, elder T. B . 
Marsh came to inquire what lie should do; as 
elder Ezra Thayre, his yoke-fellow, in the min- 
istry, could not get ready for his mission, to 
start as soon as he (Marsh) would; and I in- 
quired of the Lord and received the following 

Rmlation given /uiu, 1831. 
Hearken ye people who profess my name, 
saith the Lord your God, for behold mine anger 
is kindled against the rebellious, and they shall 
know mine arm and mine indignation in tbe 
day of visitation and of wrath upon the nations. 
And he that will not take up his cross and fol- 
low me, and keep my commandments, the same 
shall not be saved. 

Behold I the Lord commandeth, and be that 
will not obey shall be cut off in mine own due 
time: and after that I have commanded and tbe 
commandment is broken, wherefore I the Lord 
command and revoke, as it seemeth me good ; 
and all this to be answered upon the heads of 
the rebellious saith the Lord : wherefore I re- 
voke the commandment which was given unto 
my servant Thomas B. Marsh and Ezra Thayre. 
and give a new commandment unto my servant 
Thomas, that he shall take up his joumey spee- 
dily to the land of Missouri ; and my servan t 
Selah J. Griffin shall also go with him : for he- 
hold I revoke the commandment whicl£wa* 
given unto my servant Selah J. Griffin and New- 
el Knight, in consequence of the stifTneckednes* 
of my people which are in Thompson; and 
their rebellions: wherefore let my servant New- 
el Knight remain w*ith them, and as many a-? 
will go may go, that are contrite before me, and 
be led by him to the land which I have appoin- 
ted. 

And again, verily I say unto you, that my 
son ant Ezra Thayre must repent of his pride, 
and of his selfishness, and obey the former com- 
mandment which I h*ve given concerning thr 
place uponjwhich he lives; and if he will do thi?. 
as there shall be no division made upon the 
land, he shall be appointed still to go to the land 
of Missouri; otherwise he shall receive the mo- 
ney which he has paid, and shall leave the 
place, and shall be cut off out of my church, 
saith the Lord God of hosts: and though the 
heaven and the earth pass away, the?e words, 
shall not pass away, but shall be fulfilled. 

And if my servant Joseph Smith, jr. musl 
needs pay the money, behold I the Lord will 
• pay it unto him again in the land of Missouri . 
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mat those of whom he shall receive may be re- 
warded again, according to that which they do. 
For according to that which they do, they shall j 
receive; even in the lands for their inheritance. 
Behold thus saith the Lord unto my people, you 
have mmy thing* to do, and to repent of: for 
behold your sins have come up unto me, and are 
not pardoned, because you seek to counsel in 
your own ways.

This hateful 
Court of Priests has its sittings and proceedings 
in secret; there is no appeal from its horrible 
decisions, and the chief judge has a power 
known to no other court in the world. lis pres- 
ident can aggravate a sentence to any amount. 
In all other courts throughout Europe the Sov- 
ereign has the prerogative of mitigating, but 
certainly not of increasing, a penal sentence: 
but in this terrible court of the priests the In- 
quisitor has the power of augmenting the pun- 
ishment to any extent he pleases. This, of 
course, renders a trial, at best, a mere mockery.

THE NEW COMET.

Notwithstandig the 
clouds and vapours which impeded the view, 
and rendered the observation uncertain, the 
position of the star was ascertained to be as| 
follows;— On the 22d ©f November, 1843, at 14 
hours 44 minutes 11 seconds, medium ti^ e of 
Paris, reckoned from mid-day, the right ascen- 
sion of the comet was 81 desf. 56 min. The skv 
wes so cloudy on the following night, that it 
weft*only on the 24th that the comet waa again 
seen, when its position was ascertained with 
complete precision.

PUSEYISM.

WHO SHALL BE OUR NEXT PRESIDENT ? 

This'is an enquiry which to us as a people,isa 
matter of the most paramount importance, and 
requires our most serious, calm, and dispas- 
sionate reflection. Executive power when 
correctly wielded, is a great blessing to the 
| people of this great commonwealth, and forms 
one of the firmest pillars of our confederation. 
It watches the interests of the whole commu- 
nity with a fatherly care; it wisely balances 
the other legislative powers, when overheated 
by party spirit, or sectional feeling; it watches 
with jealous care our interests and commerce 
tYith foreign nations, and gircs tone and effi- 
cacy to legislative enactments. The President 
stands at the head of these United States, and 
is the mouth-piece of this vast republic* If he 
be a man of an enlightened mind, and a capa- 
| cious *oul — if he is a virtuous man, a 'states- 
man, a patriot, and a man of unflinching in- 
tegrity; if he possess the same spirit that fired 
the souls of our venerable sires, v&ho founded 
this great commonwealth, and wishes to pro- 
mote the universal good of the whole republic, 
he may indeed be made a blessing to commu- 
nity. But if he prostrates his high and honora- 
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ble calling, to base and unworthy purposes; if« 
he makes use of the power which the people 
have placed in his hands for their interest, to 
gratify his ambition* for the purpose of self-ag- 
grandizement, or pecuniary interest; if he 
meanly panders with demagogues, loses sight 
of the interests of the nation, and sacrifices the 
union on the altar of asctional interests or par- 
ty views, he renders himself unworthy of the 
dignified trust reposed in him, debases the na- 
tion in the eyes of the civilized world, and pro- 
duces misery and confusion at home, *When 
the wicked rule, the people mourn.' 

Theie is perhaps no body of people in the 
United States who are at the present time more 
interested about the issue of the Presidential 
contest, than are the Latter Day Saints. And 
our situation in regard to the two great politi- 
cal parties, is a most novel -one. It is a fact 
well understood? that we have suffered great 
injustice from the State of Missouri, that we 
have petitioned to the authorities of that state 
for redress in vain; that we have also meraor- 
alized congress, under the late administration, 
and have obtained the heartless reply that 
Congress has no power to redress your griev- 
ances. 1 After having taken all the legal, and 
constitutional steps that we can, we are 
still groaning under accumulated wrongs. Is 
there no power any where to redress our griev- 
ances! Missouri lacks the disposition, and 
congress both lacks the disposition and power(?) 
and thus fifteen thousand inhabitants of these 
United States, can with impunity be disposess- 
ed of their property, have their houses burned, 
their property confiscated, many of their num- 
bers murdered, and the remainder driven from 
their bonus, and left to wander as exiles in this 
boasted land pf freedom and equal rights, 
and after appealing again and again, to the- le- 
gally constituted authorities of our land for 
redress, we are cooly told by our highest iri. 
bunals, l we can do nothing for you.' We have 
paid hundreds of thousands of dollars into the 
coffers of congress for their lands, and they 
stand virtually pledged to defend us in our 
rights, but they have not 4 one it. If a man 
steals a dollar from his neighbor, or steals a 
horse or a hog, he can obtain redress; but we 
have been robbed by wholesale, the most dar- 
iag murders have been committed, and we are 
coolly told that wc can obtafn no redress. If a 
steam boat is set on fire, on our coast by for- 
cigners, even when she is engaged in aiding 
and abetting the enemies of that power, it be- 
comes a matter of national interference, and 
legislation ; or if a foreigner, as in the case of 
McLeod, is taken on our land and tried foT sup- 
posed crimes committed by him against our 



citizens, his nation interferes, and it becomes a 
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wiiii to sustain the democratic nomination we 
cannot — we will not vote for Van Buren. Our 
interests, our property, our lives and the lives 
of ou r families are too dear to us to be sacrificed 
at the shrine of party-spirit, and to gratify party 
feelings. We have been sold once in the State 
of Missouri, and our liberties bartered away by 
political demigogues through executive in- 
trigue, and we wish not to be betrayed again 
by Benton and Von Buren. 

Under these circumstances the question a- 
gatn arise?, who shall we support ' General 
Joseph Smith. A man of sterling worth and 
integriiy and of enlarged views; a man who has 
raised himself from the humblest walks in life 
to stand at the head of a large, intelligent, res- 
pectable, and increasing society^ that has spread 
not only in this land, but in distant nations;

the Governor has told you what to do: now do 
it. The constitution expects every man to do 
his duty, and when be fails the law urges him : 
or should he do too much the same master re- 
bukes him. Should reason, liberty, law, light* 
and philamhrophy now gide the destinies of 
Hancock county with os much sincerity as 
has been manifested for her nototiety, or wel- 
fare; there can be no doubt that peace, prosper, 
ity, and happiness will prevail, and that future 
fenerations as well as the present one, will call 
Governor Ford a peace jiaker. The Latter Day 
Saints will, at all events, and profit by the in- 
struction: and call upon honest men to [help 



ithera cherish all the love; all the friendship; 
all the courtesy; all the kindly feelings and all 
the generosity that ought to characterize clever 
people, in a clever neighborhood, and leave can- 
did men to judge which tree exhibits the best 
fruit, the one with the most clubs and slicks 
thrown into its boughs, and the grass trodden 
down under it ; or the one a with no sticks in it, 
some dead limbs and rank grass growing un- 
der it; for by their signs ye cam know their 
fruit; and by the fruit ye know the trees.

GOVERNOR FORD'S LETTER, 

Sprik&field, Jan* 29, 1844. 

Dear Sir:— I have received the copy of the 
proceedings and resolutions of a meetiug of 
the citizens of Hancock county, which you did 
me the honor to send me. 

I have observed with regret, that occasions 
have been presented, for disturbing the peace 
of your county ; and if I kne\v what I could 
1 legally do to apply a corrective, I would be 
! very ready to do it* But if you are a lawyer, or 
I at all conversant with the law, you will know- 
that I as a Governor have no right to interfere 
in your difficulties. 

As yet, I believe, that there has been noth- 
ing like war amoung yon; and I hope that all 
of you, will have the good sense to see the ne- 
cessity of preserving peace. If there is any thing 
(wrong in the Nauvoo charters, or in the mode 
■ of administering them, you will see that noth_ 
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aary to which Mr* Smith was arrested, has re- i 
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*ng abort ot legislative or judicial power ia ca- 
pable of enforcing a remedy. I myself had the 
honor of calling the attention of the legislature 
to this subject at the last session; but a targe 
majority of both political parties in that body^ 
either did not see the evil which you complain 
of; or if they did they repeatedly refused to 
correct it. And yet a call is made upon me to 
do that which all parlies refused to do at the 
last session. 1 have also been called upon to 
take away the arms from the Mormons: to 
raise the militia to arrest a supposed fugative; 
and in fact to repeal some of the ordinances of 
the city ofNauvoo, Hancock county ia last- 
ly famed for its intelligence: and I cannot be- 
lieve that any of its citizen* are so ignorant as 
not to know that I have no power to do these 
things. The absurd and preposterous nature 
of these requests give some color, to the charge 
that they are made for political effect only. I 
hope that this charge is untrue; for in all can- 
dor, it would be more credible to those con- 
cerned to have their errors attributed to igno- 
ranee than to a disposition to embroil the coun- 
try in the horrors of war, for the advancement 
of party ends. But if there should be any truth 
in the charge, (which God forbid) I affection- 
ately entreat atlthe^ood citizens engaged in 
it, to lay aspide their designs, artti yield up their 
ears to the voice of justice, reason, and hu- 
manity. All that I can do, at present i?, to ad- 
monish both parties to beware of carrying mat- 
ters to extremity. Leiitcome to this; let a 
state of war ensue, and I will be compelled to 
interfere with executive power. In that case 
also , I wish ia a friendly, affectionate, and can- 
did manner, to tell the citizens of Hancock 
county, Mormons and all, that my interference 
will ^bc against those who shall be the lirsi 
transgressors. I am bound by the laws and the 
constitution to regard you all as citizens of ihe 
state, possessed of equal rights and privileges; 
and to cherish the rights of one as dearly as 
the rights of another. I can know no distinc- 
tion among you except that of assailant and as- 
sailed. 

J hope, Dear Sir, you will do me the favor to 
publish this letter in the papers of your coun- 
ty, for the satisfaction of all persons concerned.

In the lower world the 
spirits live as men do on earth; but thev can 
leave it, and influence the actions and the fate 
of those who are alive, communicating with 
them through the medium of the priests who 
hear them. Their voice has a whistling sound 
which others beside the priests sometimes per- 
ceive, when they walk out in the dark. If 
travellers come into the neigborhood of the in- 
fernal regions, they throw down a piece of 
fern or of the slikaw palm, to let the spirits 
know whether the wanderers are inhabitants 
of the open land or forest. The spirits often 
speak in dreams to the priest or chief who an" 
nounces their communications in the moons; 
nnd these often lend to important resolutions.

HISTORY OF JOSEPH SMITH. 

(ContiuuecU 

The first Sabbath after our arrival in Jack- 
bdo county, brother W. W. Phelps preached 
to awettern audience, over the boundary of the 
United States, wherein were present specimens 
of *all the families of the earth, for there were 
several of the Indians, quite a respectable 
number of negroes, and the balance was made 
up of citizens of the surrounding counties, and 
fully represented themselves as pioneers of the 
west* At this meeting two were baptized who 
had previously believed in the fulness of the 
gospel. During this week theColesville branch 
referred to in the latter part of the last revela- 
tion! and Sidney Rigdon and wife, and elders 
Morley and Booth arrived : and I also r eceived 

the following 

Revelation given in Zion, August , 1831 . 
Hearken O ye elders of my church, and give 

ear to my word, and learn of me what I will 
concerning you, and aUo concerning this land 
\mto which I have sent you: for verily I fay 
unto you, blessed is he that keepeth my com- 
mandments, whether in life or in death: and 
he that is faithful in tribulation the rewaid of 
the same is greater in the kingdom of heaven. 

Ye cannot behold with your natural eyel, 
for the present time, the design of your God 
concerning those things which shall come 
hereafter, and the glory which shall follow 
after much tribulation. For after much tribu- 
lation cometh the blessings. Wherefore, the 
day cometh that ye shall be crowned with much 
glory, the hour is not yet but is nigh at hand. 

Remember this which I tell you before, that 
you may lay it to heart, and receive that which 
shall follow. Behold, verily I say unto you, 
for this cause I have sent you that you might 
be obedient, and that yonr hearts might be 
prepared to bear testimony of fhe things which 
are to come; and also that you might be hon- 
ored of laying the foundation, and of bearing 
record of the land upon which the Zion of God 
ehall stand; and also that a feast of fat things 
might be prepared for the poor; yea a feast of 
fat things, of wine on the lees well refined, 
that the earth may know that the months of the 
prophets shall not fail; yea a supper of the 
house of the Lord, well prepared unto which 
all nations shall be invited. Firstly the rich, 
and the learned, the wise and the noble; and 
after that cometh the day of my power: then 
shall the poor, the lame and the blind, and the 
deaf, come in unto the marriage of the Lamb, 



and paruikeor the supper oi ~ Lord, prepar- 
ed for the great day to coma. Behold I the 
Lord have spoken it. 

And that the testimony might go forth from 
Zion; yea from the mouth of the} city of the 
heritage of God: yea, far this cause I have sent 
you hither; and have selected my servant Ed- 
ward Partridge and have appointed unto him 
his mission in this land: but if he repent not 
of his sins, which are unbelief and blindness of 
hearr, let him take heed lest he fall. Behold 
his mission is given unto him and it shall not 
be given again. And whoso staadeth in this 
mission, is appointed to be a judge in Israel, 
like as it was in ancient days, to divide the 
lands of the heritage of God unto his children ; 
and to judge his people by the testimony of the 
just, and by the assistance of his counsellors , 
according to the laws of the kingdom which 
are given by the prophets of God: for verily I 
say unto you, my laws shall be kept on this 
land. 

Let no man think that he is ruler but let 
God rule him that judgeth, according to th* 
counsel of his own will; or in other words, him 
that counselled, or sittetb upon the judgment 
seat. Let no man break the laws of the land, 
for he that keepeth the laws of God, hath no 
need to break the laws of the land: wherefore 
be subject to the powers that be, until He reigna 
whose right it is to reign, and subdues all en- 
emies under his feet. Behold the laws which 
ye have received from my hand, are the laws 
of the church; and in this light ye shall hold 
them for th. Behold here is wisdom. 

And now as I spake concerning ray servan^ 
Edward Partridge: this land is the land of his 
residence, and those whom he has appointed 
for his counsellors. And also the land of the 
residence of him whom I have appointed to 
keep my storehouse: wherefore let them bring 
their families to this land, as they shall counsel 
between themselves and me: for behold it ii 
not meet that I should command in all things, 
for he that is compelled in all things, the same 
is a slothful and not a wise servant: wherefore 
he receiveth no reward. Verily I say, men 
should be anxiously engaged in a good cause, 
and do many things of their own free will, and 
bring to pass much righteousness : for the pow- 
er is in them, wherein they are agents unto 
themselves. And inasmuch as men do good 
they shall in no wise lose their reward. But 
he that doeth not any thing until he is comman- 
ded, and receiveth a commandment with doubt- 
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fat heart, and kcepeth it with elothfulness. the 
same is damned. Who am 1 that mode man, 
eaith ihe Lord, that will hold him guiltless 
that obeys not my commandments? Who am 
I, eaith the Lord, thai have promised and have 
not fulfilled? I command and a man be^v a , 
I revoke and they receive not the blcssmg: — 
then they say in their hearts, this is not the work 
of the Lord, for his pioraises are not fulfilled. — 
Bat wo unto such, for their reward lurketh 
beneath, and not from &bove. 

And now I giva unto you further directions 
concerning this land. It is wisdom in me, that 
my servant Martin Harris should be an exam, 
pie uoto the church, in laying his moneys be- 
fore the bishop of the church. And a'so this is 
a law unto every man that coraeth unto this 
land, to receive an inheritance; and he shatl 
do with his moneys according as the hw di- 
rects. And it is wiadom also, that there should 
La lands purchased in Independence, lor the 
place of the storehouse: and also for the house 
of the ptinting. 

Aad other directions, concerning my servant 
Martin Harris, shall be given him of the spirit, 
that he may receive his inheritance as seemeth 
htm good. And let him repent of his gins, for 
he seeketh the praise of the world . 

And also let my servant William -W. Phelps 
&Und in the office which I have appointed 
him, and receive his inheritance in the land,— 
And aUo, he hath need to repent, for I the 
Lord am not well pleased with him, far he seek- 
eth to excel, a*> d he is not sufficiently meek 
before me* Behold he who has repented of his 
sins the same is forgiven, and I the Lord re- 
member eth them no more. By this ye *may 
know if a man repenteth of his sins. Behold 
he will confess them and forsake them. And 
now verily I say* concerning the residucof the 
elders of my chuTch, the time has not yct,come 
for many years, for them to receive their in- 
heritance in this land; except they desire it 
through the prayer of faith, only as it shall be 
appointed untj them of the Lord, For behold 
they shall push the peope to^ethei frorw the 
ends of the earth: wherefore assemble your- 
selves together, and they who are not appoin- 
ted to stay in this land, let them preach the 
gospel in the regions round about; and after 
that, let them return to their homes. Let them 
preach by the way, and bear testimony of the 
truth in all places, and call^upon the rich, the 
high, and the low, and the poor, to repent; and 
let them build up churches inasmuch as the 
inhabitant* of the earth will repent. 

And let tuere be an agent appointed by the 
voice of the church, tint * the church in Ohios 
fo receive moneys to purchase lands in Zion, 



And 1 give unto my servant Sidney Rigdon, 
a commandment, that he shall write a descrip- 
lion of the land of Zion, and a statement of the 
will of God, as it shall be made known by the 
Spirit, unto htm; and an epistle and subscrip- 
tion, to be presented unto all the churches, to 
obiain moneys* to be put into the hands of the 
bishop, to purchase lands for an inheritance tor 
the children of God, of himself or the agent, a* 
seemeth him good, or as he shall direct. For 
behold, verily I say unto ytou, the Lord willeth 
that the disciple?, and the children of men,. 
| should open their hearts even to purchase this 
whole region of country, a* soon as time will 
permit. Behold here is wisdom; let them do 
this lest they receive none inheritance, save it 
be by the shedding of blood. 

And again, inasmuch a? there is land obtain- 
ed, let there be workmen sent forth,, of all 
kinds, unto this land, t> labor for the saint* of 
God. Let all these things be done in order. — 
And let the privileges of the lands be made 
known from time to time, by the bishop, or 
the agent of the church. And let the work of 
the gathering be not io haste y nor by flight, but 
let it be done as it shall be counselled by the 
elders of the church at the conferences, accor- 
ding to the knowledge which they receive from 
time to time. 

And let my servant Sidney Rigdon conse- 
crate and dedicate this land, and the sp r t of 
the temple, un r c the Lord. And let a confer- 
ence meeting bo called, and after that, let my 
servant Sidney Rigdon and Joseph Smith, jr. 
return*, a&d also Oliver Cowdery with them, to 
accomplish the residue of the work, which I 
have appointed unto them in their own land; 
and the residue as shall be ruled by the con- 
ferences. 

And let no man return from this land, except 
he bear record by the way, of that which he 
knows and most assuredly believes. Let th-;t 
which ba* beenbes'owfd upon Ziba Peterson., 
be taken from him : and let him stand as a 
member in the church, and labor wiih his own 
hands, with the brethren, until he is sufficient- 
ly chastened for all his sins, for he confesserh 
them not, and he fhmketh t > hide them. 

Let the residue of the elders of this church, 
who are coming to this land, some of whom are 
exceedingly b!e sed even above measure, al*o> 
hold a conference upon this land. And let my 
aervant Edward Partridge direct the conference, 
which shall be held bv them. And let them at- 
so return , preaching the gospel by the wav, 
bearing record of the things which ate reveal- 
ed unto them: for verily the sound must g> 
forth from this place unto sK the world : and un- 
to the uttermost parts of the earth, the gospel 
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tnuat be preached unto every creature, with 
•igna following them that believe. And" behold 
the Son of man cometh: Amen. 

On the accord day of August, I assisted the 
Colesville branch of the church to lay the first 
log, far a house, as a foundation for Zion in 
Kaw township, twelve miles west of Indepen- 
dence, The log was carried and placed by 
twelve menjin honor of the twelve tribes of 
Israel- At the same time, through prayer, the 
land of Zion was consecrated and dedicated for 
the gathering of thesaints, by elder Rigdon; 
and it was a season of joy to those present, and 
afforded a glimpse of the future, which time 
will yet unfold to the satisfaction of the faith- 
ful. As we had received a commandment for 
Oder Rigdon to write a description of the land 
of Zion, we sought for all the information ne- 
cessary to accomplish go desirable an object.— 
Unlike the timbered state* in the east, except 
upon the rivers and water courses; which were 
verdantly dotted with trees from one to three 
miles wide, as far as the eye can glance. The 
beautiful rolling prairies lay spread around 
like a s?a of meadows. The timber is a mixt- 
ure of oak, hickory* black walnut, elm, cher- 
ry, h>ney kcus, mulberry, coffee bean, 
hackburry, box elder and bass wnod, together 
with the addition of cotton wood, button wood, 
pecon, soft and hard maple, upon the bottoms. 
The shrubbery was beautiful; and consisted 
in part of plumbs, grapes, crab apples, and par- 
simmons. The prairies were decorated with a 
growth of flowers that seemed as gorgeous and 
grand as the brilliancy of stars in the heavens, 
sod exceed description. The soil is rich and 
fertile; from three to ten feet deep, and gener- 
ally composed ef a rich black mould, intermip. 
gled with clay and sand. It produces in abun- 
dance, wheat, corn, and many other commodi- 
ties, together with sweet potato** and cotton. 
Horses, cattle and bogs, though of an inferior 
breed, are to'erabl'j plenty, and seem nearly to 
raise themselves t>y grazing in the vast prairie 
range in summer, and fueling upon the bot- 
toms in winter. The wild game is less plenty 
where man has commenced the cultivation of 
the toil, than it is a little distance farther in 
the wild prairie^ Buffaloe, elk, deer, bear, 
wolves, beaver, and many lesser animals roam 
at pleasure. Turkies, geese, swans, ducks, 
yea, a variety of the feathered lace are among 
the rich abundance that grace* the delightful 
regions of thia goodly land of the heritage of 
the children of God. Nothing is more fruitful, 
or a richer stockholder in the blooming prairies, 
than the h&ey bee; honey is but about twen- 
fy-f ve cents per gal'on. 

The season is mild and delightful nearly 



three quarters of the year, and as the land of 
Zion, situated at about equal distances from 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, as well as from 
the Alleghany and Rocky mountains, in the 
thirty-ninth degree of north latitude, and be- 
tween the tenth and seventeenth degrees ef 
west longitude. It bids fair to ^become one of 
the most blessed places on the globe, when the 
curse is taken frem the land, if not before. The 
winters are milder than in the Atlantic state*, 
of the same parallel of latitude; and the weath- 
er is more agreeable, so that werg the virtues 
of the inhabitants only equal ta the blessings 
of the LBrd, which he permits to crown the in- 
dustry and efforts of those inhabitants; there 
would be a measure of the good things of life: 
for the benefit of the saints, full, pressed down 
and running over, even an hundred fold. The 
disadvantages here, like all new counties are 
self-evident, lack of mills and schools, togeth- 
er wi'b the natural privations and inconvenien- 
ce?, which the hand of industry, and the re- 
finement of society with the polish of science 
overcome. But all these impediments vanish^ 
ed.when it is recollected that the prophets 
have said concerning Zion in the last days: how 
the glory of Lebanon is to come upon her; the 
fir tree, the pine tree, and the box together, to 
beautify the place of his sanctuary, that he may 
make the place of his feet glorious,, where for 
brats, he will bring gold, and for iron he'will 
bring silver, and for wood brass, and for stones 
iron; and where the feast of fat things will be 
given to the just; yea,when the splendor of the 
Lord is brought to one consideration, for the 
good of his people : the calculations ef men and 
the vain glory of the world vanishes; and we 
exclaim: God will shine — the perfection of 
beauty out of Zion* 

On the third day of August, the spot for the 
Temple, a little west of Independence, was 
dedicated in presence of eight men, among 
whom were myself, Sidney Rigdon,. Edward 
Partridge, W. W. Phelps, Oliver Cowdery, 
Martin Harris, and Joseph Coe. The 87th 
Psalm was read, and the scene was solemn 
and impressive. On the 4th I attended the 
first conference in the land of Zion. It was 
held at the house of brother Joshua Lewis, in 
Kaw township, in'presrnce of the Colesville 
branch of the church. The spirit of the Lord 
was there. On the 7th, I attended the funeral 
of sister Poly Knight, the wife of Joseph 
Knight, Sen. This was the first death in r -he 
church in this land, and I can say a worthy 
member sleeps in Jesus till the resurrection. — 
I aleo received the following 

Revelation given in Zion y August, 183L 

Behold, blessed, saith the Lord, are they wh* 
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1 ave come up unto this Land with an eye sin- 
gle 10 my glory* according to my command- 
men U: for them that live shall irherit the 
earth, and them that die shall rest from all their 
labors, and their works shall follow them, and 
they shall receive a crown in the mansions of 
my Father, which I hare prepared for them; 
yea, blessed are they whose feet stand upon the 
land of Zion, who have obeyed my gospel, for 
they shall receive for their reward the good 
things of the earth; and it shall bring forth in 
its strength: and they shall also be crowned 
with blessings from above; yea and with com- 
mandments not a few; and with revelations in 
their time: they that are faithful and diligent 
before me ■ 

Wherefore I give unto them a command- 
ment, saying thus: Thou shah love the Lord 
thy God, with all thy heart, with all thy might, 
mind, and strength: and in the name of Jesus 
Christ thou shall serve him. Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself Thou shalt not steal. 
Neither commit adultery, nor kill, nor do any 
thin** lUe unto it. Thou shalt thank the Lord 
thy God in all things. Thou shalt offer a sac- 
rifice unto the Lord thy God in righteousness: 
even that of a broken heart and a contrite 
spirit. And that thou myest more fully keep 
thyself unspotted from the world, thou shalt go 
to the house of prayer and offer up thy sacra- 
ments upon my holy day; for verily ibis is a 
day appointed unto you to Test from your la- 
bors, and to pay thy devotions wnto the Most 
High; nevertheless thy vows shall be offered 
up in righteousness on all day*, and at all 
times; b ntjre member that; on thi?, the Lord^s 
day, thou shalt offer thine oblations, and thy 
sacraments, unto the Most High, confessing thy 
sins unto thy brethren, and before the Lord. 

And on this day thou shalt do none other 
thing, only let thy food be prepared with sin- 
gleness of heart, that thy fasting may be per- 
fect, or in oiher words, that thy joy may be 
full. Verily this is fasting and prayer; or, in 
other words, rejoicing and prayer. 

And inasmuch as ye do these things, with 
thanksgiving, with cheerful hearts and coun- 
tenances; not with much laughter, for this is 
sin, but with a glad heart end a cheerful coun- 
tenance; verily I siy, that inasmuch as ye do 
ihis the fulness of the earth is yours: the beasts 
of the fields, and the fowls of the air, and that 
which climbeth upon the trees, and walketh 
upon the earth; yea, and the herb, and the 
good things which cometh of the earth, wheth- 
er for food or for raiment, or for houses or for 
barns, or for orchard?, or for gardens, or for 
vineyards: yea, all things which cometh of 
the earth, in the season thereof, is made for 



the benefit and the use of man. both to pit use 
the eye, and to gladden the heart: yea, for 
food and for raiment, for taste and for smell, to 
strengthen the body, and to enliven the soul . 

And it pleaseth God that he has given all 
these things unto man: for unto this end were 
they made, to be used with judgment, not to 
excess, neither by extortion: and in nothing 
do ch man offend God, or against none is his 
wrath kindled, save those who confess not hU 
hand in all things, and obey not hi* command* 
roents. Behtld this is according to the law and 
the prophets: therefore trouble me no more 
concerning this matter, butleorn that he who 
doeth the works of righteousness, shall receive 
his reward, even peace in this world, and eter- 
nal life in the wortd to come. I the Lord hav& 
spoken it |nd the spirit beareth record: Amen* 

On the 8th, as there had been some inquiry 
among the elders what they were to do, I re' 
ceived the following 

Revelation given August 9 1831 , 

Behold thus saith the Lord unto the elders 
of his church, who are to return speedily to the 
land from whence they came. Behold it pleas- 
eth me, that you have come up hither; but 
with some I am not well pleased, for they will 
not open their mouths* but hide the talent 
which I have given unto them, because of the 
fear of man. Wo unto such for mine anger is 
kindled against them* 

And it shall come to pass, if they are not 
more faithful unto me, it shall be taken away, 
even that which they have, for I the Lord ru- 
leth in the heavens above, and among the ar- 
mies of the earth; and in the day when I shall 
make up my jewels, ^11 men sh^i know what 
it is that bespeaketh the power of God. But 
verily I will speak unto you concerning your 
journey onto the land from whence you came. 
Let there be a craft made, or bought, as seem' 
eth you good, it mattereih not unto me, and 
take your journey speedily for the place which 
is called St. Louis, And from thence let my 
servants Sidney Rigdon, and Joseph Smith* jr. 
and Oliver Cowdery, take then journey for 
Cincinnati; and in this place let them lift up 
their voice, and declare mv word with loud 
voices, without wrath or dfcbting, lilting up 
holy hands upon them. For I am able to make 
you holy, and your sins are forgiven you. 

And let the residue take their journey from 
St* Louis, two by two, and preach the word, 
not in haste, among the congregations of the 
wicked, until ihey return to the churches from 
whence they came. And alt this for the good 
of the churches; for this intent have I sent 
them. And let my servant Edward Partridge 
imparl of the money which I have given him, 
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a portion unto mine elders, who are comman- 
ded to return; and he that is able, let him re- 
turn it by the way of the agent, and he that is 
nor, of him it is not required. And now I 
speak of the residue who are to come nnto this 
land. Behold they hare been sent to preach 
my gospel among thecongregnlionsof the wick- 
ed: wherefore, I give unto them a command 
itient thus: Thou shalt not idle away thy time: 
neither shalt thou bury thy talent that it may 
notVe known. 

And after thou hast come up unto the land 
of Zion, aud hast proclaimed my word, thou 
shalt speedily return proclaiming my word 
among the congregations of the wicked. Not 
in haste, neither in wrath nor with strife: and 
shake off the dust of thy feet against those whot 
receive thee not, not in their presence, lest thou 
provoke them, but in secret, and wash thy feet 
as a testimony against them in the day of judg- 
ment. Behold this is sufficient for you, and 
the will of him who hath sent you. And by 
the mouth of my servant Joseph Smith, jr. it 
shall be mode known concerning Sidney Rig- 
don and Oliver Cowdery, the residue hereafter; 
even so: Amen. 



TO PA RENTS, 
There is no parent possessing even good 
moral feelings, who does not desire to see his 
children become good, great, and useful in so- 
ciety; and admitting the position that the bet- 
ter children are trained or brought up, the more 
interesting they are, and the more useful they 
are prepared to be in their sphere of action 
through life, the parent has liberal ground to 
hope for the consummation of an object so de- 
sirable. The minds of children are susceptible 
of cultivation, not only for the growth, but al 
so for change, or improvement of thtf will or- 
disposition, if needful; and every mother and 
father of children, and especially the "Saints" 
may he able to judge by the common results of 
the works of mankind, and to understand by 
divine revelation and experience, what genera' 
habits or ideas should be found, or instilled in- 
to the minds of their children, that they may 
be inclined to lead an honorable and a useful 
life; and few, if any who have the care of 
children, can, wjlh all the vocabulary of infor- 
mation before them that history, divine revela- 
tion, and experience has spread over the world, 
be ignorant of the responsibility that rests upon 
them to train up thtir children in the way 
they should go. Children are nst accountable 
for the deeds of their parents; but if through 
neglect, or example, they are encouraged in 
vice, they will grow up, perhaps to pierce the 
heart of the heedless father and care worn mo. 



her, with shame; and bring their grey hairs 
down with sorrow to the grave; for the, child 
becomes, perhaps a vagabond, to regale him- 
self upon the snearsand universal disgust of a 
virtuous community, until he finds a pauper's 
end; or a criminal, to atone under the penalty 
of his country's laws for the work of his guilty 
hands; or a tyrant in power, to make the peo- 
ple mourn under Uie dread sway of his sceptre, 
in the cruel exercise of the poisonous principles 
that were fostered in his heart while dandling 
upon his mothers lap, or sporting in wanton 
strife under a father's heedless eye. 

Thousands are brought to these varying and 
disgraceful points of character, with all their 
attendant train of evils, where the very essence 
and power thereof is first planted, or suffered to 
grow in the mind of the offspring, through the 
neglect or example of the parent, until ths 
current becomes of such force and magni- 
tude as to defy the power of human skill to 
prevent its desoluting march. 

But, is there no remedy for these things? If, 
then, we hope or look for a remedy, where shall 
we go? Surely to the parent; to the tribunal 
where all the inflictions of the human mind can 
be corrected while it is in the milk of forma- 
tion, and weighed while in the mould of habit; 
for 

"Just as the twig is bent, the tree's k iuclined, v> 
So early habits lead the human mind. 
Could parents only appreciate the ceaseless 
round of good that would result from the prop- 
er cultivation of the human mind while in the 
infant or juvenile state, the grand bane of vir- 
tue and happiness, the web of fashion and in- 
difference, is probably net so perfectly interwo- 
ven with all sense of the duty and privileges 
of our race, as to cause them to forego the use 
of any lawful means for the consequent pre- 
vention of an almost incalculable amount of 
shame and needless suffering. But even while 
in consideration of so desirable an object as 
the universal honor and happiness of mankind, 
the necessity of the proper cultivation of the 
youthful mind is admitted. It would be impos- 
sible to organize a complete system to apply 
successively , as the rule of action in all par- 
ticular cases in the government of children; for 
as children differ in temper or turn of mind, so 
must the rule or particular mode of govern- 
ment differ also. Nevertheless, theTe are tome 
general tales that will apply in ail cases; and 
such was the apostle Paul's manner of instruc- 
tion to parents; hence he says: u Fathers, pro- 
voke not your children to anger, lest they be 
discouraged/ 9 This rule will apply in the 
government of all children, and accordingly, 
no child should be punished for a crime, until

countries wherein ye are scattered, with a 
mighty hand and with a stretched out arm, and 
with fury poured out. And I will bring you 
into the wilderness of the people, and there 
will I plead with you face to face; like as I 
pleaded with your fathers in the wilderness of 
the land of Egypt, so will I plead with you 
saith the Lord God. And I will cause you to 
paes under the rod, and I will bring you into 
the bond of the covenant: and I will purge 
out from among you the rebels, and them that 
transgress against me: 1 will bring Ihem forth 
out of the country where they sojourn, and 
ihcy shall not enter into the laud of Israel : and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord.

We should 
feel ourselves much obliged if any of the trav- 
elling elders who are passing this way, would 
give us a call. I both long and pray for the 
prosperity of the cause and that our Heavenly 
Father would smile on the saints at Nauvoo, 
and on their beloved presidency," 

Elder George T. Leach, of New York, 
writes under date of January 29, 1844, as fol- 
lows, * * * "I have only time to say that 
the saints of New York and vicinity, are re- 
joicing in the truth, and the good cause is 
moving onward; our numbers are increasing 
from week to week, in New York, and we feel 
determined by the grace of God to keep tho 
ball in motion. I close with my best wishes 
for your prosperity and happiness." 

The following is from Smith Tutile, Esq., 
of Fair Haven, Connecticut, bearing date of 
February 15th . 

P. S. Since writing the foregoing, Mr Da* 
via has called on me, and says he baptized four 
last week, in N r:h Haven, and expects to 
baptize a number more next week. His mee- 
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much lncouraged. He expects to send for sev- 
eral numbers of the Times and Seasons in 
few days. I send here enclosed, by his request, 
three dollars for the buifding of the Temple;

We would 
remind our brethren, the elders, who have at 
sundry times been sent forth as flaming her- 
alds: messengers of the everlasting gospel?

taught more perfectly the principles of salva- 
tion; that whiUt their messages is abroad, we 
have had our mission to remain at Nauvoo, and 
to participate with the saints in the blessings of 
poverty, if such it may be called, amid sick- 
ness and distress, in the vexations and turmoils 
of the unruly and ungodly, for which no man 
has paid us, for daye, weeks, months and years;

ful to salvation; in trying to reconcile and ce- 
ment the feelings of our brethren to each oth- 
er in the spirit of the gospel, whilst at times, 
circumstances of a more painful nature have 
been presented. Individuals have been brought 
before us, charged with high crimes in the vi- 
olation of the laws of heaven, en whom much 
patient exertion in the labors of love have by 
us been bestowed, to reclaim them from the

error and evil of their doing?. Wo regret to 
have it to say, that in some instances our ef- 
forts have been fruitless, for after we have found 
in them an obstinate and unyielding spirit to 
the principles of right, we have (reluctantly) 
been compelled to sever them from the church 
as withered branches.

Expelled persons, not complying wi>h these 
rules (which we believe are in accordance with 
the order of heaven) whom we have been once 
necessiated to withdraw fellowship from, can- 
not be restored in any illegal way, and we 
would say that all such clandestine creepings 
in to the church, is climbing up some other 
way, and that such persons can only be con. 
sidered as thieves and robbers, we would also 
remind the elders that it is improper for them 
to re-baptize any such expelled persons, while 
they remain thus obstinate, as aforesaid, and 
that it will subject them to censure, and bring

I have hereto- 

fore been very scrupulous about these matters, 

with regard to this thing, some being for, and 

torn.' against the principle I wish Sir, not to 

be superstitious, but to know what is right and 



then to do it. There are many others a who 
possess the same feelings as myself, and who 
would feel highly gratified by an expression 
from you relative to this subject.*

P. S. If the prophet could spare time, and 
would favor us with his views on the subject, 
I should feel highly gratified, 

In answer to the above, if our opinion is con- 
sidered worth any thing, we are free to give it- 

We have alwaya considered that there exis- 
ted^ on the minds of the religious community, a 
great (?eal rf unnecessary superstition in rela- 
tion to dancing, but perhaps this feeling is en- 
gendered more through other associations and 
evils connected with it, than from the thing 
itself. There certainly can be no harm in dan- 
cing in and of itself, as an abstract principle, 
but like all o'.her athletic exercises, it has a 
tendency to invigorate the system and to pro- 
mote health. Gjmnastic exercises were con- 
sidered as necessary in former days as any 
other part of tuition, and in England, and oth- 
er parta of Europe, vhey have been revived of 
late, and are considered beneficial; and even in 
America, in the east, we have accounts ot 
gymnastic exercises being introduced, and prac- 
ticed even by the ladies;— wrestling, running, 
climbing, dancing, or any thing that has a 
tendency to circulate the blood is not injurious 
but must rather be considered beneficial to the 
human system, if pursued in moderation. — 
Therefore, looking at dancing merely as an 
athletic exercise, or as something having a 
tendency to add to the grace and dignity of 
man, by enabling him to have a more easy and 
graceful attitude, certainly no one could ob- 
ject to it. So much ihen for dancing as a sci- 
ence. 

We find by referring to the scriptures that 
dancing was not only tolerated, but practiced 
as a religious rite in olden limes. In the se- 
cond book of Samuel, vi chapter, 13tii and 14th 
verses, we have an account of a day of rejoic* 
ing. When the ark of God was brought trom 
the house of Obededoin to the city of David 
with gladness we read; 4f and it was so, that 
when they that bare the ark of the Lord had 
gone six paces, he sacrificed oxen and fatlings, 
and David danced before the Lord with all his 
might; and David was girded with a linen 
cppooV* Here was a man of God engaged on 
one of the most solemn religious exercises, and 
dancing was one prominent part of the cere- 
mony. We find also by a reference to the 
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U l«t ckaprer of Judges, that when the children n 
of Benjamin had sinnedjigainst God, and had 
been nearly destroyed, and their wives and 
and children cut off, that they made use of a 
stratagem, in order that they might obtain more 
wives, and went to Shiloh, where there was a 
yearly feast of the Lord; and where the daugh- 
ters of Shiloh came forth in the dance. 

At the time that the Lord delivered the chil- 
dren of Israel out of the hands of the Egyptians, j 
*OIiram, the prophetess, sister of Aaron, took 
a timbrel in her hand, and all the women went 
out after her with timbrels and withdances. And 
Aliram answered them, sing ye to the Lord 3 | 
for he has triumphed gloriously, the horse and | 
his rider hath he thrown into the sea;" Exo,, 
xv; 18. In all of the above instances, it was 
adopted for the purpose of celebrating the 
praise of God. Such was the case with David 
on his return from slaying Goliah; **Did they 
not sing one to another, of him in dances, 
saying, Saul hath slain his thousand, and Da- 
vid his ten thousand;" 1st Samuel, xxi; II. — 
When Japthah had gained a signal victory 
i yer the Ammonites, his daughter "came out; 
to meet turn with timbrel?, and with dances," 
and David, in speaking of Israel, says: "Let 
them praise his name in the dance; let them 
•tug praises unto him with timbrels and barp.* ? 
From the whole of the above, it is very eviden 1 
that dancing was always used as a part of the 
service of God, and not as an idle recreation; 
and that it was generally practiced to celebrate 
some signal victory, some remarkable deliver- 
mice, or on some particular days of religious , 
festivity or rejoicing; and Jeremiah in speak- 
ing of the blessings that shall flow to his people 
is the last days, looks at it in this point of 
view, and says; '*Then shall the virgin rejoice 
in the dance, both young men and old together; 
for 1 will turn their mourning into joy, and 
will comfort them, and make them rejoice j 
from sorrow." 

This the))* is the kind of dancing spoken 
of in the * scriptures, and if we are asked 
what our vjews are concerning dancing, we 
can only answer, that they are just such as the 
scriptures set forth, and when we can see such 
h dance, we shall join in it heartily. We do | 
not consider that th« dancingjthat is now prac- j 
ticcd is of that kind. We never heard God's 
name praised, nor his glory exalted in any 
of them. Nor do we^tbink that there is the 
least desire tojfglorify God in the dancing of 
the present day. So far then as the dancing 
that is now practised is concerned ; we do not 
believe that it is a scriptural dancing; or the 
thing that was prcctised in former days, and 
that it has not a tendency to glorify God, or to '

ANCIENT EGYPT. 

The last of the caurse of Mr, Gliddon's lec- 
tures on Ancient Egypt w F as delivered before 
the Lowell institute of Boston on Friday even- 
ing. It was frays the Transcript) on the M Tbe 
cubit,* 7 and existence of a perfect system of 
authentic measures in Egypt in the times be- 
fore the pyramids, and, as he thought, even 
prior to the days of maihematical science — 
coeval with hand cf our first father Adam! 

**The primitive sources of all ancient or mod- 
ern metrical systems were application of differ- 
ent members of the human body; the hand and 
the foot^io whol3 or in part, gave origin to alt 



our ideas of length, Mr. Giiddon said that the 
adoption of the hands and feet as measures had 
probably been taught by Mizraim to his Egyp- 
tian children, more than 1,000 years before 
Cadmus, or 2,C00 before Romulus f with refer- 
ence to Greece and Rome, In fact, like the art 
of writing, (which, in his public character*, 
the lecturer shows to have existed before Noah) 
he carries the cubit also back into antediluvian 
periods quoting the command in the 5lh verse 
of the 6th chapter of Genesip, with reference to 
the ark of ktf gophir wood." And this is the 
fashion which thou shalt make it of ; length o^ 
the ark shall be 300 cubitp, .the breadth of it 50 
cubits, and the height of it 3) cubits. 

* Giiddon proceeded to show th« cubit in the 
hieroglyphical writing*, and its phonetic sign 
with regard to the cubit, or human arm from 
elbow to end of midJIe finger; and also its ex- 
istence in the modern Coptic and Hebrew lan- 
guage, as derived from the Egyptian pictorial 
symbol. The Egyptians had two cubiis — the 
royal and the common. An arm, or common 
cubit, is exactly two spans of the hand, of six 
hvindsbreadth or palms^ or twei»ty-four digits; 
and thus we have the cubits. The royal cubit 
is an arm and one palm.

He 
showed that it wa ? the cubit of Solomon, on the 
lirst construction of the Temple, B. C. 1012; 
and he quoted Ezekicl xl. 5, and xliii* 13, to 
establish the identity of the Egyptian cubits of 
B. C. 1661, or rather prior to B. C. 2500, from 
the pyramids (with which these cubits corres_ 
pond!) with Ezekiel's two cubits B. C. 535, on 
the second erection of ths Temple He showed 
chat Bishop Cumberland is wrong in his esti- 
mates of Hebrew cubits, as he confounds the 
cubit of seven palms with the cubit of six 



palms. He also showed the perfect analogy 
between the A rab cubit or arm, 4300 years ago ; 
exemplifying his subject with modern Italian, 
Greek, and Turkish correspondences* He re- 
ferred besides to other ancient cubits in Europe 
and Egypt. 

'•Having proved the propriety of the Egyp- 
tians and the Hebrews with regard to the cubit, 
the lecturer fully showed what he termed 'the 
plagiarisms of Greece and Rome,* and how the 
hand applied to their measures, as in every 
thing else, the Greeks and Romans are Hhe 
mere children of the venerable and profound 
Egyptians, and that we are their grand-child- 
ren.'

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HISTORY OF JOSEPH S2IITK. 

{Continued.) 

On the 9th, in company with tea ciders, I 
left Independence landing for Kirtland. We 
started down the river in 16 canoes, and went 
the first day as far as Fort Osa*e, where we 
had an excellent wild turkey for supper. Noth- 
ing very important occurred till the third day, 
when many of the dangers so common upon 
the western waters, manifested themselves, aid 
after we had encamped upon the bank oi the 
river, at McIIwain's bend, brother Phelps, in 
open vision by day light, saw the destroyer in 
his most horrible power, ride upon the face of 
the waters; others heard ihe noise, but saw 
not the vision The next morning after prayer, 
I received the following 

Revelation given August, 1831. * 
Behold,and hearken unto the voice of him who 
has all power, who is from everlasting to ever- 
lasting, even Alpha and Omega, the be^innincr 
and the end. Behold, verily thus saith the 
Lord unto you O ye elders of my church, who 
are assembled upon this spot, whose sins , are 
now forgiven you, for I the Lord forgiveth sins, 
and am merciful unto those who confess their 
gins with humble hearts: but verily I say unto 
you, that it is not needful for this whole com- 
pany of mine elders, to be moving swiftly upon 
the waters, whilst the inhabitants on either 
side are perishing in unbelief; nevertheless, I 
suffered it that ye might bear record; behold 
there are many dangers upon the waters and 
more especially hereafter, for I the Lord have 
decreed in mine anger, many destructions up- 
on the waters; yea, and especially upon these 
waters; nevertheless, all flesh is in mine hand, 
and be that is faithful among you, shall not 
perish by the waters* 

Wherefore it is expedient that my servant 
Sidney Gilbert, and my servant William W, 
Phelps, be in haste upon their errand and mis- 
.•ion: nevertheless? I would not suffer that ye 
should part until you are chastened for all your 
•ins, that you might be one; that you might 
not perish in wickedness; but now verily Isayi 
] t behooveth me that ye should part; wherefore 
let my servants Sidney Gilbert and William W. 
Phelps, take their former company, and let 
them take their journey in haste that they may 
fill their mission, and through faith they shall 
overcome; nnd inasmuch as they are faithful, 
they shall be preserved, and I the Lord will be 
with them. And let the residue take that 
which is needful for clothing. Let my servant 



Sidney UUbtit take that winch is not needful 
with him, as you shall agree. And now behold, 
^for your good I gave unto you a commandment 
concerning these things; and I the Lord will 
reason with you as with men in days of old. 
^.Behold I the Lord in the beginning, blessed 
the waters, but in ihe last days by the mouth 
off my servant John, I cursed the waters : where- 
fore, the days will come tha t no flesh shall be 
safe upon the waters, and it shall be said in 
days to come, that none is able to go up to tha 
landof Zion, upon the waters, but he that is 
upright in heart. And, as I the Lord in the 
beginning cursed the land, even so in the last 
days have I blessed it in its time, for the use of 
my saints, that they may partake the fatness 
thereof. And now I give unto you a command- 
ment, and what I say unto one I say unto all, 
that you shall forewarn your brethren concern- 
ing there waters, that they come not in jour- 
neying upon them, lest their faith fail and they 
are caught in her snares: I the Lord have de- 
creed, and the destroyer rideth upon the face 
thereof, and I revoke not the.decree : I the Lord 
was angry with you yesterday, but to-day mine 
anger is turned away. Wherefore let those 
concerning whom I have spoken, that should 
take their journey in haste, again I say unto 
you, let them take their journey in haste, and 
it mattereth not unto me, after a little, if it so 
be that they fill their mission, whether they go 
by water or by land: let this be as it is made 
known unto them according to their judgments 
hereafter. 

And now, concerning my servants Sidney 
Rigdon, and Joseph Smith, jr . and Oliver Cow- 
dery, let them come not again upon the waters, 
save it be upon the canal, while journeying 
unto their homes, or in other words, they shall 
not come upon the waters to journey, save up- 
on the canal. Behold I the Lord have appoin- 
ted a way for the journeying of my saints, and 
behold this is the way: that after they leaye 
the canal, they shall journey by land, inasmuch 
as they are commanded to journey and go up 
unto the land of Zion; and they shall do like 
unto the children of Israel, pitching their tents 
by tho way. 

And behold this commandment you shall 
give unto all your brethren nevertheless unto 
whom it is given power to command the wa* 
ters, unto him it is given by the Spirit to know 
all his ways: wherefore let htm do as the Spir- 
it of the living God commandeth him, whither 
upon the land or upon the waters, as it remain- 
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elh with mo to do hereafter; and unto you it is 
given the course for the saints, or the way for 
the paints of the camp of the Lord to journey. 
And a gun, verily I soy unto you, my se rvanis 
Sidney Eigdon and Joseph Smith, jr. and Oli- 
ver Cowdery, shall not ojkti their moutha in 
the congregations of the wicked, until they ar* 
rive at Cincinnati; and in that place they shall f 
lift up^their voices nnto God against that people : 
ve&, unto him whose anger is kindled against 
their wickedness; a people who are well nigh 
ripened for destruction; and from thence let 
them journey for the congregations of their 
brethren, for their labors, even now, are wanted 
more abundantly among theni, than among the 
congregations of^he wicked* 

And now concerning the residue, let them 
journey and declare the word among the con- 
gregations of the wicked, inasmuch aa it is 
given, and inasmuch as they do rh b ihey shall 
rid^their^garments* and they aha'! ba spotless be- 
fore me; and let them journey together, or two 
by two,"as seemeth them good, only let my 
servant Reynolds Cahorn, and my servant 
Saxnuel H, Smith, with whom I am m II pleas- 
ed, be not separated until they return to their 
homes* and this for a wise purpo5e in me. And 
row verily 1 say unto you, and what [ say unto ! 
one I say unto all, be of good ehcer little chil- 
dren, for I am in your midst, and I have no', 
forsaken yon, and inasmuch as you have hum- 
Wed yourselves before me, the blessings of the 
Kingdom are yours. Gird up your loins end be 
watchful, and be sober* looking forth for the 
coming of the Son of man, for he coineth in an 
hour you think not. Pray always that you en- 
ter not into temptation, that you way abide the 
day of his coming, whether in life or in dfeath ; 
even so : Amen. 

On the 13lbj 1 met several of the elders on 
their way to the land of Zion, and a r ter the 
joyful salutation which brethren meet each 
other with, who are actually copending {or 
the fahh once delivered to theeaintp^ I received 

the following 

Revelatim given Jluguit , 1 83 1 . 

Heboid and hearken, O ye eldors of my 
church, saith the I. oid your God: even Jesus 
Christ, your advocate who knoweth the weak- 
Few* of man and how to succor them who are 
tempted: and verily mire eyes are upon those 
who have not as yet gone up unto the land of 
Zion i wherefore your mission b not yet full : — 
nevertheless ye are blessed, for the testimony 
which ye have borne is recorded in heaven fur 
the angels to look up«n, and they rejoice over 
you; and yeur ains are forgiven you. 

And now continue your journey. Assemble 
yjuueWct upon the land of Zion, and hold a 
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meeting and rejoice together, and offer a sa- 
crament unto the Most High; and /then you 
may return to bear record; yea, even all to- 
gether, or two by two, as seemeth you good ; 
it mattereth not unio me, only be faithful, and 
declare glad tidings unto the inhabitants of th^ 
earth, or among rhe congregations of the wick- 
ed* Behold I the Lord have brought jou to- 
gether that the promise might be fulfilled, that 
ihe faithful among you should be preserved and 
rejoice together in the land of Missouri.

After this Utile meeiin^ of the alders, myself, 
and Sidmy Rigdon,and Oliver Cowdery,coatir - 
ued our journey by land to St. Loui?, where we 
overtook brothers Phelps and Gilbert. Frcra 
this place we took ^tage, and they went by 
water to Kirtland, where we auived safe and 
well, on the 27th, Many things transpired up- 
on fliisjourney to ttrengthen our faith, arui 
displayed the goodness of God in such a mar- 
velous manner, that we could not help be- 
holding the exertions of satan to blind th« eyes* 
of the people, so as to hide the true light that 
lights every man that comes into the world — 
In these infant daj3 of the church, there was a 
great anxiety to obtain the word of the Lord 
upon every subject that in any way concerned 
our balvation; and as "the land of Zion" va< 
now the most important temporal object in 
view, I enquired of the Lord for further infor- 
mation i p >n t ie gathering of the saints and the 
purchase of the land and oth r matters, and re* 
ce ved the followir g 

Revelation given in Kirtlanl, August; 1S3L 

Hoarken, O ye people, and cpen yoi r heariF^ 
ard give ear from afar: and listen, you tfca: 
caH yourselves the people of the Lord, and hear 
the word of the Lord* and his will concerning 
you: yea^ verily I say, hear the word of him 
whose anger is kindled against the wicked, anJ 
rebelliousjwho wilUth to take even them whom 
he will take, and preserveth in life them whom 
he will preserve : who buildeth up at his own 
will and pleasure; and destroyeth when l.z 
please; and is able to east the soul down to 

he! ! * m^^^^PiJ^^ ' , % . \ 

Behold I the Lord utter my voice, and it ahalf 
be obeyed. Wherefore verily I say, let the 
wicked take heed, and let the rebellious fear 



and tremble. And let the unbelieving hold 
thtir lips, for the day of wrath shall come up- 
on them as a whirlwind, and all flesh shall 
know that I am God, And he that seeksth 
signs shall see sign?, but not unto salvation. 

Verily I eay unto you, there are those among 
you who seek aigns: and there have been such 
even from the beginning. But behold, faith 
cometh not by signs, but signs follow those 
that believe. Yea, signs cometh by faith, not 
by the will of men, nor as they please, but by 
the will of God. Yea, signs coraeth by faith, 
unto mighty work*, for without faith no man 
pleaaethGod: and with whom God is an*™ 
he is not well pUased: wherefore, unto such he 
fhoweth no signe, only in wrath unto their con- 
ciemnation.

And now, verily I say unto you, that as I 
said that I would make known my, will unto 
you, behold I will make it known unto you f 
notby way of commandment, for there are 
many who observe not to keep my command-; 
fcteati, but unto him that keepeth my command* 



merits, I will give the mysteries of my king- 
dom, and the same shall be in him a well of 

living water, springing up unto everlasting 
life. 

And now, behold this is the will of the Lord 
your God concerning his saints, that they 
should assemble themselves together unto the 
land of Zion, not in haste, lest ihere^should be 
confusion, which bringeth pestilence, Behol^ 
the land of Zion, I the Lord holdeth it in mine 
own hands; nevertheless, I the Lord rendereth 

unto Cifisar the things which are Cesar's: 

wherefore I the Lord willeth, that you should 
purchase the lands, that you may have advan- 
tage of the world, that you may have claim on 
the world, that they may not be stirred up unto 
anger; forsatan putteth it into their hearts to 
anger against you, and to the shedding of blood . 
wherefore the land of Zion shall not be obtain- 
ed but by purchase, or by blocd, otherwise 
there is none inheritance fcr you.

Let my servant Newel K. Whitney retain 
his store, or in other words, the store jet for a 
little season. Nevertheless let him impart all 
the moneys which he can impart, to be sent up 
unto the land of Zion. Behold these things are 
in his own hands, let him do according to wis- 
dom- Verily I say, let him be ordained as an 
agent unto the disciples that shall tarry, and 
let him be ordained unto this power: and now! 
speedily visit the churches*, expounding these 
things unto them, with my servant Oliver 
Cowdery, Behold this is my will, ebtaining 
moneys even as I hare directed. 

He that is faithful and endureth shall over- 
come the world. Hs that sendeth up treasure 
unto the land of Zion, shall receive an inheri- 
tance in this world, and his works shall follow 
him; and also, a reward in the world to come; 
yea, and blessed are the dead that die in the 
Lord from henceforth, when the Lord shall 
come and old things shall pastf away, and all 
things become new, they shall ripe from the 
dead and shall not die after, and shall receive 
an inheritance before the Lord, in the holy 
city, and he that liveth when the Lord shall 
come, and have kept the faith, blessed ia he; 
nevertheless it is appointed to him to die at the 
age of man: wherefore children shall grow up 
until they become old, eld men shall die, bu' 
they shall not sleep in the dust, but they shall 
be changed in the t wink lid g of an eye; where* 
fore-j for this cause preached the apostles unto 
the world, the resurrection of the dead; these 
things are the things that ye must look for, 
and speaking after the manner of the Lord, 
they are now nigh at hand: and in a time to 
come, even in the day of the coming of the 
Son of man, and uniil that hour, there will be 
foolish virgins among the wise, and at that 
hour cometh an entire separation of the righte- 
ous and the wicked ; and in that day will Isend 
mine^angels, to pluck out the wicked, and cast 
them into unquenchable fire.

TO PARENTS. 
(Continued.) 
The parent who contemplates the honor and 
happiness of his children, and hopes to seal 
through them a reflection of glory b^ck upon 
his own name, will first, not only learn the 
most judicious rules to apply by way of pre- 
cept in his purpose, but also study to know 
himself virtuous and upright, as far as human 
liability will permit, and the nature of the case 
requires; for a man must be able to govern 
himself, before he can rule well even his own 
house. But notwithstanding the excellency of 
example in the government of children, it could 
not be duly appreciated by them without cor- 
responding precept or commandment,* may hs 
rendered doubly effectual with children, if it 
is connected with some circumstance to make 
it interesting to them; for instance a gift, to 
confirm the sincerity of your anxiety in their 
welfare, or a promise of gratification in some 
favorite and innocent amusement. But this 
coursewould not serve to establish the confix 
dence necessary for success in the line of pa- 
rental duty ; if the example did not follow in 
the fulfilment of the promise made^ or a want 
of constancy and virtue should betray a lack 
uf interest in their welfare — no matter" t how jun 
the requirement, and necessary for the cultiva- 
tionofpnre principles; for the child finding 
himself again and again disappointed, will lis- 
ten with reluctance, or turn with disgust from 
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ihe voice of command^ and nothing encouraged 

in hie faithfulness, will comply from necessity 

and fear t if at all, and not from a sense of duty, 
pleasure or respect. 

With feelings thus alienated, thete is not 

therefore, at least so great a probability of the 
children reflecting honor back upon the head 
of the parent; for, if even after the child comes 
to the years of maturity, and finds that*in con- 
sequence of bad example he has imbibed a 
wrong turn of character, he should at last con fc 
tcientiously, or advisedly embrace the princi- 
ples and practice of virtue; and independent 
of parental influence become great, and use- 
ful; he could not with propriety, arise and as- 
cribe to the parent the blessing of his acciden- 
tal transition from the gloomy eeUs of shame 
and contempt, to the temple of honor and fame. 

There is therefore a double inducement for 
the parent to exercise the ncccessary means 
for the faithful government of his children — 
the most sacred trust thai heaven has placed 
in his hands — which is, not only the rich har- 
vest of virtue and bliss that shall crown their 
heads, but also the perpetuation of a good name 
among a posterity of good and great men to the 
latest generation. See to it then, ye fathers, 
and ye mothers in Israel; ye saints of the Most 
High. Arise in the dignity and authority of 
your place and calling, and watch over your 
sons and your daughters with a faithful and a 
jealous eye ; and while the attributes of truth 
and love hold dominion in your hearts; sway- 
ing their sceptres with cleansing influence in 
all your borders. Gather up their wandering 
affections, i( any such there are, and by patient 
perseverence both in precept and example, seal 
them to yourselves with more than angelic 
fondness and i purity, and prove that the fear of 
God is verily before your eyes; for who, that 
li vee in the light and blaze of gospel truth and 
liberty as it is poured down upon the saints in 
these days, and traineth no: his children in the 
path of virtue, that can say : *The fear of the 
Lord is with'me I 5 Let not then, those who 
have named the name of the Lord, submit to 
famish ground for even the counsels of the 
just made perfect, to find one single trace of 
treachery or deception in the motives connec- 
ted with the performance of a duty of so great 
an importance as the government of children ; 
that the hope &f the blest may shine forth in 

your lives, and your works continue. 
Having new spoken in general terms of ihe 

importance of this subject, it may not be amiss 

to give some reflections that are more directly 

in relation to practice — not aiming however, to 

any thing more, than if possible to encourage 

the more faithful performance of a duty *o much 
neglected among met:. 



Children are generally strict observers of the 
words and actions of mankind, evenbeforc they 
are able to understand their meaning, and no* 
unfrequently attempt, innocently to imitate 
what they see done, or hear said, no matter 
how poisonous in its character, or loathing in 
its influences over Jiheir minds. This relates 
more particularly to the earliest period of life, 
when children are more directly under the care 
of the mother, and which is the very time when 
the most permanent formation of character 
takes place. So, at least, the Phrenologist 
would say. But it is not here'the intention to 
follow that channel, neither is it necessary; — 
for the position is abundantly supported by each 
days* experience, that the ruling featuies in 
the character of man, are formed by the age of 
about twelve years.

THE LATE EARTHQUAKE IN THE 

CHANNEL ISLANDS. 

It is remarkable that the men working when 
the phenomenon happened in the mines in the 
Island of Sark, more than 400 feet beneath the 
surface, neither heard any noise, nor (felt the 
least motion of the earth around them, although 
the effects above ground were of a very alarm- 
ing character. The person engaged in the 
steam mill house, observed the machinery 
shaking most violently, and he thought the 
boiler had burst, the shock being so tremen- 
dously awful. At Cherbourg the houses were 
much shaken and the furniture displaced, and 
many articles were thrown down. No person- 
al injury, howerer, attended the concussion. 



some days previous the weather had bee n per- 
fectly calm, and the temperature so mild ihat 
many persons continued sea-bathing; ths only 
remarkable meteorological circumstances be- 
ing, that a luminous body, resembling a clou- 
ded moon, was seen over the island at seven 
o^clock on Wednesday evening whiah contin- 
ued visible for ten or fifteen minutes, and that 
the evenings, excepting curing the short ap- 
pearance of the meteor, were impenetrably 
dark . Thetkrhole of Friday, till about three 
o'clock, had been fine and bright, but the sky 
had somewhat an unusual appearance, the 
clouds being singularly tinted with pale green, 
red, and purple. At the time when the shock 
was felt — seven minutes before four — the sky 
was partially overcast, and had a rainy appear- 
ance, the wind blowing in slight squalls from 
the southward and south-westward. At the 
time above-mentioned, a loud rumblin^or un- 
dulating noiae was heard in every part of the 
island, accompanied by one or two shocks 
which, to our apprehension, had much less af- 
finity to the concussion produced by an explo- 
sion, than to the benumbing effect created by 
electricity. This phenomenon, it is generally 
agreed, lasted about four seconds, and was evi- 
dently subterranean. 
The shock, as we have already stated, was 

felt in all parts of the island, and every where 
appears to have produced the same effects. Per- 
sons out of doors felt the earth heave under 
them, in some cases so violently as to oblige 
them to lay hold of the nearest object for sup- 
port* The banks and hedges of fields were 
seen to be in motion, and in the houses the fur- 
niture and goods were rocked and shaken. — 
Buildings of $1! kinds were distinctly seen to 
heave and shake, as well as the pier walls, the 
iron railings at the south west corner of the 
quay, and the massive quay at St, Sampson 1 * 
harbour. The vain of the town church was vi- 
olently agitated, and the bell struck twice. — 
Many imagine that heavy pieces of furniture 
were being removed over their heads, whilst 
many more believed that their houses were 
falling, and there was a general rush into the 
streets. So severely was the shock felt in the 
office of this paper, that the numerous persons 
employed, sirault aneously, and without concert, 
sought safety out of doors, in the full convic- 
tion that ths building was falling about their 
ears. We have not heard of any damage be- 
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yond the shaking down of a few tiles, bricks, 
&c. All the accounts which we have collec- 
ted from various parts of the island differ as to 
i he apparent direction of the shock, and the 
time of its occurrence. We are inclined to be- 
J e^e, that the shock must have taken various 
directions, guided either by the fissures of the 
earih, or by other cause* acting on the electric 
fluid. The shock, we believe, took place aim* 
ultaneously throughout the whole island, and 
we are the more inclined to this opinion from 
having icarnt from Jersey that the shock was 
felt at that phce precisely at the time it oc- 
curred at this town — namely, seven minutes 
before four o'clock* We iearn from Sark, that ! 
:he shock was ft It in that island at about the 
Fame time, and in the same manner as in 
UuernseT-

funeral dirge be chanted in the "Land of the 



free, and the home of the brave," in conse' 
quenceof a union between charch and state. 

No one can be more opposed to an unhallowed 
alliance of this kind than ourselves; hut while 
we would deprecate any alliance having a ten- 
dency to deprive the sans of liberty of the^r 
rights, we cannot but think that the course ta- 
ken by many of our politicians is altogether 
culpable, that the division is extending too 
far, and that in our jealousy lest a union of this 
kind should take place, we have thrust out 
God from all of our political movements, and 
seem to regard the affairs of tho nation as that 
over which the great Jehovah's ;providence,has 
no control, about which his direction or inter- 
position, never should be sought, and as a thing 
conducted and directed by h*jman wisdom 
alone* 

Either God ha? something to do in our na- 
tional affair*, or he has not- If he has the over- 
sight and charge of ihem, if u 'he raises up one 
king and puts dawn another, according to the 
counsel of his own tvili; 1 * if ( *the powers thr tbe, 
are ordamec! of God then it becomes necessa- 
ry for ns, in all our political movements, to 
lnok toGod for his benediction and blessing. 
But if God has nothing to do'with them, we 
will act consistently, we will cease to pray 
for our president, our legislators, or any of our 
ruler?, and each one will pursue his own course, 
and "God phall not be in all our thoughts/ 5 so 
far as politics are concerned.

And any 
man that is found teaching privately or publicly 
any such doctrine, is culpable, and will stand a 
chance to beifcrought before the High Council, 
and lose hi$ license and membership also : there- 
fore he had better beware what he is about. 

And again I say unto you, an elder has no 
business to undertake to preach mysteries in ahy 
part of the world, for God has commanded us 
all to preach nothing but the first principles un- 
to the world. Neither has any elder any au- 
thority to preach any mysterious thing to any 
branch of the church unless he has a direct com- 
mandment* from God to do so. Let the matter 
of the grand councils of heaven, and the making 
of gods, worlds, and devils entirely clone ; for 
you are not callet^o teach any such doctrine — 
for neither you nM the people are capacitated 
to understand any such principles — less so to 
teach them. For when God commands men to 
teach such principles the saints will receive 
them. Therefore beware what you teach! for 
the mysteries of God are not given to all men ; 
and unto those to whom they are given they are 
placed under restrictions to impart only such a 5 * 
God will command them; and the residue is to

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ATMOSPHERIC PHENOMENON. 

The "Glaneur da Haut Rhin," of the 21st 
ult. gives the following on the subject of the 
phenomenon observed at Colmar on the2lst: — 
ff The same event was observed in several parts 
of Alsace, and ala© of Switzerland, Two vio- 
lent detonations took place in the regions of 
Vosges. They were accompanied by a bright 
light. The doors and windows of the houses 
in the villages of the valleys and lower Veeges 
were greatly shaken, but on the plain they 
were much less so. At Colmar, the phenom- 
enon was considered by many persona to have 
been a peal of thunder preceded by a flash of 
lightning; but the duration was much longer 
than any such flash, and produced a species of 
scintillation in the fog* The shock there was 
feeble compared to what was felt at Berghheim, 
liiquewibr and other communes at the foot of 
the Vosges. In the valley of Muneter, the 
iight inflamed the whole of the horizon, and 
was equal to the light of day, and the shock 
was very strong . In the valley of Girogmag- 
ny the shock was also strong, and the light ef- 
faced the light of the candles. At Belfort, the 
light was seen through thdp&g in the direc- 
tion of the north, and had alt the appearance 
of lightning, but the weekly journal of the 
town does not state that any noise was heard 
or any shock felt. The light was aUn seen at 
Deiemont, in Switzerland, but here there were 
two flashes with two corresponding detona- 
tions. The town, enveloped in a dense [fog, 
wassuddenly illuminated as by-a gleam of the 
sun in August. This brightness occurred 
twice within iwo or.three seconds. The Hel- 
vetic, from which we borrow f his account, 
makes no mention of either detonation or 
earthquake* These data are too incomplete for 
us to decide upon the cause of the phenome" 
non; but from the wide circle in wniA it was 
observed, and the time which elapsed between 
the flash and the shock, it way be presumed 
that it came from a great height above the hor- 
izon." The Federal of Geneva noticed that 
the same day, and at the same hour, a meteor- 
ic light was seen of such brightness that those 
who were on the heights above the town say, 
that all Fribourg appeared to be^on fire. The 
journal adds, that it must have extended very 
widely, as it was perceived at Berne and in the

APOSTOLIC SUCCESSION OF THE FIRST 
CHRISTIAN CHURCH AT ROME. 

The foundation of the Church of Rome is 

equally attributed to Peter and Paul, the one as 
apostle of the circumcision preached to the 

Jews; the other as the apostle of the circumcis- 
ion preached to the Gentiles. 
Its Bishops succeeded in the following order. 
1st. St. Peter and St. Paul, wh^ both suffered 
martyrdom under Nero. 

2ad. Linus, the son of Herculanius, a Tuscan. 
He is mentioned by St. Paul, and sate between 
1 1 and 12 years. 

3d. Clitus or Anaclitus, a Roman, the son of 
iEmilius, who sate nine years, 

4th. Clemens, a Roman, horn in Mount Ca«- 
lius, the son of Portiraus, near akin, say some, 
to the Emperor. He was condemned to dig in 
the marble quarries near the Euxine Sea, and by 
command of Trajan thrown into the sea, with 
an anchor around his neck. He was bishop of 
1 Home nine years and four months. 

5th. Euristas, by birth a Greek, but his fathtr 
a Jew of Bethlehem. He is said to have been 
crowned with martyrdom the last year of Tra* 
jan, and in the eighth year of his bishoprick.

APOSTOLIC SUCCESSION OF THE FIRST 
CHRISTIAN CHURCH AT ROME. 

The foundation of the Church of Rome is 

equally attributed to Peter and Paul, the one as 
apostle of the circumcision preached to the 

Jews; the other as the apostle of the circumcis- 
ion preached to the Gentiles. 
Its Bishops succeeded in the following order. 
1st. St. Peter and St. Paul, wh^ both suffered 
martyrdom under Nero. 

2ad. Linus, the son of Herculanius, a Tuscan. 
He is mentioned by St. Paul, and sate between 
1 1 and 12 years. 

3d. Clitus or Anaclitus, a Roman, the son of 
iEmilius, who sate nine years, 

4th. Clemens, a Roman, horn in Mount Ca«- 
lius, the son of Portiraus, near akin, say some, 
to the Emperor. He was condemned to dig in 
the marble quarries near the Euxine Sea, and by 
command of Trajan thrown into the sea, with 
an anchor around his neck. He was bishop of 
1 Home nine years and four months. 

5th. Euristas, by birth a Greek, but his fathtr 
a Jew of Bethlehem. He is said to have been 
crowned with martyrdom the last year of Tra* 
jan, and in the eighth year of his bishoprick. 

6th. Alexander, a Roman, though yonng in 
years, he was grave in his manner and conver- 
sation, he sate ten years and seven months and 
died a martyr. - j 
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7th. Xystus or Sixtus, a Roman; he was mar- 
tyred in the ninth year of his bishoprick, and 
buried in the Vatican, 

8th. Telesphorus, a Greek, succeeded. Jus- 
tin the Martyr flourished in his time. He died 
a martyr, having sate eleven years and three 
months and was buried near St. Peter in the Vat- 
ican. 

9th, Hyganus, the son of an Athenian philos- 
opher, was advanced to the chair under Anto- 
nius Pius. He sate according to Eusebius eight 

years. . t , f ) \ , 

10th. Pius, an Italian, born at Aqueleia.— 

He died after being bishop one year and four 

months. 

11th. AticetLv3 ? born in Syria; he is said after 
eleven years to have suffered martyrdom, and 
buried in the Via Appia, in the cemetry of Ca- 
listus. In his time Polycarp went to Rome, 

12th. StSoter, or as Nicepheros calls him Sote- 
richus, was a Campanian, the son of Concord ius. 
There was an intercourse of letters between him 
and Dionysius bishop of Corinth. He died af- 
ter he had sate nine years. 

13th. Elitheusinus, born at Nicopolis in 
Greece. To him Lucius, King of Britain sent a 
letter and an embassy. He sate fifteen years, 
died A* D. 186, and was buried in the Vati- 
Ctin. 

14th. Victor, an African, the son of Felix, a 
man of furious and intemperate spirit, as appear- 
ed from his passionate proceedings in the con- 
troversy about the observation of Easter, He 
was bishop ten years. 

15th, Zephyrinus, a Roman, succeeded and 
possessed the chair eight years. He was a pi- 
ous and learned man. 

1 6th . Calistus or Caliytus, the son of Domi- 
tius, a Roman, a prudent and modest man, he suf- 
fered much in the persecution under Alexander 
Severus under whom he became a martyr, be ins: 
thrown intoa well by the procurement of Ulpi- 
an the great lawyer, but a severe enemy to 
Christians. He sate six years, and though he 
made a cemetery called after his own name, yet 
he was buried in that of Calipodius in the Ap- 
pian way. 

17 th. Urbanus, the son of Pontianus, a Tl&r 
iridAy after six years he suffered martyrdom for 
the faith. He was buried in Pretextatus in the 
Appian way. 

ISth. Pontianus the son of Calpurnius, a Ro- 
man. For his bold reproving of the Roman 
idolatry he was banished into the Island of Sar- 
dinia! where he died. He was bishop tor five 
years. » • : y* " J 1m'/» 

19th. Antirius, a Greek, the son ofRomiltis. 
He died after he had kept his place one month, 
though others without reason make him to have 
lived bit many yean. 



20th. Fabianus, a Roman was unexpectedly 
chosen bishop. While several others being in 
j competition, a dove suddenly descended and sat 
upon his head; the great emblem of the holy 
spirit. He died a martyr after fourteen years. 

21st. Cornelius a Roman. Frequent letters 
passed between him and Cyprian. After some- 
what more than two years he was cruelly whip- 
ped and then beheaded. ✓ 

22d. Lucius a Roman sate two, or as others 
say three years. He suffered martyrdom by the 
command of Valerian, 

23d. Stephanus a Roman, the son of Julius. 
Great contests were held between him and Cy- 
prian about re-baptizing those who had been 
baptized. He was beheaded after he had sate 
two or three years, and was buried with his pre- 
decessor. 

24th. Xystus, a Greek, formerly a philoso- 
pher of Athens, after one year and ten months 
he suffered martyrdom, 

25th. Dyonythus, a monk, made bishop in the 
judgment of Dyonythus, bishop of Alexandria, 
a truly learned and amiable person. The time of 
his bishoprick is uncertainly assigned, but is 
supposed to have been twelve years. 

26th. Felix, a Roman. In his time arose the 
Manichean heresy. He suffered much about the 
fourth or fifth year of his episcopate, and was 
buried in the Aurelian way in a cemetery of his 
own, two miles from Rome. 

27th, Entycianus, a Tuscan. A man exceed- 
ingly careful of the burial of martyrs* After 
one year 7 s space he crowned himself with mar- 
tyrdom, > Mfc V I 

28th, Caius, or as Eusebius call him, Guiarius, 
a Dalmatian; kinsman to the Emperor of Dio- 
cletian. After holding the see eleven years he 
was beheaded. 

29th. Marcilinus, a Roman. Through fear of 
torment he sacrificed to the gods ; but recover- 
ing himself, he died a martyr, after he had sate 
ei^ht or nine years he was beheaded, and buried 
in the cemetry of Priscilla. 

30th. Marc alus, a Roman, succeeded. He was 
condemned by Maxentius, the tyrant, to keep 
beasts in a stable which he performed with hia 
prayers and exercises of devotion. He died af- 
ter five years and six months, and was buried in 
the cemetery of Priscilla. 

31at. Eusebius, a Greek, the son of a physi- 
cian. He suffered much under the tyrrany of 
Maxentius. He sate six years and was buried 
in the Appian way near Calistus cemetry, 

32d, Miltiades, an African. He might be a 
confessor under Maxentius, but could not be a 
martyr under Maxunus, as some [assert. Ha 
sate three or four years, and was buried in the 
y cemetry of Calistus, +^t**32k 
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33d. Sylvester a Roman, fle was elected to j 



the place A. D. 214. He was brought from the 
mountain in Soracte, whither he had fled for 
fear of persecution. He was highly in favor of 
Constantine the Great> and sate twenty-three 
years, » * F„ B.

HISTORY OF JOSEPH SMITH* 

(Continued.) 

The forepart of September was spent in ma- 
king preparations to remove to the town of Hi- 
ram and re-commence the translation of the Bi- 
ble, The brethren who were commanded to 
go up to Zion were earnestly engaged in getting 
Teady tOBtart in the coming October. On the 
11th of September I received the following : 
A Revelation g> ven in KirUand, September, 183L 

Behold, thns saith tne Lord your God unto 
you, O ye elders of my church, hearken ye, and 
hear, and receive my will concerning you; for 
verily I say unto you, I will that ye should over- 
come the world : wherefore I will have com 
pipsion upon you. There are those among you 
who have sinned; but verily I say, for this 
once, for mine own glory, and for the salvation 
of souls, I have forgiven you your sins. 

I will be merciful unto you, for I have given 
unto yo^ the kingdom; and the keys of the 
mysteries of the kingdom, shall not be taken 
irom my servant Joseph Smith, jr. through the 
means I have appointed, while he liveth, inas- 
much as he obeyeth mine ordinances* There* 
are those who have sought ocasion against him 
without cause; nevertheless he has sinned, but 
verily 1 sny unto you, I the Lord forgiveth sins 
unto those who confess their sins before me, 
and ask forgivness, who have not sinned unto 
death. My disciples, in days of old, sought oc- 
casion against one another, and forgave not one 
another in their hearts, and for this evil they 
were afflicted, and sorely chastened: where- 
icre I say unto you, that ye ought to forgive 
one another, for he that forgiveth not his broth- 
er his tresspasses, standeth condemned before 
the Lord, for there remaineth in him the great- 
er sins, I the Lord will forgive whom I will 
forgive, but of you it is required to forgive all 
men; and ye ought to say in your beans, let 
t.iod judge between me and thee, and reward 
thee according to thy deeds. And he that re* 
penteth not of bis sins.and confesseth them not^ 
thenfshall ye bring him before the church, and 
do with him as the scriptures saith unto you, 
either by commandment, or by revelation. And 
this ye shall do that God might be glorified, 
not because ye forgive not, having not com- 
passion, but that yc may be justified in the eyes 
»f the 1 aw, that ye may, not offend him who is 
j our Lawgiver. 

Verily I say, fo; this cause ye shall do these 
things. Behold I the Lord was angry with him 



my servant Isaac Morley; for they kept not 
the law, neither the comandmeni; ihey sought 
evil in their hearts, and 1 the Lord withheld 
my Spirit, They condemned forevil, that thing 
in which there was no evil; nevertheless 1 have 
forgiven my servant Isaac Morley. And also 
my servant Edward Partridge, behold he hath 
sinned, and satan leeketh to destroy his soul; 
but when these things are made known unto 
them, they repent of the evil, and they shall 
be forgiven. 

And now verily I siy, that it is expedient in 
me that my servant Sidney Gilbert^ after a few 
weeks, should return upon his business, and to 
his agency in the land of Zion ;and that which he 
hath seen and heard may be made knoyn unto 
my diaciples,that they perish not . A^nd for this 
cause have I spoken these things. And again, 
I say unto you, that my servant Isaac Morlev 
may not be tempted above that which he is* able 
to bear, and counsel wrongfully to your hurt, I 
gave commandment that this farm should be 
sold. I wilieth not that ray servant Frederick 
G. Williams should sell his farm, fur I the Lord 
wilieth to retain a strong hold in the land of 
Kinland, for the space of five year in the 
which I will not overthrow the wicked, that 
thereby I may save some; and after that day, 
I the Lord will not hold any guilty, that shall 
go, with an open heart, up to the land of Zion: 
for I the Lord requireth the hearts of the chil- 
dren of men. t 

Behold now it is called to-day, (untii the 
coming of the Son of man) and verily it is a 
day ot sacrifice, and a day for the tithing of my 
people ; for he that is tithed shall not be burned 
(at his coming;) for after to-day cometh the 
burning: this is speaking after the manner of 
the Lord; for verily I say, to-morrow all the 
proud and they that do wickedly shall he as 
stubble: and I will burn them up, for I am 
the Lord of Hosts; and I will not fpare any 
that remaineth in Babylon. Wherefore if ye 
believe me, ye will labor while it is called to- 
day. And is it not meet that my servants New- 
el K.Whitney and Sidney Gilbert should sell 
their store, and their possessions here, for this 
is not wisdom until the residue of the church, 
which remaineth in this place, shall go up lo 
the land of Zion. 

Behold it is said in my laws, or forbidden to 
get in debt to thine enemies; but behold it is 
not said at any time, that the Lord should not 
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take when he please, and pay an seemetii him , 

good : wherefore as re are agents, and ye are 
on the Lord's errand; and what ever ye do 
according to the wi'l of the Lord, is the Lord*s 
business, nnd lie ha&sel you to provide for his 

saints in these last days, that they miy obtain 
an inheritance in the land of Zion; and behold 
I the Lord declare onto you, and my words ate 
sure and dh all not fail, that they shall obtain it; 
but all things must come to psss in their time; 
wherefore be not weary in well doing, for ye 
are laying the foundation of a great work. — 
And out of small things proceedeth that which 
*s great. 

Behold the Lord requireth the heart and a 
willing mind ; and the willing and obedient 
shaH cat the good* of the *and of Zion in these 
last days; and the rebellions shall be cot off 
out of the land of Zion, and shall be ecnt away 
and shall not inherit the land : for verily I say 
that the rebellious are not of the blood of 
Kphraim, wherefore they shall be plucked out. 
Behold I the Lord have r*ade my church in 
those last days, like unto a judge sitting on a 
hill* or in an high place, to judgo the nations: J 
for it shall come to pass, that the inhabitants of 
Zion shall judge all things pertaining to Zion : 
and liars, and hypocrits shall be proved by 
them, and they who are not apostles and proph- 
et shall he known- 

And even the bishop, who is a judge, and 
his counsellor, if they are not faithful in their 
stewardships, ahull be condemned, and others 
aball be planted in their stead t for behold I say 
unto you that Zion shall flourish, and the glo- 
tj of the Lord shall be upon her, and she shall 
be an ensign unto the people : and theie shall 
come unto her out of every nation under heav- 
en* And the day shall come, when the nation? 
of the earth shell tremble because of her, and 
shall fear because of her terrible ones; the 
Lord hath spoken it: Amen. 

On the 12th of September, I removed with 
my family to the township of Hiram, end com- 
menced living with John Johnson. Hiram was 
in Portage county and about thirty miles south 
easterly from Kirllsnd. From this time until 
the forepart of October, 1 did little more than 
to propane to re-commence the translation of 
the Bible, About this time Ezra Booth came 
out as an apostate. He come into the church 
upon seeing a person healed of an infirmity of 
many years standing. He had been a Metho- 
dist priest for some time previous to his embra- 
cing the fulness of the gospel, as developed in 
the Book of Mormon, and upon his admission 
into ihe church, he was oidained an elder; as 
will be seen by the foregoing revelations. He 
weal op to Missouri as a companion of Efde^ 



MorJey; but when he actually learned ihui 
faith, humility, patience, and tribulation, were 
before blessing; and that God brought low be- 
fore he exalted; that inatead of**the Savicr 7 j 
granting him power to smite men, and make 
them believe" (as he said he wanted God to do 
him;) he tound he must become all things to 
all men, that he might peradventure eave some, 
and thai too, by all diligence, by perils, by sea 
and'land ; as was the case in the days of Jesu% 
which appears in the 6th chapter of St, John's 
gospel, he said ; "verily, verily I say unto you, 
ye seek rje not because ye saw the miracles, 
but because ye did eat of the loaves, and were 
filled." So it was with Booth, and when ho 
was disappointed by his own evil heart, he turn- 
ed away, and as said before, became an apos- 
i tote, and wrote a series of letters which by their 
coloring, falsity, and vain calculations to over- 
throw the work of theLord exposed his weakne s 
wic&edr.ess and folly, and left him a monument 
of his own shanrue* for the world to wonder at. 

A conference was held, in which brother W . 
W. Phelps was instructed to stop at Cincinna- 
ti on his wsy to Missouri, and purchase a p:e*s 
and type, for the purpose of est^blisl^^j snd 
publishing a monthly paper at Independence, 
Jackson countv, Missouri, io be called tho 
"Evening and Morning Star/ 1 The first Sun- 
day in October, Orson Hyde, a clerk in broth- 
ers Sidney Gilbert and Xewcl K- Whifnry^s 
store, in Kirtlantf, was baptized and become n 
member of the church. As he was soon after 
designated as one of the chosen men of the 
Lord, to bear tm word to the nations, I feel a 
desire to notice him as he was and as he is.— 
He was, in his own word*, left in his infancy, 
an orphan with none to look upon hiin with i 
fatheTg rye. nnd feel for him with a mother** 
'heart* The hand that wiped his infant tears 
I was still ; the breast that gave him suck wn^ 
cold, and slumbtred in the arms of death. He 
j was thrust abroad upon the cold and friendless 
j bosom nf an unfeeling world, so that for twen- 
ty low? vears, he saw no one in .whose vein* 
flowed □ drop of kindred blood, and consequen*- 
ily grew up as a wiFd and uncultivated plart nf 
jnaturr, nnd now hsd come into the new and 
everlasting covenant, to he renewed and receive- 
! trace for grace, and |#ut himself under the Fa- 
therly care of Him whose yoke m ^asy^ txmi 
| whose burden is light: and who rewardeth hi* 
sons and daughters, who serve him faithful)/ 
to the end, with eternal life* 

To continue, in his own figure, he now stood 
! before the world to feed the fowls of the Lorc t 
in the same manner that he had done in early 
life, to feed the poultry ot the gentlemen witla 
whom be had resided; for savs he when I 
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poured the corn upon the ground, the fowls oil t1 
came together en-masse, but after the corn was 
exhausted, and the stream stayed, the fowls all 
turned away, going in different directions, 
each one singing his own song. So with reli- 
gion, while God poured out the stream of reve- 
lation upon the ancient church, they were all 
united and ate the Jiving bread, but when he 
withheld revelations in latter times, because of 
the unbelief of men, they turned and went 
their own course, nod sung their own song, 
some a Methodist song, some a Baptist song, 
some a Presbyterian song, <fcc; but if they had 
had revelation they would have sung one of the 
eongs of Zion. His further history will come 
in, in place hereafter. In the fore part of Octo- 
ber I received the following; 

Revelation on prayer, given October, 1831, 

Hearken, and lo, a voice as of one sent down 
from on high, who ib mighty and powerful, 
whose going forth is unto the ends of she earth ; 
yea, whose voice is unto men, Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord make his paths straight. The 
keys of ; ibo kingdom of God are committed un- 
to man on the earth, and from thence shall the 
gospel roll forth unto the ends of the earth, as 
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ihe whole earth; yea, a voice crying, Prepared 
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wherefore, miy the kingdom of God go forth,., 
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thoo O God may be glorified in heaven, so on 
e arth, that thy enemies may De subdued; for 
thine is the honor, power and glory, forever 
and ever: Amen. 

Soon after the nbovp reve'&tion was received 
I re-commenced iho translation of the scrip- 
tures, in companv with elder Rigdon, who had ! 
removed to Hiram to act in hip office of scribe 
to me. On the llih of October, a conference 
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ing, at which the elders were instructed into 
the ancient manner of conducting meeting?, of 
which knowledge most of them were ignorant, 
A committee of six were appointed to instruct, 
the several branches of the church. Elders* 
David Whitmer, and Reynolds Cahoon were 
appointed aa^two of the said committee, with 



the further duty on their mission, of getting 
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Ittf,! inquired of the Lord and received ihe fol- 
lowing 

Revelation given October, 1830. 
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mine everlasting covenant, even the fulness of 
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ers of the glories, which are to be revealed in 
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and apostles in days of old. 

Verily I say unto you, my servant William, 
that you are clean, but not all; recent there- 
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IH my sight, saith the Lord, for the Lord will 
show them unto you. And now verily I the 
Lord will show unto you what I will concern- 
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behold, verily I eay unto you, that it is iny 
will that you ahould proclaim my gospel from 
land to land,and from city to city, yea, in those 

region s round ahout where it has not been pro- 
claimed. 

Tarry not many days in thia place: go not 

up unto the land of IJion, aa yet; but inasmuch 

as you can send, send; otherwise think not of 

thy property. Go unto the eastern lands; bear 

testimony in every ptaee, unto every people, 

and in their synagogues, reasoning with the 
people 

Let my aervanf, Samuel H. Smith go with 
you, and forsake him not, and give him thine 
instructions: and he that u faithful shall be 
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made strong in every place, and I the Lord 
wiJJ go with you. 

Lay your hands up jn the sick and they shall 
recover. Return not till I the Lotd shall send 
you. Be patient in affliction. Ask and ye 
shall receive. Knock and it shall bo opened 
unto you , Seek nst to be cumbered. Forsake 
all unrighteousness. Commit Dot adultery, a 
temptation with which thou hast been troubled. 
Keep these sayings for they arc true and faith- 
ful, and thou shalt magnify thine office, and 
push many people to Zion, with songs of ever-j 
lasting joy upon their heads. Continue in 
these things even unto the end, and yon shall | 
have a crown of eternal life at the right hand) 
of my Father, who is full of grace and truth. — 
Verily thus saith the Lord your God, your Re- 
deemer, even Jesus Christ: Amen,

Nauvoo, March, 1844, 
Elder Taylor : — ^ 

Deaf Sir— On the 25th of Octo- 
ber, last, we left this p'ace for Mississippi; we 
arrived at Vicksburg on the 4th of November, 
proceeded back in the country fifty miles, 
where we had the pleasure of getting in com- 
pany with brother Benjamin L. Clapp, who had 
just recovered from along and severe attack of 
fever. We remained there a few days; three 
of us then started together; brother Clapp for 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama ; we, for Pleasant Spring, 
Kemper county, where we arrived on the 20th 
of November ■ Brother Clapp stopped with wt 
intending to stay but a few days, the weather 
however being very unfavorable and an im- 
mense quantity of tain falling; caused trvel- 
ling impossible; he then come to the con- 
clusion to remain until the weather become 
more favorable. We began to preach, and had 
very large and attentive congregations, and 



more calls in a short lime than could possibly 
be attended to by us. In a few day's we had a 
Methodist minister to m?.ke an attack upon us; 
being ready, determined, and as he thought, 
able, to put us down, not knowing any thing 
about the doctrine we preached, or the princi* 
pies we held forth : he came out in fuli array, 
and perfectly full of every thing but the spirit 
of God and truth, ' ; v^' '\ \ ^ 

He made a perfect failure, zs all do, wher* 
they come in contact with the truth, by error 
and falsehood; he however succeeded finally 
in opening the door of disgrace and falsehood 
to his heart, and his followers many of them 
saw it so Very plain, that he was a wolf in 
sheep's clothing; and that he had been teach- 
ing for hire; that when they heard the true 
principles of the gospel set befoie them, by 
those that were authorized and commissioned 
to doit, they immediately saw the error of their 
ways, repented, and were baptized for remis- 
sion of sins, and hands laid on them for the 
reception of the Holy Ghost, 

We all three continued to preach in the sur- 
rounding country, having calls on the right 
and left, until the last of January. During this 
time we organized two branches of the church ; 
one consisting of twenty-two members, known 
as the Kemper county branch, at Pleasant 
Spring, in which we ordained three elders, one 
priest, one teacher, and one deacon: and also 
a branch of*ihirty-seven members; three ci- 
ders, one priest, one teacher, and one deacon, 
known as the Running Water Branch, in Nox- 
ubee county. 

There was a spirit generally manifest through 
the country to hear preaching. There were 
some few priests that would stay at a distance 
and howl, hut would not come up like men of 
God, and if they found they were in possession 
of error?,trade them off for truth, which would 
make them free. 

Notwithstanding many that had embraced 
the gospel had evidence to satisfy them of the 
truth of the work they had embraced, and some 
enjoying the gifts of the gospel, yet this was 
not sufficient to convince them of the error of 
their ways. But we are pleased to he able to 
pay that manv more were believing the doc- 
trine, while those that had obeyed were enjoy- 
ing Its blessings. 

We left brother Clapp industriously engaged 
among the people, and with a prospect of many 
more joining the church. Hb wag of the opin- 
ion when we left him, that the prospects were 
more flattering than he had had in any former 
mission. 

So Sir, you will see, notwithstanding there 
has been comparatively but few elders as y e t 
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gone south, that the people there are disposed 
to hear and obey the truths of the gospel, and

A PATTERN FOR THE SAINTS, 
A writer in the New York American Mates 
that f, there was one feature connected With the 
disasterous event on board the Princeton which 
forcibly presented itself to my attention, and 
which I think is worthy of notice. 

In such a throng of visiters moving and press- 
ing about in all directions, it could scarcely be 
regarded as singular that entire order as to sta- 
tions of officers and crew should not be com- 
pletely preserved, even if no accident had oc- 
curred—but this wa? not the fact, 

I remarked on goinij on board and when the 
men were 'piped down' from 'mauning yard' 
—that in getting up the anchor— making sail 
and firing a salute, all went on in great order 
and regularity, although at the belaying pin of 
every brace, bowline and haliard, a lady, a sen- 
ator, or soma dignitary of sta»e, would be cour- 
teously requested to move n little, to give Jack 

chance to do his duty , As the wind was fair 
on going down the river, sails were used, and 
occasionally the* engine was in motion; but on 
returning all sails were furled and the engine 
used exclusively. 

Immediately after the accident occurred 
when, of course, great excitement and rushing 
followed among the crowd of visitors, I partic- 
ularly remarked that every officer and man on 
duty kept his station until ordered by the offi- 
cer of the deck to go elsewhere; and just where 

1 M w that officer before the explosion there 1 
found him afterwards, giving his directions 
with no other evidence of excitement than is 
generally discovered m a sudden squall, 

A gentleman considerably excited at the 
moment said to me, i l wonder if any one is at- 
tending to the engine?' This enquiry for a 
moment started nte, but hearing, at the next 
instant, the man at the helm calling out in his 
usual tone, the depth of water, and to my sur- 
prise seeing the flag at half mast aJready—a 
conviction at once took entire possession of me, 
that although a scene of devastation was pre- 
sented on the forecastle, it had not for a mo- 
ment put aside perfect order and discipline else- 
where about the ship — and we proceeded safe- 
ly, though with melancholy feelings, to an an- 
chorage ofF Alexandria*' 5 

If the officer* and members of the Church of 



Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saint*, could at all 
times keep the conduct of these officers in 
view, it would afford them a pattern which they 
would find it to their advantage to imitate. 

When the vessel is sailing in deep water with 
no wind, and a serene sky, it is very easy for

DISSERTATION UPON CHRIST'S PAR- 
ABLE OF THE LABORERS AND THE 
VINEYARD, w i ' 

(see mat, 20 th LB AT *) 
As a general thing, it would seem that para- 
bles are designed to illustrate and convey with 
force, ideas connected with the subject to 
which they refer, and not as some vainly sup- 
pose, to throw a mantle of mystery over it. In 
this sense we regard the parable of the labor- 
crs and the vineyard as the most exquisite illus- 
tration of the subject of the dispensations of God 
and his dealings with the human family, from 
the morning of creation to the present time;— 
but to proceed. 

"For the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man 
that is a householder, which went out rally in 
the morning to hire laborers into his vineyard. 
And when hp had agreed with the laborers for 
a pennv a day, he sent them into the vineyard." 
It is evident that the term e *vineyard- y should 
be applied in the broad sense, to the whole 
world, and the €l tabomr?* to the prophets, 
apostlep, and servants of God. 

••And he went out about the third hour, and 
saw others standing idle in the market place, 
and said unto them, go ye also into the vine- 
yard, and whatsoever is right, I will give you; 
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which they belong, and if you cannot find iliat 
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and they went their way. Again he went out 
about the sixth hour, and did likewise. And 
about the eleventh hour he went, and found j 
others standing idle, and gaith unto them, whv 
stand ye here all the day idle? They cay unto 
him! because no man hath hired us. He saith 
unto them, go ye also into the vineyard; and 
whatsoever is right, that shall ye receive." 

It is evident that the term "Astir," here 
stands for a noted epoch of the world, or the 
commencement of an important dispensation: 
and the *day for the whole time of the world's 
erisrence in its present state. For instance, in 
the morning of the creation, the Lord sent la- 
borers in'.o the vineyard, in the days of Noah 
and Abraham he sent others into it, and also 
at the commencement and duration of the Mo- 
saic dispensation. These may answer 10 the 
first, third and sixth hour?, for it is plain that 
in each of these periods the Lord performed a 
work adapted to the peculiarities of the age, 
or in other word3,that lie committed a dispen- 
sation to his people. At the opening of the 
Christian, which corresponds to the "ninth 
l<Qur» he had a great work to do; therefore, 
lie sent many into the vineyard. But in the 
latter days, which corresponds to the "eleventh 
honrfi he will commission and send other ser- 
vjnts into his vinevard. 

That the term "hour" in this parable refers 
to a noted epoch of lime in the history of the 
world, is plaiu from the following: "Verily, 
verily I say unto you the hour is cording and I 
now is, when the dead shall hsar the voice of 
the Son of God: and they that hear shall live;'* 
Johnv: 25. Christ here certainly alludes to the ! 
resurrection from the dead, and should we ap- 
ply the term th hour" here used, in its literal 
sense, as mennmg but sixty minutes of time, 
we fhould make a contradiction of terms, for 
he* surely alludes to two resurrections, or pe- 
riods at which a resurrection shall take place. 
No resurrection took place during the literal 
hour in which he said this; but in that age or 
epoch of the world, for proof of which we refer 
the reader to Mat. ixyii; 52, 53: The "hour 1 
that is coming" refers to the resurrection that 
is yet to transpire. 

Having, as we trust, satisfactorily settled 
the question, relative to the term hour, we will 
now examine the manner in which the Lord 
called men to work in his vineyard at these re- 
spective period*?. He had a particular work to 
perform in the days of Noah; the consequence 
wa?, he called him to perform it, and gave rev- 
elations adapted to the came, which were to 
proclaim the law of righteousness, and con- 
itruct an ark for the saving of himself and fam- 
ily. These revelations did not conflict or in-* 



fringe upon any item of the law oi God which 
was previously given to Adam, Enoch and 
others; but were such as was absolutely ne- 
cessary to suit the peculiar circumstances of 
Noah and his family, but not those of another 
age, 

Abraham lived in what is generally termed 
the patriarchal dispensation. He was called by 
revelation, and authorized to perform the work 
that the Lord had to do in this age. Had Abra- 
ham taken the position that many of the relig- 
ionists of the present time have, he would have 
contended that his ancestors who lived at the 
opening of the patriarchal dispensation received 
revelations which were all sufficient for him 
and his posterity after him. Suppose that Lot, 
after the angel appeared to him, and warned 
him to flee from Sodom and Gomorrah, had re- 
plied that the revelations that were given to 
those who lived before, were all sufficient; or 
in other word?, instead of acting in accordance 
with the express command to flee to Zoar, had 
undertaken to bui'd an ark to save]hitnself and 
family from the awful conilagration; would not 
the result have been his distruction ? An ark 

answered the purpose of Noah, but it would 
not that of Lot,

*- Alexander branch, represented by A. Shef- 
field, hns 28 members, including 10 elders; two 
cut off since the last conference. 

Atica branch, represented by R. Sbadboil, 
has 16 members, including three elders. 

Hume branch, represented by P. Weaver, 
has 20 membeu. including three eldeis and 
one priest. 

Weatherfield branch, represented by R. L. 
Young, lia3 12 member^ including two elder* ^ 
four added since last conference. 

In Cataraugus county, there are 10 merc- 
beis, represented by Will. am Hyde, 

Brother G. Thampson, who had been ex- 
communicated from the Alexander branch and 
who had taken an appeal to the Batavia confer- 
ence, was examined^ and the proceedings ot 
the branch decided to be illegal He was re- 
instated to his former standing* 

Conference adjourned till next morning, 10 
o'clock, which was the first dav of the week. 
Met agreeable to adjournment. 

Eider William Hyde was called upon to 
preach . He addressed the meeting on the 
coming of the Sion of man. Elder Redfield 
followed him in the afternoon on different parts 
of the scripture, and eiho'rted the members to 
be faithful. Some other remarks were made 
appropriate to the occasion^ and the audience 
seemed much humbled and edified. 

Voted that this conference be adjourned to 
the neighborhood of brother Weaver and 
Wight, in ifume, Alleghany county, to be 
held od the 1st Saturday and Sunday in July, 
neit.

Witsius,— Immersion into the water is to bej 
considered by us, as exhibiting that dreadful 
abyss of divine j ustice, in which Christ for our 
sins, which he took on himfelf, was for a time 
absorbed ; as in David, his type 1 , he complains, 
(Pa»6Q:3,) ( l am weary of my crying, my 
throat is dried; mine eyes fail while I wait for • 
my CJotl-* More particularly, feeing such on 
immersion deprives a person of light, and ot 
oiher things peitaining to this world, it excel- 
lently represents the death of Chrisr, while hj 
continuance under water, hewever ahorr, de- 
coles the burial of Christ, and the lowest de. 
gree of his humiliation ; when being laid in aj 
#cpu*ch;e that was sealed and guarded by the 
Roman soldier?, he was considered as entirely 
sat off. Emersion out of the water exhibites an 
imago of his resurrection, or the victory which, 
being dead, he obtained over death in his own 
dart domains, that is, the grave. AH these 
the apostle imimatep, (Roman?, 6: 3-4.) 



(your lusts) are dead and buried with him, 
for so your baptism Mgnifieth; in which you 
are put under ti e water, to signify and profess, 
that your old man is dead and buried* We 
are raised to holmes?, as we rise out of the 
water in baptism, (CoL 2: 11,12,13,) that the 
putting of the body under the water did sig- 
nify our burial with Christ, &nd the death and 
putting off our sine. And though we new u&c 
a less quantity of water, yet it is to signify the 
same thing, or els 3 we should destroy the 
being of the aacramen:; so also our rising out 
of the water signified* cur rising and being 
quickened together with him. They were in 
baptism buried with Ciriat; and put off the 
body of sin, and were quickened with him; 
and this doth all suppose their own p etent 
profession to put off the boiy of sin, and their 
censsnt to be baptized on these terms, 

Saurtn.— Paid savsu k We are buried with 
him by baptism into death; that is ihe cere- 
mony of wholly immersing us in water, when 
we were baptized, signifies, that we died to 
sin, and that of robing us again from our im- 
mersion, signified that we would no more ve- 
lum to our disorderly practices, in which we 
lived befere our conversion to Chritlianity. 

Bp. Patrick, — They (the primitive Chris* 
tian*) put off their old clothes, and stripped 
ihenieclves of their garments; tlnn they were 
immersed all over, and buried in the water, 
which notably signified the putting off ihe 
body of the sins of the flesh, as the apostle 
speaks, and their enduring into a state of 
desth or mortification after tha similitude oi 
Christ; according to the same apost!e*s lan- 
guage elsewhere, v We are baptized into his 
drain — We are buried with him in baptism. 

Seudder. — Baptism do h lively represent the 
the deaib, burial, and resurrection of Christ, 
together with your crucifying the affections 
and lusts; being dead and buried with him 
into pin, and lising with him to newnets of

Bp, Davenaut.— In baptism the burial of 
the body of sin, or of the old Adam, is repre- 
sented, when the person to be baptized is put 
down into the water; as a resurrection, when 
he is brought out of it. 

Dr. Boys. — The dipping in holy baptism hos 
three parU; the putting into the water, the 
continuance in the water, and the coming, out 
of the water. The putting into the water doth 
ratify the mortification of sin by the power of 
Christ'* death, as Paul (Rom. 6: 3,) Know ye 
not that all we which have been baptized into 
Jesus CLiristjhave been baptized into hi* death, 
and that our olJ man is crucifiei with him? 
The continuance in the water denotes the 
burial of sin, to wit, a continual increase of 
monification by the power of Chrises death 
and burii], (Rom. 6:4.) The coming out of 
the water, figured our spiritual resurrection 
and vivification to newness of life, by the pow- 
er of Christ's resurrection* (Rom. 6; 4, and 
Col, 2: 12.) \ > h 

Grotius.— Bjried with him by baptism. Not 
only the word baptism but the very/orm of it 
intimates this. For an immersion of the whole 
body in water, so that it is no longer beheld, 
bears an image of that burial which is given to 
the dead. (See Col. 2: 12,) There was in 
baptism, as administered in former times, an 
image both of a burial and of a resurrection* 

Dr. Hammond, — It is a thing thai every 
Chrisiian knows, that the immersion in bap- 
tism refers to the dtath of Christ; the putting 
the person into the water denotes and pro- 
claims the death and burial of Chris!. 

Bp. Nicholson — The ancient manner in 
baptism, * the putting the person baptised un- 
der the water, and taking him out again did 
well set forth these two acts; the first, his dv- 
ing, the second, his rising again. — Into the 
grave with Chritt wc went not; for our bodies 
were not, and could not be buried with his; 
but in our baptism, by a kind of analogy or 
resemblance, while our bodiej are under the 
> ater, we may be said to be buried with him.

The General appears perfectly at home on 
every subject; and his familiarity with many 
languages affords his ample means to become 
foformed concerning all nations and principle^ 
which his familiar and dignified deportment 
towards all, must secure to his interest the at* 
fections of every intelligent and virtuous man 
that may chance to faH in his way; and I am 
astonished that so little is known abroad con- 
cerning him . 

Van Buren was my favorite, and I was as- 
tonished to see Gen. Smith's name as a com- 
petitor; but since my late acquaintance, Mr. 
Van Buren can never re-seat himself in the 
presidential chair on my vote, while Gen. 
Smith is in the field; forming my opinions 
j alone on the talents of the two; an J from what 
I hare seen, I have no reason to doubt, but Gen. 
Smith's integrity is equal to any other individ- 
ual; and I am satisfied he cannot easily be 
made the pliant tool of any political party. I 
take him to be a man who stands far aloof from 
tittle caucus quiblings and squoblings, while 
nations, governments and realms, are wielded 
in his hand as familiarly as the top and hoop 
in the hands of their little masters. 

Free from all bigotry and superstition, he 
dives into every subject, and it seems as though 
the world was not large enough to satisfy his 
capacious sjuI, and from bisJconversa*ion, one 
might suppose him as well acqaainted with 
other worlds as this* 

So far as I can discover, Gen. Smith is the 
nation's man, and the man who will exalt the 
nation, if the people will give him the opportune- 
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ty ; and all patties will find a friend in him, so 
tar as right is concerned* 

Gen* Smith's movements are perfectly anom- 
alous, in t'.ie estimation of the public. AH 
other grsat men have been considered wise in 
drawing around them wise men; but 1 hav^ 
frequently heard the General called a fool be- 
cause he has gathered the wisest of men to his 
cabinet, who direct bis movements: but this 
subject is too ridiculous to dwell upon; suffice 
it to say, so far as I have seen, he has wise 
men at his side; superlatively wise, and inorf 
capable of managing the afLirs of a state, than 
most men now engaged therein; which I con 
sider much to his credit, though I would by nu 
means speak diminutively of my old friends. 

From my brief acquaintance, t cojisidei Gen 
Smith, independent 'of his peculiar religious 
views, (in which, by the by, I have discuveied 
neither vanity nor folly,) the sine-qua-non ol 
the n^r ? to our nations' prosperity.

Warned the all important lesson, "to profit by 
the experience of those who have gone before/ 1 
so that, in short, Gen. Smith begins where ether 
men leave of. I am aware this will appear a bo!d 
assertion to some, but I would say to such, caU 
and form your acquaintance ; as I have done, 
then j udge. 

Thus, Sir, you have a few leading items of 
my views of Gen. Smith, formed frera person- 
al acquaintance, which you are at liberty to 
dispose of as you ih:nk proper, I anticipate 
the pi easure of renewing my acquaintance with || 
your citizens at a future day.

£ri^ : — It may not be uninteresting to some of 
year readers,or bad policy to the world at large, 
to extract a few idea* from the writings of Dr. 
Isaac WatlSy concerning * fc the glory of Jesus 
Christ J 1 He lived and flourished in the latter 
pari of the seventeenth century, and had not 
become so much enveloped in spiritual mysti- 
cism, but what he could read the Bible literal- 
ly, and write plainly. The Doctor says:— 

c Since the Socinian doctrines have been ef- 
fectually refuted by many learned writers, es- 
pecially in the last century, it is now, I hope, 
confessed almost universally, that our blessed 
Savior had a real existence long before he ap- 
peared in flesh and blood, and dwelt among 
men- It is also generally acknowledged, that 
he often appeared in a visible manner under 
the patriarchal and Mosaical dispensation?, as- 
euming the names, and sustaining the charac- 
ter and person of the great and blessed God. — 
Yet it has been a matter of contest in these lat- 



ter years, as well as in the ancient days of An- 
us", whether Christ, in his complex person, in- 
clude Godhead or not: or whether he being 
nothing else but a creature or a mere contin- 
gent being, and is only called God, as sustain- 
ing and representing the character and person 
of one who is infinitely above him, even the 
great and eternal God, This is the great anil 
important question of the age. 

Now that this matter may be determined with 
more evidence and certainty, let us first trace 
out the account which the Old Testament gives 
us of the various seasons and occasions on 
which God the Zord y * the Lord God Jehovah, 
the Almighty, the God of Abraham, fyc* is said to 
appear amongst men, with a few remarks on 
them in passing; and afterward we shall be en- 
abled to draw more particular inferences from 
these scripture?, concerning the Deity of Christ 
and his appearance before his incarnation. 

Whoever will read the four first chapters of 
Genesis wi;h due attention, will find a very 
plain and easy representation of the great Grd, 
first creating all thing?, and oftei wards appear- 
ing to Adam, Eve, and Cain, ai d conversing 
with them with a human voice, and very prob- 
ably in a human shape too. I am well assured 
that any common reader, who begins the Bible 
without prejudices or prepossessions of any 
kind, would naturally frame this idea under the 
words and exprtsssions of Mosep, the sacred 
writer. . 

* Let the unlearned reader take notice, that 
there are two Hebrew word?, v\z: Jehovah, ani 



Adon or Adonai t both of which our translator* 
render Lord* The first, viz: Jehovah, signifies 
th e Eternal or Unchangeable, and has been suf- 
ficiently proved to be the proper name of the 
great God, the Gcd of Israel, peculiar to him 
and incommunicable to creatures; and it is 
written always in capital letterp, LORD, fur 
distinction's sake. Thou f whose name alow is 
Jehovah, art the most high over all the earth,— 
Psa 1 * lxxxiii; 18. Though it had been much 
better if the Hebrew name, Jehovah itself, had 
ben always written in our English Bible*, that 
the hearer might distinguish it as well a? the 
reader. The other name, viz: Adon or Adonai 
is also translated Lord, and written in email 
letterf t because it is nut the proper name of the 
great God ; it signifies his lordship or dominion^ 
anrf is not so peculiar nor incommunicable. 

Now let it be observed, that in almost every 
place which I have cited to show the vaiieus 
appearances of the Lord to men, it is the name 
Jehovah is used, which the reader will find dis- 
tinguished by capital letters in the English Bi- 
ble." nA Hmnrttli imM^^i b>t 
Such wts the language of the learned Pr. 
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Watt?, more than a century and a half ago; and 
it plainly indicates, that the light, which ought 
always to shine on the pages of revelation, bad 
n<u then entirely disappeared. Hear him upon 
the 18th chapter of Genesis: 

*f *Anu the Lord,' Jehovah, Appeared unto 
him in the plains of Mamre; as he sat in the 
tent-door in the heat of the day, and lift up his! 

eyes and looked, and lo, three men stood beforel 

j 

him; and when lie saw them, he ran to meet 
tiietn from the tent door, and bowed himself 
toward the ground; and said, my Lord, if now! 
I have found favor in thy sight. paps not away, 
I pray the* 1 , from thy servant.* His first address 
was made to one of the three, who seemed to 
bear superior glory ; afterward he invites them 
all to cat, and ( ae look butterand milk,' vcr. 8, 
',md the calf which he had dressed, and set be- 
fore them ; and he stood by them under the 
tree, and tbey did eat. And he said, Sarah thy 
wife shall have a son:' at which tidings, when 
'Sarah laughed within herself, the Lord, 1 or 
Jehovah, *£aid utito Abraham, wherefore did 
Sarah laugh?' ver. 13. 'Is any tiling loo hard 
for the Lord/ or Jehovah? Now I think it is 
evident that one of these three men was ex- 
pressly called Jehovah: two of them went on- 
ward toward Sodom, but he that is called Je- 
hovah seemed lo stay behind; ver, 1G, 17, and 
22, 'the men i. e. the two men, 'turned thrir 
faces from thence, and went towards Sodom, 
but Abraham stood >et before Jehovah.' And 
a long dialogue there ensues between Abraham 
rind the Lord, or Jehovah, about the sparing of 
Sodom, wherein A brain m addressra him a? 
tbefrtt* Gorf, in ver. 33. 'The Lord,' Jehovah* 
L went his wav as soon a* he had left commun- 
ing with Abraham, and Abraham returned to 
his place/ And, Gen. xix; 1. 'There came two 
angels to Sodom at even which most proba- 
bly were the two men which left Abraham 
while Jehovah tarried and talked with him. — 
Now it is evident in the conversation, that nei- 
ther of these two angel* assumed the name ol 
Jehovah; for, ver. 13; they say, 'the cry of the 
men of Sodom is waxen great before the face 
of the Lord," t. e. Jehovah, f and Jehovah hath 
sent us to destroy it.* This narrative gives us 
a plain account of the great God appearing to 
Abraham, a id conversing with him in the form 
of a man ; for it is said, lie Appeared io Abra- 
ham,' or was teen of him, talked with him,' 
and 'went up from him/ 

This is certainly very fair for a person with- 
oat the priesthood. If he had just added that} 
the Lord and the angels dined with Abraham 
upon a fatted calf, h? might richly have merU 
led the epithet of Mormon. As it is, his views 
of Jesus Christ, must be rather a hsavy stum- 



bling block to the divine c ergy of this century ; 
they believe in such a non-descript"God with- 
out body, par s or passions." I shall examine 
the Doctor's writings further, and perhaps I

Many prophets, during the Mosaic dispensa- 
tion, received the word of the Lord, or commu- 
nications from him upon the same principle as 
thfrse whom we have before mentioned, and in 
Accordance to the directions oiven to him, and 
not to those of some other persons.

Bat the question now arises in the 
mind, what was the object or design of the 
special or immediate reve'aiions that ail the 
above individuals received] In order to satisfy 
oyr reader* upon ihU point, we wi 1 go br.ck 
and take another view of the subject. 

It is evident that thejplan of salvation, of law 
of righteousness, was made known to Adam and 
others in the Antediluvian age, as well as those 
who lived after it; and whatever was the p'an 
of salvation or redemption ther, has been ever 
i*tnc0, and is now, the fame; hence it appears 
t-iat these ancients done one thing which was 
a great violation of the masterly traditii-n of 
the sectarian world, which is, that a new rev 
eiation cannot be given without revea'inga new 
g<*pel. This is certainly the very climax of 
absurdity .

The apostle Paul gives us to understand, that 
life and immortality was brought to light 
through the gospel.

not given to make know n th : s plan to all these 



men; for they previous to receiving them, had 
obeyed its precepts. Furthermore, it is thy 
very height of absurdity, to suppose that be- 
cause the Lord commissioned many of the an- 
cient saints to go forth into his vineyard and 
work, that we have a right to do the same, — 
Every man must receive a commission for him- 
self; for whom alone it will answer, and no 
other. But how often it is, we hear men at the 
present iim*», spy that they are called and com- 
missioned to preach the gospel, and when in- 
terrogated upon the subject, they will refer to 
ihe commission of the apostles, which say they, 
is sufficient for all ministers of the go*pe% in 
nil future generations. To this we reply, we 
might as welt contend, that because we have a 
transciipt from the original copy of Gener&l 
Washington's commission, authorizing htm to 
act as commander-in-chief of the American 
forces, that we are authorized 1o act in his 
stead, The one would be just cs reasonable cs 
the other. Having said so much in repaid to 
the manner in which the ancient servants of 
God, were called to the ministry, nrd tie de- 
sign of new revelation, we will n^w return to 
the subject miiter of the parahle,

Nauvo >, some time on a mission, for the pur- 
pose of proclaiming the fulness of the everlas- 
ting gospe 1 , I have thought it my duty to ad- 
dress a few lines to you, giving you a brir f ac* 
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count of my t/avtie and succe s during my ab- 
sence. 

1 left Nauvoo on the 6th dav of Mav, 1842, 

in company with f lier Orange Wight, for the 
ttste of Virginia which is the land of my na- 
tivity. We proceeded immediately to Greenup 
euun*.y, Kentucky, where we commenced lif- [ 
ting up our voices in defence of the fulness of 
the gospel, to large and respectable audiences, 
who listened with muchnnxietv. We were the 
first elders of the Latter Day saints that ever 
preached in this section of the country. We 
occupied some considerable time In preaching 
in Greenup, Floyd and Pike counties, Ky., 
which I believe was the means of d^ing much 
good by way of allaying the prejudice of the 
people* 

We then procceced to Tazwell county Va., 
where we met with ciders Litz, J, IVL, and J. 
Grant, who wero laboring in this section of 
country, and had baptized many. Hero we hid 
u council, and it was thought best for us to 
stop here for a while, as the field was wide and 
:he laborers few: and man v of mv relations and 
friends who had riot seen rue fir several years, 
we:e anxious that I should stav and preach for 
Them. The above elders, with the exception 
of brother Litz, soon loft for Nauvoo, We con- 
tinued our labors in these parts, and met with 
gf>s ! success, tit! February, 1813, when he 
1 ftfbr Nauvoo ; !e tving mc abne, nnd from 
that time to the present, I have travelled and 
j r ached in no le^s than r.ins counties In Va. % 
extending niy labors further than when we 
were all together, and have bcen^down into the 

waters of baptism with many. 

The church in this part of Virginia, numbers 

ot ihis time ovor one hundred and eeventv-five, 

besides many that were baptized here and have 

gme to-Nauropj and the work is continually 



i ucrea^mg. 



i have also been one trip, befure this, to 
Xorth Carolina, and spsnt about two months' 
time, and baptized upwards of thirty, and or- 
ganized a branch uf the church i*i Stock and 
Hurry counties; also one in Patrick, Vo. I have 

baptized in all, over one hundred persons, while 
on this mission; and surely the harvest is great 
and the laborers few. Then a:e calls fjr 
preaching in every- direction, and if it is t tie 
will of the Lord, I hope sevcia! faithfii! elders 
will soon be sent into these parts I urn ban- 
i.^in^ more or less every week, and I pi ay Gud 
that he will continue to ro!l on hU ^r^i cause 
in this part of his moral vineyard.

We have cast our eyes hastily over General 
Smith's (MormonVToeJ c Views of the Powers and 
Policy of the Government of the United States. 
Nauvoo, 1844." This illustrious individual 
"gees the w-foole figure* with Messrs. Clay, 
Webster, Sargeant, and the whig party in gene- 
ral, for a national bank. After this, who can 
doubt the propriety of such an institution? 
Here is Joe's plan for a "fiscal agent," which is 
quite as sensible, both in nature aud object, as 
the famous fiscalities: 

*For the accommodation of the people in every 
State and Territory, let Congress show their 
wisdom, by granting a national bank, with bran- 
ch s in each State and Territory, where the cap- 
ital stock shall be held by the nation for the 
mother bank, and by the States and Territories 
foi the branches; and whose officers and direct- 
ors shall be elected yearly by the people, with 
w T ages at the rate of two dollars a day for servi- 
ces; which several banks shall never issue any 
more bills than the amount of capital stock in 
her vaults a and the interest. The net gain of the 
mother hank shall be applied to the national rev- 
enue, and that of the branches to the States* and 
Territories 5 revenue. And the bills shall be par 
throughout the nation, wJiich will mercifully 
cure that fatal disorder known in cities as broke- 
rage, and leave the people's money in their own 
pockets.' 

The prophet seems to be thorougly imbued 
with the w hig financial doctrines. He wanta a 
national bank for the Accommodation of the peo- 
ple,' and to save the federal and State treasuries 
from fixation. In two respects, however/we 
think Jos's plan has decided advantages over 
those of Messrs. "Claylond Webster. He sticks

to the specie basis, dollar for dollar; and his plan 
is more economical, as the offices are to be elec- 
ted by the people, "with wages at the rate of 
two dollars per day/ 5 * There is another recom- 
mendation, however, of this tf great financier' 
which, we fear, will somewhat embarrass the 
practical operation .of his sefheme* He tells the 
people: 

"Petition your Stale legislatures lo pardon 
every convict in the several penitentiaries; blea- 
ring them as they go, and saying to them, in the 
name of the Lord — ( Go thy way and sin no 
more.'

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Perhaps, however, we are unnecessarily appre- 
hensive of the small theives, who fall into the 
clutches of the law, since the great theives, who 
robbed millions from the late whig bank and its 
satellites, are permitted to roam at large with per- 
fect impunity.

Revelation given November, 1831. 

Hearken unto me, saith the Lord your God, 
for my servant Oliver Cowdery >s sake, it is not 
wisdom in me that he should be entrusted with 
the commandments and the moneys which he 
shall carry unto the land of Zion, except one 
ga with him who will be true and faithful:— 
wherefore I the Lord willcth that my servant 
John Whitrner, should go wi'h my servant Oli- 
ver Cowdery. And also that he shall continue 
in writ ng and making a history of all the im" 
portant things which he shall observe and 
know, concerning my church, and also that he 
receive council and assistance from my servant 
Oliver Cowdery, and other?. 

And also, my servants who are abroad in the 
esrth, should send forth the accounts of their 
stewardships to the land of Zion; for the land 
of Zion shall be a s< at and a place to receive 
and do all these things; nevertheless, let my 
servant John Whitrner travel many times from 
p ace to place, and from church to church, that 
lie may the more easily obtain knowledge:

erable amount, of the United States. Although 
Jackson county was the place of our choice, 
where also, through the labor of our own hands 
and the blessing of God, we had caused the earth 
to yield an abundance to supply our families 
with the necessary comforts of life whilst there, 
yet, while in exile from under the iron hand of 
oppresion, we again commencedjbuilding houses 
mills and other machinery, for our mutual ben- 
efit, quietly tilling our lands to supply our return- , 
ing wants. The stranger, by passing through the 
place of our exile, might have laudably boasted . 
of our industry, from the sound of the axe in the j 
woodland, the busy teams on the*prairies, the 
clattering of the hammer and the plane, and hum 
of wheels. These ought to have been sufficient j 
evidence to the world, that we were lawfully ji 
auJ laudably endeavoring to make our new [ 
homes comfortable, if not delightsome. In the ' 
midsr o*" tj»i> sc?ne and bustle, our social hour? 
were not unfrequcntly turned into mourning, 
from a recollection of past sufferings and lost 1 
friends through the Jackson and Clay county 
mobs. The trickl'n? uar* on the cheek of lhc , 
disconsolate widow, and the buttling sobs from 
a bereaved orphan bewailing the loss of a hus- , 
hand or a father — are scenes that are better felt j 
than described, and are ever calculated to 
throw a gloom overall our social circles, 

O where! where! is the boon of heaven so 
noblyjwcn by her fathers? Fbd, alas! fled!— 
But we hope not forever. Laudable industry 
and the blessing of heaven soon caused oui 
farms to pre-ent a cheering aspect, which awa- 
kened a covetous spirit of envy in the hearts 
of our enemies, end the cry went forth, If the 
Mormons (as they called us) were Ut alone, 
Caldwell, in five year** time, would be the 
most wealthy and populous county in the state. " 
Our enemies, (who depended mostly upon the 
labor of their slaves for their prosperity,) at be- 
holding themselves outdone by the diligence oi 
the hard laboring sons of the Green Mountains, 
immediately took measures to posers them- 
selves of our lands and effects; and a regulai 
system of monocracy was entered inin, to rid 
the state of their rivals in prosperity* They 
formed a formidable band of marauders, undei 



the command of a man by the name of Bogard 
and others, whose numbers increased until, at 
length, through falsehood and duplicity, they 
got the authorities of the slate to inteferr,when 
a numba of officers were sent t with a large 
military force, to exterminate ua and confiscate 
our property; — and all this by the authority of 
their more willing mobocrat governor, Lill urn 
\V. Boggs. Plunder, rapine and murder im- 
mediately ensued, which would have disgraced 
a savage war in their wildest state. Men were 
shot down without provocation; women were 
insulted and ravished until they died in the 
hands of their destroyers; children had their 
brains Mowed out while pleading for their 
lives; men moving into the county with their 
families, were shot down ; their teams, wagons 
and loading, taken by the plunderers as booty, 
and their wiveF, wiih their little ones, oidered 
out of the state forthwith, or suffer death, as 
had their husband*, leaving them no means of 
conveyance but their feei, and no means of 
subsistence but begging* Soldiers of the rev- 
olution were slain in the most brutal manner, 
while pteadins for their lives in the lime of 
American citizens; many were thrown into 
prison, and, after enduring a mock trial that 
would have disgraced an inquisition, were 
confined in irons, and remained in prison until 
they made their escape. In these mock trial?, 
no mon wa© allowed to testify in favor of the 
Saints: and the trials undoubtedly were de- 
signed to make the distant public believe that 
[here was an excuse for all this outrage and vi- 
olence. 

To give your honorable body a correct idea of 
the origin of those scenes of crue ty and wo, 
we will here transcribe the preamble to a set of 
resolutions passed by those plunderers at their 
fust meeting, held in Jackson county, for the 
purpose of taking measures for the expulsion of 
our people from that county. It is as follows : 

**We, the undersigned, citizens of Jackson 
county, believing that an important crisis is at 
hand as regards our civil society,in consequence 
of a pretended religious society of people that 
have and are still settling in our county, styling 
themselves Mormons; and intending as we do 
to fid our society, peaceably if we can, forcibly 
if we mus^, and believing &g we do, that the 
arm of the civil law docs not afford ua a guar- 
antee, or nt least a sufficient one, against the 
evils which are now inflicted on us, and seem 

to be increasing by the said religious sect, de* iu 
it expedient, and of the highest importance^, 'io 
form ourselves into a company, for the tetter 
and easier accomplishment of our purpose^ 
which we deem it almost superfluous to ^ay, 
is justified as well by the law of nature os by 
* ihe law of self defence."* 
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Your honorable body will sec by Ihe above, 
that the reasons assigned for the formation of 
this first company of marauders* was the want 
of power in the civil law to enable them to car- 
ry out the diabolical plotting of their wicked 
hearts. Heariheir own words. * fc And believing 
as we do, that the arm of the civil law does not 
afford us a guarantee, or at least a sufficient 
one against the evils whkh are now inflicted on 

What" were the evils complained of! Let 
their own words give the strange answer; the 
existence of a religious society among them; 
a society too, against which, not even the first 
crime, which the law would recognise as Bueh ? 
could be proved; themselves being judges, 
while yet their hearts were filled with envy and 
malice* 

If individuals, or even our society as a body, 
had transgressed the laws, the law was open, 
and they could have punished the offenders 
according to law, &3 easy as to have fell to 
butchering indiscriminately, men, womeu, and 
children. Here let your memorialist ask your 
honorable body> to ever remember, thai it wa* 
not the law our enemies sought to magnify and 
enforce; for no law had been broken^ but they 
proceeded in open violation of, not only the 
law of the land, but thai of nature too.

I again purchased by us of General Gover 
ment. After remaining about two years in 
Caldwell and Davis counties, and having by 
dint of labor raised large crops of grain and 
other produce, which were ready for harvest 
we were followed by the same relentless spirit, 
and by the hands of the san-5 persecutors, who 
were among the first to form a company of ma- 
rauders in Jack?on county.

Therefore they betook themselves to 
tpteading falsehoods and slander, by which 
they roused others tn assist them to accomplish 
their murderous designs. 

Similar outrages were again inflicted upon us 
in Clay county as was in Jackson county, and 



the governor of Illinois, demanding the body 
of Joseph Smith, a r l of which has been set aside 
by the legal authorities of Illinois. These 
warrants were based upon the pretext (though 
filse.) that Joseph Smith was accessary to the 
shooting of L. W.Boggs. Would it not be 
well for Missouri to strike at the root of the 
matter, and first deal out justice to some of the 
murderers of the saints. Here I have to tell 
your honororable body that the before mention- 
ed Bogard, a Methodist preacher, who was one 
of the leading men in the mob, has since mur- 
dered one of their own clan, and to escape the 

hand of justice hag fled to Texas. Therefore* 
it would not be unreasonable to suppose that 
tl governor Boggs was shot by one of the sam*

Let me further invite 
the attention of your honorable body to the

to enforce the laws and see that they were 
kept.

It is not so with any other race. Empires 
the most illustrious have fallen, and buried 
men that constructed them.; but the Jew has 
lived among the ruins, a living monument of 
indestructibility.

vel if it were otherwise ; if a man tell* you one 
glory or one message, he is learning another at 
the fame time. Do not be astonished then if 
we even yet have secret meetings; asking God 
for things for your benefit. Do not be afraid, 
go back to the commencement of this church; 
and see what was concocted then; there was 
no evil concocted when wt firn held secret 
meetings, and it is the same now; hasGod fur- 
gotten to be gracious? to be merciful to man- 
kind? Did he ever concoct anything that was 
devilish for mankind? He could not do it, I 
never am afraid of God or man concocting any- 
thing to hurt me ? J have faith to detect man, 
even if he did ; I v ould ask God to detect therr, 
and would hold them fast before he should do 
if. I am not afraid of men or devilp. I have 
none of those fear?, jealousies, dreads, forebo- 
ding^ surmising*, &,c; I put my trist in God, 
and whatever God does for me, is only for my 
salvation. A man is a bad teamster who runs 
his team in the worst road. [ And showed how 
much like the gospel.] What I have already 
said, is only to prepare the way. [Here five of 
ihe Pottowattomie tribe appeared with their in- 
ierpreter/and were assisted to the stand by ihe 
president.] I am going to tell of something that 
eurpriscd me at the beginning of the church; I 
have handled, heard, seen and known things 
which I have not yet told. After the church

could dispute what God said, and what hisger- 
vant said. They were opposed to virtue; thev 
would say they had revelations and visions, and 
were ns certain that God had given it, as I was 
that the devil had. He referred lo the children 
of Israel who were snivelling and murmuring 
about their leeks and onions, A e. &c, and eo 
it is in these last days, seme men are always 
yelling about what the church be!ievcs, and 
opposing every gced thing. 1 want devils to 
gratify themselves, and if howling, yelling, 
pelping, will do you any good ; doit till you 
are all damned. If calling us device, 4tc, wilt 
do you any good, let us have the whole of it ? 
and you can then go on your way to lit II with- 
out a grunt. We hear ihese things ever since 
the church exisfed^they have come up with an, 
they have had so much more wisdom, thry 
knew all about the kingdom before God re- 
vealed it; and they know all things before 
they are heard; they understand more than 
God knows. We gather of ull kinds, if we get 
ail nation^ w^ get ail wisdom, all cunning, 
and every thing else. The sectarians cannot 
teas wise as wt are, for they have only got 



the plans of man for salvation, but we have got 
man's plans, the devil's plans, and the best of 
a!', we have God's plan. I do not know wheth- 
er there are any of these wise men here tlva 
morning; J have merely given this as a part of 
the history of this church. I am dL«po?ed to 
give some reasons why salvation only belong* 
to the kingdom of God, and to that alone, I 
wi'l endeavor to show why salvation belongs to 
us more peculiarly, in contradistinction of all 
other bodifs; w ill this be ch ar enough 1 I dis- 
cover one thing, mankind have labored under 
one universal mistake about this, viz ; Salvation 
was distinct from government; i, e. ; that I can 
build a church without government, and that 
thing have power to save me. When God sets 
up a system ol salvation, he sets up a system 
of government; when I speak of a government 
1 mean what I Fay; 1 mean a government that 
shall rule over temporal and spiritual affair?* 
Every man is a government of himself, and in- 
fringe upon no government. A man is not tin 
honorable man if he is not above al! law, and 
above government, I see in our town we have 
need of government, some study law, only for 
ihe purpose of seeing how many feuds, how 
may broils they can kick up, how much they 
candiatuib the peace of the public, without 
breaking the law, and then say :' *I know my 
rights and will have them;" **I did not know 
it waa the marshal, or I would not have done 
it," J le is no gentleman, gentlemen would 
not insult a poor man in the street, but would 
bow to him, as much as those who appear more 
respectable. No marshal, or any one else should 
pull me up ; we ought to live a grea! way with- 
in the circle of the laws of the land, I would 
live ftir above all law. The law of God is far 
more righteous than the lews of the land ; the 
laws of God aie far above the laws of the land. 
The kingdom oJ God docs not interfere with 
the laws of the land, but keeps itclf by its 
own laws.

Bora in a land of liberty, and breathing an 
air uncorrupted with the sirocco of barbarous 
climes, I ever feel a double anxiety for the hap- 
pineas of all men, both in time and in eternity. 
My cogitations like Daniel's, have for a long 
time troubled me, when I viewed the condition 
of men throughout the world, and more espe- 
cially in this boasted realm, where the Declara- 
tion of Independence "holds these truths to be 
self evident ; that all men are created equal : that 
they are endowed by their Creator, with certain 
unalienable rights; that among these are life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness," but at 
the same time, some two [or three millions of 
people are held as slaves for life, because the 
spirit in them is covered with a darker skin than 
ours: and hundreds of our own kindred for an 
infraction, or supposed infraction of some over- 
wise statute, have to be incarcerated in dungeon 
glooms, or suffer the more moral penitentiary 
gravitation of mercy in a nut-shell, while the 
duellist, the debauchee, and the defaulter for 
millions, and other criminals, take the upper- 
most rooms at feasts, or, like the bird of passage 
find a more congenial clime by flight. 

The wisdom, which ought to characterize the 
freest, wisest, and most noble nation of the nine- 
teenth century, should, like the sun in his mer- 
idian splendor, warm every object beneath its 
rays: and the main efforts of her officers, who 
are nothing more or less than the servants of the 
people, ought to be directed to ameliorate the 
condition of all: black or white, bond or free j 
for the best of books says, "God hath made of 
one blood all nations of men, for to dwell on all 
the face of the earth. -' 

Our common country presents to all men the 
same advantages; the same facilities; the same 
prospects; the same honors; and the same re- 
wards: and without hypocrisy, the Constitution 
when it says, "We, the people of the United 
States, in order to form a more perfect union, es-

Unity is power, and when I reflect on the 
importance of it to the stability of all govern- 
ments, I am astounded at the silly moves of per- 
sons and parties, to foment discord in order to 
ride into power on the current of popular ex- 
citement; nor am I less surprised at the stretch- 
es of power, or restrictions of right, which too 
often appear as acts of legislators, to pave the 
way to some favorite political schemes, as desti- 
tute of intrinsic merit, as a wolPs heart is of the 
milk of human kindness: a Frenchman would 
say, "prosque tout aimer richesses et pouvoirj" 
(almost all men like wealth and power.) 

I must dwell on this subject longer than oth- 
ers, for nearly one hundred years ago that gol- 
den patriot, Benjamin Franklin drew up a plan 
of union for the then colonies of Great Britain 
that now are such an independent nation, which 
among many wise provisions for obedient chil- 
dren under their father's more rugged hand,— 
thus: "they have power to make laws, and lay 
and levy such general duties, imports, or taxes, 
as to them shall appear most equal and just,— 
( considering the ability and other circumstances 
of the inhabitants^ the several colonies,) and 
such as may be collected with the least incon- 
venience to the people; rather discouraging 
luxury, than loading industry with unnecessary 
burthens. 5 ' Great Britain surely lacked the lau- 
dable humanity and fostering clemency to grant 
such a just plan of union— but the sentiment 
remains like the land that honored its birth as a 
pattern for wise men to study the convenience of 
the people more than the comfort of the cabinet. 

And one of the most noble fathers of our free* 
dom and country's glory: great in war, great in 
peace, great in the estimation of the world, and

composed, no sound Of a rebellion in South Car- 
olina; no rupture in Rhode Island; no mob in 
Missouri, expelling her citizens by executive 
authority; corruption in the ballot boxes} a bor- 
der warfare between Ohio and Michigan: hard 
tiracj and distress: outbreak upon outbreak in 
the principal cities: murder, robbery, and defal- 
cations, scarcity of money, and a thousand oth- 
er difficulties, would have torn asunder the bonds 
of the union; destroyed the confidence of man; 
ani left the great body of the people to mourn 
over misfortunes in poverty, brought on by cor- 
rupt legislation in an hour of proud vanity, for 
wlf aggrandizement. The great Washington, 
soon after the foregoing faithful admonition for 
the common welfare of his nation, further ad- 
vised Congress that "among the many interes- 
ting objects which will engage your attention* 
that of providing for the common defence will 
merit particular regard. To be prepared for 
war is one of the most effectual means of pre- 
serving peace." As the Italian would say: Buo~\ 
no aviso, (good advice.) 

The elder Adams in his inaugural address, 
gives national pride such a grand turn of justifi- 
cation, that every honest citizen must look back 
upon the infancy of the Uuited States with an 
approving smile and rejoice, that patriotism in 
1>he rulers, virtue in the people, and prosperity 
in the union, once crowned the expectations of 
hope; unveiled the sophistry of the hypocrite 
and silenced the folly of foes: Mr. Adams said, 
"If national pride is ever justifiable, or excusa- 
ble, it is whep it springs not from power or rich- 
es, grandeur or glory, but from conviction of na-j 
tional innocence, information and benevolence*" 
There is no doubt such was actually the case 
with our young realm at the close of the last 
century; peace, prosperity and union, filled th 
country *rith religious toleration, temporal en-!

rapidly to destinies beyond the reach of mortal 
eye; when I contemplate these tratvscendant ob- 
jects, and see the honor, the happiness, and the 
hopes of this beloved country committed to tha 
issue and the auspices of this day, I shrink from 
the contemplation, and humble myself before 
the magnitude off he undertaking." Such apros- 
pect was truly soul stirring to a good man, but 
"since the fathers have fallen asleep,' 5 wicked 
and designiDg,men have unrobed the government 
ol its glory, and the people,if not in dust and ash- 
es, or in sack cloth, have to lament in poverty, 
her departed greatness: while demagogues build 
fires in the north and south, east and west, to 
keep up their spirits till it is better times: but 
year after year has left the people io]iope till the 
very name of Congress or Slate Legutature, i« 
as horrible to the sensitive friend of his coun- 
try, as the house of "Blue Beard ?; is to children; 
or "Crockett- s-' J Hell of London, to meek men. 
When the people are secure and their rights 
properly respected, then the four main pillar* of 
prosperity, viz: agriculture, manufactures, nav- 
igation, and commerce, need the fostering care 
of government: and in so goodly a country as 
ours, where the goil, the climate, the rivers, the 
lakes, and the* sea coast; the productions, the 
timber, the minerals; and the inhabitants are so 
diversified, that a pleasing variety accommo- 
dates all tastes, trades and calculations, it cer- 
tainly is the highest point of subversion to'pro- 
tect the whole northern and southern, eastern 
and western, centre and circumference of the 
realm, by a judicious tariff. It is an old saying 
and a true one, "if you wish to be respected , re- 
spect yourselves. v 

I will adopt in part the language of Mr. Mad- 
ison's inaugural address, "To cherish peace anjl 
friendly intercourse with all nations, having 
correspondent dispositions; to maintain sincere 
neutrality towards belligerent nation* j to prefer 
in all cases amicable discussion and reasonable 
accommodation of intrigues and loreign par- 
tialities, so degrading to all countries, and so

The government has once flourished under 
tb* guidance of trusty servants; and the Hon. 
Mr. Monree in Ms day, while speaking of the 
Constitution; sayp, u Our commerce has been 
wisely regulated with foreign nation*, and be- 
tween the states; rew states have been admit- 
ted into our rnion; our territory has been en- 
larged by fairaud honorable treaty, and with 
great advantages to the original states; the 
states respectively protected by the national 
government, Hnder a miid paternal system 
against foreign dangers, and enjoying within 
their separate spJierrs, by a wise patr:tion of 
power, a just proportion of the sovereignty, 
have improved their police, extended tbeir set* 
tlement*, ond attaiucd a strength and maturi- 
ty which are the best proofs of wholesome Isw 
well administered. And if we look to the con- 
dition of individuals, what a proud spectacle 
does it exhibit? who has been deprived of any 



the highest trust recognized by the constitu- 
tion; which contains within it no cause or dis- 
cord; none to put at variance one poition of 
the community with another; a government 
which protects every citizen in the fail enjoy* 
roent of his rights, and is ab!e to protect the 
nation against injustice from foreign powers," 
Again, the younger Adams in the silver age 
of our countrj^a advancement to fame, in his 
inaugural addrees,(18-25):hus carrdidly declares 
the majesty of the youthful republic, in its ia- 
creasing greatness; "The year of jubilee since 
the first formation of our union has just elapsfd 
— that of the declaration of Independence is at 
hand. The consummation of both was effec- 
ted by this constitution. Since that period a 
population of four millions has multiplied to 
twelve. A territory, bounded by the Missis- 
sippi, has been ex/ended from sea to sea. New 
states hare been admitted to the union, in 
numbers nearly equal to those of iheiust con- 
federation. Treaties of peace, amiry and com- 
merce, have been concluded with the principal 
dominions of the earth. The people of other 
nations, the inhabitants of regions acquired, 
not by conques*, but by compact, have been 
united with us in the participation of osr rights 
and duties, of our burdens and blessings The 
forest has faUen by the are of our woodsmen; 
the soil has been made to teem by che tillage 
of our farmers: our commerce has whitened 
every ocean. The dominion of man over phys- 
ical nature has been extended by the invention 
of our artists, Libeity and law have walked

candid, decorum to all men, in this boasted land 
of liberty, would beget esteem, confidence, union 
and love; and the neighbor from any state, or 
from any country, of whatever color, clime or 
tongue, could rejoice when he put his foot on 
the sacred soil of freedom, and exclaim: the very 
name of "Jtrnencaii}" is fraught with friendship! 
Oh! then, create confidence! restore freedom! — 
break down slavery! banish imprisonment for 
debt, and be in love, fellowship and peace with 
all the world! Remember that honesty is not sub- 
ject to law: the law was made for transgressors; 
wherefore a Dutchman might exclaim: Ein 
ehrlicher name ist besser aJs Reichthum y (a good 
name is better than riches.) 

For the accommodation of ll;e people in ev-

Mr, J. P. Stiles then Faid that the petition 
and papers have been read in your hearing; it 
is a petition for an habeas corpus on the ground? 
— 1st; the insufficiency of the writ, and other 
causes assigned. The insufficiency of the writ 
i? sufficient to discharge the prisoner, it is the 
privilege and option of this court,if the writ is in- 
valid. It is the privilege of the prisoner to have

the prosecutor id joined in with other persons in 
a conspiracy to take away Mr. Smiths life. Al- 
though it is competent for the court to discharge 
on account of the insufficiency of the writ, yet 
we want an examination into the matters, in 
order that all may be understood, All warrants 
should disclose the crimes known to the court, 
so that the prisoner might know what answer to 
make ; the prisoner might have had to lay in jail 
six months, because he knows nothing what hs 
is eharged with in the writ; it might be that he 
is charged with debt; that he had to pay to 
Francis M. Higbee the sum of five thousand 
dollars, or any thing: there is no action sped* 
ficd; is it meant for trespass, for mal -treating, 
beating* or slander, or what other crime, e*o 
that the damage of five thousand dollars might 
be known tor what it is. The writ is void for 
want of substance and form, all who are famil- 
iar with law; common sense, or justice, must 
know that it is indefinite; no charge defined. 
It we are not released here, we shall be releas- 
ed in the circuit court, on account of the insuf- 
ficiency, but we are now willing to investigate 
the merits of the case. We know nothing but 
from information from other sources, and we 
want this court to determine whether we ara 
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held to any charge to Francis M, Higbee; we 
have given him notice to attend here; if he has 
any cause to keep him here, I propose to bring 
in the testimony of the prisoner, he has averred 
certain facts; he is ready to make oath of it 
if your honor require it ; there is no ordinance jj 
against the prisoner taking his oath ; it is with- 
in the province of the couTt to do so, it is the 
privilege of the court in any case to hear the 
plaintiff in any cause; law is founded on jus-| 
tice; there can no iniquity arise irom any thin^i 
in this matter. 

Sidney Rigdonsaid, It has been truly stated 
that this court has nothing before it on which 
it can act, theie is a prisoner brought into 
court who was in custcdy within the province 
of your honor; tbose^papers have been read but 
they disclose no crime, no guilt; ihere are no 
merits to try, they present no meritorious cause 
of action, they do not present the prisoners 
guilt in any form whatever; what are the mer- 
its? Shall we try him for horse stealing, bur- 
glary, arson or what? You shall hear the mer- 
its if you can find them out, then the court has 
power to try; is it burg'ary, arson or something! 
else? What is the print to try? Those papei 
know no crime, this court knows no crime, 
there is no merits, no existence of any thiny, 
it is an ignus fatuus, a wilI-o*wisp; to arrest 
somebody fordoing nothing; to have the privi- 
lege oflryingalaw suit about nothing; the 
court never says Francis M, Higbse ever pre- 
fered any lhing t if there [can any merits be 
hatched up, we will try it, 

J. Smith was satisfied that this thin* can be 
brought to trial it appears I am a prisoner, and 
by the authority of the circuit court. I peti- 
tioned this court for a hearing I am a prison- 
er, and aver that it is a malicious prosecution, 
and a wicked conspiracy, got up by men for 
the purpose of harassing me, and decoying me 
into their hands. I want to show that this man 
has joined a set of men, who have entered into 
a conspiracy to take away my life. After hear- 
ing the case, you have power to punish, im- 
prison, or fine, or any thing you please, you 
have aright to punish the o Bender, if I am a 
criminal you have a right to punish me, and 
send me to the circuit court, but if I am as in- 
nocent as the angels of heaven, you have pow- 
er to send the prosecutor to trial if crime is 
proved against him. They have no merit 



in their cause, I want to show up their 

conspiracy, that these men are working the 

basest corruption, they have lifted up their 

hands against innocence; you have power to 
bear the petitioner on his oath, I will show 
you a precedent. Look at the federal court of 
this district; the case was made out by affidayit, 
which I swor* to before the court. 



1 he habeas corpus is granted on the 
testimony of the pstiiioner, it is the law 
in Blackstone, that where no other matter 
is in existence, and the prisoner swears he is 
innocent, and his character for truth is suppor- 
ted by good testimony he must he discharged, 
and then goes away as free as the proud eagle. 
If Ihavethe privilege of testimony under oath, 
to the facts that they make slander of, then they 
cannot do any thing with it. Suppose that I am 
an eye witness to the crime of adultery, or any 
other crime, and know verily for myself, that 
the man is guilty of adultery, or other crime, 
and I speak of it, the man may sue me for dam- 
ages although I know the man Vj be guilty, but 
if I swear to it in a co irt, he cannot hurt me. 
If I have the privilege of giving testimo- 
ny under oath, they can never do any thing 
with me, but if you discliaige me on the in- 
sufficiency of the writ; they can prosecute me 
again and again, but if you give me a fair hear- 
ing they cannot prosecute tne again; I want thi 
oath to go to the world; I must make state- 
ments of facts in order to defend myself. I must 
tell the story tn its true light, under oath ; then 
I can be forever set (ice; may I not have the 
privilege of being protected by law? The peaca 
ol myself, my family, my happiness, and the 
happiness of this city depend upon it. 
The court allowed him to proceed with the

Mr . Stiles said, This is a malicious prosecu- 
tion, and *ve have averred that it is malicious, 
and have a right to prove it. There is an in- 
sufficiency in the writ, ihe writ did not show 
any crime had been committed, and we can 
show that we are not guilty of any plea in tha 
case; there is no charge or case against us; 
the whole matter is corrupt, and malicious and 
wicked- 

Joseph Smith sworn — Said. I must commence 
when Francs M, liigbee was foaming against 
me, and the Manicipa! Court, in my house,— 
Francis M. Higbce said he was grieved at me, 
and I was grieved at him* I was willing on 
my part to settle all difficulties, and he prom- 
ised if I would go before the City Council and 
tell them he would drop every thing against ma 
forever. I have never menti med the name of 
Francis M. Higbce di5r«*p*atftilly from that 
time to this; but have been entirely silent about 
him; if any one has said that I have spoken 
disrespectfully since then, tney have lied: and 
he cannot have any cause whatever. I want to 
testify to th ; s court of what occurred a long 
time before John C. Bennet left this city. I was 
called on to visit Francis RL Higbee; I want 
and found him on a bed on the floor, 

[Hens follows testimony which is too indeli* 
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rate for the public eye or ear; and we would 
here remark, that go revolting, corrupt, and dis- 
gusting has been the conduct of most of this 
clique, that we feel to dread having any thing 
to do with the publication of their trials; wc 
will not however offend the public eye or ear 
with a repetition of the foulness of their crimes 
any more.] 

Bennet said Higbee pointed out the spot 
where he had seduced a girl, and that he had 
seduced another, I did not believe it, I felt 
hurt, and labored with Higbee about it; he 
awore with uplifted hands, that he had lied 
about the matter. I went and told the gir^s 
parents, when Higbee and Bennet made affida- 
vits and both perjured themselves, they swore 
false about me so as to blind the family. I 
brought Francie M, Higbee before Brigham 
Young, Hyrum Smith and others; Bennet was 
present, when they borh acknowledged that 
they had done these thingsj and asked us to 
forgive them. I got vexed, my feelings had 
been hurt; Higbee has been guilty of adulter- 
ous communication, perjury, &c; which I am 
able to prove by men who heard them confess 



we had been conversing with Dr, Bennet 
when I came into the room, Francis Higbee 
rather Recoiled and /wished to withdraw^ he 
went out and sat upon a pile of wood. He said 
it is all true, I am sorry for it, I wish it had 
never happened. I understood |Bennet who 
related some of the circumstances, he cried 
and begged of us to forgive him, 'and said 
if he could be permitted to stay in the city as a 
private individual he should be happyj that was 
about what he said; it is true, I am sorry for it 
I wish it had never been so; as we came up, 
Dr, Bennet, Mr. Higbee, and Mr. Smith, had 
been talking about it, I have not mentioned it 
before, I knew of the whole affair, it was on 
the 4th of July, or a few days after — it waj 
| shortly after I came from England- I was in 
the City Council when Mr. Higbee said all was 
settled. 

Cross-examined: — I have heard Dr, Bennet say 
all these things were facts; he acknowledged that 
Higbee had the and that he had doc- 
tored him, he acknowledged that, and a great 
deal more.

it. I also preferred charges against Bennet, j tion with Dr. Bennet. I told Dr. Bennet 
the same charges which I am now telling; and 
he got up and told them it was the truth, when 
he pleaded for his life, and begged to be forgiv- 
en; this was his own statement before sixty or 
seventy men; he aaid the charges were true 
against him and Higbee. I have been endeav- 
oring to throw out shafts to defend myself, be- 
cause they were corrupt, and I knew they were 
determined to ruin me; he has told the public 
that he was determined jto prosecuta me 1 be. 
cause I slandered him, although I tell nothing! 
but the truih. Since the settlement of our dif- 
ficulties, I have not mentioned his name disre- 
spectfully; he wants to bind up my hands in 
the circuit court f and make me pay heavy dam- 
ages for telling the truth. In relation to the 
conspiracy, I have not heard Francis M. Hig-

forgiveness, he said he had seduced six or se- 
ven, he acknowledged it, and said if he was 
forgiverij he would not be guilty any more* 
FranciB said he knew it was true, he was sorry 
and had been a hundred times; the very things 
that we had challenged him with^ he acknow- 
ledged, I told Francis that it had better be 
settled he said, Joseph had accused him — if his 
character was gone all was gone, he eaid he 
would settle it and they went into the room, 
ha did not deny any charge, he said he was 
sony, that he wanted it buried, and it was 
agreed to do so. Francis did not cay any thing 
about his sickness, but Dr. Bennet made those 
observations to him that he had doctored him 
in the time of his sickness. 

Cross examined. — I asked Francis if he did 
not tell Dr. Bennet that he had seduced a girl, 
he replied, I told Dr. Bennett that I did seduce 
her, but I tell you I never did it; I told him so 
for ray own notion of things; I do not recollect 
of him saying [that he had got a bad disorder 
with the French Girl] he said he should not 
have been seduced, if it had not been by Dr. 
Bennet, when charged with them, Francis said 
they were true; that they were alledged a hun- 
dred times; he said will alter, I will save my 
character," I have never heard from brother 
Joseph any thing about his character, Joseph 
did not accuse him of any thing before the po- 
lice; he said Francis had better take care, 
Francis was a little dissatisfied, but that differ- 
ence was settled; I was present; He said he 
would not receive any thing again from abroad; 
he would not take any steps by hearsay-, .he 
would come to him and tell him, there were 
several present when this took place. 

Porter Rockwell sworn — he recollected the 
conversation out not very distinctly, but he did 
recollect that Francis M . Higbee acknowledged 
to Joseph Smith that he was guilty of the 
charges preferred against him. 

Court adjourned for one hour and a half. 

Court met. 

Mr. Wheelock, sworn: — With regard to 
this case I know nothing* but through a circum- 
stance occurring at Nashvill. Elder Blakesly 
came to my house to preach, he preached- and 
vraf> upholding the authorities of the Church 
very much, he came over here and apostatized 
the same day; 1 then came over and went to 
•ee him, I asked him why he had changed his 
mind bo quick ? he said he had seen affidavits 
of the guilt of Mr. Smith, he told me Mr. Hig- 
bea was going about to the different conferen- 
ce. I told him I thought he had better send 



some one else, his conduct was not the best 
and I know of circumstances that were not 
right. Once I was a mate on a Steam Boat, 
and Higbee was clerk, we had not much cabin; 
we had some females on board; I and another 
had given up our room to some ladies for the 
night; it was my watch, and I went into the 
cabin for my Buffalo Robe, about one o'clock 
in the night, when I saw him leaning over the 
berth where one of the ladies slept; this was in 
the night — and he had no business there, no 
gentleman had any right there; I gave up my 
berth to the ladies; I felt indignant at such 
conduct, his conduct towards the lady passen- 
gers was unbecoming, and particularly in one 
who professes so much virtue as he now does. 

Joel S. Mjlis, sworn; — I have seen Francis

Mr, Editor, Dear Sir :— Having spent a few 
days very agreeably in your beautiful city, I 
i take the liberty of informing the numerous 
readers of your wide-spread journal, concerning 
some facta which came under my notice, du- 
ring my short sojourn among you; and which 
have been the means in the hands of the Al- 
mighty, of accomplishing a great change in 
my sentiments with regard to Gen, Joseph 
Smith and the people among w hom he resides, 

I am not about to relate any thing wonder* 
ful in itself, or even new to you; or any thing 
but what every individual may see, would he 
but take the trouble to come here and open his 
eyes. It was however new to me, and not only 
eo, but totally unexpected, inasmuch as I came 
here with my ears and my heart filled with 
feuch storiee, hearsays, and exagerationsagainst 
you, as, if they were one-tenth part true, would 
stamp you as the basest villains and the great* 
est fanatics, ever existent on God's footstool — 
only to be compared to the Malays, theCaribs, 
the Buccaneers, or, to use a more modern com- 
pariaon, the mob of Philadelphia. 

It is needless to say, when such were the 
stones believed by me, how bitter and hos- 
tile were the feelings with which I stopped 
here; indeed so inimical were they, that had 
riot business compelled me, I never could have 
made this *City of the Saints' a 'resting place' 
tor my feet but being unavoidably detained a 
few day?, I determined to make gocd use of my 
time, and see if I should not be confirmed in 
mv belief. k 

It has became so degrading in the eyes of 
modern degeneracy to alter a persons opinions, 
or change his views, that I am almost afraid to 
ncknowledge my feelftigs changed, and my be- 
lief altered with regard to your people; yet, 
knowing that, in the opinion of wise and can- 
did persons, it is much more honorable to ac- 
knowledge a fault and repair it, than to presist 
in an error; I trust that your readers will sym- 
pathize with me, and instead of pronouncing 
me 'turncoaV &c, listen calmly to my reasons 
for thinking differently of the Mormons now, 
than 1 did a few days ago. That my feelings 
have me f wiih an entire, complete and radical 
change, I beg leave distinctly to stale; and 



■ince I think I have good reason for such a 
revolution in my feelings, I cannot charge my- 
self with any blame in the affair, unless it be 
for ever entertaining such feelings. 

Since my sentiments were such as I have ex- 
pressed, it must be expected, as was the ease, 
that I should be very much prejudiced against 
you, and would view every thing with a judi- 
cial eye. 1 came here expecting to see an idle, 
indolent, brawling, intemperate and licentious 
people:— I found them on the contrary, indus- 
trious, enterprizing, orderly, temperate and 
chaste. I expected to see them superstitious^ 
bigoted, fanatical and blind followers of a 
blinded prophet: — I found them free from su- 
perstition, liberal, enthusiastic only in their de- 
sires to ameliorate the condition of mankind 
and convert them to the truth, anji venerating 
their prophet to be sure, but no more than in- 
telligent men should do, who was acquainted 
with his enlightened views, comprehensive 
knowledge and extended benevolence. I ex- 
pected lo find them illiterate, ignorant, illibe- 
ral, the offscourings of the earth; — I found them 
intelligent, enlightened, liberal ; and as smart 
and well dressed an assemblage as I ever saw 
for the number in my life. 

When I was told that this place was five 
years ago a wilderness, with only about a dozen 
log cabins, scattered over the whole extent, I 
could scarce believe my senses. On every side 
I saw extended around me the beautiful cotta- 
ges, the smiling flowers, and the well cultiva- 
ted gardens of the enterprizing inhabitants, — 
Here and there I saw the lofty mansions of the 
more wealthy, towering like the oaks of [the 
forest, above their more humble rivals; and giv- 
ing a beautifully variegated appearance to the 
entire place, over the whole of the vast city of 
four mites square, I saw the beautiful mansions 
(mostly composed of brick) of its twenty thou* 
sand inhabitants: It is indeed a beautiful place 
and viewed from the river makes a most splen- 
did appearance. The prairie also, for many 
miles back, is cultivated almost like the Gar-^ 
den of Eden, by its industrious inhabitants — 
and all this the work of five years! I could 
scarce believe it ; and yet my eyes could not 
deceive me. History records no parrallel; a 
few despised, persecuted, banished people, fly- 
ing from the terrors of religious intolerance, 
manifested by some of the citizens of this boas- 
ted republic, to commence, carry on, increase, 
and build up such a city as this in so short a 
space of time almost exceeds belief. In reflec- 
ting upon it, we hardly know which to admire 
most, their untiring zeal in the cause of their 
religion, or their determined perseverence in 
making the * wilderness a fruitful field,' and 
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building up a Reeling place where none can 
molest them and mine can make them afraid. 9

Thfcy seem to believe, and rightly too, in my 
estimation, that the religion of Jesus Christ 
embraces all temperance societies, and every 
other society in the world for the information 
of mankind. * ^ " !r '

to discover whether there was anv thine con- 
cealed, any thing 'behind the curtain,* any 
thing iniquitous under theee specious appearan- 
ces; in short, whe:her the many stories repor- 
ted by J, C. Bemct and others of the same 
stamp, were true or not, and I found them in- 
variably false.

What was the 
result of the persecution in Massachusetts? — 
Why, Sir, warrants were made out by those 



churches having authority, and the Quaker* 
were tried for heresy. But what was the r^uk 
of those trials* The sentence of death was 
passed upon, the Quakers for heresy, by those 
religious fanatics* and three of them were hung 
by the neck on Bloody Hill, in Boston % to make 
expiation for that unpardonable crime, "Tell 
it not in Gath" nor publish it on the tops 
of the mountains in this boasted land of 
freedom, that the Puritans of New England, 
who had fled from the Old World in conse- 
quence of religious intolerance, that they might 
enjoy the sweets of liberty, so soon became per* 
secutors themselves and sh$d innocent blood, 
which still cries aloud from the dust for ven- 
geance upon their heads.

Those bigots soon made up a false accusa- 
tion against him and had him arraigned before 
Joseph Chamberlain, a justice of the peace, a* 
man that was always ready to deal out justice 
to al l, and a man of great discernment of mind 
The case came on about 10 o^cloek, A. AI. I 
was called upon to defend the prisoner. The 
prosecutors employed the best counsel they 
could get, and ransacked the town of Bain* 
bridge and county of Chenango for witnesses 
that would swear hard enough to convict the 
prisoner; but they entirely failed. Yes Sir, let 
me fay to you that not one blemish nor epot 
was found against his character; he came from 
that trial, notwithstanding the mighty efforts 
that were made to convict him of crime by his 
vigilant persecutors, with his character unstain- 
ed by even the appearance of guilt . The%rial 
closed about 12 o'clock at night. After $ few 
moments deliberation, the court pronounced 
the words *not guilty,' and the prisoner was 
dicharged. But alas! the devil not satisfied 
with his defeat, stirred up a man not unlike 
himself, who was more fit to dwell among the 
fienda of hell than to belong to the human fam- 
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)Iy* to g° to Coles ville and get another writ, 
and take him to Broome county for another tri- 
al - They were sure they could send that boy 
to hell, or to Texas, they did not care which;

the court, he was arrested again, and on the 
way to Colesville foranoiher trial. I was again 
called upon by his friends to defend him 
against his malignam persecutors, and clear 
him from the false charges they had preferred 
against him.

| they brought forward to 'eetify one after anoth - 
er, but with no better success than before, al- 



though they wrung and twisted into every 
shape, in trying to tell something that would 
criminate the firisoner.

Having got through 
with the examination of their witnesses about 
3 o'clock, in the morning, the ease was argued 
about two hours.

| meats* The court deliberated upou the case 
for half an hour with closed doors, and then 
we were called in. The court arraigned the 
prisoner and said : '*Mr, Smith, we have had 
your case under consideration, examined the 
testimony and find nothing to condcro you, 
and th are fore you are discharged." They then 
proceeded to reprimand him severely; not be- 
cause anything derogatory to his character irv 
any shape had been proven against him by the 
host of witnesses that had testified during the 
trial, but merely to please those fiends in hu- 
man shape, who were engaged in the unhaU 



fatigue and want of sleep; as I had been en* 
gaged in law suits for two days, and nearly the 
whole of two nights.

Yet, to 
please the Jews, who were his accusers, he wis 
left bound contiary to law; and this court has 
served Mr. Smith in the same way, by their 
unlawful and uncalled for reprimand after hU 
discharge, to please his accusers.

The next morning about 10 o'clock the court 
was organized. The prisoner was to be tried 
by three justices of the peace, that his depar- 
ture out pf the county might be made sure. — 
Neither talents ;ior money were wanting to en* 
sure them success. They employed the ablest 
lawyer in that county* and introduced twenty 
er thirty witnesses before dark, but proved 
nothing. They then sent out runners and ran- 
sacked the hills and vales, grog shops and 
ditches, and gathered together a company that 
looked as if they had come from hell, and had 
been whipped by the soot boy thereof; which 



self, it was the Lord's work, and marvellous i:i 
our eyes. 

This Mr. Chairman, is a true history of the 
first persecution that came upon Gen. Smith 
in his youth among professed christians, and 
in a county heralded to the ends of the earth, 
as a land of freedom; where all men have the 
constitutional right to worship as they please* 
and believe what they please without molesta- 
tion, so long as they do not interfere with the 
rights and privileges of others* Yes Sir, a per* 
secution got up through tbe influence of relig- 
ious bigotry by as vile a set of men as ever dis- 
graced the family of man.

I know, Sir, that God has 
made him a leader of many thousands of peo- 
ple, and may he teach them in meekness, and 
with that wisdom and judgement that God shall

JOSEPH SMITH vs. JOSEPH H, REY- 
NOLDS & HARMON T. WILSON— RE' 
LIGIOUS PREJUDICE &c/ 
The communication of *W* C /will be found 
interesting. It gives an account of the late 
trial, in the Circuit Court at Dixon, of Joseph 
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Smith vs. Joseph H. Reyn olds and Harmon T. 
Wilson, and diBc!<ws another specimen of that 
spirit of religious prejudice which has been 
rayed again«4 Gen. Smith ever since ho first 
took hiswtation in the religious world. When 
a community becomes so corrupt that it is a 
hwd matter to ernpannel a jury, sufficiently 
free from religioui prejudice to do justice to a 
fellow citizen, then do we indeed realize the 
abyss of darkness and corruption to which 
the human mind is capable of sinking. Shame 
on the man whose mind is so trammelled by 
prejudice as to, render him incompetent to be 
empannelled in a jury of his countrymen! 
How e raited he most appear, what magnan- 
imity he must display and what convincing tes- 
timonials of a cultivated intellect he must ex- 
hibi',whon lie meanly,degradingly and slavish- 
ly acknowledges before intelligent men, with- 
m the piles of courts of justice ,that he cannot 
act justly and legally with bis fellow man, in 
consequence of religious fr&jtdice! What 
has religion got to do witW the truth or falsity 
of any civil or criminal allegation charged upon 
an individual? Nothing, O, short sighted, 
ignorant, corrupt, despicable men! Did you 
ever read that clause of the Constitution that 
protepts against proscription for opinion soke] 
—that protects every subject of this Govern- 
ment in the free exercise of his religious senti- 
ments? This was one of the fundamental 
principles consulted by the frame re of that in- 
strument. Throwing off the manacles of a 
tyranical nation; springing forth into freedom; 
panting after a full fruition of national liberty; 
determined to rend.every chain of oppression 
from the mind of man ; eager to plant the germ 
of happiness in the foundation of the Republic 
—a free, universal religious toleration was em- 
bodied in, and granted by, its wise, judicious 
and ennobling provisions. The illustrious 
fathers of that perilous era, foresaw the glory, 
happiness and excellence that an adherence to 
these principles would secure, and the distrac- 
tion, ruin, panic and distress that a depart- 
ure from them would entail* They had felt the 
yoke of oppression* which kindled within 
their bosoms a warm solicitude for the unshack- 
led freedom of posterity.

ttuasian Autocrat tyrauizes, dooming all to 
-peedy banishment who will not unite with 
the Greek Church ? Would they promote inter- 
nal commotion and revolt-give a double im' 
petas to the damning car of corruption that is 
now sweeping through our land, leaving deeo* 
lotion, faction, turbulence, party wrangling 
and unholy ambition in its track, to grow into 
a national calamity! Would they light the 
torch of general devastation and pave the way 
for mourning around our nation's 'funeral pile/ 
when all the trophies won by the chivalry of 
Revolutionary ancestors will find an oblivious 
riet amid the relics of our crupibling Republic?

Notwithstanding Gen, Smith did not obtain 
a verdict for damages only to the amount of 
forty dollars, yet the fact of the jury's verdict — 
obtained as it was in the midst of such strong 
prejudice — being in favor of the plaintiff, is 
sufficient evidence of the unparalleled malig- 
nance and unprecedented barbarity, encounter- 
ed by him at the bands of those inhuman mob- 
ocrats, at the time of his capture. Gen. Smith 
has now shown to the world that he was ille- 
gally and cruelly arrested, and that he was in* 
nocent when tried upon the merits of the charge 
alleged. This he hns always been able to show 
upon every previous trial, and we venture to 
predict that his innocence will be sustained 
upon every subsequent charge, until the whole 
world shall become convinced of his patriotism 
and the exalted excellence of his character.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Dear Sift: I have just returned from ihe 

north part of this State, wheTe I have been on 

business far our beloved Preardent Joseph 

Smith; and it feels so good to breathe the pure 

air of liberty and friendship* after spending 

some three or four days in a swamp, or ratherj 

a slongh of religions prejudice and political 

hypocrisy, which are equally natrseotis ami of* 

fensive, that I cannot let this opportunity pass 

without giving vent to some of my feeling^ in 

regard to what passed while I remained at the 

town Dixon, on Rock Rivet. 

My principal business was to appear in the 

Lee county Circuit Court, as a witness in the 
case of Joseph Smith, vs Joseph H. Reynolds & 
Harmon G. Wilson, for false imprisonment and 
using unnecessary force and violence in arrest- 
ing the plaintiff*, i ai 
A plea had been entered iu this suit by the 

council for the defendants, to which the coun- 
cil for the plavutiff demurred. The demurrer 
was argued on Wednesday morning the 8th inst* 
and the parties finally joined issue on the charge . 
for using unnece&tary force and violence^ and the 
Court gave permission by -consent of the Bar 
to proceed with the trial, but the council not 
being fully prepared, it was laid over until the! 
following morning, the 9th inst. | 
On Thursday morning after the usual prelim- ; 
inaries of opening Court, the above case was! 
called up for dial, and tbe clerk ordered to im- 
panel a jury, and here 3 sir, a scene took place 
which ought to make every lioneet American 
citizen blush and weep for the credit and hon- j 
or of hid country and laws. A number of men 
were called up and when questioned as to 
whether they had previously expressed opinions 
in relation to the suit now pending, nearly the 
whole answered in the affirmative. Toe fur- 
ther question was then put as to whether they 
had any prejudice against either of the par- 
ties, to which a great majority replied they 
had against Smith. They were then question- 
ed as to what their prejudice bad reference — 
his religious sentiments or general couise of 
conduct. The greater part replied, to his reli- 
gious sentiments; and the remainder e>aid they 
were opposed to his general course of conduct. 
About twenty men had to be called upon one 
after another, out of which number the Court 
finally selected twelve as competent jurors al- 
though the majority of these decidedly expres- 
sed their feelings of prejudice against the 
plaintiff, They were however accepted on the 
ground thatiAe^ said they thought ihay could do 
justice to both parties, although some of them 

expressed a doubt whether they could do jus* 
lice or not. 



The jury being sworn the Court, or rather 
the counsel, proceeded to examine the witness* 
es on the part of the plaintiff, which occupied 
nearly the whole day. But little of the real 
matter of faet could be set before the Court, on 
account of their being confined to the charge 
of unnecessary force and violence; but this 
was proven in the clearest point of lighti 

I must refer to the testimony of old Mr. Dix> 
on whose silvery locks seem to tel! an age of 
many years. His evidence related to the cir- 
cumstance of the Mifsouri Sheriff refosingfor 
a length of time to give the plaintiff the privH* 
ege of Habeas Corpus, and threatening to drag 
him to Missouri in fifteen minutes from the 
time they arrived at Dixon, Theold gentle* 
man seemed to tremble with indignation while 
relating the simple facts as they transpired at 
the time, and like a true lover of his country, 
appeared proud of the privilege of telling those 
men that the citizens of Dixon would not suf- 
fer themselves to be disgraced by permitting 
them to drag away a citizen of this State to a 
foreign Sale for trial, without the privilege of 
a trial by Habeas Corpus, a privilege which is 
guaranteed to every individual under like cir* 
cumstances, and especially when it was under- 
stood that he was to be dragged to Missotrri, 
amongst a people whose hands are yet drip- 
ping with the blood of murdered innocence, 
and who thirst for the blood of General Joseph 
Smith as the .howling wolf thirsts for his prey. 
Surely such a picture would melt the heart of 
any thing but an adamantine. There ate those 
and men to who profess to be the followers of 
the Lord Jesus Christ — who can hear such 
things, and still wish the Missourians had got 
Gen* Smith td Missouri to murder him with- 
out judge or jury; and surely they are no bet- 
ter than murderers themselves and only lack the 
opportunity to make them shedders of inno- 
cent blood. 

After the evidence- was through on the part 
of the plaintiff, the witnesses f^r the defence 
were examined which only occupied a few 
minutes. The arguments 1 were then advanced 
on both sides, during which time I could not 
help noticing how apt the respectable gentleman 
of the opposite council was, to sing the s-^ng 
of <bld Joe Smith' &c, which niighf appear 
very gentlemanly in hia mind, but to me it 
seemed as contemptible as the voice of a stu- 
pid ass or the tongue of slander. 

Finally the case was submitted to the jury 
who were charged by the Court and then or. 
dered to retire and bring in a sealed verdict 
the following morning at 9 o^cIock, Friday 
morning came and with it the verdict, and it 
proved to be in favor of the plaintiff and against 
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the defendant* for forty dollars and coats of 
suit. I confess I was aetoniahed when I heard 
it and could not help thinking that prejudice 
sometimes overrules justice even in the jury 
box. I could not help comparing the results 
of this trial with one which came off the day 
previous wherein a cenain person complained 
of another for destroying his cow by setting 
his dogs on the animal until they worried her. 
It appeared the cow of the plaintiff had seen 
tit to break into the defendant's lot without 
asking leave and the defendant* or ra t her his 
men, not liking such treatment, set their dogs 
on her aud destroyed her. Well, the result of 
this trial was a verdict of damages for the 
plaintiff of thirty dollars snd costs. 

Now, sir, compair the two cases* On the 

one hand, here is a citizen of the United States 

near two hundred 'miles from his home and his 

friends; he is on a visit with his family, not 

dreaming of danger or difficulty. Two men, 
or rather wolves in sheep's c)othing,for it is a fact 
that when Wilson and Reynolds made enquiry 
for Gen* Smith* at Dixon* at the time of the 
arrest, they said they were Mormon Elders and 
wanted to see President Joseph Smith, &c, — 
Two men, I fay* while he is thus enjoying 
himself with his family came upon him with 
each & loaded pistol in his hand and threatened 
to shoot him dead if he offered the least resist- 
ance* although no resistance had been offered. 
They then began to haul him about, and when 
he asked them what they wanted with him and 
what was their authority, they replied they 
were going to take him to Missouri; and jam- 
ming their pistol at his side swore that was 
their authority. He requested them to let him 
go into the house to bid his family good oye; 
but this they positively refused, not everngiv- 
ing him the privilege to get his hat. They 
then forced h im into the waggon, and placing 
themselves one on each side ivith a loaded pis- 
tol pressed close against his side, and repeat* 
edly striking him with them, so as to make him 
lame and sore for twp weeks afterwords; they 
drove him to Dixon and ordered horses ready 
in fifteen minutes to drag him among his mur- 
derers; aud otherwise abused, insulted, threat- 
ened and treated him in the crudest manner 
possible, filling his family with the most ex, 
crutiating pangs and rending the heart of his 
beloved companion with grief to witness their 
ferocious cruelty, not knowing but his liie 
would be sacrificed before morning; and final- 
ly pursued their persecutions until it cost him 
from th ree thousand five hundred lofive thous- 
Md dollars expences; and all this without a 
pause, and when lie sues for justice against 



I these men, he obtains damages to the amount 
of FORTY dollars* 

On the other hand a man loses a cow which 
had broke into his neighbor's lot, and be ob- 
tains damages to the amount of thirty dollars. 

Now, sir, if this ia not ihe effects of preju- 
dice, amounting to oppression, then 1 am do 
judge of right and wrong. I am very much in- 
clined to think that if Gen. Joseph Smith or 
any of hit friends had treated any citizen ot 
this State or any other State in the manner he 
was treated by those men, and they had sued 
for damages as he did the case would have ter- 
minated very different ; however, so it is. 

The idea of a man yelding to such a degree 
of prejudice as to render him incapable of exe- 
cuting justice between man and man, merely 
from rumor and report, is to me perfectly ridic- 
ulous and contemptible, as well as wicked and 
unjust; and when a man is all the day long 
boasting of the rights and privileges guaran- 
teed to every citizen of the United States un- 
der the Constitution and laws, and at the same 
time is so prejudiced against one of the most 
peaeeable citizens that *he does not know wheth- 
er he can render himjvslite 4 * in a court of equity* 
but would rather strengthen the hands of rnob- 
ocrats and law breakers, the inference that one 
must naturally draw i*. that such a man i* 
either a consummate scoundrel and hypocrite* 
or, that he is guilty of the most flagrant viola- 
tion of the most sacred constitution^ princi- 
ples embraced in the fundamental doctrines ot 

i this Republic* I am happy, sir, to bavc evi- 
dence daily that no such corrupt prejudice ex- 
ist in the heart of General Joseph Smiih, nor 

I in the community so far as I have been able to 

! discover, 

Now, as to the exceptions tries* men hnve 
i takeh in regard to Gen. Smith's religious views 
i or general course of conduct it matters not 
| much . His religious views are his inalienable 
, right, and is no-body's business, and the man 
who cannot render him justice on that account 
J is a wilful vio^tor of the laws he professes to 
admire; and, sir, I have for more than two 
years last past been a close observer of Gen. 
Smith's f generat course of conduct' as well as 
his private life, and justice to him, to myself 
and the community at large compels me to sav 
that in all my intercourse with men 1 never 
associated with a more honorable, upright, 
charitable, benevolent and law abiding man 
than is the much persecuted Gen. Smith; &,siT. 
when I hear men speak reproachfully of him 
I never ask for a second evidence of th iir cor- 
ruptness and baseness. General Smith, sir, is 
j a man of God, a man of truth, and a lover of 
• his country, and never did I hear him breath 
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cut curses or railery at any man because he 

saw fit to differ in religious matters. Shame 
on the principle — shame on the man or set of 
men who show themselves so degraded and 
*niserably corrupt. 

The last night of our slay at Dixon, [had 
the privilege of speaking on the principles of 
my religion to a number of individuals, in a 
kind of argument with two men; and, sir, al- 
though it is near four years since I have made a 
practice of preaching, it felt as sweet as ever.. 
Truth, to an honest heart is sweet; but to a 
wicked man ia like a piercing sword, os was 
manifest on that occasion, for although the 
principles of the gospel were laid down so 
plain and clear that it was impossible tomisuo- 
dersiand, yet the opposing party repeat- 
edly misconstrued my language, and even his 
own accessions, 

I cannot persuade myself that the prejudice 
referred to above is a general thing; there are 
many honorable exception?, and I presume if 
the Mormons had signified their intentions of 
supporting the Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency at the ensuing election instead of 
nominating an independent candidate of their 
own choice, their prejudice would not have been 
so great althc trial of Reynolds & Wilson, and 
perhaps Gen. Smith would have obtained a 
judgment somewhat equivalent to the injuries 
he sustained from that unholy prosecution.— 
But the Mormon people are too noble minded 
to be bought or biased by fear or favor, and! 
have been too often deceived by the plausible i 
pretentions of demagogues to put trust in any 
but tried friend*.

We arrived at Ottowa on the 
17th inst. after driving four days through con- 
stant lainp, and over roads almost impalpable 
for man or beast. We were soon informed that 
the Conference was removed twenty antes up 
Fox river, at the Newark branch. Not ice had 
been given for a political address to be deliver- 
ed in the Court House in the evening, by one of 
the Twelve, several hundred citizens assembled 
and was addressed by Elder G. A. Smith, The 
speaker considered General Smith the smartest 
man in the United Stales, and best calculated to 
fill the president al chair, which was applauded 
by the assembly; his political views as present- 
ed on that occasion, seemed to please most of 
the people; at the close of the speech the con- 
gjpegaiion quietly dispersed* Elder Woodruff 
continued his journey ten miles, and held a 
meeting with the La Salle branch of 46 mem- 
bers, mostly emigrants from Norwaj, On the 
ISth, we snived at Newark, and attended the 
Conference according to appointment. The 
following .is a copy of the minutes, which wc 
forward for publication;

Brother Taylor — Sir: — Having just return- 
ed from my mission to England, I send you a 
brief history of my proceedings, the which, if 
you should judge worthy of a place in your val- 
uable periodical it is at youj: service, 

I left JVauvoo on the 23d of June, 1842, in 
company with brother Amos Fielding. We 
travelled together to Cincinnati, where I remain- 
ed behind and saw him no more until we met in 

i When I was counselled to go to England, I 
j had but seventy-five cents in the world, and I 
I asked where I should get money to go with.— 
The answer was, go and your way shall be 
opened. I did so, and found it verily come -to 
pass in all places, and under all circumstance?. 
T went from Cincinnati to Pittsburg, and from 
thence, in company with brother Jacobs, to 
Leachburg, where I found a branch of the 
church who kindly helped me on the "way. I 
proceeded to Philadelphia, where I preached on 
Sunday to a large and attentive congregation; 
from thence I proceeded to New York, where I 
tarried,preparatory to my intended voyage across 
the Atlantic, I preached to a large concourse 
of people in the National Hall in that city. I 
sailed for Liverpool on the 10th day of August, 
1842, in the ship "Independence/' and after a 
very pleasant passage of twenty-one days, ar- 
rived at the place of my destination. 

On my arrival in Liverpool, I found my old 
friend, Elder P. P. Pratt, and also Elder Thom- 
as Ward, who were making preparations for em- 
igration. Being appointed to Assist in this 
business, I immediately commenced operations, 
and since that time, I have assisted in fitting up 
and forwarding thirteen vessels for tbe saints to 
emigrate to America. The names of the ves- 
sels are as follows: — . .

Awful aasas«Lnatlon of JOSEPH AXl) 
HYRUJU SMITH!-The pledged faith of 
tlie Mate of Illinois stained wltli iuuo- 
ctfnt blood by a Mob I 

On Monday the 24ib inst„ afteT Gov. Ford 1 
had sent word, that those eighteen persona de- 
manded on a warrant, anions whom were Jo* 
seph Smith and Hyrum Smith should be protect-] 
<cd, by the militia of toe State, ihey iti compa- 
ny w;th smnc ten or twelve others, started f^rj 
4 "urthage. Four milesi from that place, they] 
were piet by Capt, Dunn, with a company oi 
cavalry, who had an order from the Governor! 
tor the "State Arm*? y Gen, Smith endorsed 
Ins acceptance of the same, and both parties 
returned to Nauvoo to obtain s&id arms- Af- 
ter the arms were obtained, both parties took 1 
up the line of march for Carthage, where they 
arrived about five minutes before twelve o*-l 
dock at night. CapL Dunn nobly acquiring 
himself; landed us safely at Hamilton's Hotel 

In the morning we saw the Governor, and| 
he pledged the faith of the State, that we should! 
be prutected, Gen, Smith and his brother! 
Hv rum were arrested by a warrant founded 
upon the oaths of H. O. Norton and Augus-' 
tine Spencer for treason. Knowing the threat* 
from several persons, that the two Smiiks 
should never leave Carthage' a/irt. we all he^an 
tobea ; armed for their personal salety. The Gov J 
and Gen. Deming conducted them before the 
McDonough troops and introduced them as] 
Gen. Joseph Smith and Gen. Hy.iun SfuMi—l 
Th;s manoeuvre came near raising a mutiny 
among the "Carthage Gfeys," but liie Gover- 
nor quelled it. 

In the afternoon, after great exertions on 
"ir pirt of our counsd, we dispensed with an' 
investigation, and voluniarily gave bail for our 
appearance to the Circuit Court, to answer inl 
the case of abating the Nauvoo Expositor, aa J 
nuisance. 

At evening the Justine made out a mittimus, 
without an investigation, and commiried the!

Ford to detail a company to Nau- 
voo, to protect the city, which request wasj 
promply complied with, and that night Capt 
Singleton, with a company of men from Mc-I 
Donough county marched to Nauvoo and took 
possession of the city and remained until thej 
evening of the 27th, when they took up their] 
line of marcn for Carthasre. 

After the matter ot the riot was disposed of 
the justice lett, without saying any thing in reJ 
lation to the examination for treason, and in] 
about one hour the constable returned with a! 
mitimus, a copy of which accompanies the 
statement of my colleague, H. T. Reid, a copy 
of which was demanded and refused; that I re- 
quested the officer to wait until I could see 
Gov. Ford, and was told he would wait five, 
minutes, and as I went to the door I met Capt, 
Dunn with some twenty men to guard the pris- 1 
oners to jail; that I accompanied Gov. Ford to. 
the justice, R. F. Smith, who gave as a causej 
lor issuing the warrant of committal, that the] 
prisoners were not personally safe at the hotel, 

1 then requ- sted the Governor to have a com- 
pany detailed to guard the jail, which was-! 
done, and they arrived at the jail about the 
same time as the prisoners. On the morning! 
of the 2oth, the Governor visited the jail in 
company with a friend, at which interview the 
Governor again pledged himself for their perj 
sonaisafetv, and said if the troops went to Nau- 
voo, as was then contemplated, that they should 
<ro alongj to ensure their protection, that after 
the interview at the jail, the con.isel for thej 
prosecution wan'eJ the prisoners brought be- 
fore the justice for an examination, to which 
the counsel for the prisoners replied, that they 
were committed until discharged by iluc coursel 
of lav, and that we could do nothing until the 
prisoners were legally before the court, wh^re! 
we would appear and defend; Chat^the justice, 
R* F. Smith gave the constable an order (aj 
copy of which accompanies the statement o^ 
ft, T. Reid, E§j.,J for the jailor to deliver upl 
the prisoners, which the jailor refused to do; — 
that the constable then repaired to the jail with 
a company called u Carthage Greys,* 5 of whom 1 
the justice, R. F* Smith, was the captain, but 1 



not then in command; and by intimidation and 
threats, forced the jailor to give up the prison - 
iers to the constable, who took them before the 
justice, R. F. Smith, at the Court Houde, that 
on the motion of the counsel for the prisoners, 
the examination was postponed until the 27th, 
12 o'clock, and subpoenas issued for witnesses 
on the defence. The two Smiths w r ere then re- 
manded to jail and orders were issued for a 
[consultation of the officer?, with the comman- 
Sder-ln-chivf, and it was determined that the 
troops should take up a line of march at 8 o ? - 
jclock, on the morning of the 27th, for Nauvoo, 
and after the consultation, the ju&tiee, who was 
one of the officers in command, altered the re- 
turn of the subpoenas until the 29th, and con- 
tinned the hearing until that lime, without con - 
[suiting either tneir prisoners or the counsel ;thal 
,on the morning of the 27ih, the order for march- 
\\ng to Nauvoo, was countermanded, and all the 
troops disbanded but the company under Capt. 
jSingletonat Nauvoo, Capt. Dunn's company of 
horse, and the Carthage Greys, that the Gov- 
ernor determined to visit Nauvoo, escorted by 
Capt. Dunn's company; and the Carthage 
Greys were left as a guard for the prisoners at 
the jail, that after the troops were disbanded, 
I requested Gov. Ford to detail some men to 
jguard the rout to Warsaw, as I apprehended 
much danger from that place, but I do not 
know whether it was done or not, as I left Car- 
tlnire about 11 o'clock, A. M., and came to 
Nauvoo; that Gov. Ford and his aid, CoL Buck" 
master, escorted by Cap?. During company, ar- 
rived in Nauvoo about 5 o*c!ock ? 1\ jVL, where 
he addressed the citizens, and promised them 
protection, and a just execution of the laws, 
and immediately left the city forCanhage.

TO THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF 

ILLINOIS. 

I desire to make a brief but tnie statement of 
the recent disgraceful affair at Carthage, in re- 
gard to the Smiths, so far as circumstances 
have come to my knowledge. The Smiths, Jo- 
seph and Hyrum, have been assassinated in jail, 
[by whom it is not known ; hut will be ascer- 
tained* I pledged myself for their safety, and 
upon the assurance of that pledge, they surren- 
dered as prisoners. The Mormons surrendered 
jthe public arms in their possession^ and the 
Nauvoo Legion submitted to the command of 
Capt Singleton^ of Brown county, deputed for 
that purpose by me. All these things were re- 
quired to satisfy the old citizens of Hancock 
that the Mormons were peaceably disposed; and 
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to allay jealousy and excitement in their minds J 
It appears however that the compliance of the] 
Mormons with every requisition made upon 
them, failed of that purpose* The pledge of] 
security to the Smiths, was not given upon my 
individual reponsibility. Before I gave it, jj 
obtained a pledge of honor by a unanimous 
vote from the officers and men under my com- 
mand, to sustain me in performing it. If the 
assassination of the Smiths was committed by 
any portion of these, they have added treache- 
ry to murder, and have done all thev could to| 
disgrace the state, and sully the public honor. 

On the morning of the day the deed was com-| 
mitted, we had proposed to march the army] 
under rov command into Nauvoo. I had how- 
ever discovered on the evening before, that 
nothing but utter destruction of the city would 
satisfva portion of the troops; and that if we 
marched into the city, pretexea would not be 
wanting for commencing hostilities. The Mor- 
mons had done every thing required, or which' 
ought to have been required of them. Offen- 
sive operations on our part would have been as] 
unjust and disgraceful, as they w T ould have been, 
impolitic, in the present critical season of the 
year, the harvest and the crops. For these rea- 
sons I decided in a council of officers, to dis- 
band the army, except three companies, two ofj 
which were reserved as a guard for the jail. — 
With the other company I marched into Nau-] 
voo, to address the inhabitants there, and tell 
them what they raifrht expect in case thev de- 
signedly or imprudently provoked a war, I per- 
formed this duty as I think plainly and emphat- 
ically, and then set out to return to Carthage. — 
When I had marched about three miles, ames-J 
senger informed me of the occurrences at Car- 
thage. I hastened on to that place. The guard 
it is said, did their duty but were oveipowered. 
Many of the inhabitants of Carthage had fled] 
with their families. Others were preparing to 
go. I apprehended danger to the settlements 
from the sudden fury and passion of the Mor-j 
mons and sanctioned their movements in thi« 
respect. 

General Deming volunteered to remain with a] 
few troops to observe the progress of events, to 
defend property against small numbers, and witbf 
orders to retreat if menaced by a superior force. 
I decided to proceed immediately to Quincy, to] 
prepare a force sufficient to suppress disorders J 
in case it should ensue from the foregoing trans-f 
ctionsor from any other cause, I have hopes 
hat the Mormons will make no further difficul- 
ties . In this I may be mistaken. The other par-] 
y may not be satisfied. They may recom- 
mence aggression, I am determined to preserve! 
the peace against all breakers of the same, at all 



hazards, I think present circumstances war- 
| rant the precaution, orhaving competent force 
at my disposal, in readiness to march at a mo- 
Iments warning. My position at Quincy will 
enable me to get the earliest intelligence, and 
jto communicate orders with greater celerity.

Governor Boggs is without the least shadow 
nf truth ; nnd we do know, and so do many oth- 
ers, tint the prosecuiiun against him, has been 
conducted in an illegal mancer; and every act 
demonstrate the fact* that a'i the design of.

I can scarcely funiish you a 
justifiable apology for delaying a reply so long, 
but be assured Madam, it is not for wantot rej 
gard for you, and your peace of mind, that 1 
have postponed ; but a crowd of public business. | 
which has required my whole time, together 
with very ill health since the receipt of your| 
former letter, and ii would be most gratifying 
:o my feelings now, if due regard to public du- 
ty would enable me lo furnish such a reply asj 
would fully conform to your wishes — but my 
duty in reference to all demands mado by ex-| 
^cutives of other states, for the surrender ot 
fugitives from justice, appears to be plain and 
simple; consisting entirely of an executive,! 
and not a judicial character, leaving me no 
discretion, or adjudication, a? to the innocence! 
or guilt of persons so demanded and charged 
with crime, and it is plain that the constitution! 
nnd laws of the United States in reference to 
fugitives from justice, presumes and content-] 
plates, that the laws of the several state?, are 
ample to do justice to all who may be charged 
'with crime, and the statute of this state simply] 
requires, ''That whenever the executive of any 
other state, or of any territory of the United 
States, shall demand of the executive of this! 
■state, any person as a fugitive from justice,and 
shall have complied wi r h the requisitions ofl 
the act of Congress in that case made and pro 
vided, it shall be the duty of the executive ofj 
this state to issue hie warrant under the seal of' 



this state, to apprehend the said fugitive" &c . 
With the Constitution and laws before me, my 
duty is so plainly marked out, that it would bp 
impossible to err, so long as I abstain from usur- 
ping the rights of adjudication. I am aware of 
the strict enforcement of the laws by an execu- 
tive, or a rigid administration of them bv a ju- 
dicial tribunal often results in the hardship to 
those involved, and to yon, it doubtless appears 
to be peculiarly so, in the present case of Mr. 
6 mith. If however, as you allege, he is inno- 
cent of any crime, and the proceedings are il- 
legal, it would be tho more easy for him to pro- 
cure an acquital. In reference to the remark 
you attributed to me that tL I would not advise 
Mr. Smith ever to trust himself in Missouri," I 
can only say as 1 have heretofore said on many 
occasions, that I have never entertained a doubt 
that if Mr. Smith should submit to the laws of 
Missouri, that the utmost latitude would be al- 
lowed him ir. his defence, and the fullest jus- 
tice done him, and I only intended to refer (in 
the remark made to you when at my house,) 
to the rabble, and not to the laws of Missouri. 

Very much has been attributed to me in 
reference to General Smith, that is without 
foundation in truth, a knowledge of which fact 
enables me to receive what I hear as coming 
from him, with great allowance. 

In conclusion, dear mndam, I feel conscious 
when I assure you that all my official acts in 
reference to Mr. Smith, have been prompted by 
a strict sense of duty, and in discharge of that 
duty have studiously pursued that course, least 
likely to produce excitement and alarm, both 
in your community and the surrounding public, 
and I will here add that I much regret being 
caUed upon to act at all, and that I hope he

Tnthe foregoing letter, Mrs. Smith sent thr- 
following by way of answer, 

Nacvoo, August 27, 1842. 
To His Excellency j Thomas Carlin: — 

Dear Sir— J received your letter of the 24th 
in due time, and now tender you the sincere 
gratitude of my heart, for the interest which 
you have felt in my peace and prosperity; and 
I assure you, that every act of kindness, and 
every word of consolation have been thankful- 
ly received and duly appreciated by me and by 



my friends also ; anJ 1 much regret your ill 
health, and sti!l hope you will avail yourself on 
sufficient lime to investigate our cause, and, 
thoro'Jghlv acquaint yourself of the illegality oi 
the prosecution instituted against Mr. Smith;] 
and I now certify that Mr. Smith, myself, nor 
any other person, to my knowledge, has ever, 
nor do we at this time wish your honor to 
swerve from vour dutv, as an execu'ive, in the, 
least.But we do believe that it is vour dutv loal- 
low us in this place, the privilege and advan- 
tages guaranteed to ub by the laws of this state! 
and the United States; this is all we ask, and 
if we ever enjoy these rights unmolested, it will 
he the ultimate end of all our ambition; and! 
the result will be peace and prosperity to us 
and all the surrounding coun?ry,as far as we are 
concerned. Nor do we wish to take anv un- 
due advantage of any intricate technicalities ofj 
law ; but honorably and ho:ics:ly fulfil alt ofj 
the laws of this state, and of the Un ted States, 
and then, in turn,lo have the benefits resulting] 
fro;n an honorable execution of those law*. — 
And now, your excellency will not consider 
me assuming any unbecoming dictation, buti 
recollect that the msny pursecutions that has 
been got up unjustly, and persued illegally, 
obliged mc to know something for myself; — j 
therefore, let me refer you to the eleventh sec- 
tion of our City Charter ; "All power is gran- 
ted to the City Council, to make, ordain, *egJ 
tablish and execute all ordinances not repugn] 
want to the Constitution of the s*ate, or of the; 
United States, or, as thev mav deem necessary 
for the peace and safely of said city." Ac- 
cordingly, there is an ordinance passed by the] 
City Council to prevent our people from being 
carried off by an illegal process; and if anyone 
thinks he is illegally- seized, under this ordi- 
nance he claims the right of habeas corpus,] 
under section seventeenth of the charter, to trv 
the question of identity, which is strictly con-1 
atitutional. These powers are positivelv gran-j 
ted in the charter over your own signature; — 
and now, dear sir, where can be the justice in 
depriving us of these rights which ate lawfully 
ours, as well as they are the lawful rights ofj 
the inhabitants of Qnincy and Springfield andi 
many other places where the citizens enjoy the 
ndvantagea of such ordinancesywithout contro- 
versy. With theee considerBlioujy and many! 
more which might be adduced, give us the 
privilege and we will show your Honor, and 
the worid beside?,, if required, that the Mr J 
Smith referred to in the demand from Missou- 
ri, is not the Jjseph Smith of Nauvou, for he 
was not in Missouri ; neither is he described in 
the writ, according ds the law requires; and 



that he is not a fugitive from 'justice. Why 
then be so strenuous to have my hus'iand ta- 
ken, when you know him to be innocent of an 
attempt on the life of Governor Boggs, and 
that lie is not a fugitive from justice? It is not 
the fear of a just decision against him, that de- 
ters Mr. Smith from going into Missouri, but 
it is an actual knowledge that it was never in- 
tended that he should have a fair trial. And 
now, sir, if you were not aware of the tact, 1 
will acquaint you with it now, that there were 
lying in wait, between this place and Waisiw, 
twelve men from Jackson county, Missouri, 
for the purpose of taking Mr. Smith out of the 
hands of the officers who might have him in 
custody; also those two men from Missouri, 
that were litre wi:h Messrs. King and Pitman, 
divulged the most illegal and infernal calcula- 
tions concerning takinjr Mr, Smith into Mis- 
ouri, the evidence of which, we can furnish 
you at any time, if required. And, dear air, 
our good feelings revolt at the suggestion, that 
your excellency is acquainted with the unlaw- 
ful measures taken by those engaged in the 
prosecution; measures, which it justice wa^ 
done to others, as it would be djne t^ us, were 
we to commit as great errors in our proceed- 
ing?, would subject all concerned m the pros- 
jecution to the penalty of the law, and that with- 
out mercy. I admit sir, that it is next to an 
•impossibility, for any one to know the extent 
jof the tyrranny, treachery, and to* very of a 
great portion of the leading characters of thr 
state of Missoori; yet it oi;ly requires a knowl- 
edge of the Constitution of the United Slates, 
and Statute of the state ot Missouri, and a 
knowledge of the outrages committed by some 
of the inhabitants of that state upon the people 
called Mormons, and that passed unpunished 
by thj administrators of the law; to know that 
there is not the least confidence to be placed 
in any of those men that were engaged in those 
jdisgraceful transactions. If the law was made 
:for th e lawless and disobedient, and punish- 
ment instituted for the guilty, why not exe- 
cute the law upon those that have transgressed 
it and punish those who have coicmitted 
crime, and grant incourageraent to the inno^ 
cent , and liberality to the industrious and pea- 
ceable. And now J intrt a 1 your honor to bear 
with me patiently, while I a>k, what good can 
accroe to this state or the United Stales, or any 
■part of this state, or the United States, or to 
yourself, or any other individual, to continue 
this prosecution upon this people, or upon Mr- 
Smith; a prosecution that you are we.l aware, 
is entirely without any fouudation or excuse.

'one word of it true, but I doubt not tnat vour 
mind has been continually harrowed up with 
.frars produced by that, and other equal) v 
groundless stories, that : that statement is true 
is next to impossible, and your own judgment 
if you will but give it scope will soon sri you 
rioht in reference to it, if anv of the ci;izend of 
Jackson had designed to murder Mr. Smith, 
they would not have been so simple as to per- 
petrate the crime in Illinois, when he would 
necessarily be required to piss through to the 
inferior of the state of Missouri, where the op^ 
portunity would have been bo much better^ and 
rhe prospect of escape much more certain;

For verily thus saith the Lord, it is expedi- 
ent in me, that they should continue preaching 
t he gospel, and in exhortation to the churches 
in the regions round abour, until conference* 
and then behold it shall be made known unto 
them by the voice, of the conference their 
several missions. 

Now verily I say unto you/my servants Jo- 
seph Sin ith, jum, and Sidney Rigdon, saith 
the Lord, it is expedient to translate again, and 
inasmuch as it is practicable to preach in the 
regions round about, until conference; and af- 
fei that, it is expedient to continue the work 
of translation, until it be finished.

And 
it came to pass that there arose a great con- 
tention among the people concerning the law 
of circumcision, for the unbelieving husband 
was desirous that his children should be cir- 
cumcised and become subject to the law of 
Mose?, which law was fulfilled. 

And it came to pass that the children being

on all o her occisiona amply repaid. Miny 
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things have been spoken by Elder Rigden con- 
cerning the early history of this chureh. There 
13 no individual who has searched the oracles 
of eternal truth, but his mind will be touched! 
with the remarks made by our venerable friend 
which unfold the dispensation of Jehovah, and 
Lave a tendency to produce the most thril- 
ling feelings in the bosoms of many who are 
this day present, and to promote our general 
edification ; he traces with pleasure on the his- 
toric pag'e the rise of nations, kingdoms and em- 
pires. Historians dwelt with great minuteness 
on the heroie'deeds, the chivalrous acts, the 
dangers and deliverances; the tact, bravery 
and heroism of their chieftains, generals andj 
governments. We as lepublicans, look back 
tothetime when this nation was under the 
iron rule of Great Britain, and groaned under 
the power, tyianny and oppression of that pow- 
erful nation. We trace with delight, the name 
cf a Washington, a Jefferson, a La Fayette and 
afi Adams, in whose bosoms burnt thespaik 
of liberty, Th ese themes are dwelt upon with 
delight by cur own legislators, our governors 
and presidents; they are subjects which fire 
our souls with patriotic aTdor, But if these; 
things animate them so much, how much more 
great, noble and exalted are the things laid be- 
fore us. They were engaged in founding 
kingdoms, and empires that were destined to 
dissolution and decay, and although many of 
luern were great, formidable and powerful, 
they now exist only in name. Their tf *cloud 
capped tower*, their solemn temples, are dis- 
solved," and nothing now remain* of their for- 
mer magnificence, or ancient grandeur, but a 
few dilapidated buildings and broken column*, 
a few shattered fragments remains to- tell to 
this and to other generations, the perishable 
nature cf earthly pomp and worldly glory. — 
Tney were engaged in founding empires and 
establishing kingdoms, and powers that had in 
themselves the seed3 of destruction, and were 
destined to decay. We are laying- the foun 

dation of a kingdom that shall last ferevet; 

that shall bloom in time and blossom in eterni- 
ty. We are engaged in a greater work than 
tver occupied the attention of mortals; we 
live in a day that prophets and kings desired 
to see, but died without the sight. When, we 
hear the history of the rise of this kingdom, 
Turn one who has been with it from its infan- 
cy, from the Hps of our venerable friend who 
has taken an active part m all the history of 
the church, can we be surprised that he should 
feel animated, and that hi* soul should burn 
with heaven'y yjull We see in him a man of 
<iod who can contemplate the glories of heav 
en; the vitions of eternity, ami who yet looks 



forward to the opening glories which the great 
Eloheim has manifested to him, pertaining to 
righteousness and peace; a man who now be- 
holds the things roll on which he has long 
since beheld in prophetic vision. Most men 
have established themselves in authority,by lay. 
ing desolate other kingdoms, and the destruc- 
tion of other powers, Their kingdoms have 
been founded in blood and supported by tyr- 
anny and oppression. The greatest chieftains 

| of the earth have obtained their glory, if glory 

it can be called, by blood, carnage and ruin. 

One nation has been built up at the expense 

I and ruin of another, and one man has been 
made at the expense of another, and yet these 
great men were called honorable for their in- 
glorious deeds of rtpine. They have slam their 
thousands, and caused the orphans to weep and 
the widows to mourn. Men did these things 

1 because- they could do it, because they had 
power to desolate nations and spread terror 
and desolation. They have made themselves 
immortal as great men. The patriots of this 
country had indeed a laudable object in view, 

j o plausible excuse for the course they took,— 
They stood up in defence of their right*, liber- 
ty and freedom; tut where are now those prin- 
ciples of freedom? Where the lawa that pro- 
tect all men in their religious opinigns? where 
the laws that say a man shall worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of his own conscience 1 
What say ye, ye saints, ye who are exiles in 
the land of LIBERTY. How came you here? 
Can yeu in this land of equal rights return in 
safety to your possessions in Missouri ? No! — 

j You are exiles from thence* and there is no 
power, no voice, no arm to redress your griev- 
ances. Is this the gracious* boon for which 
your fathers fought, and struggled, and died? 
Shades of the venerable dead, could you but 
gaze upon this scene and witness tens of thou- 
sands of Americans in exile on Columbia ; asoil, 
if pity could touch your boEoms, how would 
you mourn for the oppressed; if indignation, 
how would yon curse the heartless wretches 

i that haveso desecrated and polluted the tern- 

: pLe of liberty. **How has the gold become 

dim, and the fine gold, how has it changed ! T1 

Let it not be told among the heathen monarcha 

of Europe, iest they laugh and say ha ! ha 1 So 

would we have it. Ye saints, never let it go 

abroad, that yc are exiles in the land of liberty, 

lest ye disgrace your republic in the- eyes of 

the nations of the earth ; bnt tell it to thoFe who 

robbed and plundered, and refused to give yon 

your rights; tell your rulers that all their deeds 

of form* are tarnished, and their glory is depar* 
ted. Are we now indeed in a lon-1 of liberty, 
of- freedom^ >f equal rights? Would \q God" 1 
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could answer ves; but no! no\ '. I cannot. They 
kave robbed ue, we are stripped of our possess- 
ion?, many of out friends are slain, and out 
government says "your cause is just, but we 
can do nothing for you." Hear it, ye great 
men, we are here in exile! Here are thousands 
of men in bondige, in a and of liberty, j 
of freedom!! If ye have any patriotism left, 
shake oil your fetters, and come and proclaim 
us free, and give us our rights 1 speak of this 
government as being one of the best of govern- 
meats, as one of the greatest, purest, and yet, 
what a melancholy picture . O ye venerable 
fathers who fought for your liberty, blu9h for 
your children, and mourn, mourn over your 
country's shame. We are now talking about 
a government which sets herself up as a pat- 
tern for the nations of the earth, and yet, O 
what a picture, If this is the best, the most 
patriotic, the most free* what is the situation 
of the rest? Here we apeak with national 
pride of a Washington, a La Fayette, a Mon- 
roe, and a Jefferson; who fought for their liber- 
tie?, and achieved one of the greatest victories 
ever won, and scarcely has one generation pass- j 
ed away before 15000 citizens petition govern- 
ment for redress of their wrongs, and they 
turn a deaf ear to their cry. Let us compare 
this with the ChuTch of Christ, fourteen years 
ago a few men assembled in a log cabin; they 
saw the visions of heaven and gazed upon the 
eternal world ; they looked through the rent 
vista of futurity, and beheld the glories of eter- 
nity; they were planting those principles 
which were concocted in the bosom of Jeho- 
vah ; they were laying a foundation for the 
salvation of the world, and those principles 
which they then planted, have not jet begun 
to dwindle, but the fire still burns in their 
bones; the principles are planted [in different 
nations, and are wafted on every breeze. When 
I caze upon this company of men, I see those 
who are actuated by patriotic and noble prin- 
ciples, who will stand up in defence of the 
oppressed, of whatever country, nation, color, 
or clime. I sec it in their countenances; it is 
planted by the spirit of God, and they have re- 
ceived it from the great Eloheim, all the pow- 
er or influence of mobs, priestcraft and cor- 
rupt men, cannot quench it, it will burn, it is 
comprehensive as the designs of God, and as 
expansive as the universe, and reaches to ali 
the world, no matter whether it was an Indian, 
a negro or any other man, or set of men that 
are oppressed, you would stand forth in their 
defence. I say unto you, continue to cherish 

those principle 3 ; let them expand, and if the 
tiee of liberty has been blasted in this nation ; 
if it has been gniwed by worm?, and already 



blight has overspread it, we will stand up in 
defence of our liberties, and proclaim our- 
selves free in time and in eternity.

C. Dunn, The elders were strictly charged to 
keep within ihe limit* of the first principle?, 
and let myeteries alone. It was ascertained 
that some were unwise and had taught false 
doctrine; such were corrected. The congregu" 
xiori was dismissed, and the elders assembled 
together and addressed by the president, and 
cider G. A* Smith, who forcibly urged upon 
:heir minds the necessity of their pursuing a 
wise course in relation to their teachings; it 
let what they called mysteries clone. The

ing, among whom were eldeT Cornish and Key- 
zar. We were al*?o informed that elder Bottom 
was injuring the cause in places where he had 
been; and if one fourth part of the testimony 
be true concerning th* teachings and mysteries 
which Dr. Samuel Parker has strewed by the 
way side since he left Nauvoo, we are satisfied 
that he is filled with mysteries that never en- 
tered into the mind of God, or the authorities 
of the church. He had left Michigan and gone 
to Canada. As there was such a number of fel- 
lers present, the greatest care was taken to 
jive every necessary information in regard to 
their missions, that they might pursue a wise 
policy in every thing aesigntd them. 

Sunday, June 2. 
A Jarge and respectable audience assembled 
at 10 o^dock, A. M., which was composed of 
many of the most respectable citizens of the 
county; who were addressed in the forenoon 
by elder W. Woodruff, followed by elder Z. 
Coltrin, In the afternoon elder G. A, Smith, 
followed by elders D . Fulmer, S. Bent and 
C, C. Rich, ably* set forth the first princi- 
ples of the gospel oT Christ, and delivered their 
testimony, (attended with the spirit and power 
of God,) unto the audience, who sex in silence, 
manifest ; ng great interest and attention. At 

the close of the meeting that warmth of friend- 
ship and kindness of feeling that is character- 
ise of a noble nnd generous soul, was mani- 
fested by man v of the assernblv, amon* whom 
was Gen. Comstock, and Dr« Hood.

Dear Brother:— With due respect, I take mr 
pen to address yr>u a short letter, I am well, 
thank the great giver of all good, and hope you 
are too. When I left La Harp, I proceeded to 
Ottowa, preached a few times when 1 left for 
Indiana and travelled over the worst road that 
1 ever saw, I crossed the Wabash at Coving- 
ton, where I introduced truth among them. — 
Thev were wild and unreasonable at first, bat 
soon became more tame; I succeeded in get- 
ting the court house and preached twice, and 
left with an urgent request to return. From 
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good standing, except 4 members doubtful. 
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thence I went to Fredericksburg on the Indi-y 
anapolis road, where I preached to a congregu- 
t ion, the most of whom had never seen a Mor- 
mon before. From thence I went to Jamestown 
where I preached again; the meeting went off 
well, and the people seemed anxious to hear 
the truth. From thence I went to Fittsborough 
where I preached to an audience who had nev- 
er heard a eaint before ;thev had manv and awful 
conjectures about the truth, and sent three 
miles for a Protestant Methodist to oppose me; 

I set lorth faith and repentance and 
baptism, for the remission of sins, &c, which 
he opposed io strong that he quaked like old 
Selahazzer, and finally it grew into a debate; 
the Mormon the affirmative, and the Metho- 
dist the negitive; but after one night's sleep* 
(the debate wis to come offthe next day,) he 
wanted to be off; he too when he began to con- 
sider, believedjthe same things, except baptism, 
and that he would not deny.

Joseph Smithy who was murdered in 
cool blood, in Carthage Jail, on Thurscnv. the 
27th day of June, was one of the best men that 
ever lived on the earth. The work he f*a s 
thus far performed, towards establishing pure 
religion, and preparing the way for the great 
gathering of Israel, in the short space of t wen* 
ty years since the lime when the angel of the 
Lord made known his mission and save him 
power to move the cause of Zton, exceed anv 
thing of the kind on record. Without learn- 
ing, without means and without experience, 
he has met a learned world; a rich century; 
a hard hearted, wicked, and adulterous gener- 
ation, with truth that could not be resisted? 
facts that could not be disproved; revelations, 
whose spirit had so much God in them that the 
servants of the Lord could not be gainsaid or 
resisted, but like the rays of light from the 
sun, they have tinned every thing they lit up- 
on, with a lustre and livery which has animat- 
ed, quickened, and aJorned. 

The pages of Gen* Smith's history, though 
his enemies never ceased to persecute him and 
hunt for offences against him, are as unsullied 
as virgin snow; on about fifty prosecutiens for 
supposed criminal offences, he came out of the 
legal fire, heated like Nebuchadnezzar's fur- 
nace, seven times hotter than it was wont to 
be, without the smell of fire, or a thread of hia 
garments scorched.

In thus descanting upon the glory of Gener- 
al Joseph Smith and the cowardly disgrace of 
his assassins, let hia noble minded brother Hy- 
rum have no less honor shown him: he lived 
so far beyond the ordinary walk of man, that 
even the tongneof the vilest slanderer could 
not touch his reputation.

The want of a perfect knowledge of the ser- 
vants of God, of the Son of God, in all age*, 
down to thislast, horrid, heart sickening butch- 
ery of those two unoffending American, free- 
men, must have been the great first cause of 
taking life contrary to the law ofGod orman. 

Leaving religion out of the case, where is 
the lover of his country, and his posterity, that 
does not condemn push an outrageous murder, 
and will not lend all his powers, energies and 
influence to^bringjthe offenders to -justice and 
judgement? Every good man will do it when 
he remembers, that these two innocent men 
were confined in jail for a supposed crime, de- 
prived of any weapons to defend themselves: 
had the pledged faith of the State of Illinois^ 
by Gov* Ford, for their protection, and were 
then shot to death, while, with uplifted hands 
they gave such signs of distress as would have 
commanded the interposition and benevolence 
of Savages or Pagans. They were both Ma- 
pons in good standing. Ye brethren of i( the 
mystic tie" what think ye! Where is our 
good Master Joseph and Hyrum? Is there a pa- 
gan, heathen, or savage nation on the globe 
that would not be moved on this great occasion, 
as the trees of the forest are moved by a migh- 
tv wind?

Letter of M. M. Aoaft, to the Bos. Mer. Journal 

New York, June 18:h, 1344. 

Mr. Editoe:— a late number of your paper 
contained the following paragraph : — 

Jews. — It is said that the total number of 
Jews throughout the world is estimated at 3 r 
163,700, aud it is said that this number has 
never materially varied from the time of David 
downwards. 

It has always been a subject of interest, al- 
though not of general inquiry, to ascertain as 
nearly as possible, the numerical force of the 
Jewish people in every part of the world* and 
looking forward to the speedy fulfillment of all 
the promises made t* that peculiar and iavored 
race in their restoration to the land of their 



ancestors. I have been at considerable pains 
to obiain a census, a ec orate as far as every 
country in Europe is referred to. but depending 
upon estimates, always below the actual num- 
ber, of those residing in Asia and Africa, 
from which it appears that the Jewish nation 
number full six millions of people, divided and 
located as follows:— 
In all parts of ancient Poland, before 

the partition of 1772 - - 1,000,000 
In Russia, comprehending Woldavia 

and Wallachia - - - 200,000 
In the different states of Germany - 750,000 
In Holland and Belgium - - 80,000 
Sweden and Denmark - 6,000 
France ------ 75,000 

England - . - 60,000 

Italian States • 200,000 
All North and South America and 

West Indies - 100,000 
In the Mahometan Slates of Europe, 

Asia and Africa - ~ - 3,000,000 
Persia, China and Hindoston - 1,000,000

The above includes all who are actually 
known as professing and following the religion 
of their forefathers. It is impossible to ascer- 
tain the number of those residing in Catholic 
countries and concealing their religion from 
motives* The number in Spain who preferred 
outwardly embracing the Catholic faith to 
avoid banishment under Ferdinand and Isabel- 
la, is several hundred thousands, and are ni 
this day connected with the first famiLes in 
Spain and Portugal. In Asia and the Turkish 
dominions, I have made an estimate rather be- 
low theii actual number. Tney are powerful 
in China, and on the borders of Tartary; like- 
wise in Persia and the countries bordering on 
the Indian Ocean, In Abyssinia and Ethiopa 
there are many communities of black Jews, 
and they have a separate congregation at Cal- 
cutta. 

The number of the Jewish people dispersed 
in every part of the world will surprise no one 
who takes into consideration that for the last 
four hundrtd years they have been in a mea- 
sure exempt from those persecutions which 
they suffered prior to the reformation; nor 
have they been included in the various wars 
which have for several hundred years desolated 
Europe and Asia. Naturally a pactfiic people, 
adhering at a very early age to their interna* 
tional marriages, exceedingly temperate in liv-

Under all 
these calamities! and oppressions, the Jewp 
like those vivacious plants which can resist the 
intemperance of all seasons, have been by di- 
vine interposition, enabled to sus'am them* 
selves amidst so many appalling obstacle^ and 
have found in the strength of their laws, new 
principles of existence, . 

In pursuing the inquiry as to their numeri- 
cal lorce, much interesting information has 
been obtained as to their various pursuits; and 
it is gratifying to learn that agriculture, their 
original occupation, claims a great portion of 
their attention. The plains of Nineveh 
Grerce, Persia, Eery pt, Lithunia, Ukraine and 
Moldavia, are full of Jewish agriculturalists; 
they are, it is said, the best cultivator? of the 
grape in Turkey; in all parts of the East they 
are dyers, workers in silk, weavers and black- 
smiths; in Poland they are farmers, curriers* 
lace weavers, potters and silversmiths; and al- 
though the great body of the nation are still en- 
gaged in trade and commercejin every quarter 
of the world, wiih undiminished success, they 
are nevertheless receiving a more liberal edu- 
cation, are cultivating a taste for the arts, ma- 
ny are pursuing the more enlightened and sci, 
entific professions with reputation, and are in* 
stituting reforms in the ceremonial parts of - 
their religion, without invading any of its car- 
dinal principles. 

Wealth is not generally or equally diffused 
among the Jews, but the aggregate of their pos- 
sessions constitutes them by far the most weal* 
thy people on earth, and the enormous propor- 
tions are so located as to secure a very decided 
influence in the movements of every nation, 
making them, in a measure, the arbitrator of 
very important movements* 

Although the Jewish people are entirely pas- 
sive in relation to their restoration, and wait- 
ing the great advent with the same patience 
and humility which they have evinced for the 
last eighteen hundred ycarFj relying with una- 
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bated confidence on the promisee and protec- II their numbers— unawed by their power, he has 
tion of that divine power which hat ever been 1 always come off victorious, and thwarted all tb^ 



near them and with them, nevertheless there 
has been no period in their history in which 
Christian* generally have taken more interest 
in their temporal and religious welfare, than 
they evince at the present time. This is the 
providential preiude to great events;— they 
know too little of each other; and a closeT ap- 
proximation, a mutual surrender of prejudi- 
ces, and a greater reliance of Christiana upon 
what constituted primitive Christianity, will at 
once sVow how slender is the line that divides 
us. I cannot avoid believing that the great 
triumphs reserved for Christianity will be in 
their agency and co-operation in restoring the 
Jews to their ancient heritage, for it cannot be 
politically accomplished without their aid, and 
if the second advent, to calied, and so ardently 
desired by p ious Christians ii ever to come to 
j>aaB, it cannot, I hardly conceive, take place 
until after the restoration is accomplished^ and 
there is a throne to be occupied a nation to be 
governed, and the prophecies fulfilled, 

I beg your pardon for thus occupying your 
space, I intended merely to correct the error 
in the census, but have been led into other 
matters.

Mr. Editor: — 

Dear Sir: — It is with mingled feelings of grat- 
itude and pleasure, that I again seat myself to

Upon my return hom Amherst conference, 
I resumed the translation of the scriptures. —

piled. It appeared self-evident from what 
truths were left, that if Gad rewarded every 
o ne according to the deeds done in the body, 
the term ^heaven, 5 * a? intended for the saint's 
eternal hom*, must include more kingdoms 
than one. Accordingly on the lGth of Febru- 
ary, IS32, while translating Sc. John's gospel, 
mvself and elder Ritrdoa saw the follow in fr 

VISION*. 

Hear, O ye heavens, and give car, O earth, 
*nd rejoice ye inhabiranfs thereof, for the Lord 
if God, and besides him there is no Savior:— 
jreat is his wisdom ; marvellous arc his wavs; 
and the extent of his doings none can find out; 
his purposes foil not, neither are there any 
who can stay his hand : from eternity to eter- 
nity, he is the same and his years never fail . 

For thussaith the Lord, I the Lord am mer- 
ciful and gracious unto those who fear me, a;id 
delight to honor those who serve me in ri^htc- 
ousness, and in truth un'o the end; great shall 
be their reward, and eternal shall be their glo- 
ry ; and to them will I reveal all invsterics: vea, 
all the hidden mysteries of my kingdom from 
days of old; and for ages to come will I make 
known unto them the good pleasure of my will 
concerning all things pertaining to my king- 
dom: yea, even the wonders of eternity shall 

;ev know, and things to corns will I show 
th*m, even the things of many generations; 
their wisdom shall b^ great, and their under- 
standing rjach to heeaven: and before them 
thejwisdom of the wise shall perish, and the 
understanding of the prudent shall come to 
nojght; for by my spirit will I enlighten them, 
and by my power will I make known unto 
them the secrets of my will; yea, even those 
things which eye has not seen, nor ear heard 
nor yet entered into the heart of man. 

We, Joseph Smith, jr, and Sidney Rigdon, 
being in the Spirit on the 16th of February 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eicrht 
hundred and thirty-two, by the power of the 
Spiritour eyes were opened, and our under- 
standings were enlightened, so as to see and 
understand the things of God, even those 



things which were from the beginning before 
the world war, which were ordained of the 
Father, through his only begotten Son, who 
was in the bosom of the Father, even from the 
beginning, of whom we bear record, and trie 
reeord which we bear is the fulness of the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, who is the Soo, whom we

CONFERENCE MINUTES. 



Continuation of last April's Conference. 
At two o'clock, P. M., Patriarch Hyrum 
Smith arrived at the fetand, and said he wanted 



1 to speak something about the Temple. We 
want 200,000 shingles, as we shall resume the 
work on the Temple immediately; all who have 
not paid their tithing, come on and do it. We 
want provisions, money, boards, planks, and 
any thing that is good; we dont want any more 
old guns or watches. I thought some time ago 
I would get up a small subscription, so that the 
sisters might do something. In consequence of 
some misunderstanding, it has not gone on as at 

j first; it is a matter of my own, I do not ask it 

^ as a tithing. I give a privilege for any one to 
pay a cent a week, or fifty cents a year. I want 
it by next fall to boy nails and glass* It is dif- 
ficult to get money, I know that a small sub- 
scription will bring in more than a large one; — 
the poor can help in this way. I take the re- 
sponsibility upon myself, and call again upon 

i the sisters; I call again until I get about $1,000, 
it only requires 2,000 subscribers. I have sent 
this subscription to England, and the branches; 
lam not to be dictated to, by any one except 
the prophet and God; I want* you to pay in 
your subscriptions to me, and it shall always be 
said boldly by me — the sisteTs bought the glass 
in that house — and their names shall be written 
in the book of the law of the Lord. It is not a 

[tax but a free will offering to procure something 
which shall ever be a monument of your works- 
No member of the Female Relief Society got it 
up; I am the man that did it; they ought not to 
infringe upon it; I am not a member of the Fe- 
male Relief Society; I am one of the commit- 

j tee of the Lord's House. I wish to accomplish 

I something; I wish all the saints to have an op- 
portunity to do something; I want the poor to 
have a chance with the purse of five dollars. — 
The widow's two mites, were more in the eyes 
of the Lord, than the purse of the rich; and the 
poor woman shall have a seat in the hou^e of 
God, she who pays her two mites as much as 
the rich; because it is all they have. I wish all 
to have a place in that house; I intend to stim- 
ulate the brethren; I want to get the roof on 
this season; I want to [ret the windows in, in 
the winter, so that we maybe able to dedicate 
the house of the Lord by this time next year, if 
nothing more than one room; I will call upon 
the brethren to do something. 

I cannot make a comparison between the 

house of God and any thing now in existence. 
Great things are to grow out of that house; there 
is a great and mighty power to grow out of it; 
there is an endowment; knowledge is power, we 
want knowledge; we have frequently difficulties 

\ with persons who profess to be Latter Day 
Saints; when the sacrament will be administer- 

1 ed in the Lord's house, it will do away with a 
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1 ed in the Lord's house, it will do away with a 
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great deal of difficulty that is now in existence. 
If we can hare a privilege and confess our 
faults unto God and one another every Sabbath 
day, it will do away with these, you poor sis- 
ters shall have a seat in that house; I will stand 
on the top of the pulpit and proclaim to all what 



God is able to take care of them. Let God judge, 
do your duty, and let men alone, 

I wish to speak about Messrs, Law's steam 
mill, there has been a great deal of bickering 
about it. The n^ill has been a great benefit to 
the city, no matter how much fault found; it has 



the sisters have done; when you offer up your . becn the meaM of buiIding up the city? it has 
sacraments every Sabbath, you will feel well a ; brought in thousands who would not have come 

here; but as they saw that the Mormons had 
not got horns, they came, and have got good by 
it* People would rather come in than starve.— 
The Messrs* Laws have sunk their capital- and 
done a gTeat deal of good; it is out of character 
to cast any aspersions on the Messrs. Laws.— 
When we come to investigate the conspira- 
cy, it is that rascal Jackson who presumed up- 
on them; he supposed he could lead them into 
any manner of iniquity. I do not believe that 
the Messrs, Laws would do any thing to injure 
me or any man's life. The men gave in affida- 
vit that Jackson said they would go into it tooth 
and toe nail; I will not believe they will do it, 
if Jackson swore it upon a stack of Bibles as 
big as Mount Etna. I make these observations 
for the purpose of putting down prejudice. If 
I was as full of the devil as an egg is full of 
meat, and you undertook to oppress me, you 
could not drive me, neither if I was full of the 
SprritofGod. Never undertake to destroy men 
because they do some evil thing; it is natural 
for a man to be lead and not driven; put down 
iniquity by good works; many men speak with- 
out any contemplation, but when they have a 
little contemplation it would not h ave been spo- 
ken* We ought to be careful what we say, and 
take the example of Jesus, cast over the mantle 
of charity and trv to cover their faults. We 
are made to enlighten, and not to darken one 
another; save men but not destroy men; do unto 
others what you would have them do unto you. 
It is well enough to root out conspiracy, do not 
fear, but if you are in the rignt track, havmg 
God to guide you, he will save you, for God 
will save you if he has to destroy the wicked so 
as by fire. 

I want to put down all false influence; all 
that brother Joseph said, wbb all right; but it 
was said by the rascal Jackson . If I thought I 
should be saved, and any in the congregation 
be lost, I should not be hnppy; for this purpose 
Jesus effected a resurrection ; oar Savior is com- 
petent to eave all from death and hell; I can 
prove it out of the revelation?; I would not 
serve a God that had not all wisdom and all 
power. The reason why I feel so good is be- 
cause I have a big soul, there are men with 
small bodies who have got souls like Enoch; 
we have gathered out all the big souls from 



whole week; you will get a gTeat portion of the 
Spirit of God, enough to last you a week, and 
you will increase. We are now deprived of the 
privilege of giving the necessary instruction, — 
hence we want a house. Ail the mo^ey shall 
be laid out for what you design it; it shatit be 
paid for any thing else. I am one of the com- 
mittee; the committee tell me the quarry is 
blockaded, it is filled with rock; the stone cut- 
ters are wanting work; come on with your 
teams as soon as conference is over. It is not 
necessary for me to tell who will come and do 
it; I will prophesy that you will do it There is 
not one in the city but what will do right if they 
know it; only one or two exceptions and they 
are not worth notice; God will take care of 
them, and if he dont the devil will. I described 
them once and you will always know them 
while you see them, they will keep hopping till 
they hop out of town. Some are tree toads who 
clijab tie trees and are continually croaking* — 
We are now the most noble people on the face 
of the giobe, and we have no occasion to fear 
tad -poles. We are designated by the all-seeing 
eye, designated to do good; not to stoop to any 
low thing. We are apt to sufler prejudice to 
get into our hearts on hearing reports, we never 
should allow it; never should pass our judgment 
until we hear both sides, I will tell a Dutch 
anecdote: a certain Dutchman had a cause 
brought before him and heard one side and he 
gave in his decision, *by sure you have got the 
case;' and when the other party brought their 
witnesses, he said again, £ bv sure and you have 
got the case too.* If you hear of any one high 
in authority , that he is rather inclined toaposta- 
cy, dont let prejudice arise, but pray for him; — 
God may feel after him and he may return; nev- 
er speak reproachfully or disrespectfully, he is 
in the hand of God, I am one of those peace- 
makers who take a stand above these little 
things. It has been intimated we should have in- 
vestigations this conference, do you think 1 
would trouble this conference ; with it If I 
have a difficulty with a man I will go and settle 
it, let them settle their difficulties ; there is not a 
man who has had a difficulty, who would trouble 

tills congregation about it; we ask no favors, 

we can settle it ourselves; dont think any thing 

about persons who are on the eve of apostacy, 
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the ends of the earth ; the gospel picks out all 
the big souls, out of all creation; and we will 
get all the big souls out of all the nations, and 
we shall have the largest city in ttie world; It 
works just like a God . We wilt gather out all 
the big souls out of every nation : as soon as 
the gospel catches hold of a big soul it brings 
them all right up to Zion. There is a thing 
called an eye star ; the gospel iB similar; then 
will have a people big enough to be saved. — 
Popery could not write what Enoch preached; 
he told the people the Spirit of God took him 
up into a high mountain; showed him the die- 
tress of the people ; the destruction of the world, 
and he said his heart swelled wide as eternity; 
but Popery could not receive any thing as large 
as that. Every society are just like them; God 
Almighty has made me na'^ souls according to 
the society which he lives in, with very few 
exceptions, and when men come to live with 
the Mormcns, their souls swell a? if they were 
going to stride the planets, as I stride the Re- 
public of America* I can believe that man can 
go fromplan^ to planet, a man gets so high 
in the mansions above, 

A certain good sister came to my house and 
she was troubled because she heard so many 
hig things; she thought it weakened her faith. 
I told her she had too much faith; she believed 
too much; I will tell you how you may know 
whether the thing is true or not. When any 
come to you with a lie, you feel troubled; God 
will trouble you ana will not approbate you in 
such belief; you had better get some antidote 
to get rid of it. Humble yourself before God, 
and ask him for his spirit; and pray to him to 
j udee it for you. It is better not to have so 
much faith, than to have so much as to believt? 
all the lies. Before this conference closes I 
I want to get ill the elders together. I shall 
make a proclamation: I want to take the line 
and axe,and hew you,and make you rs straight 
as possible; I will maki you as straight ae a 
stretched line. Every elder that goes from 
Nauvoo to preach the gospel, if he preach any 
'hirig else we will silence him through the pub- 
lic print; I want all the elders to meet and to 
understand, and if they teach any thing but 
the pure truth we will call them home.

TWO MINUTES IN JAIL. 
Possibly the following events, occupied 
near three minutes, but I think onlv about two, 
and have penned them for the gratification of 
nuny friends- 
Carthage, June 27th, 1844- 

A shower of musket ball* were thrown up 



the stair way against the door of the prison in 
the second story, followed by many rapid foot- 
steps. While Generals Joseph and Hyrurn 
Smith, Mr. Taylor, and myself, who were in 
the front chamber closed the door of our room 
against the entry at the head of the stairs, and 
placed ourselves against it, there being no 
lock on the door and no ketch that was usea- 
ble. The door is a common panel, and as scon 
as wc heard the feet at the stairs head, n ball 
was sent through the door, whic'i passed be- 
tween us, and showed that our enemieB were 
desperadoes, and we must change our position. 
Gen* Joseph Smith, Mr. Taylor, and myseli 
sprang back to the front part of the room, and 
Gen. Hyrurn Smi h retreated two thirds across 
the chamber directly in front of and facing the 
door. A ball was sent through the door which 
hit Hvrum on the side of his no62 when he fell 
backwards extended at length without moving 
his feet* From the holes in his vest, (the dav 
was warm and no one had their coats on ba: 
myself,) pantaloons, drawers and shirt, it ap- 
pears evident that a ball must have been 
thrown fruni without, through the window, 
which entered his back on the right side and 
passing through lodged against his watch, 
which was in his right vest pocket completely 
pulverizing the crystal and face, tearing ofi 
the hands and mashing the whole body of the 
watch, at the same instant the ball from the 
door entered his nose. As he struck the floor 
he exclaimed emphatically ; ik Pm a dead man.* 7 
Joseph looked towards him, and responded, 
dear! Brother Hyrurn:- and opening the 
door two or three inches with his left hand, dis- 
charged one barrel of a six shooter (pistol) at 
random in the ^ntry from whence a ball graz- 
ed Hyrum^s breast* and entering his throat, 
passed into his head, while other muskets were 
aimed at him 1 arid some balls hit him. Joseph 
continued snapping his revolver, round the 
casing of the door into the space as before, 
three barrels o( which missed fire, while Mr. 
Taylor with a walking stick stood by his side 
and knocked down the bayonets and muskets, 
which were constantly discharging through 
ihe doorway, while I stood by him, ready to 
lend any assistance, with another srick, but 
could not come within striking distance, with- 
out going directly before the muzzle of the 
guns. When the revolver failed, we had no 
more fire arms, and expecting an immediate 
rush of the mob, and the door way full of mus- 
kets — half way in the room, and no hope but 
instant df,ath from within : Mr, Taylor rushed 
into the window, which is some fifteen ^r 
twenty feet from the ground.

Brother Hyrurn:- and opening the 
door two or three inches with his left hand, dis- 
charged one barrel of a six shooter (pistol) at 
random in the ^ntry from whence a ball graz- 
ed Hyrum^s breast* and entering his throat, 
passed into his head, while other muskets were 
aimed at him 1 arid some balls hit him. Joseph 
continued snapping his revolver, round the 
casing of the door into the space as before, 
three barrels o( which missed fire, while Mr. 
Taylor with a walking stick stood by his side 
and knocked down the bayonets and muskets, 
which were constantly discharging through 
ihe doorway, while I stood by him, ready to 
lend any assistance, with another srick, but 
could not come within striking distance, with- 
out going directly before the muzzle of the 
guns. When the revolver failed, we had no 
more fire arms, and expecting an immediate 
rush of the mob, and the door way full of mus- 
kets — half way in the room, and no hope but 
instant df,ath from within : Mr, Taylor rushed 
into the window, which is some fifteen ^r 
twenty feet from the ground.

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was nearly on a balance* a ball from the door

16 minutes, and 26 seconds — the force of which 
ball threw him back on the floor, and he rolled 
under the bed which stood by his side, where 
he lay motionless, the mob from the door con- 
tinuing to fire upon him, cutting away a piece 
of flesh from his left hip as large as a mar^s 
hand, and were hindered only by my knocking 
down their muzzles with a, stick; while they 
continued to reach their guns into the room, 
probably left handed, and aimed their dis- 
charge so far around as almcst to reach us in 
the corner of the room to (vhere we retreated 
and dodged, and then I re-commenced the at- 
tack with my stick again. Joseph attempted 
as the last resort, to leap the same window 
from whence Mr. Taylor fell, when two balls 
pierced him from the door, and one entered his 
right breast from without, and he fell outward 
exclaiming, u O Lord my God!*- As his feet 
went out of the window my head went in, the 
balls whistling all around. He fell on hie left 
aide a dead man. At this instant the crv was 
r&ised, u Ht'$ leaped the window," and the mob 
on the stairs* and in the entry ran out. I with- 
drew from the w indow, thinking it of no use 
to leap out on a hundred bayonets, then around 
Gjii. Smith's body. Not satisfied with this 1 
again reached my head out of the window and 
watched some seconds, to see if there were 
any signs of life, regardless of my own, deter- 
mined to see the end of him I loved ; being ful- 
iy satisfied, that he was dead, with a hundred 
men near the body and more coming round the 
corner of the jail, and expecting a return to 
out room I rushed towaids the prison door, at 
trie head of the stairs, and through the entry 
from whence the firing had proceeded, to 
Jearn if the doors into the prison were open. — 
AVhen near the entry, Mr. Taylor caKed out, 
'•take me; n I pressed my way till I found all 
doors unbarred, returning instantly caught 
Mr. Taylor under my arm, and rushed by the 
stairs into the dungeon, or inner prison, 
stretched him on the floor and covered him 
with a bed in such a manner, as not likely to 
be perceived, expecting an immediate return 
of the mob. I said to Mr, Taylor, this is a hard 

case to lay you on the floor, but if your w^ounds 

are not fatal I want you to live to tell the sto- 

jy. I expected to be shot me next moment, 

and stood before the door awaiting the onset.

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PERILOUS TIMES. 
The ancient prophets and apostles all seem to 
have had a view of the great troubles of the last 
da^s; and, in order the more fully to make the 
subject plain, they particularized the actora, 
and the scenes; that the generation w r hich was 
to experience the vanity of flesh, and the 
wrath of God, might know of a Burety the ex- 
act time. To this end, Paul wrote to his son 
Timothy, in this wise ; [2d Timothy, 3 ; 1—4.] 

"■This know also, that in the last days peril- 
ous times shall come; for men shall be lovers 
of their own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, unthank- 
ful, unho'y, without natural affection, truce 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, fierce, de- 
spUers of those that are good, traitors, heady, 
high-minded, lovers of pleasure more than lov- 
ers of God. 7 ' 

The language of this apostle is so plain that 
no person of sense can possibly mistake it. — 
Truce breakers, false accusers and traitor*, 
come before us in living reality. Peter also who 
held the keys of the kingdom, says; [2odPe* 
ter, 2; 1—3,] 

"But there were false prophets also among 
the people, even as there shall be faUe teach- 
era among you, who privately shall bring in 
damnable heretics, even denying the Lord that 
bought them, and bring upon themselves swift 
destruction; and many shall f#llow their per- 
nicious ways; by reason of whom the way of 
truth shall be evil spoken of. And through 
covetousness shall they with feigned words 
make merchandize of you: whose judgment 
now of a long time lingereth not,and their dam- 
nation slumbereih not" 

If the way of truth was ever evil spoken of, 
now is the time. This is not all; Peter wrote 
again that we c -may be mindful of the words 
which were spoken before by the holy prophets, 
and of the commandments of us, the apostles of 
! the Lord and Savior, knowing this first, that 
j there shall come in the last days scoJTer*,walking 
'nfter their own lusts." These predictions 
coupled with that emphatic declaration of Je- 
j sus Chris: to "the Twelve; 1 ' that because iniqui- 
ty shall abound, the love of many shall wax cold* 
are all sufficient indexes to moral men, that now

tions who might seek an assylura 

t£ ln the land of the free 
And the home of the brave," 
has become recreant to those rights, and ac- 
tually mustered military and mob for Hife lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness/' whereby, 
after an attack with cannon and small arm's, 
*ome twelve or fourteen persons have been 
killed, and nearly fifty wounded. We need 
not say more, the great flood on the Missouri 
and Mississippi river?,the fermentation of soci- 
ety over the whole country, and the lack jof 
confidence among rulers, priest and people, are 
occurrences so prominent that all ears must 
hear and all eyes'mugt see. Should there beanv 
so calous as to say, 4< these things have al- 
ways been so," we answer, events have always 
happened, men have often fought, and waters 
hare arisen and fell, but rarely by a specified 
time of the prophets. 

If any one will take the pains to read Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel and Daniel, they will find a 
destruction determined for the whole earth, 
whichvfrom the time it goeth forth it shall take 
you: for morning by morning shalt it pass over, 
by:day and by r,ight; and it shall be a vexa- 
tion only to understand the report. For the bed 
is shorter than that a man can stretch himself 
on it; and the covering narrower than that he 
can wrap himself in it. For the Lord will rise 
np as in mount P.erazim, he shall be wroth as 
in the valley of Gibeon, that he may do his 
work, his strange work ; and bring to pass his 
act, his strange act. Now therefore be ye not 
mockers, lest your bands be made strong; fori 
have heard from the Lord God of hosts, a con- 
sumption, even determined upon the whole 
earth ," ! 

If the great family of man collectively and 
individually cannot see a time of trouble com- 
iag speedily upon the world , lite a whirlwind, 



the Spirit of God must have nearly withdrawn, 
as in the days of the flood. From one of our 
exchanges the following is added to show that 
trouble seldom comes single. 

"The Cholera, which started from India in 
its desolating progress through the world, is 
making sad havoc in the same region at pres- 
ent. Four American missionaries have died at 
Madura, and the natives are dying at the rate

CX PSALM. 
Among the many strange things presenting 
themselves to the gaze of intelligence, we have 
thought that three translations of ihe cx psalm 
might have their good effect to cause men to 
reason and reflect for themselves on the sub- 
ject of religion, as well at; on arts and sciences. 
The first translation was made in the 15th cen- 
tury, and bears the printers date *M582'* in old 
English black letter. We give the original 
spelling, and italicise their addition?: 

A PSALM Of DAVID . 

1 "TheLcrd said unto my Lord, sit thou at 
my right hand, untiM I make thine enemies 
thy footstoole. 

2 The Lorde shall sendc the rodde of thy 
power out of Zion : be thou ruler in the middes 
of thine enemies, 

3 Thy people shall come willingly at the 
time of assembling: thine army in holy beauty: 
the youth of ihy wombe shall be as the morn- 
ing dewe, 

4 The Lorde sware and will not repent, 
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thou art a prieat forever after the order of Mel- 
chizedek, 

5 The Lord, that is at thy right hande, shall 
wound kings in the day of his wrath. 

6 He shatl be judge among the heathen : he 
shall fill all M'ith dead bodies, and smite the 
head over great countreys. 

7 He shall drink of the brooke in the way: 
therefore shall i e U ft up Ata head,'* 

The second translation, made in the begin- 
ning oF he 17th century, by King James tran- 
slators, is as follows: 

A PSALM OF DAVID. 

1 "The Lord said unto my Lord, Bit thou at 
my righuhand, until I make thine enemies thy 
footstool, 

2 The Lord shall send the rod of thy 
strength out of Zion ; rule thou in the midst of 
thine enemies,

thy youth, 

4 The Lord hath sworn and will not repent, 
thou art a priest forever after the order of Mel- 
cbizedek.

C He shall judge among the heathen, he 
shall fill the places with the dead bodies; he 
f hall wound the head over many countries. 

7 He shall drink of the brook in the way;

The third translation made in the 19th cen- 
tury, is from the Hebrew of Michaelis, inde- 
pendent of sects or creed?, and is as follows : —

1 "The LoTd said unto my Lord, sit thou on 
my right hand until I place thine enemies at 
thy footstool. 

2 The rod of thy strength the Lord will send 
from Zion: sabdue thou in the midstof thine 
enemies. 

3 A plenty of thy people for the day ; thine 
army in the majesty of holiness from the re- 
cess of the morning, far thyself, the dew hath 
begotten thee, 

4 Tfte Lord hath sworn and will not lament, 
thou art a priest for eteraity over the order of 
the king of righteousness. 

5 My Lord, upon thy right crusheth the 
kingdoms in the day of his wrath. 

6 He will judge among the nations full of 
dead bodies* to crush the head over the whole 
earth. 

7 From the stream in the way, he will drink* 
therefore he will exalt the head,

Nov. 4:h, 1843. 
Lat, 20-15, Lon. 25-19, we*t from Greenwich. 

I expect f re this reaches you, brother P. 
B. Lewis will deliver you the letter and arti- 
clea I sent you by him, with the £3,00 in 
cash, I expect he has told you the state of Br. ; 
Hanks health when he left us, the reason I 
never wrote you the particulars of his health 
was because he did not wish to have his friend? 
know the worst. I did not see him from the 
time 1 left them at Evansville till he came to 
me at Winchester. At first sight of him there 
I saw he had failed materially, and I was bed- 
fellow with him; my heart often ached to 



hear the deep rooted cough as it racked his 
whole frame. I kept a bed vessel with some 
freah water in it and what he raised from his 
lungs would sink in it like lumps of clay ; thia 
indicated to me that short of the immediate in" 
terposition of divine Providence nothing would 
save him from a premature grave. On his pas- 
sage from Nauvoo to New York he seemed to 
recruit up, but from New York to New Bed- 
ford he with Brother Grouard took passage in a 
packet; the weather was rough and they were 
both sea sick, by being exposed to the sea air 
together with his sea sickness, his disease took 
a regular downward course, from which I had 
but little "hopes of his recovering. When 1 
met him a; Winchester, the kind attention 
and anxious solicitude which Sister Abigail 
and the rest of the family took in his welfare, 

seemed to recruit him up a little. 

When we took stage for Boston, our friends 

in Winchester, with myself, felt fearful he 
wouid not be able to perform the journey, but 
the thought of meeting Brothers Rogers and 
Grouard, the expectation of seeing some of the 
^Twelve, and attending conference with a 
large collection of brethren, stimulated him to 
great faith, and he stood the ride far beyond 
my expectation. The stage was crowded in- 
side with ladies, and we were obliged to take 
an outside seat, for one of that kind it was 
very good, much of the way I supported him in 
my arms, and when I thought he was getting 
fatigued, I would secretly place my hands up- 
on him and raise my desire to him, who is able 
to save and strengthen. We ataid in Boston 
with Sister Whitmore; her untiring kindness 
to him is long to be remembered. He was 
able to attend conference but little, he was ad- 
ministered to bv some of the Twelve once or 
twice whi'e there. I was with him continu- 
ally while I staid in Boston, I nursed him 
wt'il as I knew (as you know lam not very 
skilfu!;) I daily rubbed him with flannels, 
anointed him with consecrated oil in the name 
of the Lard, and prayed with him, and wag 
often assisted by Brother Rogers. When 1 
left for New Bedford, Brother Rogers too"* 
charge of him; they went to Salem on business 
for the mission ; oack to Boston and then came 
on to New Bedford; when 1 was away from 
him a few days the change was more visible 
than when I saw him daily. I was surprised 
at the change, and knew at thar rate he could 
live hut a few days I asked him particu- 
larly how he felt, he would at no time betray 
the leaBt fear that he should not live, notwith- 
standing he eloped up all his business before 

we left New Bedford. I believe he was deter- 
mined to die as near the place of our destin- 
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ed mission ss possible, and therefore nothing' 
would deter him from his course. When I 
saw his feeble state and knew the privations 
he would natcrally have to suffer by a sea voy- 
age, I could not help speaking discouraging to 
him on the subject, and told him of all the pri- 
vations he would have of necessity to undergo, 
but nothing would discourage him; I believe 
the reason he would never betray any fear o( 
not living, was because if he did so, our faith 
for htm might fail, and this was what he de- 
pended on to carry him to the last extremitv. — 
Indeed it was so, th*> mate of the ship (not 
knowing the cause) observed to me, he was the 
strongest constitutioned man he ever saw in his 
life, for he never saw a man lire so lonsr that 

CIS 

was so reduced. 

After we left New Bedford, we had rough 
weather, and there was but 2 or 3 davs we 
thought it prudent to take him on deck- H e 
kept his berth ihe most of the time, we took the t 
beet care possible of him, daily rubbing him 
with flannels and annointing him in the name 
of the Lord; when he was afflicted with pahs 
in any part of his system, we used to adminis- 
ter to him by the laying on of hands and he 
aever failed of receiving immediate relief, but 
to approach the root of the disease, we never 
had power to affect it, but kept its regular! 
march reducing him from day to day till I 
could clasp wiih my hand within one fourth of 
an inch the calf of his leg, making it but a lit- 
tle larger than my wris', though his appetite 
continued good he coughed and raised contin- 
ually* 

Soon after we sailed he got so weak that if 
he slept too long, he would get into a profuse' 1 
sweat, and we found it neceitary u watch him J 
we accordingly divided the night into watches' 
of 3 hours each and kept it up; he continued; 
regular till the first of November then hisi 
cough took a different turn, it was hard for him < 
to raise and his lungs seemed stuffed up. I 
had no fenrful apprehensions ol him till the' 
2nd, at low 12— I was called by Brother Rog- 
ers to relieve him and stand jny regular watch ') 
with Brother Hank?, I then hud fearful appre-l 
hensions his dissolution wa* near at hand. At 
10 o^clock, A. M. his extremities were cold,!' 
and the large drops of cold sweat covered his i 
emaciated system. It was with great difficulty 
he could taise strength enough to throw offj 
from his lungs the rattling phlegm that was 
continually threatening to strangle him, at thatl 
moment as I stood watching hiru. He made a 
violent struggle to throw up the obstacle, but 
lhrough weakness was not able, and in the 
struggle h e lost his breath, his eyes rolled up 



in h^s head and I thought he hadleft us forev- 
er. I flew to Brother Grouard (who from un« 
wearied attention had laid down to take a lit- 
tie repose) but before he could spring to his 
f^et, Broth^rllanks* caught his breath again 
and revived a little, soon after some of the cab- 
tn passengers came in to see him, Doct. Win** 
low recommended a little wine and water, af- 
ter taking that he revived ao much that he 
wished to be fhaved and his hair combed; af- 
ter this was done, I talked with him some 
time about his departure; his raind was clear, 
calm and perfectly resigned; I told him it was 
a great satisfaction to me that he had visited 
the place of my nativity he had been in the 
house my father had built ; Mas acquainted 
with his companion, (my mother) was ac ■ 
quainted with the surviving {brothers and sis- 
ters of those that had gone to the world of 
spirits before them; he had seen the portrait of 
mj brother Marshall, I asked him if he thought 
he should know him, he said if he looked like 
that, he ehotild. I told him it was taken very 
correctly. I sent word by him to those 1 had 
been baptized for, and those T intended to be 
baptized for when I returned to Nauvoo. He 
then adjusted some of his temporal affairs, be- 
tween 12 and 1 o'clock P. M. he had another 
strangling turn, this reduced his strength, h* 
could only speak in whispers after, between & 
and 10 he fcU into a drowse. 

After he awoke he whispered to me and 
said I dreamed a dream, do you vvish to hear 
it? I toM him I did. He said I dreamed [ 
went to the spirits in prison; it was an im- 
mense space, I looked to the east and to the 
west, and saw immense multitudes of people, 
that looked just like people in real life. I 
sai J can these be spirits? I was assured thev 
were. I looked to the north and saw a stand, 
somebody had just been preaching there and 
they were dispersing' from around it. I saw 
no children among them. I looked to see it 
there was any body that I knew, but saw 
none, I thought they were coming together 
ag.iin in a few minutes and I should be there; 
then I should see people I knew, I then awoke. 
About 11 o'clock he had a nether dream, be 
neard the last trump sound, and saw*the multi- 
tude which John saw, that no man could num- 
ber, small and great, stand before God, (they 
were small and great in capacity) for there 
were no children there, he awoke before he 
savv any farther. As I thought it nay last op- 
portunity with him, I sal up about 6 hours, I 
then called Brother Rogers, I laid down and in 
about 2 hours he called me and said he h d v- 
ing. I heard the death-ra;tling iuhistbroK 
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and sprang up. He had placed hid own handsjl 
high upon his breas^ his left hand clasping his 
Hgbt, he died as he had lived, calm and resign- 
ed without a struggle or an emotion, 

I never saw a more pleasant corpse in my 
life, after we had dressed it in a neat turiajj 
robe, we wrapt it in a large winuin^ sheet an d 
carried it on deck; a plank was laid in the! 
mrboard gangway, cn it was prepared a piece 
of canvass, in this we laid it and sewed it up; 
to his feet was attached a bag of sand of about 
60 pounds weight. Then the topgallant sails 
were furled, the courses hauled up, and the 
main ami mizzen topsails were hove aback, the 
noble ship stopped her headway and lay in 
gentle motion, as if to witness the solemn 
e;ene. The American flag was hoisted half- 
mast as a signal thai one of her noble country- 
men had gone the way of all the earth. Then 
her generous crew gathered around and with 
uncovered heads listened in breathless silence 
to a very appropriate prayer made by Brother 
Rogers then they gently raised the end of the! 
plank till the corpse slid off and struck in the 
water feet foremost. My eves followed him as 
he sank till a white speck vanished in the blue 
waters below, this was in latitude 21-34 north , 
longitude 26-1 1 west from Greenwich. 

Reflections — 1 believe the weight of sand 
was sufficient to sink him below the reach of 
all ravenous fish, and the salt at that depth 
strong enough to preserve him from putrefac- 
tion, and there he will remain entire and un- 
molested till i lie morn of the first resur«ction, 
rhen he will come forth. My views frufcp re- 
cent information are entirely changed from 
what they used to be re-pectin^ burying the 
dead at s? a. From the fabulous stories I used 
to hear, I did suppose the sharks destroyed i 
every corpse that was put into the ocean. But 
from my better judgment I know this is erro- 
neous, for sharks are afraid and will flee From 
any thing white in the water. And if a proper 
weight is attached to a corpse it will sink it so 
low, that the compression of the water is so j 
great tint it will kill any fish to go down to it. 
One of these whalemen told me he was lane- 
j^g a whale and he sounded und carried the 
lance with him, he went to such a depth that 
the lance pole, which was made of dry ash tim- 
ber was as completely saturated with water as 
if it had been in soak for month?. 

Thus ended an intimacy with one who had 
rendered himself doubly dear to me by an inti- 
mate acquaintance. I have met but few men 
*q my hie with whom I could e-Ychan^e feel- 
ings, reciprocate joys and sorrows, as we pass 
Jown the step of life, more sympathetically L 



; than with Brother Hanks. A few davs before 
his death I asked him if I had at any time vio- 
lated the pledge J made him befora we left 
Nauvoo, (ef standing by him as a friend) he 
assured me 1 had not; this to me is a source 
of satisfactions 

7. Jfov, 6th. We are now running for the 
Cape Dc Verde Islands and expect lo be there 
in 2 or 3 days; we expect to touch there and 
send letters. We have had a remarkable pas- 
sage thus far; no severe storms nor calms, and 
fair winds mostly. The officers say it is the 
most remarkable one they ever knew, an_d they 
frankly give it as their opinion, that it is in an- 
swer to the prayers of the Mormons they have 
on board.

Doctor 
Winslow ie quite a gentleman, and I should 
think a man of skill in his profession, but 
rather skeptical in his religious views, fie 
converses with us very freely on religious top- 
ic^ and on the whole thinks our religion a 
pre'ty good one . His wife is a lady of refine- 
ment and taste and I think an excellent wo- 
man; is very familiar and free in conversation 
they have threejvery pretty children, Charles is 
the oldest, four yenrs old, Lizzy his sister is two 
years and a half old. Theotfier is nn infant. They 
have a large terrapin orlird tortoise on board, 
he was brought from the (*a!ipsgos Islands in 
the same ship. Children if you look on the 
at!as I sent you by Biother Young, you will 
see them on the equator west of Quito, this 
tortoise is very docile and strong, he measures 
forty-four inches in circumference. In pleasant 
weather these two children will get on to hi* 
shell and ride him abeutdeck; it is an odd 
sight, and I think it would please you. They 
have an Irish maid of about thirty. She ie a Cath- 
olic. Mr. Lincoln and wife are the other pas- 
renders, he is a carpenter. They ajfae Baptists, 
and perhaps may be Mormons yet. They are 
quite liberal in sentiment, and think ihe 
church ought to enjay the gifn now as 
well as anciently. They were all very kind to 
Brother Kanks and daily sccl him nice cakes, 
&c. As to our health; Brothers Rogers and 
Grouard were some sta sick at first, but now 
their appetites are good. As for myself I cei

house for the poor of my people, both in this 
place and in the land of Zion, or in other w r ords 
tho city of Enoch, for a permanent and ever- 
lasting establishment and order unto my rhurch 
to advance the caise which ye have espoused, 
to the salvation of man, and to the glory of 
your Father who is in heaven, that you may he 
equal in the bands of heavenly things, yea and 
earthly things alto, for the obtaining of heaven- 
ly things ; for if ye are not equul in earthly 
thing?, yc cannot be equal in obtaining heav- 
enly things: for if you will that I give unto 
you a place in the celestial world, you must 
prepare yourselves by doing the things which 
I have commanded you and required of you. 

And now, verily thus eaiih the Lord, it is

and fetched the bucket of tar, when one ex- 
claimed, 'God damn it, let us tar up his mouth? 
aod they tried to force the tar-paddle into my

They then tried to force a vial into my mouth, 
and broke it in my teeth. All my clothes were 
tore off me except my shirt collar; and one man

on folks* 

They then left me, and I attempted to rise, 
hut fell again; I pulled the tar away from my 
lips, &c. so that I eoufd breathe more freely, 
and after a while I began to recover, and rais- 
ed myself up, when I saw two lights, I made 
my way towards one of them, and found it was 
father Johnson^' When I had came to the 
<ioor, I was naked, and the tar made me look 
as though I had been covered with blood, and 
when my wife saw me she thought I was all 
mashed to pieces, and fainted. Daring the af- 
fray abroad, the sisters of the neighborhood had 
collected at my room, I called fur a blanket, 
they threw me one and shut the door; I wrap- 
ped it around me and went in, 

In the mean time, brother John Poorman 
heard an out cry across the corn field, and tun- 
ning that way met father Johnson, who had 
been fastened in his house at the commence* 
roent of the assault, by having his door barred 
by the mob^ but on calling to his wife to bring 
his gun, flaying, he would blow a hole through 
the door, the mob fled, and father Johnson 
seizing a club ran after the party that had el- 
der Rigdon, and knocked one man, and raised 
his club to lever another, exclaiming: <whit 
ere you doing hertV when they left elder Rig- 
don and turned upon father Johnson, who, 
turning to ran towards hia own house met bro- 
ther Poorman coming out of the cornfietd;each 
^apposing the other to be a mobber, on encoun- 
ter ensued, and Poorman gave Jjhnson a severe 
blow on the left ehouleer with a stick or stone, 
which brought him to the ground. Poorman 
ran 'immediately towards father Johnsons,' and 
arriving while I was waiting for the blanket, 
exclaimed: 'I'm afraid I've killed him.' Killed 
who] baked one; when Pogrman hastily rela- 



ted the circumstanced of the rencounter near 
the corn field, and went into the shed and hid 
himself. Father Johnson soon recovered so as 
to come to the house, when the whole mystery 
was quickly solved concerning the difficulty 
between him and Poormaa, who, on learning 
the facts, joyfully came from his hiding place. 
My friends spent the night m scraping and 
removing the tar, and washing and cleansing 
my body; so that by morning I was ready to be 
clothed again. This being Sabbath morning, 
the people assembled for meeting at the usual 
hour of worship, and among those came also 
the mobbers; viz: Simondi Rider, a Campbel-" 
ite preacher, and leader of the mob; one Mc* 
Clentic, son of a Campbelite minister; and Pe 
latiah Allen, Esq . who gave the mob a barrel 
of whiskey to raise their spirits ; and many oth- 
ers* With my flesh all scarified and defaced, I 
preached to the congregation as usual, and in 
the afternoon of the same day baptized three 
individuals. 

The next morning I went to see elder Rig - 
don, and found him crazy, and his head highly 
inflamed, for they had dragged him by his 
heels, and those too, so high from the earth he 
could not raise his head from the rough frozen 
surface, which lascerated it exceedingly; and 
when he saw me he called to his wife to bring 
him his razor. She asked him what he wanted 
of it) and he replied to kill me. Sister Rigdon 
left the room, and he asked me to bring his ra- 
zor; I asked him what he wanted of it, and he 
replied he wanted to kill his wife, and he con- 
tinued delerious some days. The feathers 
which were used with the tar on this occasion, 
the mob took out of elder Rigdon'shou^e. Af- 
ter they had seized him, and dragged him out, 
one of the banditti returned to get some pil- 
lows; when the women shut him in and kep 

him some time.

I want to 
go back to tha beginning, and so lift your minds 
into a more lofty sphere, a more exalted un- 
derstanding; that what the human mind gen- 
erally understands. I want to ask this congre- 
gation, every man, woman and child, to answer 
the question in their own heart, what kind of 
a being it God? ask - yourselves. I again re- 
peat the question, what kind of a being is God T 
Does- any man or woman koowl have any of 

you seen hira, heard him, communed with' 



first object is, to find out the character of the 
only wise and true God, and if 1 should be the 
man to comprehend God, and explain or con* 
vey the principles to your hearts so that the 
spirit seals h upon you, let every man and wo- 
man henceforth put their hand on their moutb 
and never say any ,thing against the man of 
God again ; but if I fail, it becomes my doty to 
renounce all my pretensions to revelations, in* 
spirations, and i{ all are pretemi ons to 
God, they will all be as bad off as I am at any 
rate. There is not a man but would breathe 
out an anathema, if they knew I was a false 
prophet; and some] would feel authorized to 
take away my life. If any man is authorized 
to take away my life, who says I am a false 
teacher; then upon the same principle am I au- 
thorized to take away the life of every false 
teacher, and where would be the end of blood, 
and who would rot be the sufierer. But no 
man is authorized to take away life in conse- 
quence of their religion; which all laws and 
government ought to tolerate, right or 
wrongr. If I show verilv, that I have the truth 
of Gad, and show that ninety-nine out of & 
hundred are false teachers, while they pretend 
to hold the keys of God, and to kill them be- 
cause they are false teachers, it would deluge 
the whole world w ith blood. I want you all to 
know God, to be familiar with him, and if I 
can bring you to him, all persecutions against 
me will cease; you will know that I am his ser- 
vant* for I speak as one having authority,— 
What sort of a being was God in the beginning! 
Open your ears and hear all* ye ends of ihe 
earth; for I am going to prove it to you by the 
Bible, and I am going to tell you the designs of 
God to the human race, and why he interfere! 
with the affairs ot man. 

First, God himself, who sits', enthroned ifl 
vonder heavens, is a man like unto one of 
yourselves, that is the greav secret, If the vail 
was rent to-day, and the great God, w ho holdi 
thia world in its otbit, and upholds all thingi 
by his power ; if you were to see him to-day, 
you would see h:m in all the person, image 
and very form as a man; for Adam was cres- 
ted in the very fashion and image of God; Ad- 
am received instruction, walked, talked and 
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conversed with him, as one man talkes andji 
cpmrnuDis with another, " 

In order to understand the subject *f the 
dead, fortfoe con?o!ation of those who mourn 
for the loss of their friends, it is necessary they 
Miou'd understand the character and being of 
'Jod, for I a:n going to tell you how God came 
to be God. We have imagined that God was 
God from all eternity. These are incompre- 
hensible ideas to some, but they aTe the sim- 
ple and first principles of the gospel, to know 
for a certainty the character of God, that we 
may converse with him as one man with anoth- 
er and iha: God himself; the Father of us all 
dw elt on an earth the same as Jesus Christ hint- !| 
self did, ard I will show it from the Bible, I 
wish I had the trump of areli angel, I could 
tell the story in such a manner that persecu- 
tion would cease torever; what did Jesus say] 
(mark it elder Rigdon ;) Jesus said, as the Fa- 
ther haih power in himself, even so hath the 
Son pawer; to do what! why what the Father 
did, that answer is obvious; in a manner to 
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lay down his body and take it up again. Je- 
sus what are you going to do? To lay down my 
life, as my Father did, ana take it up again.— 
If you do not believe it, you do not believe the 
Bible; the scriptures say if, and I defy all the 
learning and wisdom, all the combined pow- 
ers of earth and hell together, to refute it. Here 
L'jen is eternal life, to know theonlv wise and 
:rue God, You have got to learn how to be 
Gods yourselves ;• to~ he kings and prreats to God 
the same as all Gods have done ; by going from 
a small degree to another, bum grace to grace, 
from exaltation to exaltation, until yen are 
able to sit in glory as doth ih^se who sit en- 
throned in everlastiug power; and I want youj 
to know that God in the last day*, while cer- 
tain individuals are proclaiming his name, is 
not trifling with you or me ; it is the first prin- 
ciples of consolation. How cor.soling to the 
mourner, when they are cabled to pan with a 
h jgband, wife, father, mother, child or dear 
lelative, to know, that aMiough the earthly 
tabernacle shall be dissolved, that they shall 
rise in immortal giory, not to sorrow, suffer or 
die any more, but they shall be heirs of God 
and joint heirs with Jesus Christ. What is it ? 
m inherit the same glory, the same power and 
the same exaltation, until vou ascend the 
throne nfeternal power the same as those who 
are gone before. What did Jesus do? why I 
do the things I saw my Father do when worlds 
*ame rolling into existence. I saw mv Father 
work out his kingdom with fear and trembling, 
and I must do the sam^ ; and when I ^.t my 
kingdom 1 shall present it to my Father, 50 that 
be ebtaim kingdom upon kingdom, and it wi'.l 



exalt his g'ory, so that Jesus treads in his 
tracks to inherit what God did before; it it* 
plain beyond disputation, and you thus learu 
some of the first principles of the gospel, about 
which so much hath been said. When vou 
climb a ladder, you must begin at the bottom 
and go on until you learn the last principle; it 
will be a great while before you have learned 
(he last* It is not all to be comprehended in 
this world; it is a great thing to learn salvation 
beyong the grave. I suppose I am not allowed 
to go into nn investigation of any thing that it 
not contained in the Bible, and I think there 
are so many wise men here, who would put me 
to death for treason; so Isha'i turn commen- 
tator to- day ; I shall comment on the very first 
Hebrew word hi the Bible; J w ill make a com- 
ment on the very first sentence of the history 
of creation in the Bible, Berosheit. I w ? ant to 
analyze the word ; baitk, in, by, through, in, and 
every thing else. Rosh 7 the head. Sheit* gramat- 
ical termination. When the inspired man wrote 
itjhe did not put the baith there. A man, a 
Jew without any authority, thought it too bad 
to begin to talk about the head. It read first, 
4 The head one of the Gods brought forth the 
Gods/ that is the true meaning of the words. 
Baurau, signifies to bring forth. If you do not 
believe if, you do not believe the learned man 
of God. No man can learn you rm»re than whn: 
I have told you. Thus the head God brought 
forth the Gods in the grand council. I will sirn* 
plify it in the English language. Oh ye law- 
yers! ye doctors I who have persecuted me; I 
want to let you know that the Ho!y Ghost 
knows something as well as you do. The head 
God called together the Gods, and set in grand 
council, Thq grand -counsellors sat in yonder 
heavens, and contemplated the creation of the 
worlds that were created at that time. When I 
say doctors and lawyers, I mean the doctors 
and lawyers of the scripture. I have done ao 
hitherto, to let the lawyers flutter, and every 
body laugh at them. Some learned doctor 
might take a notion to say. the scriptures say 
thus and so, and are not to be altered, and 1 am 
g Zing to show you an error. I have an old book 
of the New Testament in the Hebrew, Latin, 
German and Greek. I have been reading the* 
German and find it to be the most correct, and 
it corresponds nearest to the revelations I have 
given for the last fourteen year?* It tells about 
Jachoboy the son of Zebedee; it means Jacob; 
in the English New Testament it is Jamea, — 
Now if Jacob had the keys, you might talk 
about James through all eternity, and never 
gttthe keys. In the 21st verse of the 4th chap- 
ter of Maihew, it gives the woru Jacob instead 
of James. How can we escape the damnation of 



hell except God reveal to ub; men bind us with 
chains: Latin savs Jachabod means Jacob; — 
Hebrew says it means Jacob ; Greek sa ys Jacob ; 
Geimon says Jacob. I thank God I have got 
this book, and thank him more for the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. I have got the oldest book 
in the world, but I have got the oldest book in 
my heart. I have all the four testaments, come 
here ye learned men, and read ifyoa can. I 
should not havo introduced this testimony 
were it not to back up the word Roth, the hend, 
Father of the Gods* I should net have brought 
it up only to show that I am right, When we 
begin to learn in this way, we begin to learn 
the only true God, and what kind of a being we 
have got to worship. When we know how 
to come to him, he begins to unfold the heav- 
ens to us and tell us all about it, When we are 
ready to come to him, he is ready to come to 
us. Now I ask nil the learned men who hear 
me, why the learned men who are preaching 
salvation sav, that God created the heavens and 
the earth out of nothing, and the reason is they 
are unlearned ; they account it blasphemy to 
contradict the idea, they will call you a fool. — 
I know more than all the world put together* 
and the Holy Ghost within me comprehends 
more than all the world, and I will associate 
with it. The word create came from the word 
baurau; it docs not m^wn so; it means to organ- 
ize; the same a* a man would organize a ship. 
Hence we infer that God had materials to or- 
ganize the warld out of chaos; chaotic matter, 
which iselrmenU and in which dwells all the 
glory. Element had an existence from the time 
he had* The pure principle! of element, are 
principles that can never be destroyed. They 
may be organized ana re-organized ; but not 
destroyed. 

I have another subject to dwell upon and ii 
is impossible for metoaay much, but I shall 
just touch upon them; for time will not permit 
ine to savall: so I must come to the rtaurrec- 
Hon cf the dead, the soul, the mind of man, 
the immortal spirit. All men sny God created 
it in the beginning. The very idea lessens man I the Holy Spirit, you are bound to receive it as 
in my estimation ; I do not believe the doctrine Jl sweet, and I rejoice more and more. 



so became a living body. 

The mind of man is as immortal as God him- 
self, I know that my testimony is true, hence 
when I talk to these mourners; what have they 
lost, they are only seperated from their bodiea 
for a short season; their spirits existed co- 
equal with God, and they now exist in a place 
when they converse together, the same as w« 
do on the earth. Is it logic to say that a spirit 
is immortal, and yet hove a beginning? Be- 
cause if a spirit have a beginning it will havo 
an end; good logic* I want to reason more on 
the spirit of man, for lam dwelling on the 
.body of man, on the subject of the dead. I 
take my ring from my finger and liken it unto 
the mind of man, the immortal spirit, because 
it has no beginning. Suppose you cut it in two; 
but as the Lord Uvea there would be an end,— 
All the fools, learned and wise men, from the 
beginning of creation, who &ay that man had a 
beginning, proves that he must have an end 
and then the doctrine of annihilation would be 
true. But, if I am right I might with boldness 
proclaim from the house tops, that God never 
did have power to create the spirit of man at 
all. God himself could not create himself : in- 
telligence exists upon a srlf existent principle, 
it is a spirit from age to age, and there is no 

creation about it. All the spirits that God 
ever sent into the world arc susceptible of en- 
largement. The first principles of man are 
self existent with God; that God himaelf finds 
himself in the midst of sjurits and glory, be- 
; cause he was greater, and because he saw prop- 
er to institute laws, whereby the rest could 
hive a privilege to advance l;ke himself, that 
they might have one glory upon another, in 
all that knowledge, power, and glory, &c, in 
order to save the world of spirits. I know that 
when I tell vou these words of eternal life, that 
are gi v en to me, I know you taste it and I know 
you believe it. You say honey is sweet and to 
do I. I can also taste the spirit of eternal life: 
I know it is good f and when I tell you of these 
things, that were given me bv inspiration of 



I know better. Hear it all ye ends of the world, 
lor God has told me so. I will make a man ap- 
pear a fool before I get through, if you dont be- 
lieve it. I am going to tell of things more noble 
— we say that God himself is a self existing 
God: who told vou aoT it is correct enough* 
but how did it get into your heads? Who told 
you that man did not exist in like manner upon 
the same principles? (refers to the old Bible,) 
how does it read in the Hebrew! It dont say 
so in the Hebrew, it says God made man out of 
the earth, and put into him Adam's spirit, and 



I want to talk more of the relation of man to 
God. I will open your eye? in relation to your 
dead ; all things whatsoever God of his infinite 
wisdom has seen proper to reveal tons, while 
we are dwelling in mortality, in regard to our 
mortal bodies, are revealed to us in the abiiract 
and independent of affinity of this mortal lab- 
ernacle; but ore revealed to us as if we had no 
bodies at all, and those revelations which wii 
save our dead will save our bodies; and God 
reveals th< m to us in view of no eternal dissolu- 
tion of the body; hence the responsibility, the 
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*w(ul responsibility, that re3ts upon us in re- 
lation to our dead; for all the spirits who have 
not obeyed the gospel in the flesh, must either 
obey the gospel or be damned. Solemn 
thought, dreadful thought. Is there nothing 
to be done; tio solvation for our fathers and[ 
friends who have died and mt obeyed the de-| 
creea of the Son of Man? Would to God that 1 
I had fotty days and nights to tell you all, 1 
would let you know that I am not a fallen { 
prophet. Whnt kind of character* are those, 
who can be saved although their bodies are de- 
caying in the grave? When his command- 
ments teach us, it is in view of eternity. The 
greatest responsibility in this world thai God 
has laid upon us, is to setk after our dead.— 
The apostle says* they without tis cannot be ' 
made perfect. Now I will speak of them: — 
I say to you Pan!, you cannot be perfect with- 
out us : it is necessary that those who are ^one 
before, and those who come after us should 
iiave salvation in common with us, and thus 
hath God made it obligatory to man. Hence 
God said he should fend Elijah, Sec, ; I have a 
declaration to make ns to the provisions which 
God hath made to suit the conditions of man: 
made from before the foundation of the world. 
What has Jesus &aid? All sins and all blasphe- 
mies, every transgression, except one, thai 
man can be guilty of, there is a salvation for 
him either in \h\s world, or the world to come. 
Irence God hath made a provision, that every 
*jp;nt in the eternal world can be ferreUed out 
nnd saved, unless he has committed that un- 
pardonable sin, which can not be remit ed to 
him* That Gad has wrought out a salvation! 
for at! men, unless they have committed a cer- 
tain sin. Kvt-rv man who has got a friend in 
in the eternal world can save him unless he ha* 
eomm!:tfi the unpardofiati-e sin, and so you 
can see how far you can be a savior. A man can 
not commit the unpardonab'e sin after the dit-l 
solution of the body, and there is a wav possi- 
ble for escape. Knowledge saves a man, and 
in the wcrld of spirits a man cannot be; exalted 
but by knowledge; so long as a man will not 
eive h£ed to the commandments, he mug? 
abide w^hout salvation. A man is his own] 
tormenter, and U his own condemner: hence! 
the saying they shall go into the lake ihat^ 
burns with fire and Wimstone, The torment 
of the mind of man is as ex?quisiie as a lake 
burning with fire and brimstone— so is the tor- 
merit of man. I know the scriptures; I under- 
stand them. I said no man can commit the 
unpardonable sin after the dissolution of the 
body, but they must do ii in this world : hence 
the salvation of Jesus Christ was wronght out 
'or ail men in order to triumph over the devil; 



for if it did not catch him in one place, it wonld 
in another, for he stood up as a Savior. 

Ihe contention in heaven was, Jesus said 
there would be certain souls that would not be 
saved, and the devil said he could save them 
all ; the grand council gave in for Jesus Christ: 
so the devil rebelled against God and fell, and 
all who put up their head* for him. All sins 
shall be forgiven except the sin against the Ho* 
ly Ghost: alter a man has sinned against the 
Holy Ghost there is no repentance for him, he 
has got to say that the sun does not shine, while 
he sees it, he has got to deny Jeaus Christ 
when the neavens were open to him, and from 
that time they begin to be enemies, like many 
of the apostates of the church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter dav Saints. When a man begins to be 
an enemy, he hunts me. They seek to kill 
me; they thirst for my blood; they never 
cease. He has ihe same spirit that they hid 
who crucified the Lord of Life: the same spirit 
that sins against the Holy Ghost. You cannot 
bring ibem to repentance. Awful is the con- 
sequence. I advise all of you to be careful what 
you do, you may by and bye find out that yen 
have been deceived. Stay yourselves, do not 
give way. You may find out that some una 
has laid a snare for you. Be cautious ; await \ 
when you find a spirit 'hat wants ^bloodshed* 
murJe \ the same is not of God, but iiof the 
devil. Out of the abundance of the heart man 
speaketh. The man that tells you words of 
life, is the man that can ^ave you. I warn you 
ngainst all evil characters, who sin against the 
Holy Ghost, for .there is iio redemption for 
them in this world, or in the world to come. . 

I can egtcr into the mysteries; lean enter 
largely into the eternal worlds: for Jesus said, 
in my fathdi J s hou^e there are iijany mansions. 
&c. There is one glory of the sun, another 
glory of the moon, and another glory of the 
sfars, *tc. We have reason to have the great- 
est hop^ and consolations fur our dead, for we 
have aided them in the first principles; for we 
have seen them walk in our midar,, and seen 
them sink asWp in the arms of Jesus. And 
hence is the glory of the sun. You mourners 
have occasion to rejoice; (speaking of the 
deadi of Elder King Follett.) far your husband 
is gone to wait until the resurrection; and 
your expectation and hope are far above what 
man can conceive; for why has Got! revealed 
it to us? I am authorised to say by the author- 
ity of the Holy Ghost, that you have no occa- 
sion to fear, for he is gone to the home of th* 
just. Don't mourn: don 5 t weep. I know it 
by the testimony of the Holy Ghosi that m 

within me. Rejoice O Israel! your Iriends 
shall triumph gloriously, while their murderer* 
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*fcall welter for ages. I ray th : s lor the benefit of * ing burning of God, and rome shall rise to the 
stranger?. I hove a father, brothers, and friends 



who are gone to a wor!d of spirits. They ore 
only absent for a moment; they are in the spir- 
it, and when we depart wc thai! hail our moth- 
er?, fathers, friends, and all whom we love. — 
There will be no fear oi mobs, &c, but all will 
be an eternity of ftlicity. Mothers you shall 
have vour children, for thev shall hive eternal 
1 1 fe : for their debt is paid, there is no damna- 
tion awaits them, for thev are in the spirit. — 
As the child dies, so shall it r se tiom the dead 
and be forever living in the learning of God, it 
*ha!lbeihc child, the fame as it was before i L 
died out of your arms. Children dwell and ex- 
ercise power in the same fjrm as they laid 
them down. The baptism of water without the 
baptism of fire and the Holy Gho?t attending it 
is of no use: they are necegsarv. He muFt be 
born of water and the spirit in order to get into 
the kingdom of God. 

In the German, the text bears me out the 
same as the revelations which I have given for 
the last fourteen yrars. I have the irstirn'jny 
to put in their teeth; my testimony has been 
true all »hetirr>e.

There is one God, one Father, one 
Jesus, one hope of our calling, one baptism — 
all these ihree baptisms only make one, I 
have the truth and am at the defiance of the 
world to contradict me, ii they can, I have; 
now preached a little Latin, a little Hebiew, 
Greek and German, and I hive fulfilled all. — 
I am not so big a fool as many have taken me 
to be. The Germans know that I read the 
Gorman correct. 

Hear it all ye ends of the earth— all ye sin-

I have intended my remarks 10 all; both

Whrn I am called at the trump of the ark-an- 
gel, and weighed in the balance* you will ail 

know me then. I add no more. God bleas 
you all. Amen.

ANX1EXT RUINS IN TEXAS.

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HISTORY OF JOSEPH SMITH. 

(Continued.) 

During the mob, one of the twins received a 
severe cold,- and continued to grow worse till 
Friday, and died. The mobbers were composed 
of various religious parties, but mostly Camp- 
belites, Methodists and Baptists, who continued 
to molest and menace father Johnson's house for 
a long time. Elder Rigdon removed to Kirt- 
land with his family, then sick with the meas- 
les, the following Wednesday, and, on account 
of the mob he went to Chardon on Saturday, 
April first. Sunday, April second, I started for 
Missouri, in company with Newel K. Whitney 
Peter Whitmer, and Jesse Gauze, to fulfil the 
revelation. Not wishing to go by Kirtland, as 
another mob existed in that neighborhood, (and 
indeed, the spirit of mobocracy was very prev- 
alent through the region of country at the time,) 
brothtr George Pitkin took us in his waggon, 
by the most expeditious route to Warren, where 
we arrived the same day, and were there joined 
by elder Rigdon, w ho left Chardon intbemorn- 
ingjand proceeding onward;we arrived at Wells- 
rilJe the next day, and the day following at 
Stubenville, where we left the waggon; and on 
Wednesday the fifth of April, we took passage 
on board a steam packet for Wheeling, Virgin- 
ia; where we purchased a lot of paper for the 
press in Zion, then in care of W. W. Phelps. 

After we left Hiram, fearing for the safety of 
my family, on account of the mob, I wrote to 
my wife, (in connection with bishop Whitney,) 
to have her go to Kirtland and tarry with his 
family till our return. She went to Kirtland, to 
brother Whitney's, and sister Whitney's aunb 
5v\rah Smith, (who was then living with her,) 
inquired of her niece if my wife was going to 
stay there; and, and on being answered in the 
affirmative, said she should go away, for there 
was not room enough for both of them; accor- 
dingly sister Whitney invited my wife to leave, 
which she did immediately;having enjoyed about 
two hours visit. She then went to brother Rey- 
nolds Cahoon's, and father Smith's, and doctor 
Williams', where I found her, very disconsolate 
cm my return. 

From Wheeling we took passage on board the 
steamer Trenton. While at the dock, during 
the night, the boat was twice on fire, burning 
the whole width of the boat through into the 
cabin, but with so little damage the boat went 
on in the morning; and when we arrived at 
Cmcinnatti, some of th«mob which had follow- 



ed us all the way round, left us, and we arrived 
at Louisville the same night; Captain Brittle of- 
fered us protection on board of his boat, ami 
gave us supper and breakfast gratuitously. At 
Louisville, we were joined by elder Titus Bil- 
lings, who was journeying with a company of 
saints from Kirtland to Zion, and we took pa<^- 
sage on the steamer Charleston for St. Louis, 
where we parted with brother Billings and 
company, and by stage arrived at Independence, 
Missouri, on the twenty-fourth of April, a di^ 
tance of about three hundred miles from St. 
Louis. We found the brethren generally enjoy- 
ing health and faith, and extremely glad to wel- 
come us among them. . 

On the 26th, I called a general council of tht 
church, and was acknowledged as the presi- 
dent of the high priesthood, according to a pre- 
vious ordination at a conf erence of high priests, 
elders and members, held at Amhers^ Ohio, on 
the 25th of January, 1832. The right hand of 
fellowship was given to me by the bishop, Ed- 
ward Partridge, in behalf of the church. Th* 
scene was solemn, impressive, and delightful— 
During the intermission, a difficulty or hardness 
which had existed between bishop Partridge and 
elder Rigdon, was amicably settled, and when 
we came together in the afternoon, all hearts 
seemed to rejoice, and I received the following: 
Revelation given dpril, 1832, showing the order 
given to Knock, and the church in his day. 
Verily, verily I say unto you, my servants, 
that inasmuch as you have forgiven one another 
your tresspasses, even so I the Lord forgiv* 
you; nevertheless there are those among you 
who have sinned exceedingly; yea, even all of 
you have sinned, but verily I say unto you, be- 
ware from henceforth and refrain from sin lest 
sore judgments fall upon your heads: for unto 
whom much is given much is required; and he 
who sins ajainst the greater light shall receive 
the greater condemnation. Ye call upon my 
name for revelations, and I give them unto you; 
and inasmuch as ye keep not my saying3 which 
I give unto you, ye become transgressors, ami 
justice and judgment is the penalty which is af- 
fixed unto my law: therefore, what I say unto 
one I say unto all, watch, for the adversary 
spreadeth his dominions and darkness reigneth: 
and the anger of God kindleth against the inhab- 
itants of the earth; and none doeth good, for all 
have gone out of the way. 
I And now verily I say unto you, I tht Load 
J will not lay any sin to your charge go you 
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ways and sin no more; but unto that soul who 
flinneth shall the former sins return, saith the 
Lord your God, 

An J again, I say unto you, I give unto you a 
new commandment, that you may understand 
my will concerning you; or, ill other words, I 
give unto 3 F ou directions how you may act be- 
fore me, that it may turn to you for your salva- 
tion. I the Lord am bound when ye do what I 
say, but when ye do not what I say, ye have no 
promise. 

Therefore, verily I say unto you, that it is ex- 
pedient for my servant Alain and Ahashdah, 
Mahalaleel and Pelagoram, and my servant Ga- 
zel&m, and Ilorah, and Olihah, and Shaleman- 
asieh, and Mehemson* be bound tog ther by a 
bond and covenant that cannot be broken by

Our council was continued on the first of May, 
wlsen it was ordered that three thousand copies 
of the book of Commandments be printed the 
first edition; that William W. Phelps, Olim 
Cowd^ry and John Whitmer be appointed to 
review and prepare such revelations as shall be 
deemed proper lor publication, for the pr*3s ? 
and print them as soon as possible at Indepen- 
dence, Missouri; ^published by W< W. Phelps, 
& Co M It was also ordered that W. W, Phelp* 
correct and print the hymns which had been 
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elected by Emma Smith; in fulfillment of the 

revelation. 

Arrangements were also made for supplying 
the saints with stores in Missouri and Ohio, 
which with a few exceptions, was hailed with 
joy by the brethren. Before we left Indepen- 
dence, elder Rigdon preached two most power- 
ful discourses, which, so far as outward appear- 
ance is concerned, gave great satisfaction to 
the people. 

On the 6th of May I gave the parting hand to 
the brethren h] Inuepencence, and in company 
with brothers Rigdon aud Whitney,commenced 
a return to Kirtland, by stage to St Louis, from 
thence to Vincennes, Indiana; and from thence 
to New Albany, near the falls of the Ohio river. 
Before we arrived at the latter place, the horses 
became f rightened, and while going at full speed 
bishop Whitney attempted to jump out of the 
roach, bat having his coat fast, caught his foot 
m the wheel aud had his leg and foot broken in' 
several places; at the same time I jumped out 
unhurt, and we put up at Mr, Porter's public 
house, in Greenville, for ionr weeks, while el- 
der Rigdon went directly forward to Kirtland. 
During all this time, brother Whitney lost not 
a meal of vituals or a night's sleep, and doctor 
Porter, our landlord's brother, who attended 

him, said it was a d d pity we had not got 

some Mormon there, they can set broken bones 
or do any thing else. I tarried with brother 
Whitney and administered to him till he was 
able to be moved. While at this place I fre- 
quently walked out in the woods, where I saw 
several fresh graves ; and one day when I ro?e 
from the dinner table, I walked directly to the 
door and commenced vomiting most profusely. I 
raised large quantities of blood and poisonous 
matter, and so great were the muscular contor- 
tions of my system, that my jaw was dislocated 
in a few moments. This I succeeded in repla- 
cing with my own hands, and made my way to 
brother Whitney, (who was on the bed) as spee- 
dily as possible; he laid his hands on me and 
administered in the name of the Lord, and f was 
healed in an instant, although the effect of the 
poison had been so powerful, as to cause much 
of the hair to become loosened from my head, — 
Thanks be to my heavenly Father for his inter- 
ference in my behalf at this c ritical moment, in 
the name of Jesus Christ, Amen, 

Brother Whitney had not had his foot njoved 
from the bed for near four week?, when I went 
into his room, after a walk in the grove, and 
told him if he would agree to start for home in 
the morning, we would take a wa^con to th^ 
riT«r, about four miles, and there would ba a 
ferry boat in waiting which would take us 



quickly across, where we would find a hack 
which would take us directly to the landing 
where we should find a boat in waiting aad 
we will be going up the liver before 10 o'clock, 
and have a prosperous journey home . He toofc 
courage and told me he would go. We started 
next morning and found every thing as I had 
told him, for we were passing rapidly up the 
I river before 10 o'clock, and landing at "Well*- 
vllle, took stage coach 10 Chardon, from thenoe 
inawaggnn to Kirtland, where we arrived 
some time in June, and I found my wife as be- 
fore mentioned. 

As soon as I could arrange my affairs, I re- 
commenced the translation of the scriptures, 
and thus I spent most of the summer, "In Ju- 
ly we received the first number of the 'Evening 
and Morning Star,' which was a joyous traat 
totheraints. Delightful, indeed, was it, to 

I contemplate, that the little band of brethren 

I I had become so large, nnd gro#n so strong, in 
so short a space as to be able to issue a paper 
of their own, which contained not only some of 
the revelations* but other information also, — 
which would gratify and cnlighud the humbfe 
enquirer after truth. 

So embittered was the pjblic mind against 
the truth, that the press universally had been 
arrayed against us; and although many newe 
papers published the prospectus of our new p> 
per, yet it appeared to have been done more to 
calumniate the editor, than give publicity to 
the sheet. Editors thought to do us harm, 
while the aaint9 rejoiced that they could do 
nothing against the truth, but for it. 

The following are extracts from the 'Eve- 
ning and Morning Star;' Independence^ Mis- 
souri, June 1832, first number.

With the help of God, tho first number of 
the Evening and ?»Iorning Star, comes to ths 
world for the objects specified in its prospec- 
tus^ which was published las? winter. That 
we should now recapitulate some of its Ieadir>g 
objects and briefly add a few remarks t will nat- 
urally be expected; and we cheerfully do a>.

But if 
they are not prospered abroad, they excuae 
themselves because they have no means to 
settle here; and if they are prospered, then 
they are doing so well that they think that they 
had better stay where they can do the best; — 
and they are led on by worldly schemes, and 
by drunkenness and whoredom, till they care 
nothing for the Lord, or his saints. Scores and 
hundreds ef young Indies come here, or start 
to come, and either on their wav, or after thev 
arrive, are led away and corrupted; and are fi- 
nally made servants or wiveg to some unbe- 
lieving rascal who fears not God or regards 
man; and other* still more wicked and unfor- 
tunate, loose their character entirely, in St, 
Lauisj Warsaw, #r fiihc other place, where 
they arc placed in homes of ill fame and made 
merchandize of, for fear lest they should come 
to Nauvao and be deluded; while thousands 
cm thousands stay for years in their native land 
and profess all the while to believe that God 
has commanded the church to come together. 

Again, many who do come and stay here 
among the saints, come more with a view of be* 
ing helped to a living, while they pray, and, 
fing, and tattle, and hear and tell news, than 
erf entering into the strict rules of persevering 
industry and economy, in order to procure the 

comfortsof life. 

Again ; merchant?, lawyers, doctors, mechan- 
ics, and others who are rot of our fai:b, and 
only here in our midst for speculation, or some- 
thing worse, are supported; and even made rich 
while our real friends are neglected, and com- 
pelled to seek employment and support in oth- 
er and distant towns. 

Many persons are hare who stand still, and 

ftre in a great measure idle, who do not take 
half the pains to establish themselves in bu?L 
ness, which they would he willing to do in St. 
Louis^ in Lowell, in Salem, or in Boston. 

What is the result gf all thtse operations and 
proceedings? The answer is obvious . Our city 
in impoverished, and many go hungry and des- 
titute. Our people are scattered and not pre- 
pared to defend their freedom and their rights. 
Mobs prowl around us, and overpower us, and 
rex and murder at pleasure, and we are in dan- 
ger of being scattered and driven. 

Then a general murmur commences from 

these same covetous, unbelieving and disobe- 
dient saints. 



They say, it cannot be that God has called 
ua together to suffer hunger arid poverty with- 
out the means of support, and why, (if this is 
his work,) does he not defend us fr*m out ene- 
mies, and give us peace and plenty. Thus God

THE ELDERS IN THE LA VD OF ZION, 
TO THE CHURCH OF CHRIST SCAT- 
TERED ABROAD. 

Brethren, we think it proper Jto give you 
some general information respecting the pres- 
ent state of the church in Zion, and also the 



1 work of the gathering. Notwithstanding that 
nearly all Christendom doi:b: the propriety of 
receiving revelations for the government of tht 
church of Christ in this age, and generally 
adopt the scriptures of the Old and New Te*> 
tament as the only rule of faith and practice, 
yet we believe, from the scriptures of truth] 
that to every church in the past ages, which 
the Lord recognized to be his, he gave revela* 
Mom wisely calculated to govern them in the 
peculiar situation and circumstances under 
which they were placed, and to enable then 
by authority to do the peculiar work which 
thev were to perform . The Bible eontains rev- 
elations given at different times to different 
people, under different circumstances, as wiU 
be seen by editorial articles m this paper. The 
old world was destroyed for rejecting the rev- 
elations of God, given to them through Noah.- 
The Israelites were destroyed in the wilder- 
ness for dispising the revelations given to them 
through Moses; and Chris: said that the world, 
in the days of the apostles, should be condem- 
ned for not receiving the word of God through 
them: thus we see that the judgments of God 
in the past ages have come upon the people, 
not so much for neglecting the revelations giv- 
en to their forefather^ as for rejecting those 
given immediately to themselves. Of the bless- 
ings of heaven it may be said, they have al- 
ways rested upon the heads of those to whom 
they were promisee?: Therefore, seeing that it 
not #nly was, but as long as God remains the 
same, always will be f the privilege of the true 
church to receive revelations, containing bless- 
ings and cursings, peculiarly adapted to itself 
as a church. We conclude that it is a mista- 
ken notion that the scriptures of the Old and 
New Testament are the only rule ef faith and 
practice; nevertheless, inasmuch as the pre- 
cepts and examples contained in them are tru- 
ly applicable to us under our particular cir- 
cumstances, wc are bounJ to be governed by 
them; and we also can receive much benefit 
from such prophecies as point out the events 
tnat shall take place in our day and age: of 
these there are many, both in the Old and New 
Tesiament. They speak plainly of great things 

that shall be accomplished in the last days; 

such ns preaching of the everlasting gospel te 
all nations; the gathering of the elect from the 
four winds of henven ; the building up of Zion 
and Jerusalem, or the ingathtring of the rem- 
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nants of Jacob, and the planting them in the 
lands of their fathers 1 inheritance: the neces- 
sary preparation to meet the Savior at his se- 
cond coming, with all his saints to dwell with 
them in the millennium reign. And low, who, 
with the Bible in his hand, can suppose 
that these great and marvellous works can be 
accomplished by the church without more rev- 
elations from the Lord? We cannot, for we 
worship the God of Israel, in whom there is 
neither variableness nor shadow of turning; — 
< consequently as in days of old, so in these last 
dayp, he has given us revelations by which we 
may know how to organise the Church of 
Christ, and by his authority to perform the 
work which he has enjoined upon us. And 
now brethren, if we wish for blessings upon 
this church, we must walk humble before the 
Lord, and observe to keep all his command- 
ment?. Notwithstanding 'he work of the gath* 
ering will be accompliahcd, we believe, in a 
speedy manner, y#t the Lord hag commanded 
that it shall not be done in haste, nor by flight, 
but that all things ihall bt prepared before 
you ; and for thie purpose he has mode it the 
duty of the bishop or agent in the land of Z ion 
to make known, from time to time, tht privi- 
leges of the land, to the conference!, which 
may determine and mike known how many 
can be accommodated. And ihe saints will 
remember that the bishop in the land of Zion, 
will not receive any, as wise steward?, without 
they bring a recommend from the bishop in 
Ohio, or from three tdders. The elders there- 
lore, will be careful and not recommend and 
send up churches to this place, without first 
receiving information from the bishop in Ohio, 
or in the land of Zion, that they can he accom- 
mmodated when ihev arrive, so as to be pes 
tied without contusion, which would produce 
pestilence. Therefore, if a church is desirous 
to come to the land of Zion, we would recom- 
mend, that first, by letter or otherwise, they 
make known their desires and their situation! 
to the biBhop in Ohio or in the land of Zion t 
and receive information from th^m before they 
start. Brethren will perceive as well as 
that where churches of fifty or a hundred souls 
each, are coming to the land of Zion from dif- 
ferent parts of the nation, ana, as soon will be 
the case, from different nations, without a 
knowledge of, each other, they wou-d, when 
they arrive, be in a state of confusion, and la* 
bor under many disadvantages which might 
be avoided by strictly observing the rules and 
regulations of the church. Moreover by being 
in haste, and forcing the sale of property, un- 
reasonable sacrifices have been made, and al- 




though this is a day of sacrifice and tithiojj 
yet to make lavish and unreasonable sacrifice 
is not well pleasing in the sight of the Lord. 

It is about one year since the work of tte 
gathering commenced, in which time between 
throe and four hundred have arrived here and 
are mostly located upon their inheritances, 
are generally in good health and spirits and 
doing well. The expense of journeying in 
settling here, together with the establishing 
a printing office and store* have probably «. 
ceeded the expectations of our brethren abroad, 
and although Zion, according to the ! propheb, 
is to become like Eden or the garden of tfe 
Lord, yet, at present it is as it were but a wil- 
derness and desert, and the disadvantages i 
settling in a new country, you know, are matt 
and great: Therefore, prudence would dictsti 
at present the churches abroad, come not apt!

generation and this time, You therefore, must 
reason from the Bible and the Book of Mor- 
mon* with great care and not pervert the mea- 
ning of God's sacred word* If our 'heavenly 
Father saw fit to destroy Sodom and Gomor- 
rah for their wickedness, Nineveh for its abom- 
ination, and Jerusalem for a transgression of 
hia «ommandnicnts, what have their destruc- 
tions to do with the salvation of the world J 
now? The Lord savs vengeance 13 mine, and 
I will repay. Teach all men to trust in God 
nd not in man, and do works meet for repen- 
tance, Anrain, teach n'l men that God is a 
God of the living and not of the dead. Final- 
ly, whatever you do, do it with an eve lingle 
to the glory oTGod. You are the light of the 
world in matters of pure religion, and many 
souls may he required at your hands. Let the 
idea not leave you,_tbat, not only the eyes of 
the world, but the eyes of the angels and of 
God are upon you. 
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the eye. Every nation js opening events which 
astonish mankind: Even the heart of man be- 
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emigration; the wars and rumors of wars, with 
many other signs of the distress of nations, 
from the old world — as it is called across the 
ocean — whispers so loud to the understanding, 
that he that runs may read the label on the 
eastern sky : The end is nigh, France is filled 
With a spirit of rebellion, and when the chole- 
ra was sweeping its thousands, mobs were col- 
lecting to slay their tens of,thousands. While 
the hospitals were crowded with the sick, and 
the groans of the dying filled the air, the fash* 
ionable French were holding cholera balls and

The 
house of lords has rejected the Reform bill, and 
the proud hearted Englishman says — Reform 
or Revolution! Nu stop there: for the sound 
comes across the Atlantic. Reform or ruin !— 
All the kingdoms of the east seem to be pre- 
paring to act the part allotted to them, when 
the Lord rebukes the nations. As on a morn- 
ing of some great festival, the church bell, the 
cannon, the small arms, the music, and the 
eheers of the multitude, arouse all to wJiat is 
going on, and thunders to man: Behold the 
day! so also earthquakes, wars and rumors of 
Wins, the distress of nation?, the constant tide 
of r migration to xhj weat, the wide spreading 
ravages of the cholera morbus, and the joy of 
the saints of God aa they come out of Babylon, 
alarms the, world, and whispers to every mor- 
tal, watch yc, for the time is at hand for the 
second coming of Jesus Christ, the Redeemer 
of Israal, with peace on earth and good will to 
man . Watch the signs of his coming, that ye 
be not deceived.

Ephesus, the Doric grandeur and sublimity of 
the temple of Theseus at Athen a , what are 
these confessed btandards of excellence in the 
fine arts, compared with the price at which 
they were purchased — the price of liberty? — 
Where arc Athens and Rome! These once 
glorious republics have become blended with 
the chaos of the past; they live only in our 
memories; their downfall may be traced to 
their departure from those virtues which were 
the foundation stones of their strength. Who 
will look for one moment at modern Rome, 
where he mav see the ruins even of the ancient 
city? What i3 true of nations is equally true 
of the people ot God, if they depart from his 
counsels, their destruction is sure, and God 
leaves thorn to rear their own systems upon a 
heterogeneous mass of error and truth, which 
they vainly suppose are decided improvements 
of his plan of salvation, and must eventually 
supersede it. But who I ask, that is not thor- 
oughly imbued with the common spirit of ul- 
traism and innovation, will regard for a mo- 
ment, the religious systems of man, when he 
may behoid in all its native simplicity and dig- 
nity, the plan of salvation as devised by Al- 
mighty God! 

Like the early christians, the Latter-day 
Saints are charged by the priests of the day, 
with being innovators, a charge which ihey in- 
dignantly disdain, and which is truly fursical, 
considering the source from whenoe it eman- 
ates; from those miserably flimsy pretenders to 
Christianity, who wield an influence decidedly

their leisure, and use what advantages tar 
have acquired by faithless and hollow profo 
sions, to give an air of probability to the pliai 
ble mischiefs which they have prepared apis 
her, and to plunder her by stealth of sonw; 
her fa:rest distinctions, so that we are whot 
unabU to recognize her in the painted, pitc 
ed, and disfigured garb in which they ham 
rayed her. 

It was once said by Talleyrand, of a ce! 
ted physician, that he knew a little of ew 
thing, ere ii o/medruw. Cut it may not bea 
of these persons, with all their professional 
they have embraced even the iirst priucipls : 
the doctrine of Christ, I write w uh warn 
but with no roots of bitterness in my heart 
write with the solemn conviction of mji 
sponsibihty as one who has embraced: 
truth in the love of it, and in view of thet , 
gust tribunal before which all men mu3ti 
day appear. Oh! that God wo u M in-pirt; , 
with wisdom from on high, t } present trutk < 
such plainness that some wayward wandi - 
in the wilds of error may fall in love witki < 
who is coming up out of the wilderness, b j 
ing on the arm of her beloved. Any pel ' 
but tolerably conversant with the annak t 
history, must know that there is no priai i 
which is so directly opposed to the tasteif t 
views of the formalist or profligate, as ret t 
tion from God; a principle which God*s p$ \ 
have always held, and for which martyrs If t 
died in every age — a principle (this fact* i 
dare dispute) which has always distinguii J 
the people of God in the days of their oh c 
once and prosperity. When men have rajf j 
ed revelation, and hewn out for them selves* ( 
terns, broken cisterns, which can hold noi i 
tcr; then it is that God has left iheminA t 
flagrant wickedness, to all the dist ractioi c 
division ani uncertainty, to the worse o 
Cimmerian darkness of an enslaved mili c 
Thus it was with the Jews; they killed < 
prophets which were among them, and G i 
left them to their own ways: and immeditf t 
they divided into different sects, Herodi* t 
Pharisees, Saducees, Samaritans, and otltf* 
just like the sects of the present day, widfi' 
any bond of union, all of them utterly J** 3 
tute of a knowledge of God; their natuitl* 

clinatiom and blindness led 'hem to fin 
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false constructions upon the prophesies, and of 
course they did not know when they were ful- 
filled. They declared if they had lived id the 
days of their father?, th ey would not have kill* 
ed the prophets, but evinced the utter futility 
©f their professions, by slaying those whom 
God had sent among them. The mystery of 
the whole was thej were destitute of revelation 
wttich God intended , but for the wickedness 
of man, should always remain in the church — 
Lol the ful icss of time had come, end God 
spike as he did in the morning oi creation, 
A Let there be light,*' and thtre was light. The 
Messiah had come, but Oh! how humbly, how 
directly the reverse from the common expecta- 
tion; the Jews had rejected the prophets, and 
thoy knew him not. 

Who wi'l say that prophets are not necessa- 
ry! Who will say that revelation is unneces- 
sary* Jesus went forth (preceded by John, 
who worked no miracle) and established his 
church on the foundation of apostles and pro- 
phets, he him?* If b ing the chief corner stone. 
Ephesians ii 20. And he gave to this church 
spiritual gifts, which were to continue in the 
church to long as she remained in an organiz- 
ed form. Eph., iv., 1 Cor, xi i . And for this 
church he prayed just previous to his betrayal^ 
when he knew that he must soon leave them, 
^Neither pray I for these alone; but for them 
a T e > which shall believe on me through their 
word. That they all may be one; as thou Fa- 
ther art in me, and 1 in thee, that they also 
may be one in us; that the world may believe 
that thou hast sent me. How different all this 
is from the religion of the present day; even 
the very foundation is taken away, and most of 
the gifts, and so far from praying for a union 
which the gospel contemplates, and for which 
Jesus prayed as an evidence to the world of the 
divinity of his mission, the religionists of the 
present day, whin talking with the Mormons, 
delight to call to mind and expatiate on the ad- 
vantages of division in the christian church ; 
the fact of division they are too often re mi tid ed 
of by the jeers of the skeptic, and the failure 
of their much loved projects^ and to cancel their 
confusion, they have taxed their inventive pow- 
ers, to construct some kind of a robe to hide 
its hideous deformity* How preposterous lo 
tell us of its advantages. Allowing that some 
benefit might arise from discussion, can thev 
at all compare with the more serious side of the 
tapestry — garments dipped in bl-iod, the groans 
of the wounded and the dying — the broad and 
constantly swelling ranks of infidelity, embrac- 
ing the brightest and most promising portion of 
tht world, an l last, not leasts that spirit of big- 1 



i otry and persecution which is as savage as the 
tiger, and as cruel and relentless as the grave- 

1 ask where is the grin? and echo answers 
where? How any one can for a moment sup- 
pose af er having studied the New Testament, 
that any church not organized according to the 
pattern there laid down by the great Head of 
the church, can be the true one, it is difficult 
to conceive, unless their creed be ''credo quia 
impossible/' The pigmy form, dissonant spir- 
it, repulsive aspect, and incongruous teaching?, 
of the present churches, prove to any person 
with a cast of mind ordinarily reflective, that 
they are the growth of any o'her than an apos- 
tolic age. It is impossible to convince the 
world that that decrepid form without dignity 
or grace, characterized by a certainty of dispo- 
sition, wholesale denunciation, and a spirit of 
falsehood and murderous persecution, is the 
pure, peaceful, transferring, religion of Him 
who spake as man never spake.^ 

It is most certainly obvious that there has 
been a wide departure from the simplicity of 
primitive Christianity* This apostasy has been 
foretold in the days of the apostles. 1 Tim. i?- 

2 Tim. ii, iii., &c. 

At the close of the sixteenth centurv, such 
men as Luther, Calvin, Knox, and Meiancthon, 
awoke from their profound slumbers, heartily 
sick of the corruptions and mummeries of Pa- 
pacy, and were hailed by thousands of the son* 
and daughters of oppression and superstition, 
as the auspicious omens of a brighter and hap- 
pier day. They discarded, to be sure, many of 
the follies of the system of religion from which 
| they had just emerged, but after all, theirs was 
a partial reformation — they were still in Baby- 
lon—their highest aimseeem to be but to mend 
the old system; and prove that time to the 
present day, at different periods, such men as 
Wesley Murray, Edwards, Campbell, have a- 
risen from some cause or another, and have be- 
come the projectors of new editions of chrie- 
tianiiy, so that the religious world has become* 
a Babel of conflicting faiths; and the skeptic 
points triumphantly to the opposing sects, as 
an unanswerable argument in favor of his as- 
sertion that the Bible affords ample ground on 
which to rear superstructures of faith wide as 
the poles asunder, and therefore cannot have 
emanated from GoJ. 

Christianity as it fell from the hp? of Jeeus 
Christ and his apostles, is now treated as if it. 
had at length been discovered to be fictitious; 
not only by infidel and the unthinking, but by 
the various denominations of modern Chris- 
tians themselves. From the days in whicli 
Christ said the kingdom of Heaven suffereth 
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violence and the violent take il by force } men ■ mils and all his host. It is almost, if not quit*, 
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have been aware of the miserable inefficiency 
of their faith, yet no one ecemi to have looked 
with a longing, Lingering de-ire towards God 
tor a restoration of ihe faith once delivered to 
the taint^ (he great mass have benn willing to 
hear and teach for doctrines the commandments 
of men, No never had ihe voice of man been 
heard for centuries proclaiming the* apostolic 
faith, until God saw fit, to fiend forth into his 
vineyard, a youth, with the bloom oi boyhood 
upon his cheek, uninitiated in the mysteries of 
controversies, totally unacquainted with the 
erudition of the school?, one who loved truth 
end the approbation of his God, better than the 
praise of man* He was the son of an indigent 
man, depending entirely upon manual labor for 
his subsistence. Under these circumstances 
he went forth gifted with that wisdom which 
comes from God only, which all the machina- 
tions of his enemies were not able to gainsay 
or resist. All the eloquence of the moat gifted 
pulpit orators were not able to gainsay or resist. | 
AH the eloquence of the most gifted pulpit ora- 
tors; all the arguments of the most profound 
reasoners; the whole host of historians, logi- 
cians and polemics, have been unaole to de- 
tect a single departure Irom the scriptures, i 
the religion which he promulgated. The wick 
ed falsehoods of catch-penny tracts, pamphlets 
and newspaper effulione, which have been 
widely and industriously circulated; the foul 
calumnies of perfidious hypocrites who have 
been excommunicated from her bosom; the al- 
most incredible labors and unparalelled self- 
denial and trucnlent persecution to which her 
ministry has been subjected, all, all, have not 
been able te prevent tho most rapid and aston- 
ishing progress of primitive Christianity, that 
has been known since Jesas dwelt among men, 
Already has ehe a foothold in various parts ot 
the United States, the Canadas, Nova Scotia, 
England, Scotland, Ireland, Wales, and the is- 
lands of the sea, kc* 3 and this church who was 
looked upon as contemptible, is now formida- 
ble in numbers, and a Daniel predicted the lit- 
tle stone shall fill the whole eanh.

STinvtes of a muting of the Cfmrck of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, held on ike meet- 
ing ground in the city of Nauvoo, on Sunday, 
Sept. 8M, 1844. 

Present, of the quorum of the Twelve, Pres- 
ident Brigham Young, Heber C. Kimball, P. 
P. Pratt, Orson Pratt, Orson Hyde, George A, 
Smith, John Taylor and Amasa Lyman, 

The High Council organized themselves 
with Bishop Newel K, Whitney at their head, 
as follows: William If ark? , President of the 
Stake, and Charles C. Rich, Councillor; Sam- 
uel Bent, James Aired, Lewis D. Wilson, Al- 
pheus Cutler, David Fullmer, Georje W. Kar- 
ris, Thomas Grover, Aaron Johnson, Henry 
G. Sherwood, also Reynolds Cahoon, Asahel 
Smith and Ezra T. Benson, in the place of three 
absent members. 

At 10 minutes after 10 o'clock. President 
Young requested the choir to sing a hymn, 
which was done; and the services opened by 
prayer from elder Orson Hyde, after which 
the choir sung another hymn. 

President Young then arose and addressed 
the people in substance as follow*: — 

I will call the attention of the congregation 
to the subject which is designed to be laid be- 
fore you to-day. But I will first make a request 
that the police w i J 1 attend to the instructions 
given them by the Mayor this morning, and 
that is, to see that there is perfect order on the 
outaidc of the congregation. We are not afraid 



of disturbance here, but there is generally some 
disposed to talk on the outside, which prevents 
those from hearing who are near them, and we 
wish all to hear w hat is said from the stand, 

I have frequently thought lately of Paul 1 ! 
words when he said 'much everv way,' *some 
for Paul, fome for AppoMos, 'some for Ccphui 
and some for Christ;* and I believe there are a 
great many here for Christ. I wiil make the 
application of Paul's words to us: 'Much every 
w ay/ Some for Joseph and Hyrum, the Book 
of Mormon and Doctrine and Covenants, the 
Temple and Joseph's measures; and some for 
Lyman Wight, some for James Emmett and 
some for Sidney Rigdon, and I suppose eom* 
for the Twelve, 

The business of the day will result in this 
thing: all those w T ho are for Joseph and Hy- 
rum, the'Book of Mormon, book of Doctrine 
and Covenants, the Temple and Josephs meas- 
ures, anchor the Twelve; they being one pat- 
ty; will be called upon to manifest their prin- 
ciplesopenly and boldly. Then we wish lall 
who are of the opposite panics to enjoy the 
same liberty, and to be as decided and bold, 
and to show their principles as boldly, and be 
ns decided as they are in their secret meeting! 
and private councils. If they are for Sidney 
Rigdon; and believe he is the man to be the 
first president and the leader of thh people, we 
wish them to manifest it as freely as they do 
in other p T accs; because this will form another 
party. 1 - j) r - 

We want all those who are for Lyman 
Wight and his measures, to show the nisei ve§ 
openly and feoldly; and all those Tor James Em- 
melt and his measures, to show themselves.— 
We wish them to withdraw to dav withou feir 
and to be as hold hfTe as they are in other pla- 
ces. They may as welt show themselves bold- 
ly, for I know where they r live, r,nd I know 
their names: I can point them out if necessary. 
Those who wish to tarry and build up the city 
and build the Temple, and carrv out the meas- 
ure? and revelations of our martyred prophet, 
we wish to know who they are. Now t all tho?e 
who decline going either way, but secretk 
slander the chancier of Joseph Smith and the 
Twelve, my fellowship will *be withdrawn 
from them without any further ceremony. If 
there are not more than ten men who hanc on 
to the truth, and to Joseph and the Temple, 
ani are willing to do right in all things, let me 
b? one of that number. If there should be but 
ten left, and their lives should be threatened; 
threatened with destruction by mobs, the Tern- 
pie not be built, &c n kecause they are deter- 
mined to do right, let me be one that is mar* 
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tyred for the truth, I have travelled these many 
years in the midst of poverty and tribulation, 
and that too with blood in my shoes, month 
after month, to sustain and to preach this gos*- 
pel and build up thia kingdom; and God for- 
bid that I should now turn round and seek to 
deatroy that which I have been laboring to 
buil up. 

It is written in the book oi Doctrine and 
Covenant?, that the president can be tried be- 
fore a bishop and twelve high priest?, or the 
high council of the church. There are many 
present this isorning who were present at the 
organization "of tha t quorum in Kirtland. We 
have here before us this morning, the high 
council, nnd bishop Whitney at their head, and 
we will try Sidney Ricdon before this council 
and Jet them take an acion on his case this 
morning; and then we will present it t# the 
church, and let the church al*o take an action 
upon it. I willing tliat you should know 
that my feelings for Sidney Rigdon as a man, 
aa a private citizen, are of the best kind. I h ave 
loved that man nnd always had the very best 
feelings for him ; I hnve stood in defence of his 
life and his house in Kirtland, and have Iain 
an the floor, night after night, and week aftei 
week, to defend him. Tfccre are thosa who 
are following Sidney for whom my heart i? 
grieved, I estetm them aa good citizens, But 
when it touches the salvation of the people, I 
am the man that walks to che line, 

I am informed that elder Rigdon is sick ; I 
am also informed that he and his party have 
had a council this morning, and have conclu- 
ded not to say any thing in their own defence, 
iliifiking that would be best for them* I have 
no idea that elder Rigdon is any more sick thnn 
I am: any how, we have a right to try his 
case, for he had sufficient notice to prepare 
himself if he had been disposed. We gave 
him notice last Tuesday evening, and had it 
published in the Neighbor, and was he sick he 
could have sent us word to have the case d c ~ 
ferred. I heard elder Rigdon's discourse last 
Sunday, myself; I heard him pour blessings 
upon this people in an unbounded degree; I 
heard him encourage the building up of this 
city and the Temple; he said he was one with 
u«, and left his blessing upon the congrega- 
tion. The congregation says to him: *go in 
peace' I paid up#n the back of his statements, 
y tit that brother Rigdon is with us. /have 
n#t ifen that brother Rigdon has been with us 
aince ha returned from Pittsburg; I ha ft known 
that he was not with us in spirit, but I took 
him at hia word. The apirit reveals manj 
things whiclr it would not do to tell th* pub- 



lic, until it can be proved. But to come to the 
point. On Tuesday last, I heord that elder 
Rigdou had a meeting the night previous, and 
had ordained men to be prophets, priests and 
kings. I concluded to go and see elder Rigdon, 
and asked elder Hyde to go with me. We went 
into his house, and after the usual compli- 
ments, 1 set down directly opposite him, and 
took hold of his hand. I looked him right in 
the face and asked him if he had a meeting 
last night, here, in which men were ordained 
to be prophets, priests and kings? He replied 
no. we had no meeting here; had we brother 
Soby? 

'Well, did you'have a meeting any where, 
brother Rigdon, in whiah men were ordained 
to be prophet?, priestB and kings?* 

f WeIl, I dont know; did we have a meeting 
last night, brother Soby! Yes, I believe there 
was one last night; was'nt there brother Soby, 
up at your house?' 

I saw the disposition of elder Rigdon to con- 
ceal the truth and equivocate, and I determin- 
ed to know the whole secret. I said to him 
again . 'Elder Rigdon, did von notordain thtt-g 
men at that meeting last night?' 

He rep'ied, 'yes, I suppose I did.* 

I then asked brother Rigdon, by what au- 
thority he ordained prophets, priests and kings? 

With a very significant air he repl'ed l oh, I 
know about that!' 

I will not attempt to describe the feelings 1 
had, nor the look of hia couutenance, but he 
equivocated very much. He said there waa 
no meeting here last night, and then finally 
said,* I believe there was a meeting at brother 
Soby's. I questioned him till he acknowledged 
that thej ordained men to be prophets, prieata 
a*d kings. 

I then asked brother Rigdon; 'do you not 
think, really, that you hold keys and authority 
above any man, or set of men in this church, 
even the Twelve?* 

Says he, k I never taught any such doctrine, 
did I, brother Soby?' 

Says I, 'brother Rigdon, tell me the truth, 
do you not think eo** 

He replied, e yes 1 rfo.» * 

Says I, 'that tells the whole story. Brother 
Joseph never undertook *uch important busi- 
ness as you are engaged in, without consul- 
ting his brethren, and especially the Twelve, 
if they were present. 7 I felt delicate in asking 
elder Rigdon these questions, but I knew it 
was my duty to find out the secret of the whole 
matter. To evade anawering the question! 1 
put to him t he finally said dont crowd upon my 
feelings too much ; my feelings are tender, a nd 
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I dont wish to be crowded, I then proposed jElder Rigdon at Pittsburg, I was appointed 
to him, that my*eif and the brethren of the I to write the letter. I informed Elder Rigdon 
TwcNe would call in the evening a*id con- [| of our conclusions, and stated to him that 



verse with him further on the subject, to which 
be agreed. In the evening eight of the Twelve 
together with bishop Whitney, went to elder 
Sigdon's and converted a-while; and finding 
matters ss before stated, we concluded we 
would go over to Dr. Richards 1 and there coun- 
cil together what vae b?st to do on the sub- 
ject* In our council we deemed it necesaary, 
to demand his license, and say to him ht could 
no; hold it any longer, unless he retracted from 
hit present course and repent of his wickedness, 
A committee of three was chosen, who went 
oter and demanded his license, but he refused 
to give it up, at the same time saying, 'I did 
not receive it from you, neither shall I give it 
up to you.' On thejairer^ht of this, we pub- 



had decided to return immediately to Nauvoo ? 
and that we should go by the lakes, inasmuch 
as wc deemed it safer and quicker to go thai 
way, than to go through Pittsburg. I stated 
also that it was the desire of the Twelve, thai 
Elder Rigdon and Elder Page ehouiJ meet m 
at Nauvoo, and after we had rested and mount- 
ed for our martyred brethren, we would sit 
down together and hold a council on the very 
ground where sleeps the ashes of our deceased 
friends. This letter was received by Elder 
Rigdon as wc have siace learned. Well, what 
does be do? He comes directly to Nauvoo. —

He arrived befon: the Twelve could get there. 
He immediately eniercd into measures to call 
the church together to appoint a Guardian, and 



liahed a notice in the Neighbor that there B wai very anjioua to crowd an action before

We have now the quorum before us, before 
which he will be tried, with the oldest bishop 
at their head; and I shall leave the subject for

President 1 oung said further that the Twelve 

are to be regarded as witnesses in this trial, 
and not judges. We present ourselves before 
the High Council as witnesses, and we are pre- 
pared to bring oiher testimony forward if ne- 
cessary. There may be some who will say that 
this is not a fair trial, because the opposite par- 
ty are not here* They have had sufficient 
notice and time to make their objections, and 
if they dont appear to make their defence it 
will prove to me that they are guilty. Elder 
Rigdon has not conducted himself like a man 
of God, he has not conducted like a prophet of 
God, nor a counsellor to the first president, 
since he came here* We prefer these charges 
against him, and the High Council will be 
obliged to act. 

EldeT Orson Hyde arose and said as foilews: 
I thought I would present to your view, 
some things which have transpired since the 
death of our beloved Prophet and Patriarch, 
Joseph and Hyrum Smith, who were murder- 
ed by the mob. I was in New Haven when I 
Grat heard the news, but hardly crediting the 
report; I went from thence to New York, 
where I learned the same things, I then con^ 
eluded I would start to Boston, When I arriv- 
ed at Boston I met with President Young and 
one or two others of the Twelve, We held a 
oouncil together and it wus decided to write to 



request of the Twelve to ait in council togeth- 
er with hint before any action was taken befo» 
the public. He represented to the congrega- 
tion that it was necessary that he should re- 
turn home immediately on account of the situ- 
ation of his family. Providentially the Twelre 
came before he had accomplished his design^ 
and an action was then taken before the pub- 
lic, and he was defeated. The church unani- 
mously vo;ed to sustain the Twelve in their of- 
fice as appointed by President Joseph Smith 
and the church — since that action was tak§n 
Elder Rigdon has shown no more anxiety to r»> 
turn to Pittsburg. Now I would ask this con- 
gregation, if Elder Rigdon had known that hi 
was commanded to take the lead of this people* 
would he have had any reason to fear his suo* 
cess, if he had been sure God had appointed 
him? Were the Twelve jealous that they 
should not stand in their place? I heard no 
such thing. We wanted to sit in council to~ 
gether, and felt that whatever the spirit dicta- 
ted that should be our course. There is a way 
by which all revelations purporting to be from 
God through any man can be tested. Brother 
Joseph gave us the plan, says he, when all tbe 
quorums are assembled and organized in order f 
let the revelation be presented to the quorums, 
if it pass one let it go to another, and if it past 
that, to another, and so on until it has passed 
all the quorums; and if it pass the whole witl* 
out running against a snag, you may knpw it 
is of God. But if it runs against a snag, then 
says he, it wants enquiring into: you must see 
to it. It is known to some who are present that 
there is a quorum organized where revelatioDt 
can be testtd. Brother Joseph said, let no rev- 
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elation go to the people until it has been tested 

here. Now I wou;d ask, did Elder Rigdon 
call the quorum together and there lay his Tev- 
alation before it, to have it tested? No, he aid 
a&t wait to call the quorum; neither did he 
call the authorities together that were here. — 
He endeavored to ensnare the people and allure 
their minds by his flowery eloquence; but the 
plan was defeated- The voice of the people 
was in favor of sustaining the Twelve to be 
their leaders. I tell you it is no enviable place 
for one of that quorum to stand in, and act as 
the leaders of (bis people. The shafts of the 
enemy are always aimed at the head first. — 
Hrother Joseph said some time before he was 
murdered. fb If I am taken away, upon you, 
the Twelve , will rest the responsibility of lead- 
ing this people, and do not bo bluffed off by 
any man. Go forward in the path of your du- 
ty though you walk into death. If ycu will ' 
be bold and maintain your ground the great 
God will sustain you." And now inasmuch 
as a charge has been laid upon us, it will be in- 
quired in a day to come if wo have been faith- 
ful to the charge, and we are responsible for 
▼hat has been laid upon us. 

After the Twelve returned I went to see El- 
der Rigdon and requested him to meet us in 
council ; I invited him to attend but he said he 
was sick; well., I dont know but he was sick, 
but I am informed he went the same day and 
held a meeting somewhere outside the city. — 
To-day, therein an excuse. He says he is sick, 
perhaps it is so. In our conversation on Tues" 
day evening, wben he said he had the keys and 
power, he said he did not claim jurisdiction 
over the Twelve, he claimed jurisdiction over 
no man. Says I Elder Rigdon, if the Twelve 
were to transgress would you call them to ac- 
count? He replied no, 1 have no jurisdiction 
over them. But was Brother Joseph here and 
he was to fee the Twelve do wrong, we would 
sot have time to wink more than twice, before 
he would be upon us with a rod and drive us 
back to the path of duty again. Elder Rigdon 
says he claims no jurisdiction over tho Twelve, 
nor the Twelve over him. Says I Elder Rig- 
don such a course as this will lead to a division 
of the church. He replied there will be a good 
many churcbes built up all over the woild, I 
asked if all these churches would be subject to 
one common head . He answered they would 
not. Elder Young replied, then there will be 
many bodiei. He replied, Oh no! I then said 
where there are many heads there is no head 
it all; and a thing that baa got many heads 
must be a hydra, — a monster: a house divided 
*£*iLet itself cannot stand* Elder Rigdon is 



now going to work to make a division, and yet 
he said on the stand, he did not want to mike 
a division. When any man come? here with a 
revelation purporting to be from God, we feel 
in duty bound to question its validity. This 
is a kind of furnace to prove all things, and 
Elder Rigdon dont like to come into the fur* 
nace. ' r r ? " , 

I will now give some testimony which ha* 
been handed to me concerning what Elder 
Rigdon has said. Those who have testified 
here are ready to testify to the same before the 
congregation if it is necessary. 

I shall omit names unless called upon, and 
then they shall be forthcoming. One of Mr, 
liigdon's party said to this brother, you ara a 
pretty strong Twelve man I believe: are you 
not? He answered: I am no party man — but 
I am desirous to obtain the truth. Mr. Rig- 
don*s friend then said, if you will not tell it to 
the twelve, I will tell you our plans. He then 
communicated unto me their designs. The 
substance of which was as follows: that Elder 
Rigdon was going to feel of the minds of the 
branches, and then of the people of Nauvoo, 
until he got strong enough to make a party, 
and if he found that he could raise influence 
to divide the people he would do so, and let 
the remainder, follow the Twelve- 
Elder Hyde continued and said: this waa 
said previous to his discourse at La Harpe; 
then, he comes here, and says I have no au- 
thority, I have no jurisdiction over this people 
whatever. We knew by the spirit that this was 
in Elder Rigdon's heart before, and we want- 
ed to brino- it out. This shows that the whole 
plan was matured at the time he said he did 
not want to diyide the church— he had no ju- 
risdiction, and he let out the roots of it oa 
Tuesday evening, when we conversed with 
him. When we demanded his license, he said, 
C 'I did notreceive it from you, neither shall I 
give it up to you. 1 ' He then threatened to 
turn traitor. His own language was, inasmuch 
as you have demanded my license, I shall feel 
it my duty to publish all your secret meetings, 
and all the history of the secret works of thii 
church, in the public journals. He intimated 
that it would bring a mob upon us, says he, X 
know what effect it will have; there is a rod 
and a scourge awaits this people* Says I, El- 
der Rigdon if you want the honor of bringing 
distress upon this people, you may have it, yon 
may have the honor of it here, and you may 
have the honor of it in eternity; and every ef- 
fort you make to bring distress upon this peo- 
ple, will recoil back upon your own head* I 
have been told since, he was angry and did not 
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mean to do as he said; but I would nek tbii 
congregation, can a man say what is not in his 
heart? I say he cannot, for **out of the abun- 
dance of the heart the mouth speaketh ( Kl- 
der Toung pays he can prove that Elder Rig- 
don made use of the same expression previous 
to out visiting him last Tuesday.; 1 replied 
to him and said, we have counted the cost and 
it can't cost more than our lives, and we 
have got them ready to pay. Now what was 
the idea conveyed by EUrr Rigdon's expres- 
sions, it wa« this, if you will let me alone, and 
not oppose me in my measures, although you 
are ft wicked and iniquitous people, we will b * 
hail fellows well met, and all fellowship to- 
gether; but if you opposf ms, I will expose all 
your secret w ickedness I will expos© all your 
iniquity* Now I dont know of any man in 
this church (hat his gone deeper imo matters 
than he did in Far West in his oration on the 
4th of July. He was the cause of our troubles 
in Missouri, and although Brother Joseph trird 
to reitrain him, he would take hi* own course, 
and if he goes to exposing the secrete of this 
church, as he pays, the world will throw him 
down and trample him and--i' their teet. 

Before 1 went rast on the 4ih of April last, 
we were in council with BrotheT Joseph almost 
every day for weeks, s\vs Brother Joseph in 
one of those councils there is something going 
to happen; I dont know w T hat it is. but the 
Lord bids me to hasten and give you your en- 
dowment before the temple is finished. He 
conducted us through everv ordinance of the 
holyjpriesthood, and when he had gone through 
with all the ordinances he rejoiced very much, 
and says, now if they kill me you have got all 
the keys, and all the ordinance* and you cm 
confer them upon others, and the hosts of Sa" 
tan will not be able to tear down the kingdom, 
as fast as you will be ab> to buitd it up; and 
now says he on your shoulders will the respon- 
sibility of leading this people rest, for the Lord 
is going to let me rest a while* Now why did 
he say to the Twelve on your shoulders will 
this responsibility rest, why did he not mention 
Brother Hyr urn? The spirit knew that Hyrum 
would be taken with him, and hence he did 
not mention his name; Elder Rigdon^s name 
was not mentioned, although he was here all 
the time, but he did not attend our councils. 

When we were coming away last Tuesdav 
evening, Elder Rigdon said you are not led by 
the Lord, and I have known it for a long time 
that you were not led by the Lord. In his dis- 
course before the p-.-opIe the first Sunday after 
he came here, he stated jhat Joseph Smith yet 
holds the keys of this kingdom, for he had 



seen it since he was dead. When Elder Rig- 
don made this remark, says I t > : im, I defy 
any man to show that we have adopted any 
measure, only what Joseph has directed us.— 
We have all the while sought to carry out thoee 
measures which he has labored ai such pains 
to establish. Now if Brother Joseph yet holds 
the keys of this kingdom, I wou'd ask how is 
any man going to get by Joseph imo the celes- 
tial kingdom of God, if they oppose and seek 
to destroy the principle a id down by Brother 
Joseph. They can ? t get over it neither can 
they get by him . 1 will now le*ve the subject 
with Rrother Parley for he is a witness in the 
matter. 

Elder Tarley P. Tiatt arose to give his testi- 
mony concerning this case. He said in the 
first place I will say that there is no man pres- 
ent, save one, who has been acquainted with 
Elder Rigdon longer than I have . E der Hyds 
knew him before I did. 1 have been in church 
fellowship with him for 15 or 16 years. I was 
a member of the same church with him before 
we. heard this gospel; I was the first man who 
presented the Book of Mormon to him, and 
bore testimony to him concf ruing the gospel- 
I witnessed his coming into this church, 1 li3ve 
feelings for him as a friend of the strongest 
kind, and ever have felt an interest for him, I 
would be amongst the fir^t to rejoice to see him 
walk up as a counsellor with us, I have no 
feelings but in his favor. But ihe salvation of 
this church is of far more importance than any 
thing else, and we are determined to walk up 
to our duty, let it come against whom it may. 
After Brother RigJon came from Pittsburg, I 
waited on him to bid him welcome* but he 
was so crowded with friends shaking hands 
and welcoming him back that I said to him 
Elder Rigdon, you are busy to day, we will not 
interrupt you lo-day, but to-morrow morning 
the few of the Twehe who are here will want 
to meet with you, and sit down in council to- 
gether. We expect to hear yoJ preach. In 
the morning I called upon him to go with me 
to Brother Taylor's, as we had to hold our 
councils at Elder Taylor's, he being confined 
to his bed, by the wounds he received from the 
mob. He made an excuse, paying, that he 
was engaged with a strange gentleman, and 
could not leave him then, but would come 
when he got through- We waited until it was 
almost meeting time, and instead of coming to 
meet with us, he went directly to the meeting. 
He came here and preached, and related his 
vision or revelation to appoint a guirdian,— 
We still deferred and waited to meet with him 
in council, unti 1 , to our astonishment, without 
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our knowledge he caused an appointment to | 
be made for the next Thursday for the church 
to choose their guardian; and this to in the ab- 
fence of the mere par: of the quorum of the 
Twelve, and even without consulting the high 
council of the church, I knew such a course 
would divide the church, and I protested 
against it, and determined to come to the srand 
if the motion was to proceed and dismiss the 
meeting. It fortunately happened that the 
Twelve came in time to attend the meeting 
which was changed by them into a special 
conference. We made another effort to vet 
Elder Rigdon to sit in council with the quo- 
rum of i*e Twelve, We met at the time ap- 
pointed and waited something liko three hours 
before he came, II finally came and we then 
asked him to give us the rotation of hi? vision 
or revelation, which he did. He said it was 
shewn to him that there were no authorities 
left in tht church who could act. When Jo- 
seph was alive the people had confidence in 
the quorums, but now they had not that confi- 
dence; the people must choose some man they 
can have confidence in, to act. Said I to bim. 
Elder Rigdon, there never was a time when 
the people were more willing to hearken to 
council and be agreed, than they are now, — 
Said I f has not the Almighty God established 
authorities in this church by Joseph Smith, 
such as the quorum of the Twelve, the high 
council and other quorums, and have they not 
power to act, and will they not be damned if 
they do not act; and will the people not he \ 
damned if they do not give heed to these an 
Oaorities? He answered, yes; when not twen- 
ty minutes before he said there was no author- 
ities in the church ! Said 1, Elder Rigdon, 1 
object to that meeting you got up t in the name 
of the Twelve, It 13 got up without the con- 
tent or advice of those of the Twelve who are 
here, at present we dont need to adopt any new 
measures, we only need to carry out the meas- 
ures which God has revealed, and when we 
have done this, God will give us more; and on 
these grounds, I object to the meetiug. Says 
he, there is no need to appoint another officer. 
We have only to sustain the officer?, as they 
are already organized; and I pledge myself 
there shall be no oiher business brought up 
on Thursday, only the regular prayer meeting. 
When I had got the pledge from him I told ihe 
people that Thursday's meeting would only be 
a prayer meeting. But after this some of the 
people went to him and he turned round again, ! 
and said it was a business meeting. I know 
that he said no business should be done at that 
meeting, and afterwards said it should be a bu- 



siness meeting. I then saw that this was a 
deep and a cunning pkn laid to divide the belt 
people that ever lived. 

On last Sundiy we heard preaching all day 
about tilings along way ahead — terrible battles 
to be fought somewhere by the brook Kedron. 
Their preaching gave me a text which I wani 
to preach from, it is somewhere in Webster's 
Spelling Book, and I suppose the tittle boys 
can tell me where. However it is a story of a 
* f conn try maid and her milk pail, 5 ' &c. The 
moral was that when men sutler their imagia- 
ations to be ammed with things along way a- 
held, they suffer loss by neglecting those 
things which immediately concern them,— 
The great God said through Joseph — build this 
'emple ; I givo you a sufficient time to build it, 
and if you do not build it by the appointed 
time, you shall be rejected as a people with 
your dead, I thought we were concerned in 
building up this place and defending it, aod 
while we were immediately concerned in alt 
these important matter?, the day was ?pent in 
talking about Queen Victoria, battles, &c, and 
things which were calculated to draw oar 
minds away from those things wherein our 
eterna! interest Is at stake, When he blessed 
the people I said amen, and when he said our 
persecutions were about over, and crifd peaco, 
peace, I hoped it would be so, if we could got 
it. He did, by hard straining get it out thai 
we might go on and build the temple and build 
up the city. 

On Tuesday as has been stated we went to 
Elder Rigdon*s house, when Ihnd heard that 
he had been ordaining men to unheard of offi- 
ces. These men were in no quorum, and un- 
der nobody's direction, nor authority, but El- 
der Rigdon's own revelations. We protested 
against^it. He claimed he had authority and 
keys over any one else. By and byo we had 
more of his revelations. Says he, I saw all 
this before I left Pittsburg. 1 then charged 
him with endeavoring to palm upon the people, 
false revelations and lies in the name of the 
Lord. He then gave Us another slice of his 
revelation, in addition to what he hid already 
told us. It was that he was to help to fight a 
bloody haute in some appointed place, the par- 
ticulars of which had been revealed to him. — 
This battle was not to be a war of words, not 
a battle with the tongue, bat jays he f •'with 
the *j*rord, J and it will be a bloody battle; the 
great God has revealed it to me, and no one 
shall beat mo out of it!** Says I to him, if you 
build up churches and ordain men to preach 
who are not subject lo the Twelve, how ara 
they to be governed. Suppose the Twain, 
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haying authority to regelate all the churches 
in all the world according to the Book of Doc- 
trine and Covenants, should publish an epistle 
to the churches, they will say, who are the 
Twelve? We are not under the authority of 
the Twelve. Will not this be the result! 

* I asked the question to one of his new proph- 
ets, da you consider yourself under th« direc- 
tion of the Twelve? He hesitated a while and 
replied, **I hope Elder Rigdon and the Twelve 
will be united and walk together, if not I shall 
not be under the direction of the Twelve, only 
so far as they agree with Elder Rigdon. I 
Aall be undrr the directions of the revelations 
ajs given U Eider Rigdon, I regard him as my 
prophet, aeer, and i^vclator." And the old 
revelations require us to build this temple, that 
we may receive our endowment and all the or- 
dinances and priesthood, whereby we may save 
ourselves and our dead. The new revelation 
ii to draw the people to Pittsburg, and scatter 
them abroad; and do any thing and every 
thing but that which the old revelation! bid up 
do. Some of tho brethren, Kldcrs Young, and 
Orson Pratt, and others then said to hiro th3t 
the matter must be settled before he went a* 
way to Pittsburg, either one way or the other. 
We labored with him till near twelve o'clock, 
but the split Feemed only to grow wider and 
wider. Says I, Elder Rigdon, if the God of 
heaven has pent me to tell what will be, you 
will never fulfill your revelation ; - I have no 
more confidence in your revelations than I have' 
in Gladden Bishop's, One said he would mar- 
ry the Queen of England, and the other said he 
would take her by the nose. Now brethren it 
was for this ordaining men to unheard of offices 
in an illegal manner, and the proceedings of 
their secret meetings, that the fellowship of the 
Twelve was withdrawn from Elder Rigdon. — 
I was one of the committee who went to de- 
mand his license, and acted as spokesman. I 
made the demand in a respectful manner, tak- 
ing care not to do any thing intentionally to 
wound his ftelings. When I demanded hia li- 
cense he refused to give it up as has already 
been observed, and says he, I shall now take 
the liberty to publish to the world, all the se* 
eret works of this church, and stir up the world 
against you, and says he, I know the remit 
both on you and the church, and myself, this 
was letting * ut a little more of his revelation. — 
lie then said* I have sat and laughed in mjj 



ments. It was'all shown to me in the vision 
before 1 left Pittsburg. Thought I to myself, 
O consistency, where hast thou fled? Here are 
revelations manufactured [as fast as they art 
needed to suit the ciremmstanccs. 

Last Sunday elder Rigdon said we went 
blessed people. Now he says he has known 
ever since before he left Pittsburg, that thii 
same blessed people would cut him off before 
he left them. * 

He further said, 'I am not going to injure 
this people; I dont want to make a division,' 
and soon after said, fc I know this people hart 
not been led by the Lord for a longtime.' He 
was talking about exposing our secrets; elder 
Hyde then said he was glad he had got at the 
roots of his feelings; elder Rigdon replied *I 
dont do it with a design to injure this peopla, 
before stated. 1 i 
Now the quorum of the Twelve have not of- 
fered a new revelation from the time of tha 
massacre of our beloved brethren, Joseph and 
Hyrum, but we have spent all our time, early 
and late, to do the things the God of heaven 
commanded us to do through brother Joseph. 
Here are the principles of brother Joseph, onr 
prophet, who laid the foundation of this work, 
and the Twelve have labored to carry them 
out. We have not said, go to Black river, ncr 
to Prairie dn Chien, nor to Pittsburg, but we 
have said take the sword of the spirit, an3 do 
the things commanded and enjoined by broth- 
er Joseph. Only think of the idea, after bW 
sing the congregation in the manner he did 
last Sabbath, in two days after he says this 
people have not been led by the Lord for a long 
time, and I have known it : And why? Becau*t 
we fulfilled his own revelation by cutting him 
off from the church; but if we had not cut h;ra 
off nor opposed him in his secret comer of 
treachery and apostacy, we should have been a 
very good people, and we would all fellowship 
together* 

I will here read from the book of Doctrine 
and Covenants, page 102, new edition, 'para- 
graph 1!, to show concerning the legal author- 
ities of this church ; (See D* C.) e-*^ 

Now you ask where is the proper authority 
and power for us to look to? Wei answer here 
is a power and authority equal to the first pres- 
idency; equal and nothing more.

spqucntly has no power to act. But if it would 
make no odds who you look to for vojr lea- 
ders, if they are Rot chosen and upheld by the

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must walk according to the revelations, or 
there is no power in thf-ir appointment. I say 
and bear lestimony that the things revealed to 
Sidney Rigdon touching the great battles to 
be fought some where; the secret meetings; — 
the ordination of officers., and the government 
of this church, is a revelation of falsehood and 
delusion* calculated to lead the people astray.

Elder 0. Hyde arose again and said he wan- 
ted to relate a little story. It is only about two 
minutes long^ and I think it will serve to illus- 
trate the present position of this church. El- 
flei Itigdon-s remarks not only authorized, but 
courted a division of the church, and at the 
•aine time he acknowledged that he had no ju- 
risdiction over the church whatever. The sto- 
ry U this, f in the days of King Solomon there 
w^re two women who lived in the same house, 
and had each a child. One night one of the 
<if the women overlay her child, and when she 
awoke her child was dead. As soon as she dis- 
covered th"s, she took her own dead child and 
p!aced it by the side of the mother of the liv- 
ing child, and took the living child to herself. 
When the mother of the living child awoke in 
the morning to give her child suck, behold it 
was dead ; hut'when she had considersd it % she 
found it wa*j not her child ; and the other wo- 
man said nay ; but the living is my son^ and 
the dead is thy son- And this said no; but the 
flead is thy son^ and the living is my sod. — 
Tbev then referred the matter to Kin? Solo- 
moo, who said, the one saith this is my son 
that liveth, and thv son is dend. And the oth- 
ersaith, nav; but thv son is the dead, and my 
ton is the livinr. And the King said, 'bring 
me a sword, 1 and tbey brought a sword before 
the King, and the King said ; *divide the Jiving 
child in 'wo, and give the half to the one and 
a half to the other.' But the woman whose 
the living child was, said to the King, 'O my 
lord the King, give her the living child, and in 
no wise slay it;* for her bowels yearned over 
her son. But the other said, Met it be neuher 
mine nor thina, but divide HS Now brethren 
the Twelve say let not the child be divided; — 
but elder Rigdon says let the child be divided, 
for I profe«9 to have no claim or jurisdiction 
over it; and I believe if the r^reat God would 
apeak fro-n heaven this morning, he would say 
to the Twelve, you are the mother, (or rather 
the father) of the living child, and the church 
ihaj] not be divided, for I lay it in the name 



of the great God. I say let not the child be di- 
vided; let it live; and all the congregation said 
amen* 

Elder Amasa Lyman said, so far as I am ac- 
quainted with what has been said, it is correct, 
and the most of it has been under my own ob- 
servation. It would therefore be useless to 
recapitulate. But there are some things con- 
nected with the historvcf this ev< nt that should 
speak to the understanding of the individuals 
to whom this case v? to be submitted. The 
Twelve have already told \\ leir ramd on the 
subject and have acted upon it. There is a 
curiosity connected with the revelation of this 
individual, who is so favored of heaven as to 
have gathered the rays of light from the upper 
world; intelligence and wonderful thing?, that 
other men never thought of. Even Gladden 
Bishop never thought of such wonderful thiny*.

Has he been endear- 
I oring for the last four or five years to build np 
the principles taught nnd laid down by the man 
of God? Here are men present who have trav- 
elled through the length and breadth of them 
United States, and to Europe, and some who 
have travelled as far ns Palestine to carry ont 
land establish the principles which have been 
laid down by our deceased prophet, and yvt 
the great God has not made known to any of 
these men the wonderful things made known 
in this ievolation. Neither has e'der Mirks or 
the Twelve received any bu<A wonderful rev- 
elation. But this man who has beon aileep all 
the while, when he was not sick, to sleep and 
smoke Ms pipe, and take his drink ; correspond 
J with John C. Bennet, and o;her ruean, corrnpt 
men. This is the character ©f the man on 
whom shines the light of revelation; thie la 
the man who says the Twelve hive gone astray 
and this church is not led by the Lord, Thi* 
man is made generalissimo of all the armies of 
the Gentiles, on both sides I gupp^se; this h 
the man who is to fi^ht these wonderful battle* 
till the blood of the alain flow as high as the 
horse's bridles in the brook Kedron. Elder 
Brigham, nor any of the Twelve did not get 
this wonderful power; they have not got the 
same spirit But these men who obtain thcra 
great revelations carry the spirit about with 
them; you can smell it as soon as yon come 
near enough to feci their bn a'h, Elder Rig- 
udon^s plan is to divide the church, although ho 
claims no jurisdiction.

who was slain by the conspiracy of his brother, 
who received the priesthood by the command- 
ments of God by the hand of bis father Adam, 
who was the first man; which priesthood con- 
tinueth in the church of God in all generations, 
and is without beginning of days or end ot 
years. 

And the Lord confirmed a priesthood also up- 
on Aaron and his seed throughout all their gea- 
erations, which priesthood also continueth and 
abideth forever, with the priesthood which ii 
after the holiest order of God.

And now I give un to you a commandment 
to beware concerning yourselves, to give dili- 
gent heed t j the words cf eternal life; tor you 
shall live by every word that proceedeth forth 
from the mouth of God, For tie word of the 
Lord is truth, and whatsoever is truth is li<*ht. 

and whatsoever is light is Spirit, even the Spit- 
is of Jesus Christ ; and the Spirit giveth light 
to every man that cometh into the world: and 
the Spirit enlighteneth every man through the 
world that hearkeneth to the voice of the Spir

and whoso receiveth not mv voice is not ac- 

■ 

quinted with my voice, and is not of me: end 
by this you may know the rightous from the 
wicked, and the whole world groaneth under 
sin and darkness even now* 

And your minds in times past have been 
darkened because of unbelief, and because you 
have treated lightly the thing? you have re- 
ceived, which vanity and unbelief hath brougt 
ihe whole church under condemnation. And 
this condemnation resteth. upon the children 
oi Zion, even all; and they shall remain under 
this condemnation until they repent and re- 
member the new covenant, even the Book of 
Mormon and the former commandments which 
1 have given them, not only to say, but to do, 
according to that which I have written, that 
'hey may bring forth fruit meet for their Fa- 
therms kingdom, otherwise there remaifleth a 
scourge and a judgment to be poured out up- 
on the children of Zion; for shall the children 

of the kingdom pollute my holy land? Verily, 
I say unto you, Kay. 

Verily, verily ] say unto yon, who now have 

my words, which is my voice, blessed are ye 
inasmuch as you receive these things: fori 
will forgive you of your sina with this com- 
mandment, that yon remain steadfast in your 
minds in solemnity and the spirit of prayer, 
in bearing testimony to all the world of those 
things which are communicated unto you. 

Therefore go ye into all the world, and what- 
soever place ye cannot go into ye shall send^ 
that the testimony may go from you into all 
the world, unto every creature. And as I said 
unto mine apostles, even so I say unto 
you; for you are mine apostles, even God's 
high priests^yc are they whom my father hath 
given me: ye are my friends: therefore, as I 
said unto mine apostles I say unto you again, 
that every soul who believeth on \our words, 
and is baptized bv water for the remission of 
sir«s, shall receive the Holy Ghost; and these 
signs shall follow them that believe : 

In rny name they shall do many wonderful 
works; in my name they shall cast out devils* 
in my name they shall heal the sick: in mv 
name they shall open the eyes of the blind;-* 
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and unstop the ears of the dt-af : and the tongue 
of the dumb shall speak : and if any man shall 
administer poison uolo them it shall not hurt 
them: and the poison of a serpent shall not 
have power to ha:m them. But a command- 
ment 1 give unto them, that they shall not 
boast themselves of these thing*, neither speak 
them before the world; for these things are 
given unto for your ptofit aad for salvation. 

Verily, venly I say unto you, they who be- 
lieve not on your w r ords, and are not baptized 
by water, in my name, for the remission of 
their sins, that they may receive the Holy 
Ghost, shall he damned* and shall not come 
into my Father's kingdom, whete my Father 
and I am. And this revelation unto you, and 
commandment, is in force from this very hour 
npon all the world, and the gospel is unto all 
who have not received it. But verily I say 
unto all those to whom the kingdom has been 
given, from you it must be preached unto them 
that they shall repent of their former evil 
works; for they are to be upbraided for their 
evil hearts of unbelief: and your brethren in 
Zion for their rebellion against you at the time 

I sent you. 

And again, I say unto you my friends, (for 
from henceforth I shall call you friends,) it 
is expedient that I give unto you this com- 
mandment, that ye become even as my friends 
in days when I was with them travelling to 
preach this gospel in my power; for I suffered 
them not to have purse or scrip, neither two 
coats: behold I send you out to prove the 
world, and the laborer is worthy of hire. And 
any man that shall go and preach this gospel 
of the kingdom, and fail not to continue faith- ' 
ful in all thing?, shall not be weary in mind,' 
neither daikcned, neither in body, limb, 
or joint; and an hair of his head shall not fall 
to the ground unnoticed. And they shall not 

go hungry ? neither athirst. 

Therefore, take no thought for the morrow, 
for what ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink., 
or wherewithal ye shall he clothed ; for consid- 
er the 111 lies of the field, how they grow, they 
loil not, nei.her do they spin; and the king- 
doms of the world, in all their glory, are not 
arrayed like one of these; for your Father who 
art in heaven,*knoweth that you have need of 
all these things. Therefore, let the morrow take 
though* for the things of itself. .Neither take 
ye thought beforehand what ye shall say, but 
treasure up in your minds continually the words 
of life, and it shall be given you in the very 
hour that portion that shfll be me ed unto eve- 
ry man. . * _ 
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Therefore let no man among vou, (for thi» 
commandment is unto all the fai'hful who are 
called of God in the church, unto the minis- 
try,) from this hour, take purse or serip, that 
,gocth forth to proclaim this go?pel of the king- 
dom. Behold I send you out to reprove the 
world of a:l their unrighteous deeds, and tt> 
teach them of a judgment which is to come.— 
And whoso receiveth you, there I will be also; 
fori will go before your face: I will be on 
your right hand and on your left, and my Spir- 
it shall be in your 'hearts, and mine angeli 
round about you, to bear you up. 

Whoso receiveth you, receiveth me, and the 
same will feed you, and clothe you, and give 
you money. And he who feeds you, or clothei 
you, or gives you money, sha'l in no wise loosa 
his reward: and he that doeth not these 
things is not my disciple: by this you may 
know my diecipics. He that receiveth you not, 
go away from him alone by yourselves, and 
cleanse yourfeet, even withjwater, pure water, 
whether in heat or in cold, and bear 
testimony of it unto your Father which 
is in heaven, and return not again un- 
to that man. And ia whatsoever village 
or city ye enter, do likewise, Neverthe- 
less, search diligently and spare not; and wo 
unto that house, or that village* or city, that 
rejecte:h you, or your word?, or testimo- 
ny concerning me, \Vo t I say again, unto 
that Tiouse, or that village, or city, that rejec- 
ted you, or your words, or your testimony of 
me; for Ithr. Almighty, have laid my hands up- 
on the nations to scourge them for their wick- 
edness; and plagues shall go forth, and they 
shall not be taken from the earth until I have 
completed my work w hich shall be cut short ia 
righteousness; until all shall know me, who 
remain, even from the least unto the greatest, 
and shall be filled with the knowledge of the 
Lord, and shall see eye to eye, and shall lift *jp 
their voice, and with the voire together eitig 
this new song, saying, * 
The Lord hath brought again Zion : 
The Lord hath redeemed his people, Israel* 
According to the election of grace, 
Which was brought to pass by the faith. 
And covenant of their fathers. 
The Lord huh redeemed his people, 
And satan is bound, and time is no longer; 
The Lord hath gathered all things in one: 

The Lord hath brought down Zion from 
above: 

The Lord hath brought up Zion from be- 
neath : 

The earth hath travailed and brought fortk 
her strength; 

And \t\x\h is ei'ablished in her bowels; 
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And the heavens have smiled upon her; 
And she is clothed with the glory of her God : 
For he stands in the midst of his people : 
Glory, and honor, and power nnd mighty 
Be ascribed to our God, for he is fall of 
mercy, 

Justice, grace nnd truth, and peace, 

For ever and ever; Amen. 

And again, verily, verily I say unto you. it 
*a expedient, that every mnn who goes forth to 
proclaim mine everlasting gospel, that inas- 
much as they have families and receive mo- 
nies by gift, that they should send it unto 
them, or make use of it for their benefit* as the 
Lord shall direct, them, for thus it seemeth me 
good. And let all those who have not fami- 
lies, who receive moneys, send it up unto the 
bishop in Zion, or unto the bishop in Ohio, 
that it may be consecrated for the bringing 
forth of the revelations and the printing there- 
of, and for establishing Ziou. 

And if anv man shall give nnto any of you a 
coat, or a suit, lake the old and cist it unto 
the poor, and go your way rejoicing . And if 
any man among you be strong in the Spirit, 
Jet him take wi i\ him he that i^ weak, that 
he may b-i edified in all meekness* that he 
may become strong also. 

Therefore, take with you those who ate or- 
dained unto the lesser priesthood, and send 
them before you to make appointments, and 
to prepare the way, and to fill appointments 
that you yourselves are not able to fill. Behold 
th is is the way that mine apostles, in ancient 
days, built up my church unto me. 

Therefore let everv man stand in his own 
office, and labor in hi? own calling ; and let 
not the head say unto the feet, it hath no need 
of the feet, for without the feet how shall the 
body be able to stand? also the body hath 
need of every member, that all may be edified 
together, that the system may be kept perfect. 

And behold, the high priests should travel, 
and also the etders , and also the lesser priests; 
but the deacons and teachers should be ap- 
pointed to watch over the church, to be 
standing ministers unto the church. 

And the bishop, Newel K, Whitney, also, 
should travel round about and among all the 
churches, searching after the poor, to admin- 
ister to their wants by humbling the rich and 
tho proud: he should also empfoy an agent to 
take charge and to do his secular business, as 
he shall direct; nevertheless, let the bishop go 
unto the city of Now York, and also to the 
*uty of Albany, and also to the city of Boston, 
and wan* the people of those cities with the 
found of the gospel, with a loud voice, of the 



! desolation and utfer abolishment which awaits 
them if they do reject these things; for if they 
do reject these things the hour of their judg- 
ment is nigh : and their house shall be left un- 
to them desolate. Let him trust in me and ht 
shall not be confounded; and an hair of his 
head shall not fall to the ground unnoticed. 

And verily, I say unto you, the rest of my 
servants , co ye forth as your circumstance* 
shall permit, in your seyeral callings, unto the 
great and no 4 ab T e cities and villages, reproving 
the world in righteousness of all their unrioht- 
eous and ungodly deed^, setting forth clearly 
and understanding!? 1I10 desolation of abom- 
ination in the last days; for with you sat th the 
Lord Almighty, I will rend their kingdoms, I 
will not only shake the earth, but the starry 
heavens shall tremble: fori t lie Lord have 
put forth my hand to exert the powers of heav- 
en: ye cannot see it now, yet a little while 
and ve shall see it, and know that I am, and 
that I will come and reign with my people, I 
am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the 
end : Amen ,

CONTINUATION OF ELDER RIGDON'F 

TRIAL, 



Sidney's first revelation in Kirtland was tell- 
ing the people that the kingdom was rent from 
them, and they might as well all go home for 
they were rejected. The saints felt very bad 
and were almost distracted. When brother Jo- 
seph came home, (who was absent at the time) 
he called Sidney into council and there told him 
he had lied in the name of the Lord; and say? 
he, 'you had better give up your licence and di- 
vest yourself of all the authority you can* for 
you will go into the hands of satan, and he will 
handle you as one man handleth another, and 
j the less authority you have the better for you. 
Sidney gave up two licences to brother Whit- 
ney, (who has got them at this day) and accor- 
j ding to his own testimony, he was handled by 
satan just as brother Joseph said, and weltered 
in the most extreme agony for about two or 
three months, and then brother Joseph seeing 
that he had repented, said that he had suffered 
enough and restored him again. He made a 
tremendous blunder at the first revelation, but 
we would hardly suppose that a man who hag 
been in the church so long as Sidney has, would 
make such a monstrous bluder as he ha3 made 
this time* The object of Sidney ? s revelation 
was to divide the church and scatter it. Broth- 
er Joseph has said at different times, that if el- 
der Rigdon was to lead the church twelve 
months, he would lead them to the devil. When 
he attempted to lead the people in Kirtland, it 
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And the heavens have smiled upon her; 
And she is clothed with the glory of her God : 
For he stands in the midst of his people : 
Glory, and honor, and power nnd mighty 
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was to lead them to the devil, and when he 
made the attempt this time, it was for the same 
purpose. When he was making his flowery 
sermon and endeavoring to captivate the people 
by his eloquen:e, they looked, and when he 
had got through, behold they had eeen nothing; 
and when he found that there were those who 
were on the alert, and that there w T ere men in 
whose ears the God of heaven would whisper, 
and they would discover his principles, he 
could not stand it; he was going to run; he was 
in a wonderful hurry to get hack to Pittsburg, 
He was determined not to let brother Young 
pull the things out of him. I presume the at- 
mosphere did not feel very congenial to his 
spirit. After we had been and spent the eve- 
ning with him last Tuesday and had concluded 
to demand his licence, he then said he was 
going to publish the history of all the secret? 
of this church. I think if he dont give a straight- 
er history than he has given in his revelation, 
we shall not need to be at the trouble to go 
abroad and contradict it, for he will contradict 
himself. He took a position when he first came 
here, but since that he has left the ground en- j 
tirely. If he talks with one of brother Joseph's 
friends, he will say, i l admit that Joseph held 
the keys of the kingdom at his death, 5 but if he 
talks with those who are not Joseph's friends, 
he will say, ( I knew he was not led of God for 
a long time.' In our council in the Seventies 
Hallj he said that this vision was a continua- 
tion of the vision recorded in the book of Doc- 
trine and Covenants. There was however this 
difference, the one in the Doctrine and Cove- 
nants was an open vision, but the vision he re- 
ceived in Pittsburg was a mental vision, a vis- 
ion presented to the mind. Now it seems very 
likely that while brother Sidney was maturing 
his plans in Pittsburg, and laying his schemes j 
as to what course he would pursue, it was very 
natural^to see that the church would cut him off. 




which he has heretofore sustained. We did 
not investigate his conduct or character pre* 
vious io the conference before alluded to, in 
crder to prove this; his own ac:s and deedi 
since his return from Pittsburgh as ihey have 
been set forth before this conference, are suf- 
ficient to establish that fact, ft may lie sup- 
posed by some that the Twelve aie enemies to 
Elder Rigdon.

by the relationship they sustain <o this churti 
and io God, to lay aside all private feelings aui 
secondary considerations in the futfillmentc 
the great work that they are called upon t 
perform.

Some people talk as thou 'h they considered 
these things very little matters; but if was for 
a transgression of this kind that satan and his 
angels was cast out of heaven, and it is those 
very principles that have destroyed the church 
in every age of the world. It was not for drunk- 
enness, theft nor any other act of immorality 
that satan was hurled from heaven, but for re- 
tisting authority, and trying to subvert the 
order of God, And this is the thing that E!- 
tier Rigdon is guilty of; which is calculated to 
lead men to destruction. I consider that this 
conference has had evidence enough before it 
in relation to the matter. We have tried him 
who said he was a prophet, and sent of God 
with revelations to this church, and found 
him a liar. I feel sorry for him as a man, but 
I also feel sorry for others whom he is leading 
astray. What has been the cause of all ou«r 
difficulties? Why, a little difference of feeling, 
a little difference of opinion, a little difference 
of spirit, and this UitU difference has finally 
ended in bloodshed and murder. I do not 
blame those men who shot our beloved breth- 
ren, Joseph and Hyrum Smith, one bundreth 
part as much as William and Wilson Law, the 
Fosters and the Higbees: it is true they are 
murderer?, but I consider that those men who 
pointed their guns at me, are not so steeped in 
crime, nor half so guilty before God, as those 
men who were their instigators, their aiders 
and abettors. They are the men who are the 
most guilty before God, and of them will their 
blood be required. 

Elder W. W. Phelps said, it becom e s ne* 
c«i;ary on this occasion that you should be ac- 



quainted with all Lhe facts in the case. I am 
knowing myself to most ol the facts. Perhaps 
I have taken a greater iutercst, and have been 
better disposed towards Sidney Rigdon than 
many would suppose under existing circum- 
stances. I have endeavored to be his friend in 
every situation I could. When I learned he 
had arrived from Pittsburg I went to see him, 
and tried to find out his views and calculations 
on the subject, but in all his conduct there ap- 
peared to be something wronsr, a reluctance tt 
communicate. I have had as good a privilege 
of knowing the whole of Joseph Smith's reve- 
lations as any other man, and I know that the 
Twelve are t^e fitst in authority after the first 
presidency. Secondly., the Twelve are tho 
travelling high council, to regulate all the af- 
fairs of a!I the churches in all the world. Now 
I would ask this congregation, are you willing 
to throw away this authority for one man?— 
What have you gathered here for? You have 
gathered here to build up a city; to build up a 
kingdom, and shall we come up to this time, 
and then throw away the revelations and all 
the measures laid down by Brother Joseph? 
No ! verif v no! 

There are a few in authority in this place 
who have been sustaining* Sidrev Rigdon at- 
though the church voted to sustain the Twelve. 
I would <jive them all the advice I am able, to 
save them; and will read a revelation which 
was given November 1$, !' 33. 

"Kirtlnnd Nov. 19, 1833, 

And again, b letted be Brother Sidney, also, 
notwithstanding he shall be high and lifted up, 
yet he shall bow down under the yoke like un- 
to an ass that croucheth beneath his burthen* 
that learneth his master's will by the stroke of 
the rod, thus saith the Lord. Yet the Lord 
will have mercy on him, and he shall bring 
forth much fruit; even as the vine of the choki* 
grape, when hercUisters are ripe, before tho 
time of the gleaning of the vintage; and the/ 
Lord shall make his heart mi rrv as with sweet 
wine, because of him who putieth forth his 
hand, and lifteth him up out of deep mire, and 
pointeih him out the way, and guidcth his feet 
when lie stumbles, and bumbleth hirn in his 
pride. Blessed are his generations: neveilha- 
less one ehall hunt after them as a man hunt- 
eth after an ass that hath strayed in the wilder- 
ness, and straightway findcth him and bring* 
eth him into the fold* Thus shall the Lord 
match over his generation, that they may be 
saved; even so, Amen." 

Now I want he should be dealt with in jut- 
i ice, but yet with mercy, for I know that whit 
you do here this day, will be sealed in hcaven y 
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until the day of redemption and it will be im- 
possible to get it off. You will perceive by 
this prophecy^ tlrat all this has to come upon 
him. He will stumble and be cast into the 
mire; hia family will stray away, ic. I think 
enough has been said to make the matter plain 
lo the minds of the people. He ht? come and 
lied in the name of the Lord. He has told rne 
tv;^ stories, lit s*iid he wanted to form an in- 
timacy with the Twelve, but he has never ta- 
ken one step to do it, but has in every instance* 
endeavored to shun them The devil has 
blinded his eyes, and he has endeavored to 
blind the minds of the people against thote rev- 
elations that have been our guide Bince we 
came into this church. Those revelation! that 
said we should build the temple, in order to 
save ourselves and our dead, and bring to pass 
those keys and blessings which will etc are to 
ourselves and our posterity the blessings which 
all, since the days of Adam, had lived and died 
for. The Lord has soM that the church would 
be able to judge those who were prophets and 
those who were not* The first thin** Elder Rig- 
den endeavnjed to press upon tne minds of the 
people, was the idea that it belonged to some 
person to rise up and build up the church to Jo 
aeph Smith, but there is no such thing written 
in the Bible* or the Book of Mormon, rr tht 
Book of Doctrine and Covenants. This church 
has been buiit up to Jesus Christ, and Joseph 
Smith always taught us that there is no othe r 
name whtrebv we c n be saved but in and 
through the name ot Jesus C^ri?r B 

It is one part of the portion tf tins people to 
be tried to the centre* and you will learn to 
judge men when they come before you. There 
will be men who cannot endure a celestial 
law, and consequently, they cannot. obtain a 
celestial glory* Brother Sidney is endeavoring 
to draw off a party, and he will be like those 
who are spoken of in the vision: some for 
Paul, some for A polios, some for Cephas, etc., 
and many will have to go to outer darkness 
and there tarry till they have paid the utter- 
most farthing. Is there one person kere who 
wishes to baiter away a certainty fur an uncer- 
tainty and go to perdition ? If any man convex 
to you to lay on hands suddenly, dont suffer 
them to do it, lest ve be deceived, Recollect 
this — ^an apostle is an elder" and he has au- 
thority to ordain elders, priests, etc. Be w r ise 
and lay hands suddenly on no man; neither 
suffer any one to lay hands suddenly on you. 
It takes a majority of any quorum, according 
to tht order of God, as declared in the Doctrine 
and Covenant, which I hold in my hand, and 



make any act valid; every ordination, there- 
fore made by Sidney Rigdon, he being one on- 
ly out of a quorum of thsec, even if he had no- 
otherwise transgressed, is illegal. I therefore* 
in the authority of the holy priesthood, and at 
one who cannot look upon sin with any decree 
of allowance, declare his late revelations, and 
his extraordinary ordinations of prophets, priesti 
and kinors among the Gentiles, holding the 
keys of David,— of the devil ; and let all the peo- 
ple say : Amen, 

Elder HeberC. Kimball arose and said he 
was sick and could scarcely speak, but hi 
cou'd no: fori ear to off* r his testimony on thii 
subject. You hare already had the testimony 
of my brethren, and I feel disposed to offer mj 
testimony, I have been in all their councili 
since they returned home. I was with tht 
brethren at Elder Rigdon's las: Tuesday, bull 
don't know that I can do any thing more than 
confirm what they have said. They have rela- 
ted things as they transpired, as rear as I cao 
recollect, and I cannot do more than confirm 
their testimony. As to Elder Rigdon's course 
there is Fcarce anv one that can ^ive a relation 
of it. Elder lligdon is a man I have alwayi 
respected as a man, but I have not respected 
his course for more than five years past.—! 
Brethren, I hive known his course and wai 
aware of it all the while. When I have goat 
abroad to preach and have returned again, I 
would not have the privilege of sleeping, b* 
fore Brother Joseph would call us to council; 
and there is not a thing of importance which 
was ever done, but Brother Joseph counielled 
with us. Elder Rigdon after he come from 
Pittsburg never attended council only when hs 
could not avoid it. He has no authority only 
what he receives from the church, if he wei 
one with us, why was he not in our councils! 
He was not in the council pertaining to the 
High Priesthood until just before he started for 
Pittsburgh . Brother Phelps was the means of 
bringing him in, but he has not got the same 
authority as others; there are more than thirty 
men who have got higher authority than he 
has. Elder Rigdon has intimated that if wt 
opposed him we should have a mob on us.—

|he common consent of the whole church, to u more authority in his office as counsellor. El- 
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der Amasa Lyman was appointed in his stead, 
and a!l the power and authority and blessing 
which Elder Rigdon ever had, was put on the 
head of Brother Anmsa. Brother Hyrum plead 
to have Elder Rigdon restored, he said try him 
a little longer, try him another year ; Trother 
Joseph would not receive him again but shook 
him off.

I have han- 
dled with my hand?, and haye heard with my 
cars, the things of eternal reality, but I never 
betrayed Bro. Joseph. 

Brethren, as it was in the days oF Moses, so 
it is now. When Moses went into the Holy of 
Holies, he pulled off his shoes; Bro. Joseph has 
passed behind the vail and he pulled off his 
shoes, and some one else puts them on, until 
he passes the vail to Bro. Joseph- President 
Young is our president, and our head, and he 
puts the shoes on first. If Brother Hyrum had 
remained here, he would have put them on.— 
Hyrum is gone with Joseph and is still his 
counsellor. The Twelve have re-eived the 
keys of the kingdom and as long as there is 
one of them left, he will hold them in prefer- 
«nce to any one else. I wish the people would 
hear and be wise, and those who have been up- 
holding Brother Sidney, would turn about be- 
for*5 they go into everlasting despair. Here is 
John C. Bennett, and Wm. and Wilson Law, 
Robert D. Foster and the Higbec^, are all the 
while seeking to come back and if they cannot 
accomplish their purposes they will seek to 
take our lives. We stand forth as the sneperds 
of the sheep, and we want to lead you into 
green pastures, that you may be healthy and 
strong. There are men here brethren who 
have got authority, but we dont want to men- 
tion their name?, for the enemy will try to kill 
them. 

President Youn* aroso again and said he 
wanted to read some testimony which had 
been presented to him relative to this case, but 
did not wish to mention the names of the indr 
▼ iduals at the present time, if it could be dis- 
pensed with. He continued: honest men may 
bo deceived for a time, but they will generally 
tee their error and turn about. There are 
tome who are trolling off and wan'ingto make 
divisions amongst us. Brother Sidney says, 
4fc if we go to opposing him he will tell all of our 



secrets V* but I would say, oh dont, Brother 
Sidney! dont tell our secret?, oh dont! But if 
he tells of our secrets, we will tell of his— ti* 
for tat- He has had long visions in Pittsburgh 
reveaVing to htm wonderful iniquity amongst 
the saints. Now, if he knows of so much ini- 
quity, and has got such wonderful power, why 
j dont he purge it out? He professes to have 
got "the keys of David » Wonderful power, 
and revelations, and he will publish our iniqui- 
ty! Oh dear, Brother Sidney, dont publish 
our iniquity! Now dont! John C. Bennett 
said in hia exposure, he knew all of Brothe* 
Joseph's secrets, and he would publish them. 
Joseph H, Jackson, says he has published all 
Joseph's secrets, but nobody beUeves their 
:alcF, !jccou32 thev lie! and if SiJn^y Rijdon 
.undertakes to publish all of our secrets, as ha 
Uay?, he will lie the first jump he takes. If 
Sidney Rigdon knew of all this iniquity why 
did ho not publish it sooner t It there is so 
much iniquity in this church, as you talk of % 
Elder Rigdon, and you have known of it so 
long, you area black hearted wretch becauae 
' you have nut published it sooner. If there is 
no; this iniquity you talk of, you are a black- 
hearted wretch, for endeavoring to bring a mob 
upon us and murder innocent men, women and 
children ! Any man that says the Twelve are 
bogus makers, or adulterer?, or wicked men, 
is a liar; and all who say such things shall 
have the fate of liars, where there is weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. Who is there that ha* 
seen us do such things? No man. The spirit 
that I am of tramples such slanderous wicked* 
ness under my feet. And if they take my life 
I will go where they cannot hurt me. 

Brother Joseph did cast oil Sidney, and hia 
I power and authority was taken from him, and 
put upon Ainasa Lyman. We told Brother 
Sidney to come along with us, and if he will 
do this we will build him up. Let him do as 
Elder Amasa Lyman has done. Now we dont 
expect ever to move without revelation and 
thev that have the keys of the kingdo/n can 
get revelation. If any thing would make me 
fight it would be to hear any one h >ap charges 
on Brother Joseph who is dead. Tbey canaot 
let the dead alone so great is their corruption 
and wickedness. 

Here is another eecret leaked out of their se- 
cret meetings. They say the man of sin spo- 
ken of in the revelations, is the Twelve- A 
pretty hrge man I should say. Now this is the 
testimony we present before thU council to 
know if we are to fellowship Elder Rigdon 
any longer. ' ' ' ' ' 1 *, , -

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to produce testimony in favor of the opposite 
side of the question. 

President Win. Marks arose and said he felt 
disposed to gay a few words in defence of Elder 
Rigdon. There has been a strong team against 
him. They all seem to speak against him and 
thore is nothing said in his favur.

take up th : opposite side of the question and 
nj something in his defence^for I have always 
been a friend to Elder Rigdon. It has always 
been the caee before this High Council, that 
there are two sides to the question ; there are 
fome to speak in favor of the accused, but 
th* re seems to he onlv one side to this subject. 
There has been many things said which I know 
nothing about. But &g it has always been the 
case before the Iliirli Council that * ma should 
tpeak in the defence of the accused, I feel to 
volunteer to speak in his behalf. It is no more 
than right that both tides should be represent- 
ed, I dont wish to justify any man in an er- 
ror, but there is a trial before this church and 
cojnciL In regard to his character there has 
been many things said which appear to be ob- 
jectionable, but 1 can do some of them away. 
I hear objections to his authority, and to his 
conduct for fot?r or five years past. There 
were charges brought before the conference, 
last fall ? and one or two days spent in hearing 
of them, and it seemed to mr^ that every exer- 
tion was made that cotild be made, to crimi- 
oate him and cut him off. There was time gir_ 
en to bring all the charges that could be got at, 
but there was not a single particle of the char* 
.ges sustained, if I recollect right, os to proving 
him guilty of committing any of the acis speci" 
fied in the charges. Now I think if Brother 
Rigdon wa<? restored at that time we ou^ht not 
to go beyond the conference to fetch up char- 
ges to-day; but here are charges fetched up for 
years back. It is known that he was restored 
10 full faith ami fellowship last fall. I have 
heard Brother Joseph say repeateuly since that 
time, that all tilings was right between them. 
Just before Elder Rigdon left here I heard Bro. 
Joseph say that nil things were right between 
them. Sifter Emma had a good many feelings 
against Elder Rigdon, but they are -all done a- 
way. Sh? hns said within a few months, and 
in fact within one week, that she was on as 
good terms with Elder Rigdon as she had ever 
been since he was a member of the church. 

As rep^cts his not presenting his vision or 
Terelation before the fim quorum, I can say, 
that Elder Rigdon did not know that this order 
was introduced. Brother Joseph told us that 
he, for the future whenever there was a revela- 
tion to be presented to the church he should 



first present it to that quorum, and then if it 
patsed the first quorum, it should be presented 
to the church. But Brother Rigdon did n& 
know this, for he was only just brought into 
the quorum before he left to go to Pittsburg. 

There have been many things said of hii 
course since he came from Pittsburgh which! 
know nothing of, as to his wishing to lead thii 
people, I dont know anything about :t. And 
as to his revelations being from the devil, 1 am 
sure I dout know whether they are from God 
or the devil.

I laid my hands on Brother Sidney with Broth- 
er Joseph and he ordained him to be a "propi* 
et and a seer and revelator," and to be equi 
with him in holding th e keys 'and authority a: 
this kingdom. I have known this for twe 
years, and according to my understanding h 
has not lost it through transgress on , I eu 
leel that he is a member ol the quorum of thi 
first presidency, and 1 always expected tbl 
the quorum would be IT led up the same as a: 
the commencement. I alwavs ie't that then 
was a power and responsibility in that quoimfl 
which did not exist any where else. I will 
read an extract from the 84th section of thi 
book of Doctrine and Covenant?; f 'Verily 1 
say unto you, the keys of this kingdom • 
never be taken from yon, while thou art in t 
world, neither in the world to come: nev 
theless, through you shall the oracles be 
en to another. 1 ' This is what I ever supp 
would be the case that through him the oracl 
should be given to another who should 
prophet, and a seer and revelator, and through 
him to the church. I have always felt sine* 
hst special conference thar i he oider was uo 
according to this pattern.

I have had a conversation with Elder Rigdon 
and I cannot find that he has committed a 
crime. The church has never cut off any per- 
son without a crime was proven against him. 
Now is there a man in the church who has? re- 
ceived the ordination of a prophet, seer and 
revelator? If there is I want to see him. — 
Thefe has men been ordained prophets, priests 
and'jkings, ]t>ut I have flever heard of any one j

Durbin was chairman, on the Inst dav of the I 
session submitted a reply to the protest which 
was also entered on the journal. 

The lines having been thus distinctly drawn 
between the parties, the next step taken was to 
rescind the resolution of 1840, declaring it in- 
expedient to permit colored persons to give tes- 
timony in church trial-, in all cases where such 
testimony is not allowed by the civil courts. — 
This resolution had been a source of great trou- 
ble at the north, and it was repealed by a strong 
vote, without much discussion. 

Thus defeated on every issue, the southern 
delegates united in a formal declaration that the 
farther jurisdiction of the general conference 
over the conferences at the south would be in- 
consistent with the success of the ministry in 
this part of the country. This declaration was 1 
referred to a committee of nine, who were in- 
structed, in case they could not succeed in ma- 
king an amicable adjustment of the difficulty, 
to devise, if possible, a plan for a constitutional 
division of the church. The committee made f 
their report on Friday, the 7th inst They pro- 
posed to submit a proposition to the annual 
conferences for such an alteration of the resric- 
tive articles of the Discipline as would permit 
the next general conference, in case the South 
should find it necessary to withdraw and form j 
a new ecclesiastical organization, to make an 
amicable division of all the church property. — 
This proposition was adopted by a neaily unan- 
imous vote, and if sanctioned by the annua] , 
conferences, as it probably will be, the south j 
will be free to secede from the church if she 
choose to do so. Whether she will do this or 
not, time only can determine/'

And we rejoice to say 
for the encouragement of all, that its walls are 
now ready :o receive the capttols, and the 
irches of the upper story windows; and in 
fic', seven of the capitnls are already reared. 
The timbers are also being framtd, and reared 
on the inside. In short it is progressing with 
a rapidity which is truly astonishing. 

Let the saints now send in their vounq men 
who are strong to labor, togeiher with moneys 
provisions, clothing, tools, team*, and every 
necessary means, such as they know they will 
want when they arri/e, for the purpose of foj- 
warding this work. 

Brethren, bring all your tithings into the 
store house, and prove the Lord, and see if he 
wilt not pour out a blessing, that there will 
not be room enough to receive* 

Yes, brethren, we verily know and bear tes- 
timony, that a cloud of blessing, and of en- 
dowment, and of the krys of the fulness of the 
priesthood, and of tiling pertaining to eternal 
l ife, 19 hanging over u«, and ready to burst up- 
on us; or upon as many as live worthy of it, 
so soon as there is a place found on earth to 
receive it* Therefore, U t no cunningly devis- 
ed fable, no false delusive spirit, or vision, no 
man or set of men who go out from us, but are 
not of fu?, have any influence on your mindi 
for a moment, to draw vour minds awav from 
this all important work. But enter steadily 
and regularly upon a strict observance of the 
;aw of tithing, and of free-will offerings, till 
Jehovah ehall pay it is enough; your offering* 
are accepted: then cotne up to *he house of 
the Lord, and be taught in his ways, and walk 
in his paths; yea, enter his sanctuary; and re- 
ceive the oil of joy, for mournins 1 , and the gar-* 
ment of praise, for the epirit of heaviness. 

The gathering, next claims our attention at 
a work of salvation, to be accomplished in wi^* 
dom and prudence. Your propheta and apos- 
tles, have often told you, that 'he saints caD- 
not gather together in large numbers, and be 
able to enjoy the comforts and necessaries of 
life, without the necessary calculations and 
preparations, for their employment and support. 
Not only must farms be cultivated, hcusei 
built, and mills to grind the corn, but there 
must be eomething produced by industry, U> 
tend off to market in exchange for caab # and 
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for such other articles as we Beed. This must 
be produced, not by singing, or praying, or go- 
ing to meeting, or visiting, or friend!) greet- 
ings, or conversation, BUT, BY THE UNIT- 
ED INDUSTRY, SKILL, AND ECONOMY 
OF THE WHOLE PEOPLE, Men, women, 
and children must be well, and constantly em- 
ployed. In order the more effectually to do 
this, we must turn our attention to the erec- 
tion of work-shops for the manufacture of ev- 
ery useful article; and wares thus manufac- 

IF 

tured must find a market, not in Nauvoo alone 
but in all ihe wid<? country, and in ci:ies and 
towns abroad. 

If the saints will commence and- follow out 
this plan, and lay out their cash fur the raw 
material, and employ their friends and them- 
selves at home, instead of sending away all 
our cash for manufactured goods, \vc can toon 
produce million? of wealth,, and the poor wilj 
have no cause of complaint : for among a tem- 
perate people thus employed there would soon 
be no pool except the widow, the orphan, or 
the infirm, and tiiese could be abundantly pro- 
Tided for. 

The fact is, we have a country abundantly 
supplied wi.h natural resource?, and ca eulat- 
cd for the production of wool, flux, hemp, cot- 
ton,, and many other articles; and we have wa- 
ter powtr to any amount; and after all our 
troubles, a prospect of peace and protection; 
in short every thing for the encouragement of 
capitalists and workmen. Come on then, all 
ye ends of the earth, take hold together, and 
with a Ion 2, strong, s;eady and united exer- 
tion, let us build up a strong hold cf industry 
and wealth, which will stand firm and unsha- 
kea amid the wreck of empires and the crash 
of thrones. 

In regard to principle and doctrine, we know 
that we tire founded upon the plain and mani- 
fest truth as revealed from on high; and 
wh»ch is sufficiently manifest and plain to con- 
vince all honest men who look into it, and to 
confound aii who oppose. The main object 
then which remains to be carried out is to 
practice accordingly, and to live according to 
our knowledge. 

In order to do this we must not only be in- 
dustrious and honest, in providing abundant- 
ly for o^r temporal wants, and for those for 
whom duty and charity hind us to aci.. But we 
must abst iin from ill intemperance^ immorali- 
ty and vice of whatever name or nature; we 
must set an example of virtue, modesty,, tern, 
perance, cominency, cleanliness, and charity. 
And be careful not to mingie in the vain a- 
mugesnents and sins of the world. 



In nearly all chits or towns of on extensive 
population there arc certain vices, or crimes, 
not exactly tolerated by law, but yet, borne 
with by the people, as a kind of unavoidable' 
or necessary evil; such, for instance, as gam- 
bling, drunkenness, vain and wicked amuse- 
ments and allurement?, directly calculated to 
corrupt the morals of the people and lead thero 
from the paths of virtue and truth. Among* 
the mofrt conspicuous and fashionable of these 
we might mention, balls, dances, corrupt and 
immodest theatrical exhibition*, magical per- 
formances, etc., all of which are apt not only 
to have an evil tendency in themselves, but to 
mingle the virtuous and the vicious in each 
others society; not for the improvement of the 
vicious, bat rather to corrupt the virtuous. 

Nauvoo is now becoming one of the largest 
towns of the west, and as it was founded, and 
j is still in a great measure managed by the 
saints, we greatly desire the united influence 
of all well wishers to our society, and to good 
order and morality, to co-operate with us ia 
preserving the general peace and quiet, and in 
suppressing these and all other vices and evils.

And so far at least as the 
mcmhers of the church are concerned, we 
would advise that bal's, dances, and other 
vain and useless amusements be neither coun- 
tenanced nor patronized; they have been 
j borne with, in some instances heretofore for 
the sake of peace and good will. But it is not 
now a time for dancing or frolics but a time of 

mourning, and of humiliation and prayer. 
If the people were all righteous, it would do 

to dance, and to have music, feasting and mer* 
rymenr. But what fellowship has Christ with 
i Belial ? or what fellowship has light with dark- 
lies?? or what union have the sons and daugh- 
ters of God with the children of this world, 
who fear not God nor regard man. All amuse- 
ments in which saints and sinners are mingled 
tends to corruption,, and has a baneful influ- 
ence in religious soeietv. 
Toere are amusements which are at once 

both innocent, instructive, and entertaining; 
and which the saints can enjoy, in honor to 
themselves, and without mingling with the 
world. Such for instance, as musical concert! 
philosophical and astronomical 'exhibitions, 
etc. These, together with our religious devo- 
tions^ and the increase of light, knowledge and 
l ntelligence which flows like a flood of glory 

from the upper world, are quite sufficient t£ 
exercise all our powers of enjoyment*

TO THE FRIENDS OF THE TEMPLE. 

We wish to offer a word of information 
those who donate money and property for the 
building of the temple of God in Nauvoo; ir.i»- 
much as a wrong impression has prevailed rel- 
ative to the order of giving credit for subscri[ 
tions. 

All tithing*, consecrations, donations, 
sacrifices presented for the building of the U 
pie are recorded in a book kept for that pur- 
pose in the form of a history, wherein is record- 
ed the names of the donors, the kind of prep* 
erty donated, and the price of the §amc, or i fia 
money, the amount, all under the respective 
dates when the same is deposited in the hand* 
of the Trustee in Trust, Except in cua 
where authorized agents have collected fundi 
and given receipts to those who donated.^ 
Wherever receipts are given for property, *< 
do not enter it in the general record until thotf 
receipts are presented at the recorders cfHtt. 
Consequently we are under ihe necessity * 
making a separate list of all properties receirtd 
whtre receipts have been given* and ketpisf 
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-hat list until the receipts are presented for 

record* 

Now inasmuch as the i£ books will be open- 
ed* 7 as evidence *>f our faithfulness in the day 
; the Lord and not **the receipt*/ 5 we would 
advise all to bring their receipts na early as pos. 
sible and have them duly recorded, that their 
names may be found amongst the number of 
the faithful in that book which will bear testi- 
mony as to our faithfulness in attending to the 
law of ti'hing and consecration. 

Some have supposed that we entered all ti- 
things on the record whether receipts were 
given or nor ? but this is a mistake, because that 
woild virtuallybe giving credit twice over for 
the same property. Bring on your receipts 
brethren and sisters, and if you cannot bring 
them, send by some one whom you can (rust, 
that al! your consecrations may be recorded in 
proper order, {or it is necessary that there 
should be order in this business as well as all 
rubers, innsTi '; the house of Godis a house 
of order and not of confusion. 

The temple is progressing finely and the 
brethren and sisters (for they are not the last in 
regard to diligence and perseverance to build 
the temple) use all due di'igence to roll on the 
work. The blessing of God is with our efforts 
and after having suffered a little more tribula- 
tion and toil, we shall behold the "top stone" 
carried up and put in its place with joy and 
gladness, and then we will receive those bless- 
ings and endowments which arc held in reserve 
t ^ b? put upon the faithful, when the house of 
God is completed. 

Let us increase our efforts and live up to" the 
law of tithing and consecration and at the same 
time not forget to keep all the commandment?

RESTORATION OF THE JEWS. 
There is at this time a singular and exciting 
movement among the Jews of Europe in rela- 
tion to their restoration. Great divisions have 
taken place in Frankford and other cities, a- 
mong congregations, on the subject of reforms, 
repudiating great portions of the laws of the 
RVbhinists and Tatmudists, and conforming in 
a measure to thes|nrit of the times and the 
march of improvement; and the same time, the 
severe oppressions of Russia towards this an- 
cient people, carried out through the influence 



of that power in several of the German princi- 
palities, seem to precede some important ad- 
vent, which at this moment keeps them in 
great excitement. Those who have means, 
and instigated by pious zeal, believe the pe- 
riod at hpnd when they are to return to Zion, 
are wending their way down the Danube and 
Dniester, towards Jerusalem and the arrivals 
at the Holy City are so numerous that accomo- 
dations are difficult to be obtained, and a large 
caravansera, we understand, is in the progress 
of erection, to accomodate severa 1 hundred. — 
Many are residing at Eeyroor 3 Jaffa, Hibren* 
and the surrounding villages; the Jewish popu- 
lation of Jerusalem, not generally exceeding 
5000, it is supposed has increased to 40,000, at 
the present time. The persecutions of Russia 
have induced the Divan to extend every pro- 
tection and facility to the Jews, who number 
100,000 at Constantinople, and the Sultan, by 
this stroke oF policy, has drawn round him ma- 
ny of the powerful hankers of that nation. A 
sanhedrim of the learned men of the nation, it 
is said, will be held at Jerusalem, to discuss all 
the proposed reforms in the religion which do 
not reach any of the cardinal principals, but 
the mere ceremonials of that faith . The Jews 
have another great friend in Ibraham Pacha, 
the new Viceroy of Egypt, who was their great 
protector while in command of Syria, Great 
results in the fulfilment of the prophecies, are 
shadowed forth in these movements, in the 
mean time the European Jews are becoming 
hard studenis, and striking out boldly in the 
paths of science, cultivating literature and the 
arts, and preparing themselves in many res- 
pects, to acquire a claim on the good feelings 
and protecting influence of the Christian pow- 
ers. The Jewish periodical press is constant- 
ly receiving additions to its number, among 
which we notice, < k The Chronica Israelita," at 
Gibraltar, "The first fruits of the West," at Ja- 
maica, tk The Sydney Voice of Jacob, 15 at Aus- 
tralia, and upwards of twenty periodicals devo- 
ted to the literature and religion of the Jews. 
They are also cultivating the arts to a consid- 
erable extent. In the '^Exposition de L 5 Tndu#- 
trie," at Paris, we find a long list of Jewish ar- 
tisans, including several successfully produc- 
tions, for which they have received medals . 
Amon<* them we notice annimometers, hy- 
drorneters, and horological tools, locks, oil 
cloths, bronzed quill pens, fine cloths, carpets, 
and hangings, fire arms, morocco leathers, 
cashmeres, goldsmith's work, aeraphines, print- 
ing ink, sealing wax,ic M &c. 

At Frankfort, accepting bills of exchange on 
the Sabbath was always dispensed with, but the 
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Senate have under consideration a new code 
of regulations, very oppressive, one of which 
is to compel them to accept bills on that day.

During the late payment, the superintendent 
held several councils with the Chiefs in which 
some very creditable displays of Indian orato- 
ry were made. Owing to the paucity ot their 
language, their style of speaking is highly fit*- 
urative, and as no Indian speaks on anv sub- 
ject but one which interests him strongly, and 
on which he has thought a great deal, it is not 
fr inge that they should speak with force and 
to the purpose. 

On Friday la^t. Major Wharton, with five 

companies of Dragoons, reached Bcllevue. on 
the south side of the Missouri, from ihe Paw- 
nee village*; whither they had marched from 
Fort Leavenworth . I bil eve the object of the 
expedition was to display a lnt'cof the power 
of the Government to the wild Indians. The 
Major's instructions were afso to see the Sioux 
if practicable ; but this object cannot be ac- 
complished without a march of I undrrds of 
mile9, and scarcely then, as the Sioux are per- 
fect Tartars, and are Tartars who ate not easi- 
ly ^caught. 1 ' 
On Saturday, thj O'foes having come to their 

agency at BeMevue to receive th« lr annuities, 
the Major held 3 Council with them, on the 
open prairie, in the midst of a square of several 
acres, formed by the tents <►{ his command. — 
The Chiefs seated themselves in line, fronting 
to the Major's "Marque," (is that ihe way you 
•pell it?j and awaited his coming. As he ap- 
proached, we heard the song of the welt known 
Indian be^ar dance chanted inaravineto 
our right, arid soon a party of young men ivere 
seen advancing, with two or three dare-devil 
Jookinz fellows on horseback,, cme of wh^m 
hal his b:dy, from crown to toe, smeared over 
with blue mud, and appeared in the ^pictur- 
esque costume" of a piece of rope tied round 
him as a belt; beside thia, he had not even a 
fig lraf apron- He performed various fiats of 
horsemanship T carrying in his right hand a 
handsomely ornamented apear, with a long, 
po'ished blade. Hi* performances wag intend 
ed to signify that he felt hims* If to be n man, 
ready for any daring exploit ; arid hereafter he 
will have quite a reputation as the brave who 
made so striking an exhibition before their 
great father's War Chief, Major Wharton — 
Oh* fame! This reminds me of the etorv of an 
fndian dance, where each one, after dincing 
and singing till the inspiration of recitation 



was attained, struck a s'ake set up for that 
purpose, and then relatei his exploits to the 
admiring heartrs. One fellow, of er shaking 
his moccasins most furiously for a longtime, 
ot lenghth struck the slake, rrnd, after silence 
was obtained, made the following brilliant nar- 
ration; 14 / stole a mul ! n 

When the younjjf Ottoes had sufficiently dis- 
played their musical p iwers, the Council be-- 
£an ? by Major Wharton making a very excel- 
lent address to the ch Ufa, which, however, 
must have suffered considerably in the inter- 
pretation. He exhorted them to behave •.hem- 
selves better, for tiie future, and assured them 
that if ther did nor, the protection of the Gov* 
eminent would be withdrawn, and they wouid 
be left *like a lone tree in ihe prairie, against 
which every storm spends its fury, until, at 
length, some blast, more powerful than the 
1 rest, prostrates it to the earth They promis- 
ed good behavior for the future, and the Major 
gave them some rations. So ended the Coun- 
cil * 

The troops are crossing the Missouri to-day, 
to pass down on the norh side, thrmigh the 
settlements, to Jeflrej*s Piant, near ihe town 
of Oregon, where they will re-crofs the river, 
to visit the Missouri Sacs and Iuwas; they will 
thence pass en to Fori L* avenwoi th. These 
dragoon office^ are fino fellows; frank, gener- 
ous, unassuming — vigorous in discharge of 
dutv, nnd rich Li a need te and je*r, as well as 
grave and important information. The Rev, 
Mr. Ki r, stationed at Fort Leaven woi th, is with 
the command, and will publish a juurnal of 
their hair-bread; h 1 scapes amongst the ravines 
ofj the luai waters of the Blue and other 
streams, enriched by notices of ihe geology, 
Sec of the country they have traversed, Mr. 
Deas, an artist of St. Louis, is also an attache, 
and so much ef an attache, that, with all my 
persuasien and entreaty, (you know how I ca>i 
insUt?) I cam ot detach him to spenu a few 
weeks with me here; if I c« uld, we would visit 
the old Fort at o'd Council Bl- Afc, about twenty 
live miles, by land, from this place. 

I suppose Major Wharton will council with 
t : ie P-jttawatomiea to morrow. He has in- 
structions to hold u talk wi:h each iribe he ves- 
Its,

ag. nt called them to council, and talked to 

them in a most fatheily nanner. After some 

time, the disputes amongst the chiefs of the 

vario 13 bands rose to high wmda, and finally 

turned to a fisticuff amongtt ihem. No blood 

was sp It. The Council adjourned in the 
midst of the row.

LABOR. 

Labor id the manufacturer of wealth , It was 
ordained of God, ns the medium to be used by 
man to obtain his living: hence it is ihe nni- 
Tersal condition of this great bond to lire. But 
says one, I do not like the condition, because 
two thirds of mankind live without work ; or in 
other words, one third of the world carries the 
balance on their back 3 . Well, admit the posi- 
tion, does that destroy the principle that labor 
is the only w&j appointed of God *o oMain on 
honest living? No! it only goes to *how thnt 
some men, through craft, cunning, deception, 
and corruption, are lording it over God's heri- 
tage* To use the language of a writer on the 
subject : — 

"And who can wonder that it is bo when 
such incentives are held out to idleness? La- 
bor is degraded. In one ha: f of our Un on it 
is a disgrace for a white man to work* To get 
an honest living he must place himself on a par 
with ihe despised slave. And the same influ- 
ence is crushing down the working man here 
and every where. He is not^jonsidered so 
respectable as the Vampvrc who sponge? his 
living from the fruits of unrequited toil . The 
embrowned face and hard hands of labor do 
not enter the parlors of the idle Tich, unless in 
the capacity of serfs. 

Labor h also shunned, because it is falsely 
organized, if indeed it be organized at all. It 
is made monotonous. People work forever at 
one thing — making the head of a pin perhaps. 
No change, no variety, Labor is also unsocial 
A life-time is spent in solitary toil or in the 
company of those for whom we have no fe'low 
feci in™. The law of the gioup is n ">t respect- 
ed. A majority of laborers arc hired . They 
feel no interest in their work. It is half their 
object to kill time and save their strength. — 
The industrious minority likewise toil three 
times as long as nature will bear. Thev are 
dying of overwork. The business of life is 
not adapted to the taste or capacily of the ope- 
rator. Half the world never finds out what 
they are beBt able to do. Circumstances deter- 
mine the occupation. In Lowell girls choose 
to stand fourteen hours in a factory, because 
they can find nothing else to do In Boston 
they may stiich, stitch, stitch eternally, upon 
slop-work in a garret, or like a nun withdrawn 
from society to enjoy the solitude of an unJer-" 



ground kitchen. The most brilliant mindi. 
the richest affections, nature's nobles, pocti, 
and artists, are buried alive. Fulton is mens* 
uring off tape in your shops. Reuben is grind- 
ing clay in your brickyards. Michael An^l 
is the scavengrr of your streets, while Dogber- 
ry is your dispenser of justice , and Saneho 
Panza your chief magistrate. The w odd ii 
out of joint. The^e is no adaptation of indus* 
try to genius. No wonder that labor is repug< 
nani, and that all avoid it who can. - 7 

So far so good, or so evil, as you please to 
feel on the subject: but this is not all: Cod 
never meant to bemean his creation, especiallj 
his own image, because they had to labor:- 
no; never; God himself according to the good 
old book labored on this world, six days; and 
when Adam was animated from clav ti life, 
by his spirit's making use of him for a duel - 
ing, we read that God put him into the gar- 
den to dress it : — Therefore, in connection with 
the samples of nil holy men, we are bound to 
honor the laboring man: and despise the idler. 

The old proverb, lhat "he that will not work, 
shall not eat," i* a just one; and although \ht 
fc *nVA, 15 who f *govern the world too much/' 
are esteemed at :he front rank of the world, in 
point of fashion, fame, honor, honesty and tal- 
ent, yet, the day is coming and now is, when 
they must be weighed in the balance and found 
wanting. Soloman, the wise man said: — 

'There is an evil which I have seen under 
the fuh, and it is common among men : A man 
to whom (iod haih given riches, wealth, and 
honor, so that he wanu-th nothing for Ins soul 
of all that he desireth, yet God giveth him not 
power to eat thereof, but a stranger eateih it: 
ihis is vanitv, and it is an evil disease. 7 * 

The great fiiult is, "riches- 5 curse t'ie mnn 
who has them, unless he makes them a bleas- 
m ' :o o hrrs. No matter how much a man 
enjoys life, if he makes others a$ huppy in 

proportion as he is. 

The rich, the learned, the wise and the no- 
ble, in the true parlance of the wo:l i now, hm 
laid heavy burthens upon the shoulders of the 
pror; and truly one third of the world of man* 
kind, has to carry the re-t upon their backs 
and be spurred and whipped at that. But 
there is a freat change at hand for the sainti: 
let them labor like men, prepare for that au- 
gust hour; when Babylon and all her world t 
wisdom; her vario is delicacies; and delusive 
fashions, shall fall with her to rise and troabk 
the earth no more! What a glorious prospect, 
to think that drunken Babylon, the great city 
of sin, will soon cease, and the kingdom of God 
rise in holy splendor, upon her ashes, and the 
people serve God in a perpetual union 1 Th * 
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merchants and great men of the earth must 
prepare to mourn : Alas, alas! that great city ! 

O saints, sainfs! inasmuch as the almighty 
ha* displayed, and will display his "handy 
work M for the glory and benefit of hia saints. 
Ms coTenant people, will you not arise, and 
shake your garments, cleansing them from the 
dust, and spots of corruption, idleness and fol- 
ly, and show your faith by your works, God 
will soon make a man more precious than fine 
gold. lb you know itt Let the world traffic, 
we must make mrn belter by wisdom, virtue, 
and industry. 

By a letter from Elder B. Brown and J. W. 
Crosby, we learn tint Mormonism has began 
to blossom and b^nr fruit in New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia. Befure thev left Jefferson coun 
ty, New York, they added about 15Q to the 
church by baptism ; and went via. Montreal

Thousands ha?isig arrived on the ground by 
ten o'clock A, M. Elder P. P. Pratt called 
the people to order Singing by the choir. —

Young having arrived , arose to fay before the 
brethren the matters to be attended to during 
the conference: This day will be devoted to 
preaching and instruciion, and we will attend 
to business to-morrow.

Some elders who have 
known the organization of the church from 
the bf ginning, have faultered and become 
darkened. We feel :o L'tve the necessnrv in- 
structicn pertaining to the church, and how it 
has been led &>c. It is iiece sary that the 
saints should also Le instructed relative to 
building the temple, and spreading the princi- 
p r es of truth fr< m sea toeei, and fioni land to 
land until it shall have been preached to all 
nations, and then according to the testimony 
of the ancients, the end will come. When the 
Lord commences to work upon the earth he 
always does it by revealing his will to some 
man on the ear h, and lie r o others.

1 may make every principle I speak upen, bo 
p< r r ectly plain, that we may oil ur-derstand as 
ijUick as when w e talk together uj on < \it daily 
tna f tc rs.- 

This church has bt en led by revelation* 
„ind unless we forsake the Lord entirely, so 
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that the priesthocd is taken from us, it will 

be led by reve'fition all the time, Tiie ques- 
tion arises with some who has the right to 
revelation ? I will not ascend any higher than 
a priest, and ask <he priest what is your right 1 
Tou have the ri^ht to receive the administra- 
lion of angels. If an angel waa tu come to 
you and tell you what the Lord was yoin^ to 
do in this day, yoj would say you had a reve- 
lation. The president of the pries's have a 
right to the Urim and Thtimmim, which gives 
all revelation. He has the right of receiving 
visits from angels. Every priest then in the 
church ins the right of receiving revelations. 
Every member h:is the right of receiving rev* 
elations for themselves, both male and female. 
It is the very life of the church of the living 
God, in all ages of the world. The spirit of 
truth is ecnt forth into all the world to reprove 
the world of sin and righteousness, and of a 
judgment to come. If we were here to-day 
and had n^ver heard this grapel, and a man 
was to come bounding into onr midst, saying, 
he had come to preach the gospel, lo tell us 
that Goi was about to restore the priesthood 
and favc the people, etc.; it would be your 
privilege, and my privilege to ask God in the 
name of Jesus Christ, as individuals, concern- 
ing this thing, whether it was of God , and get 
a testimony from God that it was true, and 
this would be revelation. Let us take some 
these old frith* rs for an example, they have 
heard the gospel, they have been btfpneed &c, 
had hinds liid on them for ihe gift of the Ho- 
ly Ghost — he has got a family of children, he 
has been led all his days by his own spirit, but 
now begins to come to understand he has the 
right to bow before the. Lord and receive in- 
struction from God, from day to dav, how to 
manng^ h*i3 family, his farm , his merchandize, 
and to govern all the affairs of his house, I 
will take some of my younger brethren who 
hive received the gospel, they have been or- 
dained an elder to ho'd the keys, fee. What 
is yoar privilege? It is your privilege to go 
and preach the gospel to the woild, and to go 
by the power of the Holy Ghosr, and you have 
no right to go without it. You have been or- 
dained to go forth and build up the kingdom 
to a certain exten*. No man eve r preached a 
gospel discourse, nor never will, unless, he 
does it by revelation. Yen wiil do it by the 
Holy Ghost, or when you tell the history of 
the gospel the gosptl will not he there. It 
has cot to be clone by revela f ion or the gospel 
you have not gor, and when yoi» preach, the 
people will itill be left without the gospel.— 
There never was a prophet on the earth that 
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'dictated to the people, but he dictated their 
temporal affairs as well as spiritual. It is the 
right uf an individual to get revelations to 
guide himself* It is the right of the head of a 
family to get revelations to guide and govern 
h:% family. It is the right of an elder when to 
Ins built up a church to get revelation* to 
guide and lead that people until he leads them 
and delivers them up to his superior*. An tV 
der will always be a little in advance of thotk 
whom he has raised up if he is faithful. 

lie next showed how the saints are deliveied 
up in their progress from those who give them 
np to the High Council, and from the Higb 
Council to the prophet, and from the prophet 
to the ion, the elder brother, and from the sen 
to his father. 1? the keys of the kingdom ta- 
ken from Joseph? Oh no; well then he still 
lives. He that believes in Jesus as Joseph did, 
they will never die. They may lay down thei 
lives, but they still hold the keys. You ai 
not going to be led without revelation* Tiw 
prophet had stepped behind the vail and yon 
have the rijjht to obtain revelations for vour 
own salvation. Who stood next to the proph- 
et when he was here. You have all acknowl- 
edged that the Twelve were the presidents of 
the whole church when Joseph was not; frnd 
now he has stepped behind the vail, he is not 
hcre,^nd the Twelve are the presidents of the 
whole church. When did Joseph become a 
prophet? I can tell you, when he became an 
:npj?Ue. Years and years before he had the 
I right of holding the keys of the Aaronic priest- 
hood, he was a prophet, tvi?n before he was 
baptised. There has been a perfect flood of 
revelation poured from this stand all the timt 
and you did not know it. Every spirit that 
confesses that Joseph Smith is a prophet, that 
lie lived and died a prophet and that the Book 
of Mormon is true, is of God, and every spirit 
that do*s not is of anti-christ. 

It is the teat of our fellowship to believe and 
confess that Joseph lived and died a prophet 
of G *d in good standing; audi dont want any 
one to fellowship the Twelve who says thai 
Joseph is fa T len. If you dont know whose 
right it is to give revelations, I will tell yon. 
It is I. There never has n man stood between 
Joseph Qnd the Twelve, aad unleas we apo?ti* 
tize there never will. If llvrum had lived he 
would not have stood between Joseph and tha 
Twelve but lie would hove s'ood for Joseph.— 
Did Joseph ordjin any man to take his place 1 
He did. Who was it? It was Hyrum, but, 
Hyrum fell a martyr before Joseph did. If 
Hyrum had lived he would have acted for Jo- 
seph, and then when we had gone up, th» 
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Twelve would have set down at Joseph right 
hand, and Hyrum on ihe left hand. The bible 
fays God hath set in Ihe church, first apostes, 
then comes prophets, afterward?, because the 
keys and power of the apostleship are greater 
than that of the prophets. Sidney Rigdon 
cannot hold the keys without Joseph, if be had 
held the kerb with Joseph and been faithful he 
would have been with us. If the Twelve do 
not apostatize they carry the keys of this king- 
dom wherever they go. fie concluded by re- 
questing all the brethren to tarry with us until 
all the business is through. 

The meeting adjourned by blessing from El* 
der il. C. Kimball, until 2 o'clock. 

Two o'clock P, M. The meeting was open* 
ed as usual by singing and prayer by Elder W. 
W. Phelps, after which Elder John Taylor 
arose and addressed the people. He said it 
wa=f with peculiar ftelings that he arose to ad* 
dress the congregation, Thisisthe first gen- 
eral conference that has been held, where your 
beloved prophet and patriarch are not present* 
When I look at the many difficulties and se- 
vere trials we hive passed through it fills me 
with peculiar feelings. I feel Jtappy to see 
that the people still seem determined to [hold 
r n to those principles which have been given 
to us through revelation. Nothing shall sep- 
arate us from those principles which we have 
.rnbibed, neiiher life nor death. By the voice 
of Jehovah we have been sustained and will be 
sustained so long as we put our trust in him. — 
We have not followed ''cunningly devised fa- 
bles,** but tho^e principles which have come 
from God* So long as we are sustained 
and upheld by the arm of Jehovah, we shall 
van i; mobs may rage, and the rulers may itn, 
agine vain things; but God has said, touch not 
mine anointed and do my people no harm; 
nnd if harm does befalf them, wo to that man 
by whom it come?. If our prophetshave been 
taken, they are goce to plead our cause before 
the Father. And if we are deprived of their 
persons, presence and council, that is no rea- 
son why we shou'd be deprived of the council 
of God to direct us in al! our movements whilst 
pressing our journey here below. We are in 
possession of the same principles, the same 
priesthood, the same medium of communica- 
tion and intelligence, and of those things 
which will not only secure our happiness here, 
6 u hereafter- When we speak of these mat- 
ters, we speak of things which we know assur- 
edly, and although our prophet and patriarch 
are taken, all things pertaining to our salvation 
will roll on and progress with as great rapidity, 
and can be a* effectually secured and accom- 



plished as if they were here ihemselvts. God 
has secured to us those things in relation to 
our salvation which has been in his bosom 
sinse the world began. He has in his provi- 
dence seen fit to call our brethren to himself; 
but he has left others to take their place?, who 
can teach us principles and load us to thosv* 
things whereby we may ultimately be clothed 
with glory, honor, immortality, and eternal 
life. If we had built upon a false foundation 
we might have made a mistake in relation to 
our gathering together to be instructed; but 
we have noi; our present revelations agree 
with the past. The prophet said that the 
people would gather toge'her, "those who had 
made a covenant with God by sacrifice;" and 
the w T ord and purposes of God must stand un- 
changed, they do not rest upon any mere cas- 
ually. Did the prophet ever tell us that if a 
certain man should happen to die we should 
scatter abroad? No 1 , no such thing ever em- 
anated from the lips of God* We assembled 
together to fulfill the revelations of the Great 
Jehovah, to bring about the dispensation of 
the fulness of times, to build up a Zicn to the 
Most High, that he might be glorified. We 
assembled here to biing about great events, to 
fulfil the things spoken of by the prophets and 
secure to ourselves an inheritance in the ever- 
lasting kingdom of God. Shall we then be 
led about by ihe foolish notions of any man? 
No! we will not, but we will accomplish those 
things which are commanded us. We will not 
be diverted from our course, though earth and 
hell oppose. Shall we fear the puny arm of 
man, or the prating of a wretched mobocrat? 
Kpl What have we :o fear] We have noth- 
ing but God to fear. 

It is true we have not much to live for, and 
if we have no hope beyond the grave we should 
be of all men most miserable. We or? op- 
pressed, and slandered and petsecuted all the 
day long; all that I care for is to do the will 
of God, and secure to mvself all those bless- 
ings which the gospel will warrant me, 1 bflva 
been brought to the gates of deaih, hut I dont 
fear it; I care nothing about it. You feel as 1 
do in relation to these matters, for your con- 
duct has proven it during the la*e difficulties, 
1 know that the majority of the people are en- 
deavoring to serve God wish all their hearts, 
and are they not prepared to die"! There is 
nothing in death we have to fear; it is norhalf 
as much to die as it is to be persecuted all the 
day long.

Dont you expect to be wor?e off than you are 
now? John saw an innumerable Company and 
wanted to know where ihev come from; it 
was told 10 him that they are they which came 
out of great tribulation. That is the path we 
have got to tread. The scripture pay?: l wo 
un'o yon when all men shall speak well of 
you;' but that curse has never come upon up. 
fur there are some ft*w here and there \\ ho will 
not speak well of you. But fc b!es*ed are ye 
when men shall revile you, and persecute you, 
and say all manner of evil ogom^t you falsely 
fur Christ's sake.' Do you think there is any 
more evil that ihev have nct^aid? If there K 
let it come."* What is it that makes you be evil 
spoken cf ? you uped to have a gooil name and 
reputation where you resided; what is the rea* 
^on you are now so much spoken a^rrti npt ? — - 
You have dnred to believe th* posp 1 ; yi n 
have dared to ohev it; and that is the 'reason 
why the world ha*es vo*i. I know there is not 
a better set rfm ft n than these bv which I am 
surrounded; I know there is riot a more virtu- 
ous set of people on the eanh ; and yei all man- 
ner of evil is spoken of you . Phnll we cry 
and go mourning all the day long? No ? we 
will rejoice and be ereeehn? glad, for great 
is our reward in heaven, I feel to rejoice; we 
have cause to rejoice for all manner of evil is 
spoken against us falsely, and I wril! say halle 
lujah, for the Lord God omnipotent re^gncih . 
What d'nl we know of God, of ieligi» ? of hea- 
ven or hell, until it wna made known to us 
through \\rU gospel? We knew nothing. Why 
a rz we taking so mneh pnins to build that 
Temple? Tliat we may fulfil certain ordinan- 
ces* and receive certain endowments and se- 
cure to ourselves an inheritance in the eternal 
world. Everyman, woman and child within 
the sound of my voice, are interested in the 
building of that Temple. We know very lit- 
tle as a people yet, we dont know so much as 
the former day saints. Ti e Savior said lu his 
disciples, ^whither I go ye know, and the way 
ye know but how many of you know the lo- 
cality of the Savior and t ie w \y to go to him ? 
1 know there are so:ne here who knew how to 
save themselves and tht ir families* and it is 
this which occupies their attention all th* day 
long, and ii was this which occupied the at- 
tention of our beloved prophet. Abraham ob- 
tained promises through the gospel, from God, 
for himself and his po-terity . There were pome 



upon this continent who also obtained prom* 
icr'Sj in consequence of which the Book of 
Mormon came forth! The first thing we haTe 
got to do is to build the Temple, where wc con 
receive those blessings which we so much de- 
site. Never mind mobocra's, but let us do what 
God has commanded us. You that ore living at 
a distance,, dont fear these cursed BcoundrelB;

OX PRIESTHOOD. 

Verily thus saith the Lord unto you, my ser- 
vants, concerning the parable of the wheat and 
of the tares: behold, verily I say, that the field 
was the world; and the apostles were the sow- 
ers of the seed; and after they have fallen asleep, 
the great persecutor of the church, the apos- 
tate, the whore, even Babylon, thatmaketh all 
nations to drink of her cup, in whose hearts the 
enemy, even satan sitteth to reign: Behold he 
soweth the tares: wherefore the tares choke 
the wheat and drive the church into the wilder- 
ness. 

But behold, in the last days, even now while 
the Lord is beginning to bring forth the word, 
and the blade is springing up and is yet tender, 
behold, verily I say unto you, the angels are 
crying unto the Lord day and night, who are 
ready and waiting to be sent forth to reap down 
the fields: but the Lord saith unto them, pluck 
not up the tares while the blade is yet tender: 
(for verily your faith is weak,) lest you destroy 
the wheat also: Therefore let the wheat and 
the tares grow tegether until the hardest is ful- 
ly ripe, thenje shall first gather out the wheat 
from among the tares, and after the gathering 
of the wheat, behold and lo! the tares are bound 
in bundles, and the field remaineth to be burn- 
ed. 

Therefore, thus saith the Lord unto you, with 
whom tne priesthood hath continued throngh 
the lineage of your fathers, for ye are lawful 
heirs, according to the flesh, and have been hid 
from the world with Christ in God: therefore 
your life and the priesthood hath remained and 
must needs remain through you and your lin- 
eage, until the restoration of aH things spoken 
by the mouths of all the holy prophets since the 
world began. 

Therefore, blessed are ye if ye continue in 
my goodness, a light unto the Gentiles, and 

through this priesthood, a savor unto my peo- 
ple Israel; The Lord hath said it: Amen. 

Appearances of troubles among the nations 
became more visible this season than they had 
previously done since the church began her 
journey out of the wilderness.

Thursday, the 31st day of January, 1833, as a 
day of humiliation and prayer; to implore Al- 
mighty God to vouchsafe his blessings, and re- 
store liberty and happiness within their bor- 
ders. 

; President Jackson issued his proclamation 
against this rebellion; called out a force suffi- 
cient to quell it, and implored the blessing of 
God to assist the nation to extricate itself from 
the horrors of the approaching and solemn cri- 

I On the 27th of December I received the fol 
I >win£ ; 

Herniation given December 27fA, 1832. 
Verily T ttftis saith the Lord unto you, who 
have assembled yourselves together to receive 
his will concerning you. Behold, this is pleas- 
ing untoyour Lord, and t lie angels rejoice over 
you; the alms uf your prayers have come up 
into the ears of the Lord of Sabbaoth, and are 
recorded in the book of the names of the sanc- 
tified; even them of the celestial world. 

Wherefore, I now send upon you another com- 
forter; even upon you my friend?, that it may 
abide in your heart?, even the Holy Spirit of 
promise; which other comforter is ihe same that 
I promised unto my disciples, as is recorded in 
the testimony of John. 

I This comforter is the promise which I ^ive 
unto you of eternal life ; even ine glory of the 
celestial kingdom: which glory is that of the 
church of the first born; even of God the holi- 
est of all, through Jesus Christ his Son: he 
that ascendrd up on high; as also he descen- 

' ded below all thing*; in that lie comprehended 
ill things thai he might.be innli,and through 
all rhinos; the light of truth; which truth shi- 
netlu This is the light of Christ. As also he 
is in the sun. and the light of the sun, and the 
power thereof by which it was made. As also 
he is the moon, and is the light of the moon, 
and the power thereof by which it was made. 
Mk also the light of the ^tar«, and the power 
thereof by which they were made. And the 
earth ako, and the power thereof; even the 
eailh upon which you stand, 

« And the light which now shineth, w hich

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giveth you light, is through him who enligbl- 
eneih your eyes, which is the same light which 
quickeneth your understandings; which light 
proceedeth forth from the presence of God to 
fill the immensity of space. The light which 
is in all things; which is the law by w hich all ! 
things are governed: even the power of God: 
who sUteth upon his throne, who is ia the bo- 
som of eternity, who is in the midst of all 
things. 

Now, verily I Bay unto you, that through 
the redemption which ia made for you, ia L 
brought to pass the resurrection from the dead. : 
And the spirit and the body is the soul of man. I 
And the resurrection from the dead is the re- 
demption of the soul ; and the redemption of j| 
the soul is through him who quickeneth all 
thing-, in whose bjsom it is decreed, that the 
poor and the meek of the earth shall inherit it* 
Therefore it must needs be sanctified from all 
unrighteousness, that it may he prepared for 
the celestial glory; for after it haLh filled the 
measure of its creation, it shall be crowned 
with glory, even with the presence of God the 
Father; that bodies who are of the celestial 
kingdom may possess it forever and ever; for, 

for this indent was it made and created ; and for

this intent are they sanctified. 

And they who are not sanctified through the 
law which 1 have given unto }ou; even the 
law of Christ* must needs inherit another king- 
dom, even that of a terrestrial kingdom, orli 
that of a telestial kingdom. For he who is not! 
able to abide the law of a celestial kingdom, 'j 
cannot abide a celestial glory : and he who can- ! 
not abide the law of a terrestrial kindom, can- 
not abide a terrestrial gJ^rv: he who cannot

abide the law of a telestial kingdom, cannot I; 

abide a telestial glory: therefore he is not 
meet for a kingdom of glory* Therefore, he

And again, verily I say unto you, the earth 
abideth the law of a celestial kingdom, for it ! 
tilleth the measure of its creation, and trans- 
gress ih not the law. Wherefore, it shall be

And again, verily I say unto 3 ou, that whit 
is governed by law, is also preserved by In 
and perfected and sanctined by the same:ft 
which breaketh a law, and abideth not b:h 
but eecketh to become a law unto itsdf, t 
willetfi to abide in sin, and altogether &bi4 
in sin, cannot be sanctified by law, neither 
mercy, justice, or judgment. Therefore^ 
must remain fi'thy still. 

All kingdoms have a law given; and 
are many kingdoms; for there is no spi 
the which there is no kingdom; and th 
no kingdom 1 ri which there is no space t eil 
4 greater or lesser kingdom . And tint 
kingdom is given a law; and unto ev 
there are certain hounds, also, and contli 

AU beings who abide not in those 
lions, are not justified; for intelligence 
t th unto intelligence; wisdom receiveth 
dom; truth embraceth truth; virtue lov 
tue; light cleaveth unto light, mercy hathn 
passion on mercy, and claimeth fur own;; 
tice continueth her course, and ciaim*t| 
own; judgment goeth befoie the face of 
whosineth upon the thronp, and governed** 
executeth all things; he comprehended 
thinga, and ail things are before him, and 
things are round about him; and he is all 
a!l things, and is thiough all tilings, id / 
round about all things: and all things aie \ 
him, and of him; even God. forever, and . 

And agan, verily I say unto you, he i r 
given a law unto all things by which i 
move in tneir times, and their seasons;! 
their courses are fixed, even the courses

And a_rnin, verily I say unto you, my friend?, 
I leave these sayings with you^to ponder in 
your hearts with this commandment which I 
give unto you, that ye shall call upon me while 
1 an n?ar; draw near unto me y and 1 wIT 



draw near unto you; seek me diligently and 
ye shall find me; ask and ye shall receive;— 
knock and it shall be opened unto you : what- 
soever ye ask the Father in my name it shall 
be given unto you, that it expedient for you; 
and if ye ask any thing that is not expedient 
for you, it shall turn unto your condemna- 
tion. 

Behold, that which you hear is as the voice 
of one crying in the wilderness; in the wil- 
derness, because you cannot see him:— mv 
voice, because my voice is spirit; ray snirit is 
truth ; truth abideth and hath no end; and if 
it be in you it shall abound , 

And if your eye be single to my glory, your 
whole bodies shall be filled with light, and 
there shall be no darkness in \ou, and that 
body which is filled with light coaiprchendeth 
all tuings. Therefore, sanctify yourselves that 
your minus become single to God, and the days 
will come that you shnll Bfe him: for he will 
unveil; his face unto you, and it shall be in his 
own time, anj in his own way, and according 
to his own will. 

Remember the great and last promise which 
I have made unto you: cast away your idle 
thoughts and your excess of laughter far from 
you; tarry ye, tarry ye in this place, and call 
a solemn assemby, even of those who are the 
first laborers in this last kingdom, and let those 
whom they have warned in their travelling, 
call on the Lord, and ponder the warning in 
their hearts which they have received, for a 
little season. Behold, and lo, 1 will take care 
of your flocks and will raise up eldera and send 
unto them. 

Behold,.! will hasten my work in its time: 
and I give unto you who are the first laborers 
in ihn last kingdom, a commandment, that 
you assemble yourselves together, and or*an- 
ize yourselves, and prepare yourselves; and 
sanctify youiselves; yea, purify your heart?, 
and cleanse your hands and your feet before 
me, that I may make you clean; that I may 
testify unto your Father, and your God, and 
my God, that you are clean from the blood of 
this wicked generation; that I may fulfil this 
promise, this great and last promise which I 
have made uiuo you, when I will. 

Also, I give unto you a commandment, that 
ye shall continue in prayer and fasting from 
this time f>ith. And I give unto you a com- 
mandment, that you shal teach one another 
the doctrine ot'thejungdom; teach ye diligent- 
ly and my grace shall attend you, that you 
may be instructed more perfectly in theory 
in principle, in doctrine, in the law of the gos- 
pel, in all things lint pertain unto the king-. 
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dom of God, that is expedient for you to un- 
derstand; of things both in heaven, and in the 
earth, mid under ihe earih; things which have 
been ; things which nre; thing? which must 
shortly come to pass;fcmgs which are at home; 
things which nre abroad; the wars and the 
perplexities of the nations; and the judgments 
which are on the land ; and a knowledg i also 
of countries, and of kingdom*, that ye may be 
prepared in all things when 1 *hiill send yuu 
acnin, to mncnifv the calling whereunro I have 
called you, and the mission with which I have 
commissioned yuu. 

Behold I send you out to testify and warn 
the people, and i t becometh every man who 
hath been warned, to warn his neighbor,— 
Therefore, they are left without excuse, and 
their sins are upon their own heads. He that 
seeketh nie early shall find me, and shall not 

be forsaken. 

Therefore, tarry ye, and laoor diligently, 
that you mav be perfected in your ministry, lo 
"0 forth among the Gentiles for the last time, 
as many as the mouth of the Lord shall name, 
to bind up the law, and seal up the testimony, 
and to prepare the saints for the honr of judg- 
ment which is to come; that their souls may 
escape the wrath of God, the desolation of 
abomination, which await the wicked, both in 
this world, and the world to come. Verily, I 
sav unto you, let. those who are not the first 
elders* continue in the vineyard, until the 
mouth of the Lord shall call them, for their 
time is not yet come ; their garments are not 
clean from the blood «d this generation. 

Abide ye in the liberty wherewith ye are 
made free; entangle not yourselves in sin, but 
let your hands be clean, until the Lord come, 
foT not many days hence and the earth shall 
tremble, and reel to and fro as a drunken man, 
and the sun shall hide his face, and shall re- 
fuse to give light, and the moon shall he bath- 
ed in blood, and the stars shall become excee- 
ding Mffrv, and shall cast themselves down as 
a fig that falleth from off a fig tree. 

And after your testimony, cometh wrath 
and indignation upon the people; for after 
your testimony cometh the testimony of earth- 
quakes, that shall cause groanings in the midst 
of her, and men shall fall upon the ground, 
and shall not be able to stand. And also com- 
eth the testimony of the voice of thundering?, 
and the voice of lightnings, and the voice of 
tempests, and thevoiceof the waves of the 
soa, heaving themselves beyond their bounds. 
And all things shall be m commotion; and 
surely, men's heart* shall fail them; for fear 
•hall come upon all people; and nngela shall 



fly through the midst of heaven, crying with 
a loud voice, sounding the trump of God, sn. 
ing, prepare ye, prepare ye, O inhabitants of 
iheeanh; for the judgment of our Gnd jj 
come; behold, and lo, the Bridegroom come' 
go ye out to meet him. 

And immediately there shall appear a *i 
sign, in heaven, and all people shall see it 
gethcr. And another ange! shall pound 
trump, saying, that great church, the moth 
of abominations, that made all nations drr 
of the wine of the wrath of her fornicator 
that persecuteth the saints of God, that *k 
their blood; her who sitteth upon many ky 
tere; and upon the islands of the sea; beM 
she is the tares of the earth, she is bound c

endowment. He showed the corrsequenetiil 
we did not build it, u that we should be reject- 
ed as a people with our dead.'

silver* and food and clothirg, and palacni 
abundance, we will create it, by our labof* 



President Young advised the saints toe* 
after intermission prepared to tarry til! erm 
if necessarw Thov have much ins:ructio: 
give and want an opportunity to give it, 1 
advised the saints to call and get 0. HI 
Mnrmon Almanac which is something ne* 
After some few exhortations he closed i 
meeting till 2 o'clock by blessing. t 

Two o'clock, p. m. 1 
Meeting opened by singing, and prayer 
Elder John Taylor, after which ElderTtf 
presf n'ed a communication from Mr. & 
declaring his full faith in Elder Rigdon^i 
trine. Moved and seconded, that he been! 
fiom the church. Carried vmanimouslv.

Are you not under the same obligations and 
respona ; biitty, ye elders, high priests, teach- 
ers, deacons, and members? 

He then went on to show that the saints 
could not obtain the blessings they want until 
rha temple is finished. We want all to pay 
their tithing that ihey may receive the bles- 
sing, 

President Young arose and said that it had 
been moved and seconded that Asahel S.nith 
^ho ild be ordained to the office of Patria'ch.— 
H i went on to shuw that the right :o the office, 
<if Patriarch to the wholo church belonged to!, 
William Smith as a legal right by descent. — I 
Uncle Asahel ou^ht to receive the office of J 
Patriarch in the church. 

The motion was put and carried unanimously. 

President Young wanted to say a few words 
n the principles of tithing. There has been 
so much inquiry it becomes irksome: the law 
3 l >r a man to pay one tenth of all he poss^ss- 
«s for the erecting of the rmnge of (i stL the 
spread of the gospel, and the support of the 
priesthood. When a man corn^s into the 
^Jaarch be wan.ts to know if he must reckon 



his clothing, bad debts, lands, &c. It is the 
law to give one tenth of what he has got 5 and 
then one tenth of his increase or one tenth of 
his time. A man conies and saw* he was sick 
six months and what is required of me ) Why 
go and pay your tithing for the time ycu are 
able to work. Some say they have been 
preaching and want to know if that dont pay 
their tithing? Well ? it will if you want to 
have it so. He ihen went on to recommend 
the brethren not to -ell their grain but to bring 
it into the city and store it, and not take it to 
Warsaw. He next referred to L. Wight's go- 
ing away because he was a coward, but he 
will con;e back and his company^ and James 
Emmett and his company will come back* — 
How easy would it be tor the Lord it an army 
of mobs was to come within one mile of this 
place, to turn the nonh-west winds upon them 
and with snow, hail and rain, mtjke them so 
that they would be glad to lake care of^ them- 
selves and leave ua atone* He then referred 
to the Missourians when Joseph and others 
went to jail, snapping theirguns at the breth- 
ren bat they would not £m off, &c. The Lord 
ne\er let a prophet fall on the earth until he 
had accomplished his work; and the Lord did 
not take Joseph until he hnd fin if he d his Work, 
and it is the greates*- blessing to Joseph and 
Hyrum, God could bestow to take them away, 
for they had Buffered enough . They are not 
the oniv martyrs that will have to die for the 
truth. There are men before me to-day who 
will be martyig, and w!m will have to seal 
their testimony with th^ei r blood, I believe 
this people is the beet people of their age that 
ever lived on the earth, the church of Enoch 
not excepted. We want voti 10 come on with 
your tithes and offerings to build this temple, 
and when it is finished we want you to spend 
a year in it and wo^will tell you things you 
never thought of. 

The Twelve then proceeded to ordain Asa* 
hel Smith as follows: 

Brother Asahel Smith in the name of the 
Lord Jesus Christ of Nazareth, we lay oiir 
hands upon your head to ordain you *o the of- 
fice of Patriarch in this last church of Jesus 
Christ, and we besiow upon \ou the keys and 
power, and the right and authority of blessing 
as a Patriarch in the church of Jesus Christ — 
and we say nntothee, thou shalt be a father to 
many. Thou shalt feel the spirit of the Lord 
more than thou hast ever done heretofore. — 
Thy heart shall be enlarged, and it shall be 
thy delight to bless thy fami 1 v, and thy poster- 
itVj and the fatherless and widow; and the 
gnini of the Lord will rest upon you to predict 
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upon the heads of those on whom you lay your 
hands, things that shall be hereafter even in 
the eternal world. We ask thee Lord in 
the name of Jesus Christ that thou would Fend 
thy spirit upon ibis thy s' rvant, that his heart 
may circumscribe the wisdom and knowledge 
of this world, and be ciliary*, d so ns to compre- 
hend the things of eternity- We say unto 
thee, thou art b'efsee ; thmt art of the rovnl 
blood, and of thy lineage shall arise great and 
powerful men in ^he earth. We seal lipem von 
the powers we Have sjiemioned with the keys 
thereof upon your head in the name of Jesus 
Chjist. Thou art the anointed of the Lord, 
one who eha'l stand in the latter davs and be t\ 
pillar in the church of the Kving God, and one 
in whom the saints of God may trust to ask 
council. These blessings we seal upon you in 
the name of Jesus Christ : Amen. 

President Young then t^aid, we want the 
conference to continue to-morrow for business. 
We want the high pibsts quorum together. — 
President Miller will organize them on the 
right of the stand. 

The presidents of seventies will organize all 
the seve niies. We want to select a number 
of high priests to go through the states to pre 
side over congressional districts:. Then we 
want to have the elders quorum organized that 
we can take ou\ of the elders quorum and fill 
up the seventies. We want all the seventies 
to be here and their presidents. We wan 1 
them organized and begin to fill up the m <-<.nd 
quorum and then the third and the fourth to 
the tenth. The business of the day will be to 
ordain the presidents of the seventies and then 
fill the quorum of seventies from the elders 
quorum, and select men from the quorum of 
high priests to go abroad and preside. 

The conference then adjourned until to-mor- 
row at nine o'clock, by blessing from President 
John Smith.

Tuesday morning, Od.Stk, 1844. 
Previous to opening the services of the day, 
Elder John Taylor made gome remarks on our 
temporal economy. He proceeded to say that 
we have the means of wealth within ourselves. 
We have mechanics of every description, from 
every country; men who are capable of carry- 
ing through any branch of manufacture* We 
want capital to commence with ; but it is not 
necessary to wait for a very lari'c amount, for 
it is safer to go to work with small means, 
than with an immense sum; for a rich man is 
very apt to overlook himself, and for want of 
proper calculation often scatters his means 
without accomplishing any benefit to com- 
munity. We can be made rich by qui own en- 



terprise and labor. Look at Great Britain; ho* 
have they obtained it ? They have oblainr 
it by encourageing their own manufacture]* 
It is true the poor are oppressed there; but if 
not the manufactures that oppress the people 
II We are not going to start any thing on a largi 
scale; our calculation is to have the sain: 
manufacture every thing we need in Nauioc 
and all kinds of useful articles to send ahroit 
through the States and bring money here.- 
Franklin says,, time is money, and we want* 
spend our time in .something that is useful ut 
beneficial. Since we come hne we have I* 
bored under every disadvantage. We twi 
purchased Nauvoo, and much of ihe surroii: 
ding country, which has taken all our mone; 
We have no need now to purchase more land: 
we now want lo hit upon a phui to < naMe vc. 
to take your hands out of }our pockets tc, 
build work shop? and other places of industry 
We have silk weavers, and cotton weatcfl 
and evcrv kind of mechanic* * that can hi 
thought of. We want these to come together 
and we want those who have money to lav' 
out and find them work. We have men bet' 
who can take the raw silk and from that cam 
it through every process and manufacture tit 
shawls and dresses our women wear. We win 
to purchare raw cotton and manufacture ii it 
to wearing apparel, &c. If we can manufac- 
ture cottony silk and woollen good*, we cii 
keep our money ot home; we will encourap 
home manufacture, as the Quakers do, Wt 
want nil the cullers to get together and man* 
faeture our knives and forks, &c>, A c. I knoi 
that we, as a community enn manufactutt 
every thing we need. But I must now dc*fc 
as the lime to commence meeting has arrived 

Elder H, JC. Kimball now appeared or,i. 
look charge of the meeting, which was opt 
by pinging and prayer, by Elder W. 1 
Phelps* 

Elder G. A. Smith moved that all in the el 
der ? s quorumjunder the age of thirty-five should 
be ordained into the seventies^ if thev are 
good standing, and worthy, and will except it* 
The motion was seconded and carried unani- 
mously. * ' ••T'v*> i * ; |j 
Elder H. C. Kimball stated that President 
Joseph Young's wife was very sick and iie 
, wished to have her blessed, that brother Yowig 
| might tarry and perform the duties of his of- 
fice, and if the congregation would bless her 
let them say tunes, and all the congregation 
said, amen. 

He 'hen recommended all those elders who 
are under the age of thirty-five, and also all 
the priests, teachers deacons, and members 
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who are recommended lo be ordained, to with- 
draw and receive an ordination into the seven* 
ties, which was done. 

President B. Young Then appeared and pro- 
ceeded to select men from the high priest r s 
quorum, to go abroad in oil the congressional 
districts of the United States, to preside over 
the branches of the church, as follows:

We do not want anv man 
to go to preaching until he is sen\ If an elder 
wan's to go to preaching, let him go into the 
seventies.

I deem it to he a auty which I owe to God 
and his church to express my feelings and 
bear my testimony unto you concerning cer- 
tain things that are presented to you for your 
consideration; especially, the claims of Elder 
Sidnev Riifdon to the exclusive riffht to lea . 
and govern the church- uf Lntter-dav Saints. — 
I have carefully examined the trial which El- 
der Rigdon has had before the authorities of 
the church in Nauvoo, as given in the Times 
and Seasons, Vol, v. No. 17, and I am ? atisfi- 
ed that a righteous decision hag been given in 
his case. I do not make these remarks with- 
out my reasons: and I will hereby give those 
reasons. 

I will commence by asking where has Elder 
Rigdon been since he made his flaming speeeh 
in Far West, which had a tendency to bring 
persecution upon the whole church especially 
the head of if? lias lie stood hv the side of 
the Prophet and Patriarch as a true friend, to 
assist in carrying them through iheir trials 
tribulations and persecutions? Has he walked 
up into his place as a man of God, and »ioed 
beside the Prophet as his counsellor!

your shoulders the kingdom res;s, and you 
must round up your shoulders, and benr it; for 
I have had to do it until now. But now the 
responsibility rests upon you. It mattereth 
not what becomes of me." I siv, has f his 
been the case with Elder Rigdon, in any wise? 
No, no, verily no; but the reverse,, until he? 
had become like a millsione upon the back of 
j Joseph Smith, the Prophet, Seer, and Reyela- 
>tor. And I herein- bear my testimony that I 
1 hrord the said Joseph rSmhh dec'aat? that Elder 
Rigdon had become like a millstone upon his 
back — a dead weight — and he had carried him 
long enough, and must throw him off. And 
in my hearing requested one of the quorum of 
t he Twelve to bring him up before the church 
that be might be dealt with according to the 
law of the church, that he might be cut off as 
a dead branch; and no longer encumber the 
tree, as there was sufficient testimony against 
him. But through the ( leadings of Brother 
flyrum Smith and others, he has been spared* 
Elder Brigham Young has been his friend — 
spoke in his favur 3 in consequence of his age 
and former standing, hoping that he might re- 
form, get the spirit ol the work, and magnify 
hiscalling. Upon this principle he has been 
sustained lung, un r il the branch became twice 
\ dead, and necessary to be severed from the 
tree. Elder Rigdon, for the lust five years of 
his life, has mostly been shut up in the post- 
office; confined himself mostly to his own tem- 
poral affair?, manifesting but liuie interest in 
the affairs of the church* and when ativ alarm 
or report was in circulation unfavorable to the 
e:iu> it \\ v could judge at all from the course 
\ he pursued it had a tendency to increase trou- 
ble and disturbance, instead of decreasing it. 
'It is true, that Elder Rigdon attended some of 
■ the councils that President Smith he T d with 
the Twelve and others, before his death, while 
giving them instructions; but I heard Presi- 
dent ^mith say, that he came in without hia 
wish or invitation, as he had no c ontidence in 
him. - Elder Rigdon and his friends wouid 
now claim, hefure the church and the world, 
that he holds the kevs of the kingdom of God, 
of the last dispensation, above the Twelve, the 
church, &e . 1 am ready to admit before the 
whole church and the world, that he does hold 
one key beyond the Twelve; one, that they 
do not hold — one, that God never held, nor Je- 
sus Chtht, nor any true prophet patriarch, or 
:ipoBlU' : Jo-> ph and if \ rum Hinkh were utter 
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etrangers to it And if we can judge fiom his 
own mouth, according to the testimony given 
on his trial* we would suppose that Lucifer* 
who made war in heaven, was its author; and 
that it had been handed down unto the present 
day, and whh it Eld«r Hi 2d on lias unlocked 
his heart, and portrayed before our eyes what 
was in it, What is it? Hear it, all ye Latter- 
day Saints! Listen O earth! and judge the 
fruits of this key* He threatens to turn trai- 
tor, publish against the church in public jour- 
nals, intimating that he would brine,' a mob 
upon the church, siirup the world against the 
saints, and bring distress upon them, &c. — 
Times and Seasons, Vol, v. p. G50— 1»53. This 
ought to he a sufficient reason fur any true 
hearted Latter-day Saint to turn away from 
him w T i'h disgust, and treat all such men and 
principles according to their desert, which is-, 
to let them entirely alone; for there is not a 
more despicable principle ever existed in hea- 
ven, earth, hll, t urn to pt« ve a traitor to 
onr God, our cause^ and our friends, and bring 
distress upon the innocent, and ihai too by 
turning agahist the very cause that a man lias 
tpent a portion of his life to build up, and de- 
clared, whiie in the faith, that it was true and 
righteous: for in all such cases there is e ntire- 
ly a misrepresentation of truth and facts, in ol- 
der to accomplish the intended evil, while a 
true statement of facts would advance tin 
cause. This some principle was manifest in 
the case of Lucifer, Judas, Arnold, and many 
apostates in this church, who, when they could 
not get the r own ends answered, would threa- 
ten to hrin^ mobs upon tlie church, ami in 
some instances, have done so- I would ask. 
has Joseph or Hyrum Smith ever bell such a 
key os tliis. or manifested such a spirit as lb - ] 
!No, never; but hove despised it in their hearts. 
President Smith seemed to be sensible that 
such fruit was growing in the breast of Elder 
Rigdon; and if he had accomplished whit du- 
ty appeared to present to his mind upon that 
subject, that branch would have been severed 
from tl e iree before hi^ th-aih; but through 
mercy it w as spared until it has produced fruit 
which isevil in its tendency, and dangerous to 
the welfare and piosperity of the church and 
kingdom of God, 

I would again ask, has Elder Brigham Young 

ever manifested any knowle dge of the key a* 
bove spoken of, or any spirit or disposition to 
turn against the church in any time of trial or 
persecution from i:s commencement? Has he 
ever deserted Joseph, Hyrum, his brethren, o r 
the cause, in one instance, since the foundation 
of this church? No, never, in one instance. — 



lie has always been ready to go and come at 
the bidding of ihe Lord. r He has not said go; 
but he has always said come. lie lias set the 
example and led the way, until lie has travers- 
ed sea hi d land, at home and abroad, native 
and foreign countries, until he has borne off 
the keys of the kingdom of God in connection 
with the Twelve, with honor and dignity, 
since tht*y were committed to his charge. He 
has followed President Smith's footsteps close* 
ly for the last twelve vears of his life, and es- 
pecially ihe last five years; while Elder Rig- 
don has, at the same time, been confined to the 
pust-oillce, apparently immifesting no interest 
in the welfare of the church and building up 
of the cause. Tne spirit of wisdom and coun- 
sel has manifested itself in the course and de- 
liberations of Elder Young. He has not only 
had much experience with President Smith, 
but he has proYed himself true and faithful in 
all things committed to iiis charge, until he was 
called to hold the kevs of the kingdom of God 
in all the world, in connect! n with the 
Twelve: was the first to receive his endow- 
ment, frotn under the hands of the Prophet and 
Patriarch, who have leaned upon him in con- 
nection with the Twelve, for years, to bear ol 
this kingdom in all the world. And thev have 
done it wiih hunor, laboring horh day and 
night, making every sacrifice required of iheni ; 
leaving their homes, families, and country, to 
establish the work of God, and lay the founda* 
tion for the deliverance and redemption of Is- 
rael.

Shall w T e then, as elders of Israel, or Latter- j 
day Saints, back out, fear and tremble, or give 
up the work, because Elder Rigdon threaten?;

he cannot make the church bow to his notion^ 
of things? No, God forbid. It shows very'l 
clenrly that he has not the spirit of Christ, fori 
the Lord nor one of his followers ever did such' 
a thing; and it is sufficient to open the mind! 
of every saint to see where he stands. As far 
08 my faith, prayers, influence and labor, will 
effect any thing, they will go to sustain Presi- 
dent Yonn'j, and in connection with him, the 
quorum of the Twelve, in holding the keys of 
the kingdom of God, as they have been deliv- 
ered unto them by the revelation of Jesus 
Christ, and in the endowments thev have re-

Should I step aside from the 
path of duty it would not destroy the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, or even one principle of eternal 
truth, they would remain the same. Neither 
would it be any excuse for you to tommit sin; 
but I should have to bear rny own sins, and 
not the sins of others — so with all men. 

Therefore, let mc exhort all ye elders of Is- 
rael and saints of God to rise up in the majesty 
and dignity of your calling, make full proof of 
your ministry an. t covenant. Sustain by your 
works the authorities, keys, and priesthood of 
God ;n all its bearings and appendages, through 
this last dispensation, for the eyes of God, an- 
gels, and men are over you, and when the work 
is finished, you will receive your just recom- 
pence of reward.

earth, as has been revealed in its fulness in tbes* 
last days by the administration of holy angels, 
bearing to earth truth's unfading laurels. 

Prayer was then offered up to the throne of 
grace, by the president. 

Elder Grant then stated what business would 
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most probably be brought before the confer- 
ence. 

Adjourned till 2 o'clock, P. M.

ascertain how the branch stood as regards the 
Twelve; the vote was nearly unanimous, only 
four hands being raised for Sidney Rigdon,

Respected Brother: — It is with pleasure 
that I take my pen in hand to inform you ofthe 
prosperity of our Redeemer's cause in the south 
country, and also to give you a brief synopsis 
of my labors in the vineyard since my depart- 
ure from Nauvoo. 

I left home on the 29th of J?ay, 1844, in 
company with brother FL W« Church, on a 
mission to the south. We took steamboats to 
Padeucha, Ky\ from thence we travelled into 
Tennessee, preaching by the way till we reach- 
ed Middle Tennessee; we stopped and preach- 
ed several times in Hickman, Williamson and 
Sumner counties. We introduced the gospel 
into several new places where it had never been 
preached, and remained in that region till the 
first of August; but not meeting with much in* 
couragement we concluded to go further soutn; 
consequently we set out for Tuscaloosa coun- 
ty, Alabama, where we found a branch of the 
church, and met with brother P. Haws, who 
had been preaching in that place some time. — 

The night after we arrived there a mob of 18 
or 20 prowled through the neighborhood, threats 
ening to drive the elders from the country, but 
finding that such things were not countenanced 
by the most prominent citizens, they desisted. 
After remaining a few days, brothers Haws and 
Church went to Mississippi, and 1 proceeded 
to Perry county, Alabama. On my way to Per- 
ry, I met brother James Brown, who informed 
me that he had baptized 1.!) in that county and 
organized a church. He requested me to visit 
them and instruct ti em further in the princi- 
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organized a church. He requested me to visit 
them and instruct ti em further in the princi- 
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pies of righteousness, I commenced preaching 
with considerable success and soon baptized 
three. About ten days after ? brother Church 
returned from Mississippi and joined in with me 
again. We had calls on every hand, prejudice 
gave away; and many embraced the truth. We 
continued our labors there until we had bap- 
tized forty-five^ and organized another church 
of sixteen members. The spirit was abundant- 
ly poured out, and the word was confirmed 
with signs following; the saints spoke in 
tongues, and the interpretation was given, arid 
many that were sick were healed by the prayer 
of faith in the name of Jesus. We continued to 
preach and baptize during the winter season, 
both in Alabama and 31 ississippi. In April we 
held a conference in Alabama, and set the af- 
fairs of the churches in order; and ordained sev- 
eral elders. From this conference brother 
Church went to Tennessee; and brother B, L ; 
Clapp and myself came into Mississippi. We 
commenced preaching in different places, and 
baptized several; brother £lapp then returned 
to Nauvoo; and I still continued in the field. — 
We held a conference m Knoxubee county, 
Mississippi on the 13 and 14th of July; thirty- 
tine had been baptized since last conference, 
and the brethren generally expressed a deter- 
mination to do all they could in spreading the 



gospel. There are a great many calls for prea- 
ching in this country, many are investigating 
the subject for themselves, and we are expec- 
ting a great in-gathering into the kingdom, 

The sad news of the murder of the prophet 
and patriarch has reached our ears. It islook- 
ed upon by the generality of the people in thU 
country as being the grossest violation of law 
and liberty that they ever heard of* Many of 
thorn sympathise with us in the loss, Whenl 
call to mind the wholesale murders of Missouri; 
the occurrences in Philadelphia, and the late 
butchery in Illinois, I am made to fear for my 
be ] oved country; and if there is not a stop put 
to such vile and abominable proceedings, and 
such offenders brought to justice, then farewell 
to our free institutions; farewell to the privilege 
of worshipping God according to the dictates 
of each man's conscience, which was bought 
so dearly by the blood of our fathers. 

Since I left Nauvoo, I have baptized sixty, 
and witnessed the bapt ism of as many more. 

1 send you these lines, and if you think pro- 
per, they are at your disposal for an insertion in 
the Times and Seasons for the satisfaction o' 
your readers.

Therefore, cease from all your light speech- 
es: from ail iau&hter; from all your lustful dt- 
eires; from all your pride and lighitnindedness, 
and from all your wicked doings- Appoint a- 
mong yourselves a teacher, and let not all be 
spokesmen at once; but let one speak at a 
lime, and let all lift n unto Ins eayings, that 
when all have spoken, that p.: I may be edified 
of al 1 , end that every man may have an equal 
privilege, 

See that ye love one another; cease to be 
covetous, Warn to impart one to another as the 
gospel requires; cease to be idle, cease to be 
unclear; eeafe to find fault me %i\h another;

thy bed early, thtttye may hot be weary; arise 
early, that your bod es and }Our minds may be 
invigorattd; a.:d above all tiling?, clothe your- 
selves with the bonds of chamy, aa with a man.

pray always that you may not faint until I 
come; behold, and lo, 1 will come quickly, and 
receive vou unto myself: Anun.

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hoard. With you I will commence a brief 

journal. 

We landed on two of those island^ St. Nich- 
olas and St. Jagoes: we saw some others, the 
most interesting of which was Fogo, or Foigo 
la Tera; in English it would be the land of fire. 
It has been a volcano, and has the appearance 
of a great sugar loaf tat in the broad ocean 
with its top far above the clouds. We left 
those islands the 19th of November and stood 
to the south; light winds and calms with very 
warm weather attended us till after we crossed 
the Equator; then we took strong south east 
trades; they carried us towards Brazil, we 
were near the island of Trinidad, 

We had frequent opportnuities of amusing 
ourselves at fishing for blackfish, porpoises, 
teibercores, skipjack?, and dolphins; the two 
first are of the whale species, the largest made 
two barrels of spermacetti. 

On the 3d of January 1844, (I will now ex-

I could look down on him 
as he came to the top; he commenced lashing 
the water with his fins and tail, for he was 
frantic with the agony of his wounds, bavins 
two harpoons in him, ihey were bleeding with 
such profusion that the water was crimsoned 
some distance around. This with his bellow- 
ing and spouting presented an awful scene; 
the boats gave chase, but lie saw them before 
they got near enough ro harpoon htm again. — 
Me dove again and ran off to windward j&d got 
away; but we expect he died that night. As 
I Rtood gazing down on him, the words of Br, 
Hyrum came fresh to my mind when he pro- 
nounced upon mj head my patriarchal bless- 
ing, W guess you have got to go a whaling." 

From there we shaped our course for Cape 
Good Hope. On the2Ist we saw and caught 
I fine sea turtle; he was basking on the sur- 
face in a pleasant sunshine; his shell was

The islands of Tristan, Nightingale, and In- 
accessible, are now all in sight, and the air is 
mil of South Sea birds of all sizes, from the 
Albatross down to Mother Carey's Chickens; 
we amused ourselves at fishing for thorn: we 
c&ught five Albatross nearly of a size. We 
measured one of th?m while alive: hiswin^s 
from tip to tip were ten feet four inches.

| large shoals of fish in compact bodies, with 
their hacks out of water, feeding on something 
that was near *he surface; we found it to he 
breet.

feed h looks something like frog spawns and 
j ha? a reddish appearance. It goes in veins of 
various widths, often extending as far as th" 
eve can see, and so plenty as to give the water 



line and hook bated with blubber, and com- 1 
menced fishing for them; in less than an hour 
1 caught enough Albatross to afford me nine 
dozen of quills, by taking two and four out of 
a wing; then I let them go. 

Thirteenth day* To-day wc saw several large 
whales; the boats gave chase and harpooned a 
very large one and gave him a mortal wound. 
He ran to windward wirti great fury, and by 



we made last to the kelp, (a coarse kind of sea 
weed.) 

I had the pleasure of catching the two first 
fish, but they soon began to gather in such 
multitudes ihat in a little white we filled ou r 
boats. We also took with us an iron hoop, 
netted within by rope\arns, for catching craw- 
fish; these are about the size and shape of lob- 
sters, except the nipper claws; but better fish 
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to eat. To it we tied a fish and let it down to 
the bottom; in a few moments we raised it and 
ihere were about thirty piled on to it. We soon 
caught a barrel or two of them, and then went 
abjard of the ship; dressed our fish, cut ofl 
head and backbone, packed them in salt, and 
we had ten barrels. 

While fiahing wo saw a French flag flying 
un shore; we went to it and found a company 
of fishermen from the Isle of France; among 
them was an American, a native of Albinv, 
New York. Soon after we arrived, the ship 
Manhattan of Sag harbor arrived, and joined 
us. The next day Capt . Plaskett told the pas- 
sengers if we wished to go on shore, he would 
send a boat to wait on us: we embraced the 
opportunity and found Si. Pauls to be one of 
ihe greatest natural curiosities I ever saw: it 
ii evident that the cast ha'f of the island is 
sunk; the island has been thrown up from the 
bed of the ocean by volcanic eruptions. On 
that side the shore is perpendicular. From the 
north and eouth points, it rises with a gradual 
ascent towards the centre, where there is a cu- 
rious basin. This was once the crater through 
which this island was thrown up; the island 
lell off so'near to it that the sea has broken into 
n a passage: there are nine feet water on ihe 
bar at high tides. Ab saon as you pass this, 
there are twenty-seven fathoms all over it: it 
is one mile and a half in diameter, with alrr.os' 
perpendicular sides of two thousand feet ele- 
vation, and as round and regular as if it had 
kmm excavated by art* On the north side of 
the entrance are the fishers' huts; near them 
they had cut a zigzag foot-path to the top, and 
we went up; it was a hazardous tour T and 1 
think none but sailors would have attempted it. 
Near the top the ascent was almost perpendic- 
ular. In many places we had to crawl on our 
hands and knees, pulling ourselves up by the 
; rejecting rocks, and had we made one mis- 
step, we should have been dashed to the bot- 
T om. When we arrived at the top, we found 
the rim of the basin to be the highest part of 
Uic it-land. From it on every side but the 
t aM, ihe land had a gradual slope to the water, 
T o - n i is about five miles long* and is cov- 
ered with a rank growth of coarse grassy like 
that on the prairies; but not a tree nor shrub 
The two ship masters, Plaskett and Cooper* 
weie with u?. We found a place where the 
s'eam was coming up; Capt. Cooper com- 
menced digging into th^ dirt and burnt his fin- 
ders to a blister- The bank on the east side is 
an awful precipice. I laid down and crept to 
the edge and looked ofl; as I looked down the 
awful steep to the water, (two thousand feet,) 



t sensation came over my brain, that is mort 
easily imagined than described. 

Near the huts w here we landed, is a num. 
ber of boiling springs; the watt r is boiling hot- 
We had some crawfish in the boat; weputoot 
into the spring, it soon cooked and we ate it. 

The Commcdant was a polite French mm; 
he could not speak a word of English. Doctor 
Window, one of our passengers, could epesi 
good French, and be was highly delighted 
with our visit; treated us with great hofpuilr 
ty, and took much pains to go with us over tk 
island, and show its curiosities. Near hishut* 
were the graves of two American sailors, R 
their headboards we found one 1 * name to k 
Charles Mallory, aged 21 years; he was firii 
mate of a whale ship; was killed by a while 
The other was Pardon Uovvland jr., aged E 
years. He was killed by falling from aloft<- 
How lonely was the sight of those giaves, oai 
desolate Uland of the sea — far, far from thes 
friends and home! 

The soil looks very rich, but the ground: 
so full of steam, it kills all the seed they p. 
into the earth; and they can raise nothing 
They are bountifully supplied with everv thiij 

r 

they need from the Isle of Franee. Tor 
treated us with green peas that had been pit 
served in tin flasks; they were as sweet as 
just taken from the garden. , 

At night Capt. Cooper invited us all to 
on board his ship and take supper; we acc«f 
ted the invitation. After we got on boird boc 
ships stood out to sea . a- they had got 
fish they wanted; twenty or thirty 
each. We were waited on with much polite 
neas and friendship; weie served with frtf 
fish f both chowdered and fried in cxcelle* 
style, with warm biscuit, butter, cheese, &c 
fee. About 11 o^clock, the night being rer 
dark, the ships made signals by hoisting h> 
terns: they both hove to nearly a mile if* 
Our boat was hauled up to the {gangway vs. 
twelve men of us £ot into it, which loaded k 
nearly to the gunwales; there was a hea* 
swell but not much wind. We paddled ale 
]y over the rolling billows; the night was iv 
and cloudy; and when between the ships, * 
could see nothing but their glimmering taper? 
You can better judge of our feelings in tfc 
situation, than I can describe ih. in. ^uffitf 
to say, we got safely on board our ship; and 
felt thankful. We then filled away and sto<v 
on our course; both ships bound to theFacife 
We shaped our course for Cape Chatham, tt 
south west point of Australia. 

On this part of our passage, I often u?ei : 
watch the sun as it was letting, and

wis j us t rising with you, and when it arose 
with us, night had just commenced at home. — 
We arrived off there on tho flth of March, but 
not in sight of land. We coasted along to- 
wards Bass Straits; but, as there are many 
islands and rocks in that passage, and it would 
be near the 20th of March before we eoul d 
land; the Captain thought it advisable to go 
a*>und the south side of Van Diemens Land — 
So we hauled off to the southward- On the 
niclu of the 19th it commenced blowing in 
squals of ra n, sleer and snow : as the sun and 
nioon were near each other (it being near the 
change) and would cross the equinox so> we 
expected a severe storm and prepared fcr it* 

On the 20th, about 10 o'clock A. M , as the 
weather lighted up between squalls, we saw 



Three Kings. Since that we liave had much 
head wind; it is now blowing fresh and fair* 
and we expec*. in two or three daye to touch 
at an island called Qluitiroa. It is 300 miles 
south by west of Tahita It is a celebrated 
place for hogs and fruit. The ship designs to 
recruit ihere, then proceed to Tahita, leave us 
passengers, and then proceed to the north- 
west coast of America, to rlsh for whales. 

Dear Brother, vou see I Inve nearlv vised up 
my paper, and must draw to a close. We fee 1 
vcrv anxious to 2et a:I the news we can from 
home : trom the various threats we heard and 
saw in the papers previous to our sailing, we 
expect you may have had troubles with the 
Carihagenims, their allies, and the Missouri- 
ans. Our dreams have warned us that you all 



the south west point of Van Diemens Land; it 'may be missing from Nauvoo by this time, and 
was then blowing a gale, and it continued to 
increase till the 21st. It then blew one of the 
heaviest gales I ever experienced; the wind 
whistled and roared through the tigging, the 
seas ran mountains high, and often over our 
decks. The Timokon is an excellent sea- 
boat, but not a fast sailor; she makes sure pas- 
sages, bat not quick ones; so the gale did us 
no other injury than to tear many boards off 
the bulwarks, and stove two whale boat?; one 
of them was on the cranes, and the other over 
the stern: the one on the cranes was broken 
in two, so that about eight feet of the bow «*as 
hanging to the davies towing in the water, — 
The wind was wett, and it carried us ahe-id 
with great force. 

From here w r e shaped our course to the north 
- -[point of New ZcalanJ. Around til! o ; 
these islands has been a great resort for whale- 
men: out crew is made up of men that have 
cruised here for years; they give flattering ac- 
counts of the beauty of their climate, soil, and 
productions. There are large settlements of 
English on all of them; and had the weather 
been good, our Captain ta'ked of going in 
ihcie, and we intended stopping there to com- 
mence our mission, instead of continuing on 
to Tahita. There is a great and del ghtful field 
for our elders to occupy : some hundred thou- 
sands of English emigrants to preach to. 

On the 28th in latitude 35 deg. longitude 
iGSdeg. east, we discovered the first and only 
shoal of sperm whales we had seen since we 
left home;. Four boats were lowered, and they 
^ave chase: one of them was harposned, but 
by some mishap the harpoons drew cut } and 

" whales getaway, very much to the disap- 
pointment of all hands. 

On the 31st we saw some small islands off ihe 
north-west point of New Zealand, called th e

areat. We feel that we are exiles for Christ^ 
sake; and any news from home will do us 
good. I hope you all will not fail to establish 
a correspondence by letters and papers. Br. 
Phillip B. Lewi?, of New Bedford, can give any 
information you may Avish respecting the way 
of convevanc*;, V* r e wish you to remember 
our sincerest friendship to that brother; wo re- 
ceived great help from him. 

I wish you to remember the eincerest affec- 
tions of a husband and lather to my family.— 
Mny G^d, our heavenly Father, in who;n I 
trust, comfort and support them and you all, 
till we return again in ptace. We have en- 
joyed good health since we left home. Iam 
more fleshy than I have ever before been in my 
life; and I think mv companions can say the 
same, (though they may not be eo willing to 
own it as I am.) 

Rememher me ro al! that inquire after us. 
Tell the Saints to remember us in all their 
prayers, both private and public. Tell Br. W. 
Richards 1 will write him from Tahita, aite 
we commence our labors. Dear Brother, ac- 
cept mv sincere esteem for you and yours. — 
I remain your brother and fellow laborer in the 
gospel and covtnant of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ.

THE APOSTLES AND APOSTATES. 
Fir: — Having lately arrived from the ca*t, 
and having seen a new paper purporting to be 
h4 the La'ter-dnv Saints Messenger and Advo- 
cafe," resuscitate d, for the avowed object of 
opposing the course of the constituted authori- 
ses of the church of Jesus Chust of Latter-day 
Saint?, as left in the blood-sealed state of reve- 
lation by Joseph Smith and Hyrum his brother, 
i who are a majority of the quorum of the fin* 
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presidency; ami having also waited pati^ntlv 
for Elder Phelps or some of the **TweIvt_" to 
give this "wandering star," or lf cloud without 
water," a just judgment, I take my pen in 
hand to apprise the church and public of the 
fact, and offer a few remarks, and quote some 
revelations, which I think will not be amisf. 

The most of the paper is made up of a letter 
from a man bv the name of Forgeus, which 
appears to me the crudest mass of chaos I ever 
thrown together. The whole maneuvre, 
jj* just the aort of matter for u the man of fin'' 
to reveal himself in; and Sidney Rigdon Esq* 
who is held up throughout the lengthy epistle, 
as *uhe stem and branch of Jesse,' 1 will use it 
as dexterously as a manufacturer does materi- 
als for soap: — using Forg°us as the bf stick of? 

" to mix the royal liquid, and froih'fyj 

lixivium for the host of the G entiles, and the! 
fragments of Israel, So much for the religions 
atirfieer, the sacred soap stick, and holy pot of 
(not) manna, but soft soapsuds: pardon the 
expression, gentle reader, it is not revelation, 
but composition, that will just fit religious 
gamblers: for Rtgdon, Forgeus, & Co., are 18 
corrupt a% John C. Bennett. Their feint rev. 
< rence for Joseph Smith, like the touch of the 
torpedo, is meant lo benumb his fame: their 
seeming praise of virtue like the sting of :he 
asp, is slow poison to truth: and their devot- 
ed breath for the welfare of the saints, like 
the sirocco of Egypt, is a blasting wind to ru- 
in their future prosperity. 

The real drift of the paper, i^, to support 
Sidney Rigdon Esq. y as the head of a church. 
(not the church of JesusChrist of Latter day 
Saints.) and lest any person be deceived bv 
such fc *Rpecious pretences" and fa'se insinua- 
tions by misrepresenting the scriptures and 
revelations, I have concluded to try my skill 
at quoting some of the iu!es of the church, as 
left on record bv the great apostle of the last 
dispensation, even the martyred Joseph Smith. 
On the 102 page of the second edition of the 
Book of Doctrine and Covenant", paragraph 
] 1, read as follows: 

ttf Of necessity there aTe presidents, or pre- 
siding offices growing out of, or appointed of, 
or from among those who aTe ordained to the 
several offices in these two priesthoods. Of 
the Melchisedek priesthood, three presiding 
high priests, chosen by the ho ly, appointed 
and ordained to that office, and upheld hv the 
confidence, faith and prayer of the church, 
i >rm a quorum of the presidency of the church. 
The twelve traveling counsellors are called to 
be the twelve apostles, or special witnesses of 
the name of Chnst, in all the world : thus dif- 



fer rg frorn other ofl'ieers in th- church in the 
duties of their call ing. And they form a quo- 
rum equal in authority and power to the three 
presidents, previously mentioned. The sev- 
enty are also called to preach the compel, and 
tolbe especial witnesses unto ihe Gentiles and 
in all the world. Thus differing from other 
officers in the chnrch in the duties of their cal- 
ling: and they form a quorum equal in author- 
ity to that of the twelve especial witnesses cr 
apostles, just named. And every decision 
made by either of these quorums, must be by 
the unanimous voice of the same; rh at is, ev- 
ery member in each quorum must be agreed to 
its decisions in order to raake their decisions 
of the same power or validity one with the oth- 
er. [A majority may form a quorum when 
circumstances render it impossible to be other- 
wise.") Unless this is the cas^, r!,eir decisions 
are not entitled to the same blessings which 
the decisions of a quorum of three president^ 
were anciently, who were ordained after the 
order of Melchisedek, and were righteous and 
holy men. Tne decisions of thrs^ quorums, 
or either of them are to be made in all right- 
eousness; in holiness and lowliness of heart; 
meekness and 1 on g suffering ; and in faith and 
virtue and knowledge; temperance, patience, 
godliness, brotherly kindness and charitv, he- 
cause the promise is, if these th;n^ abound in 
them, they shall not be unfruitful in the knowl- 
edge of the Lord. And in case that anv de- 
cision, of these quorum?, is nirn'e in unrii ; h.- 
eousness, ir may be brought before a general 
assembly of the several quorums which consti- 
tute the spiritual authorities of the church, 
otherwise there can be no appeal from their 
decision. '* 

There are three important points in this sec- 
tion r First; three presidents must be chosen 
and upheld by the faith and prater of the 
church, fohe legal; a self made machine won't 
do. Second; these three presidents form a 
quorum, and can never act seperately — though 
two may form a quorum when circumstances 
render it impossible to be otherwise. Now. 
allowing thar- Sidnry ftiirdon wjis c e of the 
jfirst presidency, for the sake of argument; 
when Joseph and Hyrum were martyred, the 
presidency was left vacant, and the next quo- 
rum, (the Twelve) being * f equal in power and 
authority 15 to the three first president^ hold 
the same siandin^ and keys; and, of course, 
must bear off the kingdom in its, destined road 
according to the pattern. Thirdly; if their 
decisions and conduct were righteous, then 
they fulfilled the promise, otherwise, all the 
quorums constituting the epiriti al authorities 
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of the church, could repeal iheir decisions, and 
appoint whom they pleased to rule over them* 

There is also another presidency which may 
be read at pleasures on llie 124 paee of paid 
Doctrine and Covenant*; the Gth paragraph 
reads as follows: 

•*The president of the church, who is a<so 
the president of the council, is appointed by 
revelation, arid acknowledged, in his adminis- 
tration* by the voice of the church; and it is 
according to the dignity of his office, that he 
phouM preside over ihe council of the church; 
and it in his privilege to be a^sis ed by two oth- 
er presidents, apji > ; n!< d rst er the same man- 
ner that he himsMf wa? appointed; and in 
cage of the ab-ence t f one or bo?h of those 
who are appointed to assist him, he has power 
to preside over the council without an assis- 
tant: and in case thai lie himself is absent, the 
other presidents have power to preside in his 
atead, both or either of them." 

All that 13 necessary to remark on this sub- 
ject, is that this presidency' is over the high 
council of a stake, And has no more relevancy 
to the first presidency ov* r the whole church* 
than a connty jud^e has to the president of the 
United States; in faet the high council being 
ii tribunal for transgressors — perhaps it mnv 
justly rank as a judge to the president of the 
United Stater. No man of common sense 
wo'ild ever think booking up a mnn ns pres- 
ident of a stake, to be like Hoses. No, never. 
Helis a Cuphi, that proclaims such doctrine- 
and needs to tarry in Jericho till his beard 
2rows. 

The third presidency mentioned in Faid Doc- 
trine and Covenant-*, is, on page 107 and rennV 

(i Wherefore, it mn*t needs be that one be 
appointed of the high priesthood, to preside 
over the priesthood; and he shall be called 
president of the high priesthood of the church, 
or, in other words, the presiding hi^h pritst 
over the high priesthood of the church. From 
the same comes the adfrJniR'er'mg of ordinan- 
ce* rwid hissings upon the church, by the lay- 
ing on of *he hands," 

This presidency is different from the other 
two, ^ind means the presidency over the quo- 
rum of the high priesthood. It hns nothing to 
<'o wiih tka u hrst presidency^ over the whole 
church, more than to send o,:t high priests to 
preside over branches, stakes, &c„ in any part 
of the vineyard, under the direction of the 
Twelve, KeHher has h any *hin r to do with 
the presidency over the high council, more 
than to net in union. Having said so much on 
thens three presidents, let it suffice* 

Tne Twelve are still a different presidency, 



because they compose a quorum that cannot be 
dispensed with ; while, according to the very 
nature of the case, the before mentioned presi- 
dencies can. If there be no quorum of ike 
first presidency, the Twelve must act in its 
place. If there be no stake organized, then 
there is no need of a high council; and to of 
the others, without a designaied place. Not 
so with the'TtceVe, they arc never twUe chosen: 
vacancies ma) be filK d, as was the caso with 
Judas, or with some of our modern apostaciei. 
The revelation fur choosing them on the 258 
and 9 pages of the said Doctrine and Cove- 
nants, iB: 

**And now behold, there are others who are 
called to declare my gospel, both unto Gentile, 
and unto Jew: vea, even twelve: and the 
twelve shall be my disciples, and they shall 
take upon them my name: and the twelve are 
they who shall desire to take upon them mj 
name, with full purpose of heirt: and if they 
desire to take upon them my Lame, with full 
purpose of heart, they arc called to go into All 
the world to preach my gospel onto eveTy crea- 
ture: and they are i; ey wh > a re ordained of 
me to baptize in my name, according to that 
| which is written; a^d you have that which is 
written before you: wherefore you must per- 
form it according to the words which are writ- 
ten. And now 1 speak unt > the twelve;— 
Behold my grace is sufficient for you: you 
must walk uprightly beibre me and sin not.— 
And behold you are they who are ordained of 
me to ordain prieats and leachf rs to declcre 
my gospel, according to the power of the Holy 
Ghost which is in \ou, and according to the 
callings and gifts of God unto met) : and I Je- 
sus Christ, your Lord and your God, have 
spoken it. These words are not of men, nor 
of man, but of me: wherefore you shall testi- 
fy they are of me, and not of man; for it ia 
my votes which speaketh them unio you: for 
they are given by my spirit unto you : and by 
my power you can read thera one to another; 
and save it were bv my puwer, von could not 
have them; wherefore you can testify that you 
have heard my voice, and know my words. 1 * 

In addition to this, a revelation d;rectly to 
thrt Twelve, besides many other things, gay« ? 
EiB recorded on the >J17 page of paid Doctrine 
and Covenants: 

"For unto you fine twelve) and those ( the 
first prc&idencv) who arc nppointed with \ou 
to be your counsellors and your leaders, is the 
power of this priesthood given for the last days 
and for the last time, in the which is the dis- 
pensation of the fulness of times, which power 
J vou hold in connection with all those who 
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have received a dispensation at any time from 
the beginning of the creation ; for verily I say 
unto you the keys of the dispensation which 
ye have received, have came down from the 
lathers: and last of all, being sent down fiom 
heaven unto you," 

This conclusively Bhows that the Twelve 
hold the power of the priesthood in all th e 
world. To make the matter plainer, however, 
I take an extract from President Joseph SmtrVf 
charge to the Twelve on the evening of the 
27ih of February, 1835: 

u They are the Twelve apostks who arc 
called to the office of a travelling high coun- 
cil ; who are to preside over ALL the churches 
of the saints among the GenTilce, where there 
is no presidency established, and they are to 
trayel and preach among the Gentiles until the 
Lord commands them to go to the Jews,- — 
They are to hold the keys of this ministry; to 
unlock the door of the kingdom of heaven un- 
to all nations; and to preach the gospel to ev- 
ery creature. Thig is the power, authority 
and virtue of their apostleship," 

Elder Woodruff* one of the Twelve, having 
gone to England tf preside; Elder Wm, Smith 
another of the Twelve, travelling constantly in 
*he eastern atates, together with the labors of 
Elders Hyde and Paire, and the last summer's 
■ our of the whole Twelve, put along with 
their unabated vigilance in the vineyard since 
their appointment, is pretty strong testimonv 
that "they are called, chosen., and fAithful."— 
Thanks be to Jesus: the honors and powers of 
the priesthood are not obtained, by money or 
craft. They are handed down by lineage from 
father to son, according to the order of the Son 
ot God. 

No body disputes the apostney of certain 
men from Cain down to Sidney Rigdon, Esq.: 

>r is it at all to be wondered, that ihev all 
claim to be "perfect." G. M. Hinkle has the 
<fc Bride, the Lamb's wife; 1 ' John C* Bennett 
has been * k Joab z general in Israel;' 7 Law 
notwithstanding he carried pistols to shoot Jol 
seph, is so smooth that he is nearly **a new re* 
deemer; 1> and Sidney Rigdon, Esq , who it 
seems, from the paper before alluded to, is the 
u stone the builders refused or rejected, " inde- 
pendent of Jesus Christ:— We must be plain on 
the subject and quote a little scripture which 
*eems to meet the case to a nic-Mv, whether 
the prophet meant so or not; because Sidney 
s determined to fight the Gentiles among the 
Allegany mountains* So hear what Daniel 
savs: 

"And the king shall do according to his 
will; and he shall exalt himself, and magnify 



himself above every god, and shnll speak mar- 
vellous things against the God of gods, and 
shnll prosper till the indignaii m be accom- 
plished: for that that is determined shall be 
done* 

Neither shall he regard the god of his fath* 
ers, nor the desire of women, nor regard any 
god: for he shall magnify himself above all. 

Eut in ins estate shall he honor the God of 
of forces: and a god whom his fathers knew 
not shall he honor with gold, and silver, and 
with precious stones, and pleasant things. 

Thus shall he do in the most strong holds 
with a strange god, whom he shall acknowl- 
edge and increase with glory; and he shall 
cause them to rule over many, and s-haU divido 
the land for gain. 

And at the time of the end shall the king of 
the south push at him: and the kingol the 
north shall come against him like a whirlwind 
wiih chariots, and with horsemen, and with 
many ships; and he shall enter into the coun- 
tries, and shall overthrow and pass over. 

lie shali enter also into the g'orious land 
and many countries shall be overthrown; but 
these shall escape out of his hand, even Edom, 
and Moab, and the chief of the children of 
Ammon. 

He shall stretch forth his hand also upon the 
countries: and the land ot Egypt shall not es- 
cape. 

But he shall have power ove'r the treasures 
of gold and of siNer, and over all the precious 
things of Egypt; and the Libyans, and the 
Ethiopians shall be at his steps. 

But tidings out of the east and out of the 
north shall trouble him; therefore he shall go 
forth with great fury to destroy, and utterly to 
make away many* 

And he shall plant the tabernacles of his pal- 
ace between the seas in the glorious holy moun- 
lain: yet he shall come to his end, and none 
shall help hiito. 1 ' 

Al! this is spiritual and shows that besides 
Sidney's being the "stone the Jews n fusecy* 
holding the key of David which actually be- 
longs to Jesus Christ, he is a kind of god that 
will trouble the Ethiopians, Egyptians, Lybi- 
ans, &c, probably with bees and Hies, but will 
come to his end and "none will help him.*' — 
I f . mav not he amiss, however, before Sidney 
obtains this mighty power, to square li is claims 
fron revelations in the aforesaid Doctrine and 
Covenants, Section 11, page 158; and which 
was the first word the Lord ever said to en- 
courage Sidney up to that time, among othei 
things, said of Brother Joseph, "and in weak- 
ness have I blessed him, aid 1 have given un- 
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to him the kevs of the mvsterv of thoss thin^ 
which have been sealed, even things which 
were from the foundation of the world, and \h* 
things which shall come from this time unti 
the time of my coming, if he abide in me, and 
jf not, another will I plant in his stead."

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HISTORY OP JOSEPH SMITH* 

(Continued,) 

Kirtfand, January 11, 1833. 
Brother William W. Phelps 

I send you the olive 
leaf wh'ch we have plucked from the tree of 
paradise, the Lord's message of peace to uf; for 
ihough our brethren in Zion, indulge in feel- 
ings towards us, which are not accordi ng to 
the requirement? of the new covenant; yet, we 
have the satisfaction of knowing that the Lord 
approves of ns, and has accepted us, . and es- 
tablished his name in Kirtland for the 3 al vat ion 
of the nations; for the Lord will have a place, 
from whence his word will go forth, in these 
lastdavs, in purity; for if Zion will not purify 
hers lf ? so as to be approved of in all things, in 
his sight, ho will seek another people; for his 
wor'v will go on until Israel h gathered, and 
they who will not bear his voice, must expect 
to feel his wrath. Let me say unto you, seek 
to purify yourselves and also all the inhabi- 
tants of Zion, lest the Lord's anger be kindled 
:o fierceness. Repent, repent is the voice of 
God to Zion; and yet, strange as it may appear 
yef, it is true, mankind will persist in self jus- 
tification until all their iniquity is exposed^ 
an 1 their character past being redeemed, and 
that which is treasured up in their hearts be 
exposed to the gaze of mankind. I say to you, 
(and what I say to you, I say to all) hear the 
warning voice of God, lest Zion fall, and the 
Lord swear in his wrath the inhabitants of Zi- 
on shall not enter into my rest. 

The brethren i:i Kirtland pray for you un- 
ceasingly, for, knowing the terrors of the Lord, 
T !:e y greatly fear for you: yon will see that the 
Lord commanded us, in Kirtland, to build an 
house of God, and establish a school for the 
prophets. This is the word of the Lord to us, 
<i:id we must, yea, the Lord helping us, we will 
obey: as on conditions of our obedience he has 
promised us great things; yea, even a visit 
from the heavens to honor us with his own 
presence. We greatly fear before the Lord 
lest we should fail of this great honor, which 
our Master proposes to confer on us; we are 
seeking for humility and great faith lest we be 
ashamed in his presence. Our hearts are great- 
ly grieved at the spirit which is breathed, both 
in your letter, and that of Brother G*****^ 
the very spirit which is wasting the strength of 
Zion like a pestilence; and if it is not detect* 
ed and driven from you, it will ripen Zion for 



the threatened judgments of God. Remember 
God sees the secret springs of humrtn action, 
and knows the hearts of all living. 

Brother sutler us to speak plainly, for God 
has respect to the feelings of his saints, and he 
will not suffer them to be tantalized with im- 
punity. Tell Brother G ## ***t |that low insin- 
uations, God hates; but he rejoices in an hon- 
est heart, and knows better who is guilty than 
he does. We send him this warning voice, 
and let him fear greatly for himself, lest a worse 
thing overtake him; all we can say by way of 
conclusion, is, if the fountain of our tears are 
not dried up, we will still weep for Zion. This 
from your brother whj trembles for, Zion, and 
for the wrath of heaven, which awaits her if 
she repent not. 

P. S. I am not in the habit of crying peace, 
when there is no peace, and knowing the 
threatened judgments of God; I say wo unto 
them who are at ease in Zion; fearfulness will 
speedily lay hold of the hypocrite. I d,d not 
expect that you bad 1st the commandments, 
but thought from your letters you had neglect- 
ed to read thrm, otherwise you would not nave 
writtten as you did, 

It is in vain to try to hide a bad spirit from 
the eyes of them who are spiritual, for it will 
shew itself in speaking and in writing, as well 
as all our other conduct. It is also needless to 
make great pretentions when the heart is not 
right, the Lord will expose it to the view of his 
faithful saints.

I had many glorious 
seasonsof refreshings* Thegifts which follow 
them that believe and obey the gospel, as to- 
kens that the Lord is ever the same, in his 
dealings with the humble lovers and followers 
of truths began to be poured out among us, as 
in ancient days; — For as we, viz: Joseph 
Smith jr., Sidney Rtgdon, Frederick G. Wil- 
liams, Newel K. Whitney, Hyrum Smith, Zeb- 
idee Cohrin, Joseph Smith sen , Samuel IL 
Smith, John Murdock, Lyman Johnson, Orson 
Hyde, Ezra Thayer, high priests; and Levi 
Hancock, and William Smith elders, were as- 
sembled in conference, on the 22nd day of Jan- 
uary I spoke to the conference in another 
tongue, and was followed in the flame [rift by 
Brother Zebidee Oltrin, and he by Brother 
Wm, Smith, after which the Lord poured out 
his spirit in a miraculous manner until all the 
elders spoke in tongues, and several members, 
both male and female. Great and glorious 
were the divine manifestat ous of the Holy 
Spirit. Praises were sung to God and the 
Lamb; speaking and praying, all in tongues, 
occupied the conference, until a late hour at 
night, so rejoiced were we, at the return of 
these lone absent blessings. 

Cte A* 23rd, we again ambled in confer- 
ence; when, after much speaking, pinging, 
praying and praising God, all in tongues, we 
proceeded to the washingof feet, (according to 
the practice recorded in the 13th chanter of

And again, verily I fay unto thy brethien, 
Sidney Rigdon, and Frederick G. Williams, 
their sins are forgiven them also, and they are 
accounted as equal with thee in holding the 
keys of this Inst kingdom: as also through 
your adnhtmstrartjon the keys of the school of 
the prophet^, which I have commanded to be 
organized, that thereby they may be perfected 
in their ministry for the salvation of Zion, and

through their administration, the word may go 
forth unto the ends of the earth, unto the Gen-

Now verily, I say unto you, let there be a 
place provided as Boon as it is possible, for the 
family of thy counselor and scribe, even Fred- 
erick G. Williams: and let mine aged servant 
Joseph Smith, senior, continue with his family 
upon the place where he now lives t and let it 
not be sold until the mouth of the Lord shall 
name. And let thy counsellor, even Sidney 
Rigdon, remain where he now resides, until the 
mouth of the Lord shall name. And let the 
bishop search diligently to obtain an agent: 
and let it be a man who has got riches in 
store ; a man of God and of strong faith : that \ 
thereby he may bf» enabled to discharge every 
debt; that the storehouse of the Lord may not 
be brought into disrepute before the eyes of the 
people. Search diligently, pray always, and 
be believing, and all things shall work togeth- 
er for your good, if ye walk uprightly, and re- 
member the covenant wherewith ye have cove- 
nanted one with another.

Great joy and satisfaction continually beam- 
ed in the countenances of the school of the 
propherg and the saints, on account of the 
things revelled, and our progress in the knowl- 
edge of God. 

On the 18rh of March, the high priests as-] 
eetiV.l >d in the school room of the prophets and 
were organized according to revelation, in 
prayer by S. Rlgdoii. Doctor Hurlbut waa| 
crdained an elder; after which Elder Rigdon 
expressed a desire that himself and Brother F. 
G. Williams should bo ordained to the office.' 
to whi,;h they had been called, viz: that of 
presidents of the high priesthood, and to b 
equal in holding the keys of the kingdom with 
Brother Joseph Smith, junior, according to the' 
revelation given on the 8th of March, 1833. 

Accordingly I laid my hands on Brother' 
Sidney and Frederick and ordained them to 
take part wilh in holding the keys of this 
last kingdom, and to assist in the presidency of 
the high priesthood, as my counsellors; after, 
which, I exhorted the brethren to faithfulness, j 
and diligence in keeping the commandments 
of God, and give much instruction for the ben- 
efit of the saiats, wilh a promise that the pure 
in heart v. old see a heavenly vision ; and af- 
ter remaining a ^hort time in secret prayer, the 
promise was verified; for many present hud the 
eyes of their understandings opened by the' 
spirit of G <d so as to behold many things. j 

I then blessed the bread and wine, and dis- 
tributed a portion to each s after which many of 
the brethren saw a heavenly vision of the Sa 
vior, and concourses of angtis, and many other 
things, of which each one has a record of what 
they saw, &c« 

March 23rd. A council #fti called for the 
purpose of appointing a committee to purchase 
land in Rutland* upon which the saints might 



build a s'nke of Zion* Brothers Joseph Coe 

and Moses Daily were appointed to ascertain 
the terms of »ar!e of certain farms; and thai 
Bro:her Ezra Thayer ascertain the price of 
Peter Frenches form; and the brethren agreed 
to continue in p ayer and fasting lor the ulti- 
mate success uf their mission. 

After an absence of about three hours, Broth- 
ers Coe lad Daily returned and reported that 
Elijah Smith's farm could be obtained for four 
thousand dollars; and Mr. Money's for twenty 
one hundred; and Brother Thayre reported 
that Peter French would sell his farm for five 
thousand dollars. The council decided lo pur- 
chase the firms, and appointed Ezra Thavre 
and Joseph Coe to superintend the purchase, 
and they were ordained under the hands of 
Sidney Rigdon, and sit apart as gen:: ral agents 
of the church for that purpose. 

On the 26th of March, a council of high 
priests twenty one in number, convtned for 
the general welfare of the church, in what was 
then called Zion, in Jackson count?, Missouii, 
on account of a revelation, my letter, and an 
epistle from the church in Rutland, a solemn 
assembly bad been called, and a sincere and 
humble repentance manifested , insomuch, ihat 
on the 2$th of February, one month previous, 
a general epistle had been written in confer- 
ence, which was satisfactory to the presidency 
and church at Kiriland. 

At the sitting of the council of the 26th of 
March, according to the plan taught at the sol 
emn assembly, which was, that the seven high 
priests who were sent from KirtlanJ to build 
up Zion, viz: Oliver Cowdery, W. W. Phelps, 
John Whkmer, Sidney Gilbert, Bishop Par- 
tridge, and his two councillors, should stand at 
the head of affairs, relating to the church, in 
that section of the Lord's vineyard; and these 
suven men, with the common consent of the 
branches, comprising the church, were to ap- 
point presiding elders, to take the watch care 
of the several branches, as they were appointed. 
Now, therefo!e, as many of the high priests, 
and elders, went up to Zion and commenced 
regulating and setlin? the branches in order, 
allowing themselves as much power by the au- 
thority of their priesthood, and gift of the Holy 
Ghost, as those set apart and appointed to pre^ 
side over the branches; it became necessary 
to call the council now spoken of, to set in or- 
der the elders of LracI ; when, after a lemar dii- 
cussion, it was decided from the revelation?, 
that the order taught in the solemn assembly, 
was correct; and that the elders, when they 
arrived at Zion, were bound by the authorities 
set in the church, to be submissive to the pow- 
ers that be: their labors and callings being 
more pirucularly to push the people together 
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from the ends of the earth to t lie places the 
Lord appoiuted. This decision in council gave 
general satisfaction, and the elders soon saw 
the beauty of every man in his p ace.

The progress we have made in the language 
has been very rapid indeed, ft is only twenty 
five days since we camo on shore, and we are 
able to hold quite a conversation, and read 
without difficulty. In fact the natives te T l me 
I can read better than Mr. Moore, a missiona- 
ry who ha?* been here eighteen months. We 
shall soon be able to appoint meetings and 
preach; what success will attend ir time alone 
can determine, but; we think it will be good. — 
The Lord grant it. Pray for our success Broth- 
er)***** and request the church to do the 
same, for we feel in need of all the help we 
can get. 

We have heard nothing from the church 
since we left, with the exception of a few 
words by some missionaries, bound to the 
Sandwich Islands, who left America two 
months afer us. Thev said they did not think 
the church had been driven; at any rate they 
had not heard so, God grant it may be bo, but 
still such news is but little better than no news 

Wc feel very anxious, and shall wait very 
impatiently until we ge h letters.

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HISTORY OF JOSEPH SMITH. 

(Con linui 

April 2d» F. Williams wag appointed, 
by a council of High Priests, an agent, to su- 
perintend and employ men to labor in the 
brick yard, on the French farm, also to rent 
the farm. The French farm was purchased 
on account of the atone quarry thereon, and 
toe facilities for making brick, each essential j 
10 the building up of the ei r y. The ca'jjicil 
also instructed Bro E. Thayre to purchase 
:he Tanners- of Arnold Mason, in Kirthind- 

On the 6;h of April, in the land of Zion, 
which was within the western bounderics ofj 
the State of Missouri, about eighty official, to- 
gether with pome unofficial members of the 
church, met for instruction, and the service of 
God at the Ferry on Big Blue River, near the 
western limits of Jackson County, which is the 
confines of the Sta'e and the United States.— 
It was an early Spring nnd the haves and 
blossoms, like a glimpse at Paradise, enlivened 
and gratified the soul of man. 

The day was spent in a very airrcaahle man- 
ner, in driving and receiving knowledge which 
appertained to this last kingdom. It being 
just 1803 years since the Savior laid down his 
life that men might have everlasting life, ai.d 
only three years since the church had come out 
of the wilderness, preparatory for the fast dis- 
pm-a ion; they had great reason to rejoice: 
ihey thought upon the lime when ihis world 
came into existence, and the mornin^ star, 
sang together and all the sons of God shouted 
for joy: when Istael eat the * v passover ; ' as 
wailing came up for the Iofs of the first-born 
of Egypt, and they felt like the shepherds who|j 
watched their flocks by nig h t ? when i>e angel- 
ic choir sweetly sung that electrifying s;rain 
Peace on earth and good will to i»«», TJ and the 
solemnities of eternity rested upon them- This 
was the first attempt made by the church, to 
celebrate her birth day, and those who profess' 
ed not our faith talked about it as a strange thing. 

While the church was thus rejoicing, the 
news from abroad was, that 30,000 out of the 
population of 100,000, had died of starvation, 
in consequence of the famine produced by 
three years drouth, followed by a flood, in the 
Cape de Verd islands: that sixteen shocks of 
an earthquake had been felt, the previous Feb- 
ruary, at St. Kitfs and Nevis, in the West In. 
4ia islands: that the Polish Jews were about to 
nsit Jerusalem: that war was raging between 



Turki v 'md E^ypt: thru a great tire had oc- 
curred in Liverpool: ihat volcanic eruptions 
wmt§ and rumors of wars, were prevailing in 
different eeetlons of the earth, and fire balls 
and } arful signs were sr.- en in the heavens 
with many other alarming appearances, which 
caused the hearts of the wicked to tremble, 
none of which was more awful than the con- 
tinue d spread of the Asiatic cholera in Europe, 
which had already swept from the earth, in the 
short space of 16 years about sixty millions of 
inhabitants. (See ^Evening and Morning 
Star, April 1833/'

from a heavenly messenger, it must be for thei r 
own benefit and instruction, for the fundamen- 
tal principle?, government, and doctrine of the 
church is vested in the keys of the kingdom*— 
As it respects an apostate, or one who has been 
cut off from ihe church, and wishes to come in 
a^iin, the taw of our church expreesdy says 
that such shall repent, and be baptized, and be 
admitted as at the first. 

The duty of a High Priest is to administer in 
spiritual and holy thine/?, and to hold commun- 
iun with God; but not to exercise monarch- 
inl government, or to appoint meetings for the 
eldeTs, without their consent. And again it is 
the High Priests 1 duty to be better qualified to 
teach principles, and doctrines, than the elders 
for the office of cider is an appendage to the 
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high' priesthood, i\nd il concentrntt s & ctnmv 
nil in one* And ag^n, the pr< cess of laboring 
with a member: Ve are to deal with ihem 
precisely the Scriptures dm c'. It thy broth- 
er trespass against thee, take him between him 
and thee alone; and, if he maketh thee satis- 
faction, thou hast saved thy brother; and ){ 
not, proceed to take another with thee, &c.; 
and when there is no bishop, they arts to be 
tried bv the voice of the church ; and if an el-

der,[or a high priest be present, they are to 
take the lead in managing the business; but if 
not, such as have the highest authority will 
preeide. 

With respect to preparing to go to Ziou:—

We had lar^e con- 
gregations, having formed this circuit where 
we intended to labor the season* We then 
left, our circuit and went to Vermont and New 
Hampshire, where we had much success among 
tny friends whom I had not s < n for near thir- 
ty years. Wfc ha 1 not much time to stay fmm 
our circuit, therefore we were diligent in bent- 
ing testimony* and the Lord blessed us abun- 
dantly, and we leFt them in^s'ly believing. 

From thence we went to Peterborough N. H. 
to the conference and their agreed with Broth- 
ers Huston on I Twist to go to Claremont, 
where we had been laboring? among my friends. 
We then took the parting hand with our friends 
and lef; them for the State of New York* In 
« few days after our departure we heard the 
dreadful- news of the death of our beloved 
brethren, Joseph and Mvrutn, winch gave us 
feelinjjs indescribable! We hardlvknew what 
to do, or how to act, for a while. We at length 
resolved to visit ail our acquain'ances, bearing 
testimony to what we knew and verily believ- 
ed; and then move on to the west, lifting up 
our voices by the way* 

So we left appointments as we went to War- 
ren county, to £11 on our return; and in some 
towns and village?, wi, were introduced in to 
the most splendid meeting houses, and ringing 
of the bell at the hour of appointment; good 
order and treated with respect and requested 
to call, if we ever canu that why. 

So we took leave of our c:rcuu for the west, 
-visiting the churches bv the war, exhortieg 
them to diligence and fnthfulness, baptising 
many who desired to renew their covenants, 
and passed on through New York, Tennsylva- 
nia and Ohio to Kirtland; at which place I 
visited for the first lime and held several meet- \ 
ingsin the temple; and many dissenters came 
to hear the stranger, I gave them a history of« 
my experience for twelve years in the church!

had I more of the spirit than when I was in the 
house oi the Lord. A tense of what Bri)tht T

Violence in the land! b iters of 
their own blood! and increasing wickedncpa 
every year! minder becoming 1 common! and 
bat lit*le notice taken of it! inubs becumiru; 
popular! the peo.de not regarding ihe laws, but 
walking ov*r them! When an excitement 
takes place in many of the towns and villages, 
the people do not think of the law?, hut gmher 
to gather as a mob to effect their purpose, fgi 
the time being. 

When I reflect on these ihinrra I am eon- 
attained to say, has peace been taken from the 
earth? has the dreadful day arrived spoken of 
by the proplvat*? and do I live in the time of 

their literal fulfillment? 

Fro:n Kirtland I went to Indiana, Dearborn 

county^ my old place of residence. My neigh- 
bors received me eoidiully; they opened the 
Baptist meeting house on the Sabbath, which 
was crowded with people. 1 f it to call on the 
Lord in their behalf, I had liberty in speaking 
from the prophet and showing the literal gaih- 
ierin;_r oF the house of Israel, and their res' ora- 
tion to tne lands of tneir fathers.

Dear Brother: 

In honor to the cause of God, a 
just sense of duty, and for the benefit of the 
suints (by request) I proceed to give a short 
narration, or sketch, of my mission to the east. 
According to counsel and direction of the 
Twelve, in company with Etd^r Jesse W. Cros- 
by, on the 30th uf July, IS 13, 1 left Nauvoo 
without purse or scrip, even to the value of one 
cent, determined to trust in the promises of the 
living God, who has said by this you shall 
know my disciples; 4, they will feed you and 
clothe you and give you money ; for I send you 
out to prove the world. 1 ' In this he has veri- 
fied hie pronrse for in all aur journey of seven 
thousand niiks, and in the spa-ce of one year, 
four mouUid and un days, we have lacked 
noihiog. 

But before I left home I called my family to- 
gether and by the prayer of faith and the laying 
on of hands fur a blessing I committed them all 
into the hands of God for safety, until my re- 
turn, which he has faithfully performed; and 
thanks and praise he to his most holy name* 

We then proceeded to Chicago, preacheda 
few time.* Li Cook county; thence to Jefferson 
county New York, where we commenced 
our labors, the Lord working with uu in migh- 
ty power. Our labor* increased and the work 
spread iu various parts; for eight months the 
•word being successful wherever it was sen:, 
until wc had luised up levtral new branches; 
ordained seven elders, and a number of priests. 



teachers, and deacons, and baptised rising of 
one hundred and fifty. Many of the signs fol- 
lowed, confirming the word we had preached. 
During the time we held two conferences. 

The time at Un^th came for us ro pursue our 
journey to the British Provinces in North A- 
merica. But before we left the spirit manifest- 
ed lo me that we had got to stand before rulers 
and be beaten by the wicked which was all ful- 
filled in New Brunswick in the most savage 
and brutal manner. 

We now proceeded down the St. Lawrence; 
preached a few times in Montreal and Quebec; 
thence down the river St. Lawrence ninety 
five miles; then crossed over to St. John's riv- 
er, two or three hundred miks within. Here 
wc commenced preaching where the gospel 
trump had never been sounded. But the Lord 
had gone before us and shown some in visions 
that we were coming from the far west country; 
so that they knew us and the clothing we had 
on, and were ready to receive the word, 

II nt the devil with ail his forces, both priest 
and rulers arrayed all their artillery against us; 
and, to carry their diabolical purposes into ef" 
feet, dispatched messengers to the Governor* 
wi'h all manner of lies; such as that of break- 
ing up all meetings of other denominations; 
and persuading people '.o leave the Province, 
which caused the Governor to give orders for 
three Justices of the Peace, to hold a court of 
inquiry. They collected all their forces: the 
devil's poor, and poor devils; both black and 
white, and out. of all their testimony, gut one 
negro to swear that we preached contrary to 
the Bibie, we not being permitted to make our 
defence. But being determined not to quit the 
field, we prepared ourstlves with documents 
from Esquire Shelton and Judge Iinzley, who 
had heard us preach. With these, and faith in 
God, we repaired to the capitof, before h;3 Ex- 
cellency the Governor to make our defence; 
I *rhere wc were permitted to answer for our* 
I selves after one or two hours deliberation ; and 
jalso many questions from the Governor's wife y 
: concerning our doctrine. Nothing being found 
against us worthy ot devh, bond:*, or imprison- 
ment, we again pursued our calling. 

But the wicked were now more enraged than 
ever, and threatened, if we did not leave tho 
country, we would bo mobbed, which they 
soon carried into efieet. In this I received a 
most liberal share, being left nearly dead on 
the ground; but }et, trusting in the Lord, I 
called on Brother Crosby to lay bands ou roe^ 
an l the next day traveled seventeen miles, and 
preached according to appointment, and tho 
word grew and prospr ;ed mightily. 



We continued to preach in the day time and 
sleep in ih*. 1 woods in the nizht, and some 
times baptise in the night, for fear of mobs. — 
We continued our labors until we had baptised 
forty -seven : organized two branches; ordain- 
ed two elders to pre Fide over them and bid fare- 
well to New Brunswick; praying the Lord for 
their weifaie and prosperity. 

Now one word of caution to the saints in 
New Brunswick^ Jefferson county, and all the 
world: — Beware ol RigdonittSj who may come 
to you and say they are prophets and apostles 



and are not; hut are liars. Tbev say u ?\% 
burg is the place of gathering." RigcJon,rio« 
he was cut ufF f om the chur:h, has led soa* 
few apostates to Pittsburg; and w r il[ lead thru 
from there to the devil, if they do not repeoi 
The Lord said iJie fields of Vie woods were tb* 
location of Zion. So said Joseph Smith; so 
say the Twelve, who now stand in authoritr 
to lead the church of the living God.
